. ‘ COURT OF WARDS ACT AMENDMENT. 

The" Hon’blb Mr. Dampier presented tho report of tho Select Committee 
■on tl\e Bill to amend the Court of Wards Act, 1879, and in doing so ho said 
there were only two points necessary to bo noticed now. The minor alter-’ 
atioas made by the Committee wore sufficiently set out in the report. The 
first.of the two points was the alleged discrepancy between the Indian Majority 
Act, passed by the Council of tho Qovernor-Gonoral, and the Court of Wards'- 
Act of this Council. Before tho matter was laid before the Select Committee 
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an informal mooting was held, principally to discuss thi4 question. It was 
purely a question of law, and it happened that, of the four legal gentlemen of 
i whose assistance the Committee were able to avail themselves, two hQla one 
• opinion as to the construction of a certain expression in the Indian Majority 
Act, and these wore the two law officers of the Government, while two held 
the other opinion. The expression in the Majority Act was ‘•every minor 
under iurisdictidii of the Court of Wards.” The opinion of the' lefirned 
Advocate-General and of the Legal Remembrancer was that this expression in 
the Indian Majority Act embraced every minor upon whom that Court 
might stretch out its liands and take charge of his property, if, in the exercise 
of its discretion, it thought right to do so. If the view of these legal officers 
was correct, then the way in wliich the expression was usc^ in the Majority 
Act had the effect of leaving the Court of Wards to declare whom they should 
consider to be minors for the purposes of that Act, and therefore there was no 
discrepancy between the two Acts and no alteration was required in the present 
Bill. On the other hand the two learned gentlemen opposite (Mr. Ameor Ali 
and Baboo Peary Mohnn Mookorjee) were of opinion that the expression in 
question in the Indian Majority Act embraced only minors of wlioso person* 
and property the Court had actually taken charge in the exercise of its discre¬ 
tional Jurisdiction, If so, there was certainly some difficulty in reconciling" 
the two Acts ; but then this Couiicil had not the power to clear up the doubt 
by putting an authoritative construction on the words of the Majority Act. 

On those considerations, and giving that weight to the opinion of the law 
officers of Government, who liappcnod to ho agreed, which was officially due .to 
them, the Select Committee had not thought it necessary to introduce any 
provision on this head into the present Bill. 

The next point was that the Committee had omitted the proposed section 
55A as unnecessary. It was the section by which Mr. Dampieu had proposed 
to give authority to the Court of Wards to allow any ward to bring a suit, as if 
that ward were not in cliargo of the Court. The consideration of this section 
led the Committee to look somewhat deeply into the general law, and the 
result was that it was held by those most competent to give an opinion, that, as 
the law stood, tliere was no necessity for a specific provision of tlic nature of 
the one ho proposed ; cases such as Mr. Dampier had intended to moot were 
already met, Wards of Courf^who are not minors, being already under the 
general law competent to institute certain suits independently of the Court of 
Wards, and the managers of their estate. That being the general effect of the 
law, it had not been fonncl necessary to put in any provision to secure it. 

He saw one point looming at a distance, regarding whicli he might perhaps 
have to propose an amenduieiit. It was this. It had been represented that fol* 
the purpose of executing a certificate, the manager of a ward’s estate was, under 
the Public Demands Recovery Act, in the position of a plaintiff decree-holder. 
Now, after a certificate had been made for the recovery of a certain sum due to 
the ward’s estate, and before it was fully executed and satisfied, suppose tho 
estate of tliat ward passed away from the jurisdiction of tho Court, how was 
that certificate to be sued out ? • Who was then legally competent to t^ke 
such steps as were necessary to go on executing it ? That was a ques¬ 
tion which had been raised. Ho * had -in an informal way consulted two 
authorities on the subject; one said'it was as clear as possible; the decree 
being made, tho Collector could go on executing it oven after the estate had. 
jiassed out of its hands, and tho Collector would make over tho amount 
realized to the proprietor who had come into possession of the estate. Thoothor 
legal luminary said it was palpable that tho proprietor in possession of thp^ 
estate was tho successor in title to the manager, and that, under the general ’ 
law, ho w(>uld be entitled to take such steps as wore necessary for executiilg • 
these certin<rites. * . ' 


This was j)urely a legal question, and Mr. Dampier did not Irke to rush 
in where tluj aniioLs feared to tread, and ho proposed to give the subject 
* furtlier considcr.uiou and to obtain more formal oi^inions before the next 
meeting uf the Council. 

The l b n’rle Peaky Moiiun Mookerjee said he had tho honour of serving on 
the Select Committt'c, but he regretted that he could not agree with tho learned 
Jl^w officers of the Govern meat or of the majority of tlw hoii’ble gentlemen of the 
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Committee in thinking that the Court of Wards Act or the Indian Majority Act 
*gave the Cburt of Wards* any thing like a prospective jurisdiction with respect 
to persons who had^passed the ago of eighteen years and had not completed 
the ago of twenty-one years. IIo thought that the standards of majority, fixed 
by the two enactments, related to classes of persons diflerently situated, and 
that they did not conflict with one another ; but as the majority of the gentle- 
•^mof|who.formed the Select Committee were of a contrary opinion, he subscribed 
to the report of the Committee. But since signing the report ho Jiad consulted 
the authorites on the subject, and ho had been confirmed in liis opinion by 
the rulings of the highest authorities, he meant of the Privy Council and of a 
full Bench of the High Court. Ho thought tliat a person after he had attained 
the age of eighteen j^ears was beyond the jurisdiction of the Court of Wards. 
He stated this simply, because he wished it to be understood that he did not 
subscribe to the opinion expressed in the 2nd paragraph of the report of the 
Select Committee. 

The Hon'blk Amir Alt said that as he had the honour of serving on the 
Select Committee ho might bo allowed to say a few words to explain the dis¬ 
sent ho had recorded. The reasons which compelled him to differ from his 
hon’blo colleagues wore contained in his dissent, and ho was not going to 
trespass at any length on the time of the Council. He was sorry to find the. 
opinion of the law officers of Government were against him with reference to 
the meaning iXrhich was to bo attached to the words under the jurisdiction 
of the Court of Wards ” in section 3 of the Indian Majority Ac^- They were 
of opinion tliat those words vested in the Court of Wards a prosj^cctive juris¬ 
diction, and that consc(|ucntly there was no conflict between the provisions of 
Act IX of 1875 and the Court of Wards Act. The opinion of the law officers 
of the Government was entitled to the greatest weight, but lie (Mr. Amir Alt) 
could not bring himself to agree in the view that the word “ jurisdiction” in the 
Indian M.njority Act had a different meaning from tlic word as used in other 
Acts. Ho thought a reference to some of the authoriti( s mentioned already 
by bis hon^blo friend (Baboo Peary Mohun Mookerjeo) would show that in 
every instance in which the question had been discussed the term had been 
construed to iinj)ly an actual and not a prospectiv’^e and possible jurisdiction. 
His hon’blo and learned friend the Legal l^mcmbrancer had mentioned to 
him that in section 11 of the Court of Wards Act and Act XL of 1858 the 
word w^as used in the sense which Mr. Allen was inclined to put upon it, but 
a careful examination of the sections referred to by him had confirmed 
Mr. Ameru Ali in his conviction that th*e words “ under the-jurisdiction of the 
.Court of Wards ” meant under the actual jurisdiction or charge of the Court of 
Wards arfd di<l not include persons who had attained their majority under 
Act IX of 1875. The analogy which w^as sought to bo drawn from the 
expression “jurisdiction of the civil court” did not appear to him to be 
correct. The jurisdiction of the civil court was an actual jurisdiction, exercised 
with reference to all persons and at all times. Lverybody was subject to that 
jjirisdiction unless specially exempted, whereas nobody was subject to the 
•authority of the Court of Wards unless specially declared to be so or the 
charge of his or her property was taken by the Court of Wards. 

The Hon’ble Kristodas Pal said, lawy ers, like doctors, differed; he did 
not profess to bo a lawyer, but as a Member of the Select Committee, he took 
a common-sense vic'.w of the question raised. If there was a conflict between 
the law of the Indian Council and the Court of Wards Act, it was not in the 
jjow^r of tills Council to ivmcdy’ that conflict, lie Select Committee had not 
'touched the law one way or another, and liad not therefore in any way added 
to the difficulties whicli miglit be at present experienced. Such being the case, 
he thought the ptiragrajih which had b«>on inserted in the report of the Select 
Committee would not in ai y way alter the present position of things. If the 
Government, in its executive capacity, thought tliat the two laws ought to be 
reconciled, it should move the Legislative t>)uncil of tho Governor-General tex 
amend the Majority Act. ‘ But in his opinion it was not competent for this 
Council to do anj’^thing in the matter. 

The Hon’blb Mr. Dampier said, with reft'ronce to remarks which had jTist. 
been made^ that he entirely agreed with the llou’ble Member who spoke last. 
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He observed that the Ilon’ble and learned Member *wUo spoke first said 
more than once that one of the constructions of the Indian Majority Act was 
held by the majority of the Members of the Select Committee, as well as by 
the law officers of Government. Mr. Dampiku begged leave to say that ho liad 
in this matter pinned his official faith on the opinion of the Government law 
officers. 

He was satisfied that, whichever of the two constructions waa 6oi^ct,'‘ 
nothing that this Council was competent to enact would be of practical use. 
Any conclusion which he might arrive at as to the correct construction must 
therefore bo a sterile conclusion, loading to no results. He had not therefore 
thought it necessary to examine the merits of the rival constructions as he 
would have done had any result depended upon his vote. 

Tlie Hon’ble Mr. Allen said, as one of the Members of the Select Com¬ 
mittee, and particularly as one of those by whoso advice it acted, he thought it 
right to state why that Committee had determined to make no change in the 
Bill in resjiect to the matter under discussion, and the explanation lay in the 
answer to the question who was a minor under the jurisdiction of the Court 
of Wards. The difficulty arose not as to the meaning of any words in any 
Act passed by this Council, but as to the meaning of words used in the Indian 
Majority Act of 1875 which was passed by the Council of the Governor- 
GeueraL The words of section 3 of that Act were— 

‘‘ Subject as aforesaid, every minor of wlioso person or property a ^lardian has been 
or shall be appointed by any court of justice, and every minor under the jurisdiction of 
any Court of Wards shall, notwithstanding any tiling oontaiuod in the Indian Suocossion 
Act, or ill any other enactment, be deemed to have attained his majority when he shall have 
completed his ago of twenty-ono years and not before.” 

The question was as to the meaning of the words under the jurisdiction of 
any Court of Wards.’’ The learned Advocate-Gcnorars opinion (and the only 
opinion which scorned to Mu. Allen the correct opinion) as to tho construction of 
these words was that a distinction must be drawn between the words under the 
jurisdiction of the Court of Wards” and the words under the charge of the 
Court of Wards ” The opinion maintained by his friends on the opposite side 
appeared to him to depend eiitircdy on tho loose way in which tho word ^‘jurisdic¬ 
tion ” was used in this country. Every" person who had any functions to perform 
was said to have a “ jurisdictira,” and thus we heard of a dtlk runner’s “ juris¬ 
diction” and a chowkidar’s “jurisdiction,” and other “ jurisdictions” of a similar 
kind in which the word was used in a most slovenly manner. But the exact 
meaning of the word was to signify, prospectively, a possible control, thus every 
person was under* the jurisdiction of that court which had tho dictio juriH — the 
right of declaring what was jus in cases in which he was concerned ; therefore 
the jurisdiction of the Court of Wards must extend to those persons over whoso 
affairs tho court had a dirdio juris ^ that is to say all those minors who held entire 
estates paying revenue direct to Government. Tho qualification therefore was 
that of every minor zoiniiidar holding an entire estate whether his property had 
or had not been taken charge of, he was under tlie jurisdiction of tho Court of 
Wards: and consequently the Committee could see no conflict between an Act 
of tho Governor-General, which expressly, in the case of persons under the juris¬ 
diction of the Co^rt, extended tho age of-mujority to twenty^-onc y^’cars, and 
an Act of this Council which stated' that in tho caso of those subject to 
tho Court of Wards, a minor was a person under twenty'-onc years of age. 
The expression “under tho jurisdiction” occurred in another Act of the 
Governor-General in Council, namely Act XL of 1858 which made provision 
for tho custody and protection of tho property of minors not under the ^ris-; 
diction of the Court of Wards and who did not hold entire estates paying 
revenue to Government. Section 2 of that Act provided that the care di 
the persons of all minors 'not under tho protection of tho Cohrt of WardsJ 
and the charge of their property should bo “ subject to the jurisdiction of 
tho civil court.” Tho expression in that section was almost identical with 
•tho expression in the Indian Majority Act, but Mn. Allen never heard 
that tho section was supposed to refer merely to persons whose property had 

* been already taken charge of by the civxl court: clearly, it contemplated 

• thfo possibility of the property being taken charge of by tho court, and noi 
necessarily that it had been actually taken under it. It was not advisable 
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to explain tho meaning of the words in question by reference to an Act of 
this Legislature, because it might be said that it was not competent for this 
Council .to amend or explain, an expression used in an Act of tho Council 
of the Govornor-GonoraL But a case had just boon put in liis hands 
wWc^WfkS relied upon by the hon’ble member opposite as giving the opinion 
oi th^^fivy Council to the efFont that tho ago of majority for all minors 
• Jumoom, DasBffa vn. Bama»non- taken at eigtiteeu ycais.* Tho ix>int of 

dari jMstiya. I. ii. u. 1 Calc, the dccisioii on wliich rcliance was placed appeared 
289—295. Allen not to aifuct this question at all, 

except in a very remote wa}% and even there their Lordships of tJie Privy 
Council drew a distinction and based their decision on tho express words 
of a Regulation., They said,— 

*‘The only remaiciiig point was that taken 'by Mr. Doyue to the ofToot that although 
Govind Chunder may have been of the age of discretion according to tho Hindu law as pre¬ 
vailing in Bengal, be was still a minor under the 2nd sootion of Regulation XXVI of 
1793, and that under the yJhd section of tho prior llogulation, X of 1703. ho could not make 
the adoption without the ooiiHeiit of his guardian. The laHt-raentionod enactment pro¬ 
hibits a disqualified proprietor from making an ado]>tiou, except with tho sanction of tho Court 

• of Wards, and it has been detormined by tlio sudder court in tho case cited —Anundmoyee 

u A Vhowdrani vs. S/ieeb Chunder Roy —(1; a case which afterwards 

9 «<.««.. 9 ; «.»»-. 1 . A. 28 T. here, though not on tho S9.no point, (2) that tho prohibi- 

tion applies equally to an authority to adopt and to an actual 
adoption. But tho words of tho 33rd section of Regulation X of 1793 would seem to 
confine its operation to persons who are under tho guardianship of the Court of Wards.'" 

This objection was overruled it is true, but tho basis of their Lordships’ 
opinion was that section 33 of Regulation X of 1793 limited the incapacity to 
those who were under the <jua diamhip of the Court of Wards, that is to those 
whose property was in charge of the Court of Wards and to whom the Court of 
Wards stood in the place of guardian. The judgment went on— 

“ And we have the judgment of Mittor, J., to the effect that where a minor is not under 
. • tho Court of Wards but has attaiuod years of discrotion according to tlio Hindu law, he is 
oapablo of executing such au iustniniont as this. Rajendru Nurun Jjahooree vs. SarotUt 

• Sooii furec Dahee 3). If, then, tho case actually turned upon 

(3) 16 W. Km 6W. point, their Lordships’ opinion would have boon that 

Govind Chunder was not incapacitated from executing ttiis instrument by reason of his not 
having attained tho age of eighteen years." 


The question was not then, the validity of tho adoption, but whether a 
disqualified landholder could €?xecute an instrument giving power to adopt, and 
the Privy Council in thinking tliat ho could, relied on'tho words of Regulation 
X of 1798 v^hich limited tlio prohibition to adopt, to those persons who were 
actually under the guardianship of the Court of Wards. There therefore did 
not appear to Mu. Allkn to be any difficulty as to tho moan Lug of the words 
under tho jurisdiction of the Court” in tho Indian Majority Act, and oven 
if there was, ho did not see how this Counoil ctiuld in any way remove tho 
• obscuritj*^, unless, indeed, it should declare iliat eighteen years was to be the 
• age of majority of minors under tho Court <)f Wards. But as ho had already 
said.he did not think there was any ambiguity in the words of rlio Indian 
Majority Act, and ho thought it very desirable that tlie ago of majority for 
proprietors of estates paying revenue direct to Government should not be 
reduced under twenty*one ^ears. 


AMENDMENT OE THE EXCISE ACT. 

• 

T^HE Hoh’blk Mr. ItEYNi.M.S presented tlie report of the Select Committee 
•c/i» tho Bill to amend “ The Hcngttl Exeiso Act, 1878.” He .said he did not 
•propose at this meeting to usk tho Council .to taka tho Bill into consideration. 
He would only mention that he had since received a comiunTiication from which 
he found tl.iat the Board wore not thoi-oughly satislied with the 4th set^tion of 
the Bill fi8 it stood, and it was possible that at the next mooting of the Council 
he should have to propose some amendment of that section. 

AMENDMENT OF THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL CONSOLIDATION 

Acr. 

The IIon’bi.e Kristodas Pal presented tlie report of tho Select Committee 
on the Bill to amend “ The Calcutta Municipal Consolidation Act, 1870,” ..arid 
in doing so he said the modifications mode by tho Select Committee were*fully 
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»et forth in the report, and ho need not therefore trouble the Council with a 
detailed Btatement of the alterations made* It had been his misfortune to 
differ from his colleagues on some important points, but he would take an 
opportunity to notice them when the Bill would bo brought up for settlement 
ot its clauses. There wore, however, one or two points which he migM nQW 
notice. One of the most important objects of the Bill was to give TOWer to 
the Commissioners to take up land for the reclamation of bustees. When he 
applied for leave to introduce the Bill, he endeavoured to explain the procedure 
under which a busteo might bo reclaimed by the Corporation under the existing 
law. That procedure, he might say, was two-fold. First, the Commissionors 
were required to serve notice on proprietors of land, callingmpon them to carry 
out certain improvements which miglit be recommended bjr their Sanitary 
Officer; therso jjropriotors might be required to make roads within bustees for the 
admission of conservancy carts, to introduce drainage and water-supply, to lay 
out huts in proper order, and to make other sanitary arrangements. If the 
proprietors did not carry out the orders of the Commissionors, they were com¬ 
petent to carry out such improvements at the expense of the Municipality and 
to recover the expense afterwards from tlio owner. That was one pro¬ 
cedure. The other mode of procedure was very much the same, with this 
difference, that the scheme of improvement was not to be brought into operation 
till the condemned bustoe had been reported upon by two edmpotont indepen¬ 
dent medical gentlemen. If the Health Officer reported a bustoe to be parti¬ 
cularly unlioalthly, and if the Commissioners thought fit, they might call upon 
two independent medical men to report on the bustoe. These gentlemen were 
required to set forth a scheme of improvement which might partially or wholly 
be adopted by the Commissioners, who were competent to require the owner 
to carry out all the improvements tliey might order. If the owner neglected 
to carry out tlio improvements, the Commissioners were competent to carry 
them out and to recover the cost from the owner. The expense might be so 
heavy that, perhaps in some cases, the proprietor of the bustee might not be 
able to meet it. It had therefore been considered hard to enforce the Act in 
cases in which the owner might bo too poor, or might find the undertaking to 
be unremuncrativo. The bes^ course in such cases, he thought, would be for 
the Municipality to take up the land and pay proper compensation to the pro¬ 
prietor. As Baboo Kristodas Pal had mentioned to the Council on the occasion 
ho had referred to, he had j^ressed this point on the Council when the 
Municipal Act-of 1870-was under' consideration, so this was not the first 
time he ventured to bring the subject before the Council. At that time 
it was thought that the extensive powers given to the Commissioners by 
the Act might first bo tried, and if they were found to be insufficient, they 
might bo subsequently extended. When introducing the Bill, he read to the 
Council an extract frcmi a letter of the Government, in which His Honour 
the present Lieutenant-Governor recommended that the Commissioners might 
take up land for the iniprovement of bustees, and sell or lease it as they 
thought fit in order to recoup themselves. The Commissioners had also come 
forward with the same suggestion ip a letter to the Council, and accordingly 
provisions had been introduced in the Bill to give the Commissioners the 
necessary powers. Tlie Select Committee had, however, so hedged in the 
provision as to prevent the Commissioners from arbitrarily exercising the 
power or embarking in lai d speculation. The amended Bill provided that ^ no 
unhealthy area should be taken up by the Commissioners unless independent 
medical testimony was obtained as to the unhealthinoss of tlie locality coja- 
cerned. The busteo must be first reported upon, specially by two competent 
medical rnou before it could be included in any scheme of improvement by 
the Coninussioners under the provisions of the Bill; the Commissioners would 
then consider tlio seheiue of improvement recommended, and lay if before the 
.Lieutcruint-Govcriior for consideration and sanction, and after obtaining such 
sanction, might take measures to acquire the land. Within two years of the 
acquisition of the land, the Commissioners should either carry out the scheme 
qf improvement at their own expense or make arrangements for carrying out 
the improvement by other pcu-sons. And within five years from the time of 
the eoiw men cement of the improvement, and seven years from the date of 
purchase of the land, the Commissioners must sell the land unless the time

was extended by special order of the Lieutenant-Governor. So that the 
Commissioners would not be competent to hold the land they might purchase 
for the profit of the Corporation: this provision of the Bill would act as a 
check upon the acquisition and improvement of land, for, as fast as the Com- 
.. isi^smners might acquire or improve any land, they would be bound to sell it; 
’ th^ inust not hold land for the pecuniary benefit of the Corporation. The 
object, J*8 ho had stated before, was simply to assist the Municipal Corporation 
in carrying out more effectually the reclamation of bustees. This provision, 
Baboo Kkistodas Pal hoped, would be doubly beneficial. In the first place it 
would assist the Commissioneis in carrying out sanitary improvements; in the 
next place it uronld help jiropriotors of bustees, w^ho might not have the means 
of carrying out improvements of large magnitude; they would receive fair and 
sufficient compensation for the land tliey possessed, hut which they were not 
able to improve. He thought these sections, on the grounds he mentioned, 
were fair and equitable to all parties concerned, and most important from a 
sanitary point of view. 

The next section to which ho would refer was the flection about dm:*- 
- shops. He believed there was no difference of opinion on the point that there 

* ought to bo some provision for the proper regulation of shops where medicinal 
drugs were exposed for sale. The Bill provided for the proper registration of 
drug fillups, jiott for their proper supervision by the Health Officer of the Town, 
and thirdly for the employment of certificated ooinpoundors for the dispensing 
•of medicines in those shops. It had been pointed out to him that as the 
section had been worded it would include Indian drugs which were used for 
the pi'cparation of indigenous modunues, and if certificated compounders 
were insisted upon for the sale of such drugs, it would offer serious impediment 
to trade and to the indigenous system of medicine. In order to meet this 
objection, tlie C.'ommittee had inserted the wonls drugs recognized in the 
British Pharmacopoeia, not being also articles of ordinary dornesiic consumption.” 
It, however, liappened that Indian drugs had been included in the British 
PharmacoiKeia wliich were not articles of domestic consumption : other drugs 
were also imdudod which were used both for domestic consumption and medici¬ 
nal purpos<\s in this country. It would be very bard if, by any words in this 
section, the trade in Indian drugs should bo fettered in any way. These 
drugs were very cheap, they^ were sold by small druggists, they were used by 
Indian Kobirajes and Ilakeonis, and most of them were comparatively innocu¬ 
ous, and if any obstacle w(‘rc thrown in' the way of the salo of such drugs, it 

^ would a serious inconvenience to the public. Baboo Kristodas Pal would 

* therefore take the opportunity, when the clauses of the Bill would come up for 
consideration, to ask the Council to consider whether some explanation should 
not bo attached to the section which might exclude from its scope drugs which 
might bo used for indigenous medicine. 

He need not notice tlio other amendments made by the Select Committee, 
because they wt ro more or less explained in the report; he would now 
' present tlie report, leaving the detailed consideration of tlio clauses of the Bill 
for the next sitting of the Council. 

APPOINTMENT OF A BURIAL BOARD FOR CALCUTTA AND ITS 

SUBURBS. 

, The Hon’ble Mr. Mackenzie moved that the Bill to provide for the 
appointment of a Burial Board in Calcutta and its Suburbs be considered 
for ^settlement in the form rcc’ommcnded by the Select Committee.- He had, 
*^.with the permission of the President, last week, postponed this motion in 
•order to give time for the receipt of furtlier communications to the circular 
which had been issued. Ho had during that time received several further 
replies, and he was liappy to say that tAvo of tlie largest bodies interi^sted—the 
Roman Catholic community and that of the Church of England—wore entirely 
■ satisfied with the provisions of the Bill an they fltt>od. Practically, he might 
say, tliat the Non-Confbrmist.s, as far as ho had boon able to discover, were also 
ttatisfiod. One or two suggestions bad been thrown out, but he did not con- 
fiidhr it necessary to make any cliange in the substance of the liill in cortso-. 
qucnce of those suggestions. As the Bill was worded, there was nothing in the 
section providing for the constitution of a Burial Board to compel the . Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor to appoint only laymen as additional members; it was quite 
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open to His Honour to appoint either laymen or clergymen. That met one 
objection which had been taken by his correspondents. Another point ‘was 
this. It was suggested that Nou-Conformist bodies should be allowed to. elect 
their own representatives. Tliat, however, appeared hardly practi(.*able, for 
the Government had no definite knowledge of the number of bodies who 
claimed to be represented; it would be difficult to lay down rules for the* clUi- 
duct of elections, and, on the whole, it would {)robably be found best that the 
power of appointment bo left with the Lieutenant-Governor, who would, 
consider the interests of the leading bodies and choose men who might be 
considered fairly ropresentativo. Anotlior suggestion, which had been made, 
was that all the Government burial-grounds should be placed under the Board. 
The intention was that all such burial-grounds should* be placed under the 
Board, but the Bill had been made discretionary, because new burial-grounds 
might be opened out which it might not always be convenient to place under 
the Board. Therefore, Mr. Mackenzie thought that on this point also there 
should bo a discretion left to tho Govornment. The only other suggestion 
which had been mado was as to section 10. Several gentlemen had suggested 
that all private burial-grounds ought to bo brought compulsorily under the 
jurisdiction of the Board. Tlio Government had not heard how such a provi¬ 
sion would be received by tho proprietary and managing bodies concerned ; 
and here also Mr Mackenzie thought it would be best that tho Bill should be 
loft open. On the whole, therefore, he did not see any reason to ask the 
Council to make any cliange ; but in section *3, he would move to insert, after 
Senior Chaplain of St Johns,’’ tho words Church in Calcutta.” 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

On the motion of tho IToN’BiiB Mr. Mackenzie the Bill was tlicn passed. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 2nd April. 


FORMATION OF CLASSES FOR THE TRAINING OF COMPOUNDERS. 


GENERAL DEPARTMENT-EDUCATION, 

CalcutU, the SOM March 1881. 

RESOLUTION. 

Bbad the following papers regarding a propo‘?al to establish a class for the 
training of compounders in the medical schools of these provinces : — 
Letter to the Surireou-Geueral, Bengal, No 499T, dated the 8l.h November 1880. 

Letter fiom the Surireon-t letienil, No. dated the 5th January IHSI, 

Letter to the Elector of Public Instruction, No. 45, dated the iSth January 1S81. 
Letter from the Director of Public lustruction. No. 1771, dated ihc litb March 
1881 . . * 

The rapidly increasing number of Government dispensaries and of private 
shops for the sale of medicines has brougliC profuinently to notice tho want 
of a system of training for the persons employed as compounders in these 
institutions. The only compounders’ class in Bengal is to bo found in the 
Mitford College at Dacca, and it is stated that but little benefit is derived from 
this, as the. boys attaclu^d to it, as soon as they acquire the smallest smattering 
of knowledge, quit it for private employment. 

It is clear that some security to the public against the results of ignorance* 
and carelessness on th(^ part of the dispensers of drugs and rnedioines’ is 
required. The Municif>al law of Calcutta is now being amended so as .to make 
the employment of certificated coiujuiunders compulsory in the druggists’ shops 
gf the town. A similar provision will probably find a place in the Bengal 
Municipal Act when that also comes under revision. It is incumbent 
upon Government therefore to proviile the means of instruction and trainiucF 
forf)crsons mteuding to practice as compounders. Tor this reason, and with this 
view, the Director of Tuhlic Instruction was requested to frame a scheme for 
tho .establishment of compounders’ classes in connection with the medical 
schools at .Sealdah, Dacca, Patna, and Cuttack. 
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In oonsultation,, with the Suri'eon-Gcneral, the Lieutenunt-Giovemor is 
now pleasea to direct tllat compounders’ ciaases he opened at these insti- 
tutioBS on the following plan :— 

: (1.) Candidates for admission to the classes sltould be from 17 to 20 
years of age. 

(2.) They should bo ablti to road and write Beni;ali well, and should know 
-aritpiuStic up to the Hule-of-thrce. Their knowlodito of English should suilico to 
enable them to read prc'scriptions and printed labels and to write labels for medi¬ 
cines dispensed. The Middle English and the Middle or Lower Vernacular. 
■Scholarship certificates should be accepted as qualifying candidates for admission; 
while the elementary knowledge of English required should bo tested by the. 
Superintendent of the School. Candidates having no departmental certificates 
should be specially certified by the Inspector of Schools. In case of applica¬ 
tions being received in exces.s of the number of vacancies, the pretorence should 
be given to candidates holding dopartmcniul certificates. 

(3.) The course of iustructiou should consist <»f practice in tlie compound¬ 
ing-room for one year. Caudidates should be allowed, if they desire it, to 
attend the regular lectures in Materia Medica aud Phartuacy, tlsougb the 
Lieutenant-Governor has some doubt as to bow far such attimdanco will be really 
profitable. It would no doubt be useful .if some simple instruction could be 
given to t^he compounders’ ela.ss in Mixtoria Mcdic.i and the, properties of drugs, 
and Sir Ashley Eden would bo glad to see some anaugemeut.s m.ide, if prac¬ 
ticable, for this purpose. 

(f) On the completion t>f the course, an examination should he held in 
the reading and writing of prescriptions, andiii the coinuoumling and dispensing 
of medicines; and a certificate signed by ihc SuncrintuudentoC the Seh»ol should 
be given to thosa tvho pass. Tiiis ccriillc.ate will he recognised as sullicieut for 
the purposes of the Municipal Act. Tliose wlio fail may, on the special 
recommendation of their teacheis iti each case, be stmt liaek for another throe 
or six inoutlis’ instruction in the subjects of failure, and be subjected at the 
end of that period to turthcr oxamiuntion. 

(.'>.) The size of the class should be determined in each ca.se by the 
Superintendent of the Scliool accorditig to bis estimate of the probable number 
of pupils that can be ellieitmtly taugtit. 

(0.) At the St;aldali Sebool the fee payable by each pupil attending the 
compounders’ class will bo Rs. 10. Of this sum, the Head Oom[)ouuder will, in the 
case of each successful candidate for a coriillcatc, receive Rs. -I. At Ratna and 
Dacca fees will lie levied at the rate of Rs. 5 a head from each pupil, of which 
the Head Ooinpouuder will got Its. 2 for oacb successful candidate. As the 
demand fbr aompounders is said to be limited atCuttaek; the Lieutenant-Governor 
does not see any necessity for creating a sup[)iy artificially by the payment 
of a stipend ; but in the event of any candioates [ircseiuiag themselves, they 
should be admitted to tlic class ou depositing Rs. 4i as eautiou-raoney. All 
fees should be paid in aavauec. 4 

(7. The fees thus levied will provide remuneration for riie Hc.ad Compouii- 
defs at each school for the extra duties now imposed on them, and will also 
cover the cost of drugs used in teaching, and the expenses of the examination. 
In the ease* of the Sealdah Solioot, the'Licuteuaut-Governor sanctions the 
employment, in add Lion to the present staff, of an assistant compounder ou 
Rs. 10 per mensem.

011137 ^ once in the last few years have the reports reached the Bengal Secretariat 
within tliroc months of their despatch from Ghaziporo and Patna. The Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor trusts that the Board will endt'.avour in future to avoid this 
delays, which cannot reall 3 ^ bo necessary tlie satisfactory preparation 

of the Board’s covering letter. 

2. The following statement shows the cultivation and produce in each 
agency for the last two years :—

It appears that, while there was a decrease of 20,821 beoglias in the 
area sown for cultivation in the Behar Ageuc}^, the actual cultivation was 
more than in 1878-79 (when there occurred an extensive failure of crop) by 
45,797 beeghas, and the not produce, at a consistence of 70^, was greater 
by over 12,325 niauiids than in 1878-79. The additional area thus put under 
crop lay chiefly in unirrigated tracts, the total unirrigated area cultivated 
being 123,104 beeglias against 81,911 in 1878-79. In tlie Benares Agency a 
decrease of 11,160 maunds is apparent in the net produce, notwithstanding 
the fact that there; wore 35,020 beUghas more brought under cultivation, 
and that the area of net cultivation was greater by 42,711 beeghas in the year 
uiider review than in the previous year. 

3. The decrease in the area sown in Behnr is said to liave been due ij^n 
some parts to sickness among the cultivators and murrain among the cattle^ 
and in some to the fact that extensions have been already pushed too far; but' 
generally speaking the Agent attributes the falling off to the disheartening-effect 
of two bad seasons, the reduction in the price of the crude drug-from Rs.' 5 to 
Rs. 4 8 per seer, and the increasing remuuerativeiiess of other crops. Special 
attention is drawn to the formidable rivalry of sugarcane in tlio region south 

• of the Ganges, consequent on the adoption by. both European and native 
manufactm-ers of a S 3 ^steiu of advances enabling the smaller cultivators to grow 
this remunerative crop, which, owing to its occupying the land for the whole 

• year, was formerly only taken up by the more substantial ryots. The Govern¬ 
ment ol India has already, on the Lieutenant-Governor’s suggestion, raised the 
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prico of crude opium to the old figure, but the Agent doubts whether this 
•will suffice to secure Extensions to really profitable lands or even bring about 
the- recovery of such lands where already lost. The Board consider that 
improvements calculated to incroaso the popularity of the cultivation might be- 
' made in the present system of advances and adjustment of accounts, and the 
Lieutenant-Governor will bo glad to see attention given to this matter. He is 
jiot^Qwevor, prepared to accept tlie view now again put forward by the Board 
tharGovemment should, in order to secure such popularity, refrain as a matter 
of course from recovering its advances whenever the season turns out to bo un¬ 
favourable. The assumption made in the report that advances on account of 
sugar cultivation, indigo cultivation, and the like, are not recovered from tlie 
cultivatprs when the crop fails rests on no basis of fact. Remissions are no doubt 
made by private capitalists who grant advances, when it appears good policy to 
do so, ana Government is always ready to treat liberally those who take State 
advances when a real necessity for concession exists, but notliing could be 
more demoralizing to the lyots than to encourage the idea that they may take 
advances freely in the certainty that if they fail to work them off they will be as 
a matter of course remitted. The results of the Government <.)rders for recovery 
of those balances of 1877-78, which the Board would have indiscriminatingly 
remitted, prove that no injury is done by judicious firmness in dealing 
with this quostifin. All needful remissions liavo been sanctioned, while the 
interests 6f Govcjrnment have not been sacrificed, 

4 . In the Benares Agency every endeavour was made under the orders 
of the Government of India to extend the cultivation, and a not increase of 
nearly 60,t)-Jl bo(\ghas w^as obtained over the settlements of the previous j’-oar. 
Unfortunately, a severe epiclonii<*. of fever broke out, many of the cultivators 
who liad taken advances died, and many more were disabled from cultivating 
the amount of land for which they had taken soUlcmont. The result was that 
the net area cultivated fell short of tliat settled by 22,807 beeghas. There is, 
however, no jt-eason to anticipate any disinclination to cultivate the popjiy in 
these provinces. The crop continues to bo popular, and further extensions 
are, under the orders of the Government of India, going on in the current j^ear. 

5 . One of the main JiHereneos between the cultivation in Behar and 
Benares is the large proportion of unirrigated land in the former agency. In 
the year under review there were in Behar 1,23,104 beeghas unirrigalod, while 
in Benares only 10,001 beeghas came under that categorj^. l^licre are large tracts 
nortli of the Ganges in Behar w^liere well-irrigation would, owing to the large 
amount of alkali in the soil and in the sub-soil water, only serve to destroy thcj 
crop. B^Kri^jHoeins probable that nw)i-<Mnjght bo done in the wav of well-making 
ill tracm whore this j)oculia!ity of soil is l(;ss marked, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor hijs noted with satisfaction the results of Mr. Tytlor’s efforts to 
encourage the making of permanent wells in the Aligauj sub-district. Mr. Tytler 
deserves groat credit for the Intercast which he has sliown in well-irrigation. 
The Agent sliould, as he proj>osc\s, impress upon district oflicora and otlmra the 
importance of this matter and sanction Jidvanccs freely wdiere required. During 
tlio year only Ks. 11,2J)4 w^erc given in advances for Avells in Behar. In 
Benares Rs. 9,894 w^erc advanced, most of the area cultivated being irrigated 
already. 

6 . The Lioutonant-Govornor is glad to observe the promptitude with 
which all ofticers of the Behar Agency^ carried out the orders of Govenimmit 
for the introduction of maps and registers alter the pattern of those which 
'had been previously in use at Benares. 

^ 7.* The experiment of issuing minaturo licenses to each cultivator having 
fi^oved successful in the Ghaziporc and Faizabad sub-agcncios, the Board have 
ordered its extension to the whole of the 13eiiar<is Agency and to the Gy a and 
^Afiganj Bub-agexicies of tl»o Behar Agency. The object oi the system, as given 
.in paragraph 3*6 of the Board’s report, i.s as follows :—“ To supply each cultivator 
with an exfraet from the combined license issued to the lumberdar. Lacli 
cultivator is thus provided with a separate ree<n"d of his own transactions with- 
the .agency, and this is equally convonioiit to the officers of tlio department 
when testing measurornonts, or on any other occasion when enquiries may be 
necessary, which otherwise can be avoided by the excuse that the lumberda^, 
license and all, is absent from the village. A further merit which is claimed 
for this system is that it is a tilde check on illicit cultivation under cover pf ^ a 
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joint license which cannot always readily be checked with the area of the 
different plots under crop.” The Lioutonant-Govornor desires that it may 
bo noticed in next year’s report, how far the system has proved successful in the 
districts to which it has now been extended. 

8 . As regards the weather in tlie Bohar Agency, especially 'in the 
districts on the north of the Ganges, the year was very favourable. Anticipa¬ 
tions which were atone time entertained of a blight were not realized,‘£and- 
the moderate rain which fell in February, though injurious to the manufa^rc 
of leaA'es, and causing some reduction in tho consistence of the drug, did 
more good than harm by bringing on the plants which, owing to the lateness 
of the rains in the previous year, wore in a backward condition. In Benares, 
■on tlio other hand, although tho season conuuencod well, tho rains in February 
were so heavy as to injure tho strength and productiveness of the plants, and 
were followed by Tinusually early hot winds tlmt scorcliod up the crops of the 
later sowings and reduced the outturn. 

The following table shows the average outturn per boogha in both 
agencies for tho last live years :—

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Tho year under review is tho first in this period in which tho averao-o 
outturn from Bchiir has surpassed that of Boiiaros. Tlie decline in the Benares 
average since 187.'i-7() seems to justify the inference that in the desire to 
extena cultivation inferior land has been taken uj>. 

9. 'The total deliveries of opium at the Patna Facitory, taken at 70"" con¬ 
sistence, amounted to maunds ;>3,u98-28-lj;, or maunds 3 over last 

year. From Benares, Patna received maunds 8,073-14-9}; for excise opium 
and lewah. The factory made 31,118 chests of jwovision opium at 7.1," and 75"" 
against 29,780 in 1878-79, and 3,3181 chests of excise oj)ium against 3,297^! 
The deliveries of free ])ussow'ah ro.se from maunds 40-7-2| in 1878^79 to m'aumls 
942-23-0^ etpiivalent to dumdatta ( 70') maunds 323-27-9J. The quality of the 
opium was gener.ally good. Maunds 0-4-11 were oonfiscated as adulterated 
after being passed by Sub-Deputy Opium Agents as good, against 
maunds 4-3 l-9l lust year. There was a largo increase in the number of 
deliveries of opium iiuirked as‘ susjDcclcd’ by the district oflicer*«i,'Ii.dicating 
greater strictness in examination, and tho quantity on which fines wore 
imposed rose from maunds 80-37-15 to maunds 435-29-8. Tho total quantity 
oonfiscated was maunds 21-11-3 against maunds 10-4-5 in 1878-79, The Board 
ill I>aragraph 13 of their covering letter, refer to the successful results of the 
recenUy sanctioned payment of commission to tho headmen and ryots of 
Nepalese villages to induce them to bring in their opium for sale. Tliis is a 
matter that docs not, however, properly belong to the year now under review. 

10. In the Benares Agency the net Outturn at 70 consistence was 
maunds 45,475-37-0};, or loss by maunds 11,100-38-8 than in 1878-79, showing 
a decrease in outturn of 24 54 per cent., although tho area under crop was 8-66 
per cent, greater. Those re.sults are attributed entirely to tlio unfavorable 
weather. Tho quantity of opium sent in as suspected was maunds llC-26-9' 
against maunds 122-.5-U last year. 'I’lie amount actually confiscated out of thiS 
was maunds 35-20-3 uguinst maunds 21-32-13. Fines were imposed on maunds 
055-28-5’ again.st maunds 709-13-8. There was an increase (from maundtfT 
4-28-5^ to maunds 5-3-2) in tho amount of opium passed as good by the 
nut-stations ami found at the factory to be adulterated. TheJAgonX -howBvel* 
believes that in die iuo.st serious case the jars had been tampered witli in transit* 
The dolivorios of piiK- piissewali wore maunds 172-18-4 against maunds 8-21-7 
last year. Tho Agent hero believes that tho orders sanctioning a commission 
of one i-upeo perniimnd for free pussewah brought in had a good effect-in 

. encouraging its s,, ,a) lo ion. Tho Behar authorities, on the other hand, attribute 
tlio larger quaniity delivered in this year to the fact that the season was favor¬ 
able to the production of pussewali. It is too soon yet to decide whether the 
gran^ of commission has really done good, and it should be continued during 
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• the csurrAit year*^ The Ghazipore Factory made 21,851 chests of provision 
opium against 20,175 in 1878-79, and 177 cliests of excise opium against 
3,368. iMio bulk of the cakes ranged between 69 50*^ and 70° consistence, 
none* being lower than 69-50°. 

11 . Tho total expenditure of the year was Rs. 1,06,35,8.52 in Behar 
•• aa^inet Rs. 83,42,062 in 1878-79; and in Benares Rs. 92,73,815 against 

RT 1,12,52,285. 

12. Tho progress nia<le in tho collection of tho outstanding balances in 

• Behar is extremely satisfactory. Tiio b:ilances of 1877-78 <»riginally a mounted 
to Rs. 6,49,052. These were reduced by the end of 1878-70 to Us. 2,13,166. 
Of this sum, Rs. 16,403 liave been remitted under tiio orders of Govern¬ 
ment; the remaindpr, with tho exception of Rs. 3,383, which it is expected 
will shortly -bo realized, lias been rocov(n'ed. Rs. 0,537, outstanding from 
1878-79 are in process of realization, and tho balamjo of tho year under review 
amounts to Rs. 10,914 only. Of this sum Rs. 10,550 are duo from the 
Monghyr Agency, where the <5rop sutlcred much from hail-storms. In Benares the 
Agent anticipates Miat about half the oiitstanJing balances, ainounGng to some 
Rs. 30,000, will bo realized. Tho Lieutenant-Governor approves of the instruc¬ 
tions given by the Board to the Ag<.Mit with regard to tho recovery of those 
balances,

13, i9S-3-6, and that given in rewards 
Rs. 15,950-12-9. These numbers art' throughout below those of tho previous 
year. In Behar it is stated that-15 castes of oiiium-arnuggling wore svlC(^ess- 
fully prosecuted, in whi<*.h the f)fl[V ud< r.s b<d >ug('d to the l^atna Division. 
Of the 59 persona concerned in thestj eusi^s, 41 were imprisoned, and wore 
under the iitaudiiig orders of Govtuinnont brought to Baiikijiorc Jail, in 
order that they might be identified. Tiie Agtmt, li'>w-'Vor, reports tliat in tho 
majority of ca.ses tho prisoners t vadtul n^fOivnitioH by giving false names 
and addresses. Tho B(»ard are of opinion that there must liave been 
some want of zonl or intcdligenct^ in working out the plan of identification. 
Tho subject is om^ of some importamu^, iiiui th(', Lieutcuant-Govornf)r would 
wish to have a spcci il report as to tho system now jmrsued, with sucli sugges¬ 
tions for its improvement as may oiiciur to the Board and tlic Agent. 8ome 
explanation of the extraordinary dillereucc in t he number ot cases reported in 
tho two i/vnoies is also called for. It appears doubtful wliothor tlie figure.^ 

. for Dt%i.ar Arc complete. No tabular stateaieiit of opium cases is given as in 
the Bonar|?s report. 

\4. Tho report by tho Principal Assistant of the Behar Agency, on tho 
work of the Patna Factory and tlie improvements rdfected there in the course 
of the year, has been read with groat interest. Dr. Shepherd deserves the 
cordial thanks of Government for the nuinorous and important improvomenis 
Qflfectod in tho factory arrangements. it is hojiod that tho measures 

• adopted by him for tlio careful siipervisioh of cakc-making and packing will 
do something towards removing t^o cause of tho complaints now made in 
China of the defective condition of the Behar opium on arrival there. Tho 
whole question of packing and storing provision opium has, however, recently 
been exhaustively dealt with b 3 ^ ( iovornment on tho report of llic Special 

Committee appointed to consid^n- the matter, and the orders of tlio Goverii- 
Aieiit of India on the subject are now under issue. 

’*15. No now chests have been turned out by the Patna saw-mill during 
•^%he year under review. This is ascrilx'd to tlio largo amount of alterations 

* and-repairs jiecessary to bring the old chests into conformity \iiih the 
prescribed .specification, and to tho non-reiuupt of diivc^tailing machinery 
from England. Mr. Girling, tho Superintendent of tho Saw-mill, has again 
xendored good service in imjiroving tho machinery for preparing and fitting tlie- 
chests and in conducting tlie operatiuns of liis department. 

16. From tho statement (Ft in tho ajipendix, it appears that 28,200 chests 
of Patna-made opium were sold during the year at an average per chesi*of 
Rs. 1,361-0-7 again.Sb Rs. 1,188-11-7 in Ihc j>revious year, tho average co^t per 
chest being Rs. S08-11-1 against Rs. 251-15-5. Of Benares opium 21,854 chests 
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wore sent to the Presidency, but the results of sales are not given. The average 
cost of each chest was Us. 350-5-10 against Us. 366-3-6. The attention of the 
Board is invited to tho remarks on the incompletenoss of the annual statements 
embodied in tlio Resolution on the Report for 1876-77, and to the instructions 
contained in Government order No. 065T, dated tho ^6th June 1878, as to the 
mode of exhibiting the results of sales, and giving uniform statistics for the^o 
agencies, ^'‘he reports still leave something to be desired in this respect. ^ 
17. The thanks of Government are due to both tho Agents for tho intelli¬ 
gent supervision exercised over their respective charges. Mr. Carnac has 
been particularly zealous in giving effect to the orders of tho Government of 
India regarding tho extension of cultivation in his Agency The Lieutenant- 
Governor also notices witli satisfaction the commendarion 'bestowed by tho 
Board and by the Agents on the work done by Drs. Shepherd and Durant. 
The last paragraph of the Board’s letter will be forwarded to tho Appointment 
Department of this oflice for information.

AMENDMENT OF THE COURT OF VIZARDS ACT. 

* 

On tho motion of the IIon’ble Mb. Dambier, the report of the Select 
Committee on tho to amend “ Tho Court of Wards Act, 1879,” was 
(n VnTi into consideration in order to the scttlomcnt of tlio clauses of the Bill, 
md the clauses of the Bill were considered for settlement in tho form recom- 
nended by the Select 'Gomiaittco. Ho said that since the last meeting of the 
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Council he had sent copies of the Bill as it stood to a few Commission^ and 
IJ^oUectors with a view to its being carefully considered before it wee j^naUv 
passed. The result showed that there was nothing of any importance twiirody 
but suggestions had been received of a few verbal amendments which hCKpuld 
now proceed to move. 

The first of these was in section 1. This being a short amending ActJ* 
short title was required, and the words from may be palled in line 1 down 
to the word “ it” inclusive in line 4, were omitted. / ^ 


In section 4 an amendment was made so as^f ^ insertion of 

the word “sale” beforetlm word “prooecduifi^XiiL ^ //iy to clause x of section 
23 of the Wards Act, and in lines 7 and 8 of cl^se 2 of the same section; for 
the words “ and all arrearspf rent” tlie ,words “ cesses and other demands ^nd 
all i^rears thereof” wei^ substituted. the Act stood, when 4heCollector 
attJaohed an estate for the recovery of any sum duo at the time bf releasing 
the estate from the protection of the Court of Wards, he was empowered to 
recover only rent and arrears of rent; tlie amendment would empower him to 
recover all cesses and other demands recoverable, as arrears of revenue. 

Further amendments were made in the same section by the substitution in 
the proviso to clause 2, line 2 of the word “ attached” for the word “farmed,” 
and the omission of the words “of such farm” in line 3. The proviso as it 
stood laid down what was to bo done with the proceeds of attached estates if 
let in farm, but there was no provision as to the mode of proceeding if the 
estate was managed by the Collector direct; this amendment was to correct that 
defect. 

Verbal amendments were made in sections 5 and 6 of the Bill, 

Section 9 was a new section giving power to the Collector to call for 
accounts and papers from a farmer witliin six months after the expiry of the 
lease; but it«Imd been brought to notice that very often it was made a condition 
that the farmer should file a jummabundi every year, and it was represented that 
it would be very inconvenient if, under the law, the farmer could only bo called 
upon to file accounts and papers after the expiry of liis lease. It was therefore 
proposed to confer the power of calling for accounts and papers “ at any time 
.during the currency of the lease or” within six months, &c., and the oppor¬ 
tunity was taken to make amtmdmcnt furtlior down the section by repeating the 
words “accounts, documents, or papers” in lieu of the word “inlbrmation” 
which had crept in by a clerical error. 

^ The IIon’ble Mu. JDampieb thpn moved that the Bill as amended be 
passed. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Aiji-kn said that before the Bill left the Council, he wished 
to add a few words on the subject of the discussion which took place at the last 
meeting of the Council. The fact of liis hon’blo friend the mover having dis- 
clainmd any opinion of his own on the suliject appeared to impose an additional 
obligation on Mu. Allen to justify the opinion which he then gave. Ho must 
admit that at that time the force of his hon’ble friend’s words did not strike him. 
It was only on seeing the Gasetie, and finding Mr. Dampier’s official faith 
pinned to him, that he felt the responsibility which the hon’ble member had cast 
on him. Further, the misapprehension which had been given expression to by the* 
hon’ble gentlennm opposite appeared to be very widespread and not confined 
merely to those in Calcutta—persons who had been whetting their ingenuity 
over the circumstances of a particular case. He had lately had a visit from a 
mofussll pleader, and evidently the opinion considered to bo undoubted was 
that which the ineiul)er opposite gave expression to; and furthermore, it was 
not a matter of imre theory, but one of very important practical effect. This 
pleader mentioned a case with the circumstances of which it was unnecessary 
to trouble the Council, but which had reference to the disposal of a very large 
property, and the advice which was then given was entirely bused upon that 
, view^pf the age <»f minority. Now, on the last occasion. Mu. Allen’s remarks 
wore much in the nature of verbal criticism, and he travelled no further 
than I/he section itself. But those circumstances led him to look more deeply 
into the rTiuttPi*, and to go back to the history of majority legislation. 
.^Majority Act of J876 provided two distinct, periods for two distinct classes, ot 
persons,—one at the age of 18 and the other of 21. Now, accoiidipg 
to ibe opinion Mu. allkn >*was combatting, the distinguishing und 
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mining circumstance which was to decide the class of these two to which any 
person belonged, lay in the fact whether, at the time of attaining th^ 
the rnihor was already under the protection of the Court of Waids or 
not /f he were already under the protection of the Court of Wards, it was 
adjT >d that the minority continued till the age of 21, but if the minor had 
not been taken under such protection, he became, it was said, a major 
immediately ;• he was entitled to defy the Court of Wards to spend his money in 
any way he please*, aif^ to ruin himself as fast as he liked, Tims, if at the time 
of his fathw’&jtofej, the age of 17 years and 11 months, if tiie 

Collector ot* che district and seized the estate immediately, the 

mingrbecame incapacited loi- Aireo years. If, on tho other hand, the minor 
managed to conceal his father’s death, or tho father died a month later, that 
minor became mijuru. Thus tlio three years’ civil incapacity was made to turn 
upon the merest accident which had no reference to the mental or moral maturity 
of the subject, or the responsibilities or dangers he was exposed to. The mere 
fact of having boon a single week under the protection of the Court was 
as it were, to carry with it by law the taint of three years’ incapacity! 
This was simply to treat tho Court of Wards as if it were a plague-strioken 
port, the ontering of w’hich for tho most temporary shelter involved civil 
quarantine for three years. Now, could it be supposed that any Legislature 
would attach such consequences to coming under its own Court's protection ? 
It might bo true that tho Court of Words had enemies who made light of 
the training and education wliich it afforded, but a provision of this nature, 
however effective as a piece of cruel irony, would bo altogether out of place 
in an Act of the Legislature; and any interpretation which involved such a 
conclusion carried its own condemnation with it. But the past history of the 
legislation on majority led to tlio same opinion. In 1793, when the Court of 
Wards was established, 16 years was taken as the period at wluch a minor 
became competent to manage his own property. This was sim]^ accepting 
whet was supposed to 1)6 tho Hindu and Muhammadan law on tlie subject; 
but inconvenience was very soon experienced in making that the age of 
majority, and by Begulation XXVI of 1793 the Legislature postponed tiie 
period of majority for three years. In tho preamble to that Regulation, the 
reasons which induced the Legislature to do so were suificiently set out in 
language of the most sober and weighty kind. For proprietors of entire 
estates paying revenue direct to Government, the age of majority was fixed at 
18 years, but for others no special period was appointed, and they remained, 
under the general Hindu and Muhammadan law, minors till the ago of 15. 
Act XL of 1858 took their case into consideration, and enacted that all such 
as were not already protected by the Court of Wards were to attain their 
majority at the age of 18 . Mr. Allek was aware that there had been in early 
years diversity of decisions as to the effect of this Act, and that tho view 
taken in tho Bombay Presidency appeared to be different from the view taken 
hero, but the question was finally settled by a Full Bench decision of the High 
Court of Calcutta in 1871, 1 B. L. R,, 49, The argument then put before the 
High Court was vciy much the same as that which had been put forward in 
tins Council with reference to tho Court of Wards’ jurisdiction. The 
dispute then was as to the effect of Act XL of 1858, and it was contended 
thdt that Act only provided for those who had already come under the control 
of the civil court, and that if they had not been brought under the control of 
the civil court, they attained their majority at the ago of 15. The argument 
which the lion’ble member opposite maintained on tho present occasion with 
respect to the .Court of Wards’ jurisdiction was stated by the then Chief Justice 
Six Barnes Peacock m tho form of a question, thus: “ Then can it be said that 

being a minor, subject to the jurisdiction of the civil court, he is not a minor 
]tadh*nda» Manjiyemm j)»hi Unless proceedings are taken in the civil court for 
sMimw 1 ^ the protection of his property or for the appeiotment 

. of a guardian ?” Tlio Full Bench dccisiop/ia the 
mnewerto that question. Mu. Allen would not pretend to give in his own words 
the effect of that decision, but the question was afterwards raised again in tho 
High Court, when Mr. Justice Phear said: “ By that FuU Bench decision 
iASmstt vereiy I uiidorstaiid it to be now settled that in the mofusSil

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, imve not attained tfao age of 18 years are nnder the digabllity of minori^*^^ 
*-^6ttch was tb® state of the law when the Minority Act of 1875 was 
""and it would be seen, on referring to the proceedings in the Governor^^>W<4f« 
Council in reference to the passing of that Act, that at the time no iltention 
to change the principle of the Taw was manifested by any person. Hg^y y 
strong opinion was expressed that for all minors of all ..classes the penotTol 
majority should be 21, but for various reasons the Select' Committee deter- 
mined not to adopt this age. They expressly put j/" that* thei# reason for 
doing so was that they apprehended there worn jpinors, one 

whoso majority was attained at the age of^Jfe# • '** j'nStftor at ttn^. a'ge of 18, 
and they feared that a change from 16 to 2i wa^ittu great a leap to bp tak.en at 
once, toorofore they confined themselves to deferring the period of majority 
in each case by throe years. Tie quoted from Mr. Hobhouse’s speech in pre¬ 
senting the report of the Select Committee. Having discussed the proposals 
made, Mr. Hobhouse summed up in this way: “Jt was found that after 
the introduction of the Bill there was only one serious subject of controversy, 
^nd that was whether the age of majority should be fixed at 18 or at some 
later age. We were recommended in a great number of influential quarters 
to postpone the age to 21, and wore referred to many cases in wliich injury 
had occurred to young men by reason of their becoming masters of their pro¬ 
perty at tbo early .an age. So it happened that when wo came to disipuss tliese 
papers, tlie object of uniformity seemed to bo loss important than the 
object of framing a law suitable for the needs of Indian Society, and we 
found that if we prolonged tlic non-ago of those who were wards of Court, 
though wo should not altogether follow the recommendations of those who advo¬ 
cated the age of 21, yet wo should substantially satisfy their reasons and-meet 
the cases of mischief which they adduced, while at tlie same time wo 
should avoid so large a change as would be caused by altering the agp 
from that of 15 years or less to that of 21. The broad result is that, 
setting apart the cases of successions and of European British subjects, wo 
,have provided that tliosc who are now minors up to 18 shall remain so up' 
to 21, and that others shall attain their majority at 18.^’ The effect was 
simply to defer by three years the age of majority in each case. 

When w^e came to examine what ere the distinguLshiug circumstances 
which marked the particular law under which any particulai* person was to fall, 
it would bo found that it was made in every instance to turn upon the 
quostiun of the possession of property. The preamble to Regulation XXVI 
of 1798 distinctly put it upon the responsibility and dangers to which minor 
aemindars were exposed at the early age of 15 years. That principle was 
also accepted by the Legislature in 1875, and in continuation of Lis speech 
Mr. Hobhouse observed that, as a fact, no direct inconvenience would follow 
itheir refusal to make 21 the age of majority for all, because the richer classes 
were the only ones who would ever have occasion to appeal to the Majority Act 
practically, and that in providing the age of 21 year.s in their case the Council 
were meeting the whole difiiculties which were likely to arise. Mr. Hobhouse 
said— 

“ But here it sooms to mo that wc walk on thoroughly safe ground, 
are dealing with a class wliose noii-iago, if their fathers arc not living, is already 
prolonged beyond that of their neiglibours, or liable to bo so prolonged by a 
simple application to a court of law.” 

Mr. Hobhouse, at all events, supposed that they wore covering not merely 
those who were already under guardianship, but those who might be brought 
under guardianship by a simple application to a court of law, From first to 
Iasi the Legislature had, in determining the period, considered first, the probable 
capacity of the minor, and, secondly, the responsibility which ho was likely to 
have to undertake, and according to those jirinciples, and not any more accident 
^ as to whether he was already under the protection of the Court or not, the 
’* point w^is determined. ^ 

Such being the state of things as provided fpr by the Majority' Act^^ 
Mr. Allkn-how came to the present Court of Wards Act. It provided that for 
the purposes of the Act, every person under the ago of 21 years was a minor. 
He thought it was not open to tlie Council to modify that section in any way. 
Thei^Majority Act provided specially for those under Uio jurisdiction of tJto 
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Oourt of Wards, and this Council could not do otherwise than make 21 years 
ag3majority for the purposes of the Court of Wards Act. On the : 
last-^iL.tgHion he su^^gested that the only way to escape the supposed 
diffic ^^9 if there was diflBculty, would be to reduce the ago of majority 
toV^K^ears in the Wards Act, but he now retracted that remark, for, 
b 5 »%mng so, this Council would then indeed be going against the Majority 
Act. If the Wwds Act declared ‘‘minor” to mean every one under 18 

S ears, it would thus ^clare a ward readied majority at 18 years ; while the 
[ajority Act itsdf di^-’ictlj'provided that (even according to the view of his 
opponents ^1 heforc. To m.'ike 

such a*pA‘- ’X>n would vires of this Council. But the practical 

questmn Aivi^ved in and underlying all thus was whether one whom tlie 
Wai*ds Act declared a minor, ho being under the age of 21 years, might dispute 
the control of the Court fif Wards if he had attained the ago of 18 before the 
Court had assumed the right of guardianship over him. The Wards Act 
legally bound every j)er 8 on in Bengal, and if any person was so ill-advised as 
to attempt to go into the civil court to shako off that control, his only possible 
chance of success would bo by inducing tlic Court to dedani that this Council 
had no power to fix 21 as tlu) ago of majority for minors subject to the juris¬ 
diction of the Court of Wards. It waa true that the courts in this counliy had 
from the commencement lent too ready an ear to the argument of ultra vires^ 
and had been so in discreet, as not to confine the accojitance of the argument to 
cases in which orders of the executive Government Avere impugned, but liad 
also applied that ju’incinle to render void Acts of the Legislature; but in every 
case ill wdiicb an Act of tlui Legislature had been declared to bo ultra vircs^ ho 
believed it would bo found tlic Supn-ior C<jurt bad sot things right. In no one 
case had this argument, at h ast as regards legislative Acts, been upheld, 
and if any w^ard or any minor siiould go into Court to press this argument, it 
w^ould not be the Court’s duly to bo astute to discover tliat there Avas 
• conflict between the two Legislatures, and further, any Court would doubtless 
give full effect to the cr>nsidei'aiion that the minority had been extended to 21 , 
not for the destruction, but for the protection of the ward. The only result 
* which. Ma. Aj.li:n could antiiunute from a Avurd coming into court for any such 
purpose would bo that by so doing he would furnish an additional illustration 
of his incapacity and undue readiness to be led away by evil advisers, and 
thus justify the Act of the Legislature Avhichhad deferred his majority to the ago 
of 21 years; but as to the result of any such application Ma. Allen did not 
suppose there could bo the sandiest doubt. Tlio Supreme GoA-erumeiit iiad 
already considered the Court of Wards’ Act of this Council, it had accorded 
its sanction to it, and it Avoidd not have done this if it was in njality in 
opposition to an Act of it.s (javii Council. But so far frtun the Wards Act 
being in ojipositioii to tlu^ Indian Majority Act, it was 01113 ^ in the Court of 
Wards’ Act that the intention of the {Supreme Legislature had reiteived its 
complete accomplishment. I'heso remarks, in an insuflicient and feeble 
manner he admittcal, covered arguments wdiich yet ho believed could never be 
controverted. 

The Hon’iile the Advocate-Oenekal said that on the la.st occasion on 
which this question Avas coiisideriid he was absent from the Council, but the 
hon’ble mover of the Bill coriecily represented the Advocate-General's opinion 
which was ciitirel}'^ in consonance with that which had been expressod bA' 
Mr. Allen. The Advocate-General Avaa glad to observe that Mr. Alien had 
further confirmed that opinum 1 ) 3 " a jconsiderablo amount of resoarcli in tracing 
the history of the Act itself, d’he opinion which the Advocate-General had 
formed at one pf the consultations of the Select Committee, Avas one as to which 
he was perfectly clear, and he did not think any rcasonablo doubt existed as to 
the moaning of section 3 of Act IX of 1875. The words under tlic jurisdic¬ 
tion of any Court of Wards” made it perfectly clear that it Avas entirely 
unnecessary, for the purposes of section 3, that the minor should be actuall}’ 
under the protection of the Court of Wards, or that his estates should be vested- 
in tbe Court. An infant under the English law was always under the 'jurisdic: 
tion of the Court of Clianci r)", although his propert}* had not Ixhui taken 
possession of by the Court nor a guardian appointed. It could not bo disjiuted 
that ho would continue under the Court of Chanccr\' until lie liad attained the 
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age of 21. The attempt at present made, if successful, would be a retrograde 
movement to the state of things which existed before Act IX of ^75 

S ' assod. The Advocate-Genbral remembered very distinctly •givin^ko^^great 
eal of time to the consideration of the matter in consultation with Mr.VQi^ke, 
the tlien Secretary in the Legislative Department, and it was because sc^B^ 3 
of the Indian Majority Act used the expression ‘‘under the jvrisdiction^fthe 
Court of Wards,’’ that it was determined to frame the section in th.e Wards Act 
as had been done, namely, that a minor, should for the/purjjosos of the Act, be 
a person under the ago of 21 years. The Wards Act^w^. 3 drawn so as to make 
the two Acts read together, fie did not thinkihnjp' existed 

as to the construction of the Act, and even*f!8K!l^i»yfMVj did not thii^ 
could in any effective manner interfere with the provisions of section' 3 m the 
Majority Act, and if his hon’blc friends thought that the word ‘‘jurisdiction’’ in 
that Act meant something different to tlie construction put by the Legal 
Remembrancer, they must go to a court of law for an authoritative interpreta¬ 
tion of the meaning of the Act. There was a great case pending a short time 
back ill regard to which, if the opinion entertained by the learned Legal Remem¬ 
brancer and himself and the majority of tlie Coriimittoo was wrong or defective, 

f )roceeding8 would liavo been taken to set the matter right. He was not at 
iberty to mention the case further; but lie knew that in that case sufficient and 
careful legal advice was taken on the subject. As far as he could see there did 
not appear to bo the smallest doubt tliat the opinion wliich had been expressed 
by Mr. Allen was perfectly correct, and he thought tliis Council was greatly 
indebted to the lion^blc gentleman for the able manner in which he had this 
morning given expression to his views. 

Tlie IIon’ble Ameer Ali said that, as he had recorded a dissent to tho 
report of the Select Committee on the Bill to amend tho Court of Wards’ Act, 
he felt bound to say a few words after th(^ remarks which had fallen from the 
learned Legal Remembrancer and the Advocate-General. Tie was under the 
impression that this question had been dropped and would not be raised again. 
He had merely mentioned tho difficulty because it bad suggested itself to him 
k and to other professional gentlemen, lie wished to assure hon’ble members 
Chat nothing was further from his intention than to reduce tho age of majority; 
on the contrary, he would make tho ago uniform with reference to all persons, 
and remove the difficulty in that way. Instead of allowing the ago of majority 
to fluctuate from 18 to 21, depending ui)on tho circumstance whether a person 
was possessed of estates paying revenue to Government or not, he would have 
a uniform rule substituted in respect of all persons. But tho question 
which ho had raised involved a practical difficulty which had its origin 
from a conflict of words in tlie two Acts. He did not wish to enter into a 
technical discussion on the subject, and he was obliged to his learned friend for 
going into the history of legislation as to the majority of minors. But the ques¬ 
tion remained, what meaning was to bo attaclied to tlio words jurisdiction of the 
Court of Wards.” lie was bound to aitacli tlie gi eatest weight to the opinion of 
the Government law officers, but he wished to suggest one difficulty which had 
occurred to him as to the meaning of the w'ord “ jurisdiction.” The hon’ble 
gentlemen seemed to think that the moaning to be attacbod to the expression 
implied a prospeetlvo jurisdiction, lie did not suppose they contended thftt 
the jurisdiction of the Court of Wards was a larger jurisdiction than the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the civil courts. He did not tliink it could bo contended that under 
the Indian Majority Act, the civil court could appoint a guardian ad litem to a" 
person who had attained tho age of majority, but if his learned friend’s opinion 
was coiTcct, that the Court of Wards could take possession of the estate and 
appoint a guardian to a person who had not completed 21, but had attained the 
age of 18; it seemed to Mu. Ameer Alt that if such a person could bo reduced 
to the jurisdiction of the Court of Wards, tlicn that Court hud a larger jurisdic-i 
tion than the civil court. That, he believed, would reduce the whole contention 
to an absurdity. Then there was another question. If it was contended that 
the civil court liad tho same jurisdiction as the Court of Wards, then it 
would follow that a person would be subject to two concurrent jurisdictions the 
whole time, and if he was subject to tlm jurisdiction of the Court of Words 
until the age of 21, then the law of limitation as to persons who completed 
the age of 18 years wrould not apply. Taking a common-sense view of the 
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Wortb used by the Indian Legislature, it seemed to Mb. Ahebr Ali hardly 
possibl^o avoid landing oneself into an absurdity if a prospective meaning 
were a^nched to the words “jurisdiction of the Court of Wards.” That was 
his rr ^on for having raised this question. If tho Council had not the power 
hfl' i amend matters, a suggestion might bo made to the Supremo Legislature 
f(»%voiding tl>e difficulty, or some words might bo added to section 27 of 
the Wards Act to effect the same object. It was not, however, for him to make 
any such suggesti^^. V 

Baboo Pj^uyMoi^ Mookkkjee said that, although the discussion was at 
the prose* jtnidon/'Aii. he wished to remark that tho Court of Wards 

was^ h jjtion very dlTOnm from tho English Court of Chancery. Here 
thoTn8tifTtlon ()Wc*d its origin to tho solicitude of Government for securing its 
revenue, but in tho case of young men who miglit possess hundreds of thou¬ 
sands if not millions of rupees in a bank, there was no institution which took 
care of such persons and pr<!vcntcd their squandering away their property, 
although it was a property which was much more easily dissijjated than landed 
property. But in the case of minors who possessed property paying revenue 
to Government, the Court of Wards took care both of tho person and the pro- 
perty of the minor. It was no doubt a benevolent institution, but still it was 
an institution which owed its origin to tlio desire of Government to see that 
the revenue due from the estates of minors was secured. lie thought therefore 
that the policy of tho law, as enunciated by tho hon’ble and learned members 
opposite, did not hold good with reference to all minors in this country; the 
case of a minor, however rich he might bo, who did not possess landed 
property, was quite different from that of minors who had such property, and 
therefore there was no force in tho argument based on an analogy between the 
Court of Chancery in England and the Court of Wards here. 

His Honouk the Pkesident said that, having regard to tho difficulty which 
was alleged to exist as to tho interpretation of the two Acts, he thouo-ht the 
Council was indebted to the hon’ble and learned member for having raised tbia 
Question and having given an opportunity to the law officers of Government to 
show, as they had done to His Honohk’s entire satisfaction, that no such diffi¬ 
culty really existed us that which had been suggested. Tho question seemed 
to bd a very simple one. Port II of the Court of Wards Act described the con¬ 
stitution and the jurisdiction of the Court. With regard to its constitution, the 
Act said that the Board of Revenue was to bo the Court of Wards, and its juris¬ 
diction was declared to extend to tho person and property of persons declared 
to be minors; and a minor was dclinod to bo a person who had not completed 
the ago of 21. The Court of Wards was declared, under section C of the Act to 
have jurisdiction over all .such persons. The meaning of the term “ wai-d” was 
also to bo gathered from the next section of the Act. That st'ction provided 
thal “ whenever the sole proprietor of an c.state, or all the joint iiropriutors of 
an estate, are disqualified us provided in tho last preceding section, tho Court 
shall have power to take charge of all the property of every such proprietor or 
joint proprietor within its jurisdiction.” 

If tho word “jurisdiction” was to bo interpreted, as the learned gentleman had 
contended, as applying only to per-sons whose estates had actually been brought 
under the charge ol tho Court, then tho section would bo absolutely meanimdoss. 
He thought the Acts wt.-re really quite clear, and that there was nothin<>• which 
could not bo reconciled between tho Majority Act and the Wards Act. “ 

The motion was then agreed to, and the Bill as amended was passed. 

AMENDMENT OF THE BENGAL EXCISE ACT. 

On the motion of tho HoN’imE Mr. Reynolds, tho report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to amend “ The Bengal Excise Act, 1878,” was taken 
into consideration in order to the settlement of tho clauses of tho Bill, and tho 
clauses of the Bill wore considered for settlement in the form recommended by, 
tho Select Committee. The second section of tho Bill, he said, repealed section 
64 of Bengal Act VII of 1878, which had boon rendered superfluous by section 
9 of the Bill. Section 5 gave power either to prohibit absolutely the possession 
of certain foreign excisoablo articles, or to limit such possession to certain 
•nocified Quantities. The former alternative bad bean IIOArl ctf flia Axaf 
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of the Chief Commissioner of Assam^ who represented that he thought it of 
' groat importance that he should liavo the power of preventing tlio introduction 
. of hill gaijja into the province under his administration, liy . sectidllL?, the 
words for sale’’ wore oiulttod from section 58 of the Act, and certaiin|words 
were introduced at the end of the section to make it clear that the peruB^n 
given by section 17 of the Act to possess certain quantities of different 
able articles was not intended to authorize the introduction, into an excise 
circle, of spirituous liquors manufactured at another p^ce, even tho^h the 
quantity introduced might be within the limit allo^^jd mider section 17. 
Tlie alteration in section 10 was of entirely a verbe^t* through 

the Act, it was observed that, as the first 75 wa^ f^srded, it 

might be thought that “ the seizure and confiscation were to be the 

game officer, but no such eflbct was intended, because the Act distinctly 
declared that confiscation could only be made after adjudication by a 
Magistrate, 

The Hon’ble Mk. Reynolds then moved the following amendment, 
namely, that section 4 be omitted from the Bill, und the following section be 
substituted in its place :— 

“ In tlio lo-st clause of section 9, for tlie words, * and permit tlio manufacture of such 
liquors in distilleries established under sootion 7/ the following shull bo siibstitutod 

“ Nothing in this seotion, or in section 7, shall bo held to debar the Collector, with the 
sanction of the Board, from granting a liceiiso for the manufacture of spirituous liquors 
after native processes in a distillery established under section 7.” 

It was represented by the Board of Revenue that though the wording of 
the last clause of section 9 of the Act of 1878 was not very hapj>y, the clause 
had a meaning which was of such importance that tlu^y \vould prefer the pro¬ 
vision remaining in the Act in some form. The Board had already in two 
instances authorized the manufacture i)f country spirits in <listillcries ostab- 
lislied under section 7 for working after the Euro])can fasliion, and tliougli it 
might not bo absolutely necessary that the law should six cdlically declare that 
the Board might grant licenses for such a purpose, the Board thought it desirable 
. ttrat the power should be vested in it by law, Mk. Rkvnolds therefore moved 
this amendment. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

On the motion of the Hon’ble Mr. Reynolds, the Bill as amended was then 
passed. 

AMENDMENT OF THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL CONSOLL 

DATION ACT. 

On the motion of the Hon’ule Kkjstodas Pal, tlie report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to amend the Calcutta Municipal Consolidation A'ct, 
1870, was taken into consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses of 
the Bill, and the clauses of the Bill were considered for settlement in the form 
recommended by the Select Committee. 

On the motion of the Hon’ule Kkistodas Pal, the following clause was 
added to section 18 of the Bill:— 

“ In the Bame Beoiion, after the word * rates’ the words * and fees^ shall be inserted.” 

Tho Hon’blb Kkistodas Pal said that at the last meeting of the 
Council ho had stated that it had been his misfortune to differ from his 
hon'ble colleagues in the Select Committee on tlio subject of tho provision' 
relating to the extension of tho water-supply to the Suburbs. Tlie section, as 
framed by the majority of the Committee, went, ho thought, beyond the original 
scoDc of the Bill, for, when tho Bill was introduced, it was not intended to 
extend tho water-supply to other environs of tho Town than the Suburbs, But 
as the section now stood, it gave power to the local G-overnment to extend the 
water-supply to the environs of the Town without limiting tho same to the 
Suburbs, and the proviso declared : 

“ ‘Prodded that the CommisBionerB may, with the sanction of the local Government, 
'assess a Boparate and distinct wator-rate upon any portion of tho environs, not being ‘more 
than the maxitnum rato leviable under the Act. Tho Commissioners may require the Oom- 
miBsionors of any Suburban Muiiioixiality to arrange for the aesossmeut and ooUeotion of the 
water-rate within any tract belonging to such Municipality.” 
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Bead this proviso in tho light of tihe remarks made by the majority of the 
Select jCommittce. They said : 

** If tl^ooal Government is empowered to declare any portion of the environs to be. 
part o|. t1^ j Town for the purposes of the water-supply, all the legislative sanction necessary 
will jbe 'wen. The Government will then be in a position to act as supreme arbitrator 
betw**’ ihe Calcutta Corporal ion and the Suburban Municipalities.^* 

'^-J>/ow, reading the two together, one could not resist the conviction that 
the amended section covered a much wider area than wliat it was the original 
intention to orabrao. for one did not boliovo that the Government did 
intend to assume juch h '.^pow'crs; his impression was that the object of the 
Governme' as To liflijc of the proposed law to the Suburbs 

only, tho iiihafnr&iits thereof the benefit of the Calcutta water- 

suppf^. iJ^he was correct in this interpretation of tlio intention of Govern¬ 
ment, he hoped necessary alterations would be made in the Bill to limit the 
extension of the suj)ply to the Suburbs only. If tho environs of the Town were 
included^ an indefinite and enormous burden would bo imposed upon the 
Town. 

, With regard to tho general question of the exten.sion of tho water-supply 
to tho Suburbs, be wished to declare at the outset that he was not in the 
least opposed to that measure. All that he wanted was that it should be 
extended upon fair and equitable principles; that tho Calcutta Corporation 
should not be made to suffer any loss for tlie sake of ilie advantage which 
might be conferred on the sister Municipality; that it should be a matter of 
fair exchange. But if tho Council would carefully compare tho section as it 
stood in tlie amended Bill with the section as it stood in the original Bill, they 
would find considerable difference between tlie two. In tho amended Bill power 
was given to the local Government to dctormiiie to what portion of the environs of 
the Town the extension of tho water-supply was to bo sanctioned. In tho original 
Bill the initiative was left to the Calcutta Corporation. When this amendment 
was introduced, he was told that this enabling provision bad been drawn on 
the lines of the present Municipal Act, whicli empowered tho Lieutenant- 
Govornor to extend the drainage sections to tho Suburbs. Ho wished it to- 
be understood that there was a material diftbreneo between the enabling 
power given to the local Government under tho drainage section, and that 
given under this section. It was never intended, wlieii the drainage section 
was inserted in tho Calcutta Municipal Act, that the drainage system should 
bo extended to tho Suburbs to any largo extent. The ol)ject was simply to 
enable the Commissioners to extend the benefits of tho Calcutta drainage to 

E ersons dwelling on the other side of tho Circular Hoad. That section had 
©en on tho Statute Book for n(^arly eighteen years, and tho Government 
had never thcuglit it necessary to extend it to tho Suburbs. But on the other 
hand, the Calcutta Commissioners had of their own accord allowed persons, 
living on the other side of tlie Circular Road, to connect their Iiouscs witli tho 
Circular Road sewer. Tlius tlie operation of the drainage section had been 
very limited, but it was well understood that, under the section proposed in 
this Bill, a considerable jiortion of the Suburbs would be brought within tho 
scheme of the Calcutta water-supjily ; in fact, tho avowed object was to take 
active measures for tho extension of the Calcutta water-supply to the Suburbs. 
It could not therefore bo contended for ti moment that the power given 
under this section would not be largely exerciscnl for years to come. Such 
being the case, when they saw that tho circumstances connected with tho 
two matters under notice were so distinct and Jiflerent, they ought to consider 
whether tho Calcutta Corporation' should not liave tho iuLtiative, as it would 
have to boar the money responsibility. It should bo borne in mind that this 
was not simply* a question of law, but that it was a question of money. It 
was not simply a question whotliev tlio Government should liave. the power or 
not, but it was a question ^vhotlicr the GovcninuMit blmald exercise tUo 
power if tho Suburban Municipality was not in a position inako a fair and 
full contribution for the benefit they wished to enjoy. B.viioo Kkistodas Pal 
contended that before the obligation for tho extension oT the supply was 
made imperativo upon the Calcutta Corporation, tliat boily was entitled to 
enquire and satisfy itself as to whether tliero would be a snflicicnt surplus 
of water after meeting tho wants of tho Town for sale to outsiders, and 
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whether the price which the Suburbs might be prepared to pay would cover 
all costs. Menco, it was necessary that the initiative should be left to 
the Corporation, who, when neOessary, should move the local dovm^eut to 
bring the provision of the law into operation. ^ 

Then, the majority of the Committee admitted that the Si g^b an 
Municipality could not afford to pay more than 6 per cent. ^Ofeiey 
said : “ But we restrict this to the maximum already allowed by the 
Act, as that appears to us, on the figures available ^^to iis, not only 
as much as the Suburbs ought to bear, but^,**^.? much as they can 
possibly afford to pay.” So that the Committee awunll whether 

the Suburban Municipality ought to pay but that 

they could not alford to pay more than 6 por cent. It was not' ^ir^ie c&rrect 
to say that there were no figures before them to show whether a 6 per cent, 
rate would be sufficient or not. The dissent which he thought proper to 
record gave the figures. But apart from the question whether the Suburbs 
siiould pay a higher rate or not, the Select Committee thought that they 
could not pay more. If that was the conclusiou at which the Select Committee 
liad arrived, he did not see with what consistency they recommended that 
the Calcutta Municipality should be compelled to extend the supply of Calcutta 
water to the Suburbs. For when power was given to the local Government 
to declare the Suburbs a part of the Town for purposes of water-supply, the 
Municipality would have no option but to carry out the orders of Government. 

Some discussion took place in Select Committee as to the size of the 
main. Now, he stated to the Council when he had the honour of introducing 
the Bill, that if the Government conceded the reduction of contribution 
towards the sinking fund from 2 to I per cent., the difficulties about the 62- 
inch main would be solved. He said he for one would support the introduc¬ 
tion of the 62-inch main ; he did declare that, as the Government had been 
pleased to concede the reduction of the contribution to the sinking fund, the 62- 
inch main should be adopted. It might be a question whether the 62-iucIi 
main would be necessary for the purposes of the Town only, or whether it 
would suffice for both the Town and Suburbs. Individually, he thought that a 
42-iuch main would double the present supply, but others held that a 62-inch 
main would be required, as the wants of the Town were rapidly growing, and 
a 42-inch main would not be sufficient a few years hence. One thing was, 
however, clear, that if a 62-inGh main was required for the Town, then the 
'rown would not be in a position to give water to the Suburbs without the 
addition of another main. Even if at present the 62-inch main should yield 
sufficient water for the Town and Suburbs, a few years hence it might be necessary 
t(} have another main to meet the growing wants of the Town, and in that case 
the Town would be put to additional expenditure for increased supply. That was 
one view of the question. As regards the other view, which he had endeavoured 
to represent, it was quite clear that if a 42-inch main would double the 
present supply, the increased size of the main would benefit the Suburbs, 
and it was but reasonable and just that the Suburbs should pay a portion 
of the cost of the increased size. From whatever point of view they 
considered the question of the main, they would find that the cost of the 
works and the working expenses and other charges would be so large that a 
maximum 6 per cent, rate recommended would not be sufficient to meet the 
total cost, and the result would be, as he had endeavoured to show, that the 
Town would have to make up the deficiency on account of the Suburbs. But, 
said the majority of the Committee, the Government having conceded a reduc¬ 
tion of the contribution towards the sinking fund, the- Corporation ought to 
pay the extra cost. Now, be for one could not for a moment admit that, when 
the Government was pleased to make the concession, it ever made it a condi¬ 
tion that the benefit of reducing the contribution should go to make up the 
deficit of the Suburbs for tlie extension of the water-supply. The question of 
the reduction of the contribution towards the sinking fund was put upon two 
grounds; firstly, that the tax-payers of Calcutta were burdened with very 
• heavy taxation ; and, secondly, that the 2 per cent, contribution fell chiefly 
upon the present generation of tax-payers, which was not equitable; but the 
Government never told them that if the contribution was reduced and the 
water-supply extended to the Suburbs, the Suburban rate-payers should be

xelieved of any portion of the cost of the extension of the supply. He would 
read to them an extract from a letter from the Government oi Bengal to the 
Gover^^nt ot India, recommending the concession of a reduction of tho 
contppution towards the sinking fund. It was as follows:— 

.tr *' Phe Q-overument of India are aware of the great importanoe of filling up the numer- 
otU^Athy tanks which have hitherto been the cause of so much disease iu the town; but tho 
completion of this work depends upon the increase iu the supply of river water for the use 
of the people.' The Oornorutiou are now considering a scheme for largely increasing the 
supply of water, andiext^diug it to the Suburbs, and the Lieutenant-0*0vemor proposes to 
amend Act V * * so as to give the Suburban Commissioners power to levy a 

water-raV Jiviur . ^es incurred on their behalf by the Calcutta Municipality. 
The^i^l ‘outemplation ^mTKi> -of such a nature as to lost long beyond the present 
gei^rratio ^, iho drainage works, too, are essentially of a permanent nature, and their 
benefits will extend to posterity; on the other hand, there is no ground for appre¬ 
hending any decline in the prosperity cf Calcutta withiu any period to which reasonable 
anticipation can extend. Municipal taxation in Calcutta is very high, and the Lieutenant- 
Ciovemor believes that any increase in the rates would iuterfero seriously with the 
progress of the town. Only once during the ten years, 1870 to 1879, did the aggregate 
rate fall below 16 per cent., and iu four of these years it was 18 or 18^ per cent. It 
is a question whether, even now, the population of the town is not leas than it would 
be if the rate of municipal taxation were lighter. In the Suburbs, taxation is also high, 
aud it is represented that, if the rate to be levied is to include provision for a 2 per cent, 
sinking fund contribution, the scheme will probably have to be abandoned. Under 
these (urcumstances, the Lieutenant-Governor proposes to make provision iu the amending Act 
for u sinking fund contribution of oue per cent, only on all public loans raised for water- 
supply, on the understanding that tho Municipal CommissioueiB of C alcutta determine to 
lay a 62-inch main conduit from Pultah ; aud he would moke similar provision with regard 
to loans for drainage works, lie trusts that the GoTeruxnent of India will signify their 
approval of this measure.'* 

Now, there was not one word in tho letter to show that if this concession 
was made, it would be a sort of set-off against any deficiency in tho Municipal 
funds of the Suburbs on account of water-supply. He submitted that he was 
quite within the four corners of tho Government letter he quoted when he said 
that, while the Calcutta Corporation should adopt a 62-iuch main, it should 
not be charged with any portion of the cost of the supply to the Suburbs. 

.Then, he had been told by the Select Committee that tho Government had ’ 
hcTCtofore much assisted the Calcutta Commissioners in carrying out the water¬ 
works, and that it had therefore a right to expect that the Couimissioners 
should show some consideration to the Suburbs. He for one readily acknow¬ 
ledged that the Municipality had received assistance from the Government 
in the prosecution of the water-works ; but it seemed to him, and he thought it 
would be admitted, that as Calcutta was the metropolis of tlio Empire, there 
was an inherent obligation on the Government to support the Metropolitan 
Municipality in carrying out improvements which would make the capital city 
worthy of tne residence of tho highest personages in the land. He would not 
raise the question whether in all matters tho Government had been liberal to 
the Municipality, he meant in its financial relations with tho Municipality; 
but while he acKnowledged with gratitude the assistance the Municipality had 
received from the Government in the execution of the water-works, he could 
not for a moment admit that that assistance was rendered with any stipula¬ 
tion whatever that the Municipality should in its turn extend the w'atcr- 
supply to the Suburbs. If such a condition had been imposed, tho Corporation 
woula have considered at the time whether they should have borrowed the money 
* from the Government or gone to Uie public for the necessary accommodation. 

He had been surprised to .observe that an impression prevailed iu certain 
quarters that there was jealousy between Calcutta and tho Suburbs. He for 
one denied that any such jealousy existed. Tho Calcutta Corporation had 
never hesitated to lend tho benefit of its own works to the Suburbs 
whenever they applied for it. Not many years ago the Suburbs were 
allowed to discharge their sewage into the Circular Koad sewer, and 
even now the houses lying on tho other side of the Circular Road 
were allowed to be connected with the senders; and with regard to 
water, it was sold to the inhabitants ot the Suburbs at a very small charge;. 
indeed, it was notorious that the Suburban people did make use of Calcutta 
water. The question was, however, whether, taking all these facts into consi¬ 
deration, the circumstances of the Calcutta and Suburban Municipalities were 
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such that they could go together in partnership for the purposes of the water- 
supply. He saw that in the last annual report of the Suburban Municipality* 
tibus question was discussed^ and the Suburban Commissioners frank]|f['\ stated 
that the differences in the condition of the two Municipalities were sl'> great 
that they could not be fairly yoked together for the purposes of water-si 
He would read an extract from their last administration report. The SubL^ 
Commissioners said— 

“ These drawbacks are not suffioiontly considered by those who ’TntUinkincrly olamoiir for 
a water-supply liko that of Calcutta, and it is not at all unusual fo' /thora'^to remark: ‘ They 

have got water-pipes in Ouloutta, why don’t we have it in the S’ ' little 

discrimination, however, to understand that what is praoti'^»»^^ , a compact . j^ke the 
city, consisting of some five square miles of closely built, highly rented value'' ,t%.^HieB, 
and with a largo well-to-do rata»paying population, may be financially impractit hie in a 
semi rural suburban township covering four and twenty square miles with a scattered and 
poor population inhabiting property bearing a comparatively low rate of assessment.’’ 

The Suburban Caminissioners thus distinctly admitted that tho differoncea 
in the condition of the two Municipalities wore such that it was not practicable, 
financially, to extend the water-supply to the Suburbs. Ho endeavoured to 
show ill his dissent that a 1 per cent, rate in Calcutta meant lls. 1,30,000 
per annum, whereas a 1 per cent, rate in the Suburbs meant less than 
Rs. 25,000, so that, practically, it came to this, that a 6 per cent, water-rate in 
the Suburbs would yield only as much as a 1 per cent, rate in Calcutta. When 
such was the difference in tho condition of the two Municipalitios, was not it 
preposterous to say that the maximum rate which whs levi<?d in Calcutta 
should also be levied in the Suburbs ? An equal rate for equal bonofit to the 
Town and Suburbs, he submitted, was a inisnoinor. ^’aking all those things 
into consideration, he proposed the following amendment, namely that the 
following section bo subrititutod for section 15 :— 

** 15. After section 160, tho following section shall be inserted, namely— 

‘^Tlie local Government may (on the application of the Municipal Commissioners o£ 
Calcutta; deteimine what portion, if any, of the Suburbs of the Town shall be included in 
the said system of water-supply, and may declare the boundaries thereof in tho Calcutta 
Gazette^ and for tho purnoses of the water-supply, tho land within such boundaries as afore¬ 
said shall be deemed to bo part of the Town. 

“ I'rovidod that the C'ommiBsionors may with tho sancLion of the local Government, 
assess a separate and distinct water-rate upon any such portion of the Suburbs, caloulated on a 
scale suflicieiit to include interest upon all capital expended in tho oonstruotiou of the works 
nenePBnry for the imrpose of extending such water-supply, together with all charges for 
maintenance, 6upervi.sion. and renewal of the same. The t'ommissionors may require the 
Coniinissioners of the {Suburban Municipality to arrange for the assessment and collection of 
the water-rate within any tract belonging to such Municipality, and in that case the Subur¬ 
ban ('ommissioners shall have all the powers of the Commissioners for tho purpose of such 
assessment and collection under the Act. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mackenzie said— 

"J'his quc.stion of the water-supply has now been under the consideration 
of ihe Corporation for over two years, and tho multitude of Municipal Coun¬ 
sellors has not as yet, at least so far as I can see, evolved much practical wisdom. 
They have been discussing it in meeting, and discussing it in Committee; 
refoiTiiig it to experts and sitting in judgment on their referees; chaffering with 
the Suburban Municipality, and disputing with one another; repudiating 
their Chairman, and promising reports to Government; with all their usu^ 
persl.stenco and energy: but somehow wo seem to be as far off as ever from any 
sati? factory settlement. I confess, Sir, that I for one do not altogether wonder 
at this result, or lack of result. 1 cannot see how any complete solution of the 
coniple.x ])roblem involved could ever be arrived at by the discussions of a 
heioroLM'neous body of amateurs, such as the Calcutta CommisiSioners (when 
with a matter of this kind) really are. Some of them may perhaps object 
to being classed as amateurs in res]>ect of any portion of their work. The 
CorporatU)!!, no doubt, has on its iJoard many ablo men, who give much of 
their i;me to doing what is in their judgment best for the town; but uufor- 
tmiately tue determination of important matters is not always left to those best 

S ufllifieu t(* deal with them. EveryVjody wants to liavo a hand in everything 
nit got\s on : and it would really appear as though in.any of tho Commissioners 
claimed, in virtue of their municipal election, to have become honorary but 
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qualified members, not merely of the Institute of Civil Engineers, but also of 
the College of Physicians, the Society of Actuaries, the Incorporated Law' 
Socict' /iind i\,umerous other similar bodies. There is no professional niatt.er, 
how^ er petty, or lipwover large, on whicli these gentlemen do not aspire to 

f i and instruct, reprove, rohuko, and exhort their responsible advisers. 

xi the infiucnco and good example of my hoii’bh^ friend, the' mover of this 
ainendment, to whom both the Town and the GoveriiTnont owe many debts of 
gratitude, for much good work and terse business-like sjjcecli, has not sufficed 
to chock in some <(i 'rters this tendency to waste time in talk. Yet surely 
of all ot^ 'water-supply was one to be determined, not 
by CO’ mg votes piirty divisions, but by the comprehensive advice 

of vile professional talent avuilalile to Government. What tlie Munici¬ 

pality might well have done was this. It might have determined in a 
general way, from its local and special knowledge, wherein tlie prcisent schemes 
of water-supply comes short, and to what extent. It miglit have indicated 
what wore the wants y(‘t remaining to be supplied. It might have settled the 
amount of money that it was able and willing to spend upon the whole. 
And, then, it might have invited the Government to assist it by lending the 
services of its best men to draw up, in consultation with the Municipal Engineer, 
a complete and well co-ordinated scheme for nu'cting tlie wants of the Town. 
Thai scheme the Commissioners should have accepted and carried through. 

The hon’ble member tjilks as though there wore in existenee somewhere 
a uni(juc‘ and complete; sclieii\(‘, round widcli all this discussion must centre; 
and h(‘ riders ns to the figures eml)i>died in Ids dissent from the Select 
i Committee’s report, as siallstics regarding whicli there can bo no possible 
donbt. 1 have gone through all the ])ajjers available with conslderabh' care, 
and I find there no sneh complete and well-reasoned scheme, as 1 should have 
ex}>ected at lids stage of the CommlssIoninV deliberritions I find only a 
conJlicting farrago of suggestions and alternative schedules of works; uotldiig 
like an argued examination of this imporlant and complicated question in all 
its bearings. 

1 must trouble the Council with a soniewliat lengthy review of the history’ 
of this matter, in order to vindicate my contention that the section, as framed 
by the Select (Jummitteo, meets fairly and equitably the true requirements of 
the case. 

Mr. Kimber, tlie Municipal Kngimajr, startl’d off in 1878 with a scheme 
which dealt only with the extension of thii filtered water-supply, but pri»vided 
for the inclusion of the Suburbs. lie proposed to raise the daily nuiximuin 
supply from eight to 20 million gallons, giving tour millions of that to tlie 
Suburbs. In his ri’port Mr. Kimber nmnirked— 

• The health and ])n)sperity of the Town greatly depend upon the condi¬ 
tion in these respects of its Suburbs, and the suburban population must, to a 
great extent, be considered as inhabitants of tlie town, carrying on their trades 
within, though living without it. A portion of this population already obtains 
its supply, though a too limited one, from the standposts at Hastings, and along 
the Circular and baug Bazar Hoads” e. fjratis)^ “and the people, as a rule, 
appear well-disposed to ]my for the privilege. It is therefore a.s ])olitic, 
necessary, and economical u measure to include the Suburbs in the new arrange- 
xnents, as it would be selfish, churlish, and even suicidal to refuse sindi a 
position.” I trust that tins Council will in the end see its way to 8 a 3 fiug Amen 
to Mr. Kimber. 

Well, this scheme was doe'med too co.stly for both Town and Suburbs, the 
total figure amounting to over o9 lakhs of rupees. The annual charge to the 
Suburbs alone would have bomi Us. 1,80,000, requiring a rate i>f nearly 7-^ 
per cent, to cover it. The Subit?lKs lhe.refi>re withdrew Ironi all connection 
with the matter for the tiim*, and the (.'alentta Commissioners on the I7th May 
1879 took up the que8tic»ii, and discussed It thenceforward as affecting them¬ 
selves alone. Tliey appointed a Comuiitlee, and tliis Committee ..consulted 
referees—Mr. Bradford Leslie and Mr. Whitfield, tliaii whom no two men* 
better qualified to devise a com])lete scheme of water-supply could anywhere 
have been found. But what was referred to these gentlemen was not the 
general question of the best possible means of meeting all the wants of the Town, 
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Vja^ ineirel^ a parUcular modiilcatioa of Mr. Kiuibcr’f soheme of filtered earaly 
(^^oh itself in the main followed tfip lines of one drawn up some yesar^ befpr« 
by.Kr. Leslio himself), /supplemented by a further note by Mr. op thp 

qpe«tibn of extending the uufiltered supply. Mr. Kimber’s modified ^ 

to cost Bs. 34,70,000. Nothing was said as to the possibility of prove 
ywte, and economising the use of filtered water generally, and ud examiu,|||p 
of the advantanges or disadvantages of a complete dual system of supp^, 
filtered and unfiltorcd, was invited. The reference was, as li? seems to ipe, 
vitiated by the limitation of its terms. 

The referees made, however, a careful rep^ *^7 actually 

submitted to them, and tlie point m tlieir report to I wish to V^ecial 

attention is this, that they told the Commissioners that they 0 ^ 5 , to* the 
Town alonO; to have a 62-mch main. It would, they said, be follyto have 
any smaller size of conduit, the saving of cost being comparatively trivial. The 
diiTerence in cost between a 42-inch and a 62-incli main is only about 4 lakhs 
of rupees—a mere trifle when works of such magnitude are involved, and so 
many advantages secured by the larger main. A 62-incli main would bring 
down 28 millions of gallons if required ; and the head works and distributaries 
might bo regulated to nieot the demand as it grew. The scheme advocated 
by the referees, carefully confined to the four corners of the reference made to 
them, provided for raising the Calcutta supply to 12 million gallons, and extend¬ 
ing somewhat the unfiltorcd supiily, at a total cost of Rs. 33,44,000. 

In tlie ordinary course of things one would have supposed that the 
referees’ opinion given in December 1879 would have settled tlie question, 
as the Commissioners had no other more complete scheme before them, and 
were not looking for any. But the Calcutta Corporation had to .satisfy itself that 
the referees knew what they were writing about. Every specification had to bo 
subjected to discussion and analysis, time being no object, and the opportunity 
of studying water-engineering too good to lose. For six months the Com¬ 
mittee were pulling the scheme to pieces, and at last the majorit 3 ^ of them sub¬ 
mitted a fourth schedule of proposed works giving the town 12 million gallons 
uf" filtered winter and 4 millions of uufiltered at a c»>st of Its. 33,48,000, but 
holding staunchly to the 62-inch main. This was in fact after all only the 
referees’ scheme, sliglitly tinkered, the difference in cost being only Rs. 4,000, 
and the supply of watm* identical. 

But the Commissioners are no more to be bound b\" the majority of their 
own t.'onnnittee than bj^ their referees. Dr. Mitra and itij' hon’ble friend 
opposite wore of opinion that 12 millions of gallons were not nearly adequate 
to the wants of the place. Dr. Mitra is in possession of inucli curious inform¬ 
ation, as to tlie manners and liabits of East and West, and he lias come to the 
conclusion that a ("alculta population wants 50 gallons of water jier man dally 
to make it happy, or say 25,000,000 gallons for 500,000 people, although 
Manchester with all its tradfo and a population of 600,000 uses only from 12 to 
13 million gallons—waste included. Dr. Mitra tells us, however, that the well- 
to-do inhabitant hero ‘‘ stretches himself under water,” once or twice daily in 
a bath requiring from 50 to 100 gallons to fill it; while in England ^*the bulk 
of the community ” only take a sponge-bath once a fortnight, and wash their 
shirts only at equal intervals. IMiere are certainly differences of habits as 
there are differences of climate between East and West, but the precise facts 
statqd will no doubt interest the Council. In view of these, and other bits of 
statistical information, hardly suited for njention here, Dr. Mitra said in effect 
that he cared, nothing for future generations. They might find their own tubs. 
What lie wanted was to double the supply of filtered water now available, that 
a^l the population miglit, if it chose, stretch itself in baths daily, and bless th^ 
Calcutta Corporation. Ho thought this might be done with a 42-inch main. 

Another member of the Committee was, however, Mr. Bruce, wboap 
qpipioi;! on a matter of this kind is worth, at a low computation, that of ten 
or4infiry Qommissloners^ Mr. Bruce wrote a minute whicli appears to m© to 
. 8 j)p.w,in a* very remarkable way the incompleteness of all the sc.hemes hitherto 
puti forward. He show.ed that no attempt had been made in Calcutta to c^hec^ 
tlip undoubted and excessive wai^te of filtered water, and tliat no sufficient coo- 
sidoratipn had been given to tb© questioi^ of extending the unfiltpired supply 
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throughout tho town for all the viler uses of the population. He may have 
gone too far in saying that no extension of the filtered supply had been shown 
to be ininute demonstrates conclusively that up to date the 

probJ^g of the "Calcutta water-supply had not been worked out in all its 
possuK phases. Governrtu^nt certainly has had no complete report or 
aajllPPns of alternative sclieinc3s in any shape yet laid before it. The Com- 
nUHsioners are still considering and debating, and except from the personal 
statements hon’ble friend, we have no information as to the general 

bent of In^Jeod, as a matter of fact, the only scheme that 

has ever Kmunicated to Government is Mr. Kirnher’s original 

scheme ,>/8, and’^tiiiatcj by the late Cliainnan, Mr. Beverley, which the 

CoBa-!ijf5ss>^,^jf8 decline to recognise as coining from them. 

This sketch of all that has passed, so far as Government is either 
officially or informally aware, seems to me to afford a simple answer to 
all the statements regarding the impossibility or impropriety of treating the 
Town and Suburbs together in tlio matter of tin; water-supply. That 
answer is that tlie tiling has never yet been properly work<*d out. We do 
not know how far prevention of waste in Calcutta, aral llie general extension 
of the cheap unfilt(;red sup])ly, might reduce the cost of thi^ works required. 
We have, as I said before, no aiitlioritativo scheme before us u})ori which we 
can form a final judgment as to the precise burdens that will actually be imposed 
upon either Town or Suburbs. 

'riiis section of the Bill therefore does not do more than enable Govern¬ 
ment to fixf rcisc, in respect of extensions of the water-supply, the powers which 
the law already gives it in respfjct of the drainage scheme. It docs not bind 
the Government down to any particular form of extension. Government has no 
cognizance at pre.sont of any sclumic wliicli it is bound tosupjiort or push '^i'he 
'r<>wn and tlio Suburbs must between tliem hammer out a plan to suit them, 
if they are not wise enough to refer tlic wlnde question to Government in the 
uianncr I have alrt;ady suggf'stc'd, '^I'lic lionTjlo membor has sought to 
establish some distinction of kind between extensions of drainage and oxte^- 
simjs of water-supply. 1 can see no such distinction. The reason why the 
question of extending tlie drainage system has not come up more prominently 
hitherto is simply because the Town has yet so iiiueli to do to complete its 
internal arrangements. 

I cannot conceive. Sir, how any resident of Calcutta can be sf> short¬ 
sighted as to wish to confine such saidfary im])roveinents as this within tlie 
Hnuts of the Circular Road. I'lio health of the 'J’own is intimately dependent 
upon that of the Suburbs. Tlio <*pidendc fever of Nuddea invades us from 
tne north. From the souili came creeping in only last year the foul and fatal 
plague of beri-bori. Not oiic(;, but often have the oflic<us of the •J4-Pergiiunahs 
seen cholera swecjiiiig down upon the town from the- villages and marts outside. 

1 myself when attaclu'd to that district yt ars ago watclit‘d more than one 
sucli invasion of cholera as it marched from village to village along the 
principal roads until it fell uj>oii the Town. 

Calcutta ought not only to do away with its own vilonessj but endeavour 
to aeeure a broad and wholesome bolt of suburbs round it upon evoiy side. 
Of course its action must be limited by financial considerations, and no one 
more awake than I am to the heavy pressure of taxation in the Town. But 
in; thia particular instance, on the showing of the Municipal ConindssionorK 
tbcn^selves the po»»%hU loiss to the Town, is after all trifling in the extreme. They 
reckon it, 1 believe, at an outside figure of Rs. 2o,000. But tlie proof that 
there must be* any loss at all rests, us I shall show, on a very unc(3rtain and 
insufficient basis* But, however that may be, I submit confidently to tins 
CiCtUUeib luaunar in which the Commissioners have dealt with this 

question, the interminable delays and discussions in which they seem to be for- 
eve^F' losing: themselves, are such that Government could not, consistent!}?’ with • 
its, duty, any longer leave, the water-supply of the Suburbs entirol}^ to the 
diaoretion. of the Town Corporation. 'I'hat body is not bound by anything 
my hon^blo friend opposite may say, and is quite capable of being very 
uuraasonablo in the niattcur. The Government has delegated certain of 
its powers and functions to the Corporation. But it cannot, I think,

continuo to abandon tlio dctornaination of this important matter to such an 
independent’ dilatory, and, possibly selfish body. The care of the sanitary 
interests of the metropolis, as a whole, must, when such largo qil^ions are 
involved, rest to some extent with Government. It must decide where coinage 
must go and water-supply be carried, and in so doing it will noj^^.^we m ^ feel 
sure, unreasonably sacrifice the interests of either I own or Suburbs. Itin 
view to getting an equitable settlement of this matter of water-supply that the 
Lieutenant-Governor, in Septonib(?r 1880, moved the -Couiinissixmers not to 
overlook tlio Suburbs in their discussions, 'l^his was, ^'^"^ain, a most legiti- 
n 3 ate int(U‘fercnce, which only finds formal warrant wo are 

now discussing. ' 

I have said, Sir, that we have no complete scheme bcf<iro m ^ is 

sufheient on record to sliow that the tlieory that the Suburbs slicTuld pay a 
rate limited only by the demand of the Town is not either necessary or reason¬ 
able. The Council will remember that, from February 1870 to September 1880,. 
the town was considering only its own wants, and that its own engineer, its 
referees, and its Committee all admitted tliat a G2-inch main was what the Town 
ought to have, even if the Suburbs were put out of sight altogether. Tlif? 
papers also show tliat if tlie Town /iacl a 02-inch main, it could not only supply 
itself, but, by erecting certain additional oiigini s, tillers, arid so on, and by 
extending the distributaries, could sup[)ly also a large tract of Suburbs. 
It would be in tlie position of a man with a small family and a g.jod cow. llo 
gets the cow for his own use in the first [dace, and ho wistdy g(‘ts a good one 
rather than a scanty milker, an<l sells the surplus milk to his own profit and tlio 
:i<lvaiitago of his lunghhoiirs. My hon’ble frsend has tried to p)ai;e ns oti the 
horns of a dilemma, I understood liim to say tliat if the Town got u <)2-ineh 
main on its own account, it wa)uld be because it requir<*il the reserve of power 
thus secured to it for future extensions of its own jiojmlation. If it got it 
because the Suburbs wanted water, the Suburbs ought to [)uy tiudr share »>f the 
<*,ost. The fact, however, seems to hi? that the Toavii must have a fi2-inch 
main in any case, and that the quaiitil y of water whieli sucli a main can be 
made to supply, suj)])lomonted by unfiltercd water, is more tlian thi» 'rown and 
Suburbs together can want for v(‘ry many \'('.ars to come. "J'ho futnrci may be 
left to meet its own Avanis. This being so, Mr. Beverley, the late (Jhairihan of 
the Corpoiarioii, being a go<jd man of business, and having also a 
reasonable reganl to tlie well-being of liis neighbours, saw tliat tiio Town, 
having its 02-incli main, rniglit siqjjdy tlie Suburbs and inako a haiiilsorne j>rofit 
on the operation. He showed tliat by sfiending Its. 10,70,000 more on head- 
works and distributaries, the Town could give the Suburbs four million gallons 
daily, and, by then levying an equal Avater-rato in d'own and Suburbs, 
actually li-ht. ui the hurd(ui which the Town would liave to bear if it stood 
selfisldy aloof, while if tlie Suburbs were Avilliiig to jiay a 6 jior cent, rate on 
tlie extra outlay, the ^roAvn would actually make 10 per cent, on its money. 
Tliosc figures were, inorcovor, based on the theory of a 2 per cent, sinking fund. 

This scheme was forwarded to tho Suburban Cominissiomn s for considera¬ 
tion, with, at any rate, the knowledge of tlie Conimittco of the Corporation (for 
they decided to ‘‘await the of tlie Subuiban Municipality” before taking 

it uj> themselves) ; and it was sent to Government by the Chairman for infor¬ 
mation, tliough with the intimation tliat the Commissioners had not yet accepted 
it. It was in tho letter forwarding that projiosal, however, that tho Cliairman 
raised, for the first time, the question whether the sinking fund contribution 
might not bo lowere d to 1 per cent. I'liat suggestion was beyond all doubt 
ma(h‘, ii’ not in conse quence of. certaiiily in connection witli, the proposed 
exleiision to tho Suburbs. Tho Sul3urba!i Comini.ssionors at once said they ivere 
Avilling to adojit thi^ pn posal of contributing an equal rale, aiid Government 
on its side urged tho ^^u jioration to send u[) a deliiiito scheme, promising to 
lake up llie sinking fund question in connection tht‘rewiih. But the Comuiis- 
sioiicrs iioAv, as the hon’ble gentleman informed us in Select Committee, 
• lepudiate eudirely their late Clmirnuni and his schomo, and desire to charge 
.tlio iSuburbs a full share of the cost of the 62-inch main, which origiunll5’ they 
meant to liave foi tbenisolves alone. 'I’liey accept the reduction of sinking 
lund which Govcrnuient has given in the belief tliat they would make the 
laigei main for tlio Town alone as the only really permanent stylo of conduit. 
But..they turn round and tell us that it is not certain thej" would adopt this 
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styte of main if the Suburbs were nut to be supplied. Sir, I syr nothing is 
' l^tain i^^aling with the Cor^otation in a matter of this kind, its Chairman 
Dinda iutf#othiag; its Committees bind it to nothing ; its schemes come and 
g? iiktyionds upon water. It is little else than a manufactory of speeches 
• ftnrsenaffc^delays. We cannot tell yet to what scheme the Corporation 
Ina^pin its faith. But there is every reason why we should believe that no 
scheme, such . as Q-oyernment can, in the general interests of the metropolis, 
approve, would rejjuire the levy of more than a 6 per cent, rate in any part of 
the-suburbs to whi^ it is. proposed to carry the water. 

The ‘ . bJe geri&Whian tidls us that no parallel can be drawn between 

^alcutiHi ^k.Aiitho Suburbs, because Calcutta is a compact town and the 
suburbs ai*fe scattered over a wide area. No one has yet proposed to carry 
tlie^ water-supply into every jungle and hamlet in tho environs of Calcutta. 
It IS proposed simply to extend it to tracts in the immediate vicinity, the 
circumstances of which are sufficiently like those of the Town to warrant the 
doing so. It is futile to raise false issues of this kind. Nor are statements of 
the comparative productiveness of the rates any more to thepoint. The one 
question is whether extension is financially warranted /fer ae. What is required 
is tho elaboration of a water-supply scheme in which all the conditions of the 
problem, as^affecting both Town and Suburbs, shall bo properly examined and 
worked out. 


I believe the public would wish to see this done by a Committee of 
experts appointed by Govornment, or by Government and the Town conjoint¬ 
ly. 1-am assured by compotetit authority that the questions of econotniz 
iiig and regulating the filtered supply, and of completing tho uiifiltercd supply, 
mtnr have a most important bearing on the financial aspects of the case, 
and that much misapprehension exists as to tho cost and merits of tho dual 
system. x\ll these points require thorough working out, and, for myself, 

• 1 feel bound to say that tho experience of the past does not warrant the 
belief that the task can safely be left to the unaided talents of the Town 
Couitnissioners. Ihi that as it may, this section, as it stands in the Bill, 
•only gives the Government the powders it ought to have in respect of 
ordering extension in general terms; it compels the Town to follow no 
particular plan, and it secures to the Corporation what is believed to be in 
any possible case a resonable return for any outlay it may incur. Govern¬ 
ment will not, we may be sure, sanction needless or unduly costly works, or 
allow the Suburbs to rob the Town any more than the Town the Suburbs. 
At the same time it may be hoped that the Town will see what its trm? interests 
are, and not seek in a matter like this to drive a Jew’s bargain with the 
Suburban Municipality. Tlic lion’ble member denies that the I'own feels any 
jealbusy towards tho Suburbs in respect of allowing it wholesome water. Let 
us trust that the Corporation will justify this assertion by their action in the 
future. They ought, in their own interest, to be not only benevolent but 
beneficent, and even generous if generosity be really called for.” 

The Hon’ble Kristodas PAn in reply said he believed he spoke the sense 
of the Council when ho acknowledged its obligation to tlie hoif ble member for 
the elaborate essay on tho water-supply of Calcutta, with which ho had 
favoured it, and ho dared say that the chattering pies” to whom he had 
referred in such flattering terms would also acknowledge their obligation to 
him. It was not his vocation to defend the Munici}>al Commissioners of Cal¬ 
cutta here; he must confine himself to tho provisions of the Hill before the 
Oouncil, but as his lion’ble friend had been pleased to call the Commissioners 
u body of ‘‘ heterogenous amateurs,” because they ventured to talk on such 
an engineering question as the water-supply extension, he (Baboo Kristodas 
P^) supposed that the views and opinions advanced by him on the subject 
did not emanate from an “ amateur.” The hoif bio momber had given the 
Council a detailed analysis of the difierent schemes laid before tho Commissioners 
for the extension of tho water-sujqdy. He \yould not trouble the Council with ’ 
a review of that analysis, but tho facts which tlm hon’ble gentleman had so • 
carefully noted sliowed that the Commissionejs had not been idle, and that as 
the questioii involved a very large outlay, the Commissioners were bound in 
duty and in justice to the rate-payers to give the matter their maturest 
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consideration. He was sure that the question would long ore this ^ 

settled if the extension of the supply to the Suburbs had 

hv the Government. The original scheme included the exte|fc?^f the 
swplv to the Suburbs, but that scheme was abandoned, becaus^^ 3^rban 
Municipality acknowledged their inability to bear the oostj^he ^^lon 
had, however, been again raised and pressed upon the VJfininiiBBioniW by 
ti.e Government, and the Commissioners felt themsclvea bound to consider 
the proposals of Government, hence the delay of which^lns hon ble m^d 
HO bitterly complained. He had also spoken of the dual system, and other 
points in regard to which liAnoo Kkistodas Pal would^ut the time 

of the Council. The question of the dual system involved imp. details 

which the Council was not in a position to discuss, but he norVaoubt 

that the views which had just been advanced would bo duly taken into con¬ 
sideration by the “amateurs” to whom his hoii’ble friend had so kindly 
referred. He readily admitted that the sanitary interests of the 1 own were 
intimately bound up not only with those of the immediate ouburbs, but also 
of the villages round about. As his hon’ble friend had Inmse f shown, cholera 
had been known to extend to the Town step by step from villages in the 24- 
Pergunnahs, and, in order to protect itself, Calcutta ought certainly to be 
ahead, but he wished that the treasury of the Calcutta Municipality had been 
rich enough to meet the many obligations which the extended views of his 
hon’ble friend would impose upon the Town. There was a phrase used in the last 
budget minute of the Hon’ble tlie Finance Minister, of which Baboo Kbistopas Pal 
was nere reminded ; he meant the very significant words “coercive philanthropy.” 
lie could not but say that if the Calcutta Municipality were to he burdened 
with any portion of the cost of the extension of the water-sujiply to the 
Suburbs or other environs on the ground that the 1 t'wn w^as in a better 
positi.m to pay, it would be a species of “ coercive pbilanthropy ’ which 
the rate-payers of Calcutta could not be expected to appreciate. His friend 
had told them that it was not intended to extend the supply to all parts 
of the Suburbs; that only such parts of the Suburbs would be included as 
might be said to run on all fours witli Calcutta. If these ports of the Suburbs 

did really run on all fours with Calcutta, there would have been no difficulty 

at all; but what was the fact? Taking tlio best parts of the Suburbs, he 
found that the financial results of taxation in Calcutta and the Suburbs were 
widely diflevent. While a one per cent, rate in Calcutta yielded Hs. 1,30,000 
per annum, even in the best jiarts of the Suburbs which were proposed to be 
included in the water-supply scheme, a one per cent, rate would yield annually 
only Rb. 24,000, and wliile this vast disparity existed between the material 
condition of Cah^utta and that of ihe Suburbs, Baboo Kwstoims Pal contended 
tiiat it w as not reasonable to speak of eciuality between the two places. And, 
lastly, his hon’blo friend said that properly speaking there was no definite 
scheme before tlie Commissioners ; if this was really the case. Baboo 
Kbistcdas Pal did not understand with what consistency it was proposed to 
fix the water-rate for the Suburbs definitively. ^ ^ 

His Honoum the Pkebidknt said that before putting the question he should 
like to allude very briefly to his hon’ble friend’s main argument. There 
seemed to be a wish to make the Council believe, and His Bonouk supposed 
from what had passed elsewhere, to make the public believe also, that the 
Government was endeavouring to force on the rate-payers of Calcutta the 
liability of providing water at the expense of Calcutta to the Suburbs. Bis 
Bomoub had no hesitation in saying that there was not the shadow of founda¬ 
tion for this inference. He bad seen this statement made very frequently by 
members of the Corporation at their meetings, but they had nothing whatever 
before them to warrant that assortioii. He had spoken of the advantages which 
the Corporation had received from the Government, and their obligation to 
' look with fonsidcrution on the Suburbs, not with a desire to ask for their charity 
oil behalf of the Suburban population; but he had mentioned the assistance 
given Government as a reason why the Calcutta Corporation were now in a 
■ ■ position’ to look at the claims of the residents of the Suburbs in a broad and 
liberal spirit. 

So far from the extension of the water-supply tlirowing any additional 
burthen on the Town, the evidence, such as it was, was quite the other way. 
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Although it was quite true, as the hon’ble member on the right (Mr. Mackenzie) 
lad 8aid.4Hat, although the question had been under the consideration of the' 
'^orp^Ly ^ years, no definite and intoiligible scheme had been finajly. 
JetfiMRiy ^\on, yet whatever schemes had been drawn up and prepared by the 
> own officers had all shown that a supply of water might be given 

Suburbs iiotonly with no loss to the Corporation, but with a considerable 
reduction in the water-rato levied in the Town. 

There was^siotthe shadow of a doubt that the extension of the water-supply 
to the Subur bs wou ld not throw any increased liability on the Town, and Blis 
Honoup' iionot do better than refer to a paper drawn up by the Chairman of 
the.Xui^ ^ joplity, whicli was prepared by him in consultation with tho Munici¬ 
pal Engineer, and laid before the Corporation. After considering all tho 
schemes, imperfect as they were, which were before thorn, the Chairman pointed 
out tho commercial advantage to the Town of extending the works to tho 
Suburbs. Ho said— 

It is notorious that a large ooncem can often be worked more economically than a small 
one ; and the remark applies with greater or less force to the Calcutta water-works Take 
for exam^de the proposed new main conduit. It has been shown that a 62-iaoh 
conduit will in tho long lun bo far more economical than a 4‘^-iiioh conduit; the larger 
main will opnvey 20 million gallons daily, tlio smaller main 8 million gallons only ; yet 
the cost of tlie larger is only 17 lakhs against 13 lakhs for the Biiiallor. Even were the 
smaller main adopted, it is clear that it would bo moro economical that the whole available 
supply furnished by it, namely 8 million gallons, should ho fully utilizefl than that the 
conduit should be used to bring down 4 million gallons only. fc>o with other works and 
charges for establishment and genoral superintendence. 

The main quoation, tlien, is, would it bo profitable to the Town to extend its water¬ 
works inti) the Suburbs on the undorstanding that tho same rates wore levied in the Suburbs 
that are levied in the Town. Tho Engineer has worked out this problem, and the answer 
seemato bo in tho aftlnnative. Mr. Kimbor has workoil upon the basis of the scheme set 
forth in the (committee’s first rejiort. That scheme, it will bo remembered, provided for an 
increase of 4,000,000 gallons to tho Town’s daily supply of liltered water, besides inoreosiug 
the supply of uniiltered water (for roads and latrines) from about 1,200,000 to 4,000,000 
gallons." 

. The Chairman then went on to show at considerable length, and ho showed 
conclusively, that it would not only pa}^, but would yiedd a very considerable 
profit to the Municipality on tho extra outlay required, and yet the Council was 
told that there was an intention on the part of the (Government to impose 
an additional burden on tho T«>wii for the benefit of tho Suburbs. It was quite 
true that there were no absolutely reliable figures to go upon, as tho Municipality 
had hitherto neglected to determine, as he said before, what schemes thev 
would elect; but all tho figures there were, and it might be understood that 
those figures, drawn up by the Municipal oflicers, were not likely to take an 
unduly lenient view of tho position of the Suburbs, showed plainly, as far as they 
showed anything, that there was not the slightest ground for saying that there 
would be any extra burden thrown on tho Town; but, on tho cont^:ary, the 
extension of the works to tho Suburbs would bring considerable relief to the Town. 
They had been told that it was very wrong for the Government to interfere 
with the Calcutta Corporation in the matter of this water-supply, and that it 
was the general wish of the inhabitants that such questions should be left 
in the hands of the Municipality. Whatever might bo the opinion of the. 
Municipality themselves, ho hardly believed that this was tho view of the public 
at large any way. His Honour thought that if the public had an opportunity of 
seeing how little had bcon donqin a very long time, they would coii.sider that it 
was quite time for the Government to interfere and put pressure on the Munici¬ 
pality to get the question settled one way or the other. Objection had been taken 
to tho assertion that tho Calcutta Municipality had shown a certain amount of 
jealousy in assenting to extend to tlie Suburbs tho advantages of a good water- 
supply which they themselves enjoyed. Ills Honour might mention as a 
proof of this that a small scheme had been prepared by the Municipal Engineer 
for. relieving the Municipality of the consum])tion of a good deid of their 
filtered water by substituting unfiltered water for certain purposes. 'Fhe actual 
cost of that scheme out of pocket was about two and a half lakhs,.and the effect 
of it would be to give the Municipality an unfiltered supply to the extent of four 
of eallojis daily, for purposes for which unfiltered water would answer, 
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in the ^lece (rf 1,300,000 gallons which the Town had at present. This would 

fi^e for drinking purposes an o^ual amount of good filtered wato. This 
Scheme had been before the Municipality for over a year certainly^'flC^thing 
Whatever had been yet done in regard to it. It remained, just wl^mSLpM^as, 
and although one would think the matter could have been settled 
it had gone lingering and lingering on, and had since been ^^ved sifflpi^ 
because the Commissioners could not agree upon such a simple and obvious 
question as that. How could it possibly be said that no jealousy was shown 
towards the Suburbs by the Calcutta Municipality when it waf seen that they 
would rather work their latrines and filth depfits with filtered than use 

the unfiltered supply, to make a supply availame for the Suburbs < fil¬ 

tered water. With a small outlay of less than three lakhs, the N.V'le filing 
would bo done, and the water required for the Suburbs made available ; but 
because they were urged to take up in earnest and with intelligence such a 
plain matter as this, the Council were told that the Government was endeavour¬ 
ing to overburden tho Municipality for the benefit of the Suburbs. A groat deal 
had been said about the eixtent of * the Suburbs, and pictures had been drawn of 
distant isolated hamlets receiving a supply of water at tho expense of the 
people of Calcutta; but the hon’ble member must be perfectly well aware that the 
plan proposed was to supply water to certain definite thidkly-populated streets 
and tracts in only thoso portions of the Suburbs which were near to Calcutta. 
The whole of the papers showed that the Corporation knew perfectly well what 
was intended, and that the districts in question had been actuallj^ surveyed and 
valued. The hon’blo member had said that the Government was bound to 
look upon Calcutta as the metropolis of the Empire, and that that was a suffi¬ 
cient answer to the argument that, as Government had helped the Town, there¬ 
fore the Town should help the Suburbs ; but His Honour in such a matter could 
not draw such a distinction. He saw no reason why one side of a road was to 
be favoured because it fell within the metropolis, while the other side was shut 
out of all advantages. The Suburbs were to all intents and purposes a part of 
the metropolis, and ho could not see why we should treat rate-payers, for 
.instance at the end of Chowringhee, with special consideration, and show none 
to the houses a few yards off whore resided a great number of respectable 
l^leaders of tho High Court, simply because there Vas an imaginary line drawn 
at one end of that street. His Honour must say that he thought tho whole of 
this opposition most unreasonable. As far as he was concerned, if this Act was 
passed, both Calcutta and the Suburbs would be fully consulted, and their 
interests equally guarded, and he could assure tho Council that there was no 
desire to do au 3 ^tliing to the disadvantage of either Calcutta or the Suburbs. 

The Hon’ble Kkistodas Pal’s motion was then put and nogativod. 

Tho Hon’hle Kristodas Pal then moved that in section 15 the word 
‘‘suburbs” be substituted for the wbrd “environs,” and tho words “the 
Suburban Municipality” for the words “ any Suburban Municipality.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Mackenzie observed that ho saw no necessity for the 
amendment. The section followed the lines of section 168 of tho Act relating 
to drainage. This was intended to bo merely an enabling section, and as there 
was no definition of “ suburbs” in tho Act, there would bo no real difference 
between tho signification of the words “ suburbs ” and “ environs.” 

The Hon’ble tho Advocate-General said ho thought, after what had fallen 
from Ills Honour tho President showing that there was no difference between 
the environs at one end of the Town or the other, legislation on the subject should 
not be partial in any one direction, but should be as wide os possible, the inten¬ 
tion being to enable the Government to extend the provisions of the Act relating 
to water-supply to any Suburban Municipality the Government might think fit 

The Hon^ble Pkahy Mohun Mookerjee pointed out that the word “ suburbs ” 
had been defined in Act XXI of 1857, and in several Acts of the Council where 
the word “ suburbs ” had been used, reference had been made to the definition 
in Act XXI of 1867, as distinguishing the Suburbs from the station of Howrah 

His Honour tfie President remarked that the Government was taking 
power ;^o extend the water-supply to places which could afford to pay for the 
extension. Lt was well-known that the Government had no intention whatever 
to extend the water-supply to Howrah, but the object of the provision was to 
enable the Government to iiave exteusious made wherever it was fit and proper 
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, to do so. It was ^uite possible that the outlying stations of Ohitporeand Cossi- 
pore migliiJK>inetime hence be in a position to need a water-supply, and the* 
Gom^^ themselves might wish to supply those places with water frpm. 

'^ich ran .alongside. Why should the hands of the Government 
jifih. ^‘cipality bo tied up so as to prevent such desirable extensions ? 
iSIro was a pu.5ly permissive provision, and he thouglit the Council might rely 
on the Government doing nothing that might be unfair towards the Calcutta 
Municipality.^ 

The motion^was then put and negatived. 

Kristodas Pal moved tliiit the following be substituted for 
clause ' section 16 of the Bill:— 

introductt’j'oftew teciion after tec- “16. After Section 102, tlie following seotiou shall he 
tionies. inserted, namely: — 

“ 162A. The Police Budget may, if the local Government, with the previous sanetion 

of the Govern or-General in Council, eliall so direct, include 
PftlS’wmcerl!”" renwons of ^ charge for pensions payable uudor the orders and rules f)f 

Govorninoiit to all oiBcois and servants on whoso behalf pro¬ 
vision for the payment of salary has ordinarily been matlo in such budget, nud who may 
retire from service after tlio commencomont of this Act; surdi charge shall be payable by the 
Commissioners, but shall not exceed three-fourths of the total of such pensions.’* 


He not in a position to say whctlier any orders had been received 
from the" Government of India in reply to the rcpro.sontation which had been 
made on tins subject by His Honour the lueutenant-Govcrnor, but if Baboo 
Kuistodas Pal liad the oj>tion lie would move the entire omission of this provi¬ 
sion in conformity with wliat fell from the President on a former occasion. 
But’ as the Council was not in a ijosition to accept such a motion, ho would 
move the amendment which stood in his name. The Commissioners were of 
opinion that a ten per cent, contribution towards pensions would saddle 
them with a higher proportion of payment than tlicy ought in equity to bear, 
and they thought it would bo fair and equitable if they were to pay only 
threc-fourtlis of the pensions of such officers ns might retire after the passing 
of the Act. Ho nught mention that a ten j)er cent, contribution would amount 
to a payment of about Rs. 17,000 per annum, and he found that the pensions of 
oflieers who had retired within the last ten years amounted to about lie. 16,000 
per annum; eo that a ten per cent, contribution would practically cover tlie 
pensions of officers who had retired during the last ten years, and thus relieve 
the Government of that charge altogether. As that was not the intention of 
Government, he submitted his amendment fur the consideration of the Council. 

The Hon^blb Mb, Cockerell said he thought there was no objection to 
the amendment which had been proposed. When the services of officers of 
Grovemment were made over to foreign states or for employment on wards’ 
estates, a contribution of 20 per cent, was made both for furlough and 
i^isions; in the present case contribution on account of furlough was not 
included, and it was calculated that 13 per cent, on gross salaries would cover 

S visions; but as the G*ovornmont paid orie-fourtli of these salaries and the 
unicipality three-fourths, a ten per cent, contribution on aggregate salaries 
would, it was thought, be a fair contribution from the Municipality on account 
of pensions. As the Commissioners, however, preferred to pay three-fourths of 
the actual sum paid towards pensions, ho thouglit there would be im objecilou 
to accept the proposal. Me. Cockerell believed the result would Ifn tluit the 
Municipality would pay less now and more hereafter. In all pensionary 
matters the ordinary rule was, and ho thought it the equitable one, that 
pensionary allowances should, come from the same source as pay, and that the 
charge should be divided between the Municipal and Governiuciit futidn in 
the same proportion that the pay itself was divided. 

The Hon’ble Mh. Mackenzie remarked that lie did not see any objeetiou 
to accept the section now proposed, excepting that it would probably bo worse 
for the Municipality in the long run to pay tlirco-fourths of actual {lonsic'u.^, 
than to pay a contribution of tcui pc?r cent, on aggregate salaries. The <*f»nTii- 
bution of ten per cent, had been fixed on actiuirial jninciples, such.as sfitisiie<t 
the Government of India in regulating its liabilitiovS for the pensions of se rvants 
lent to foreign states and bodies, and a proportionate deduction had lieiiii made 
on aecount of the contribution of one-fourth now given by Government 
towards the charges in the Police budget. The Municipal Commissioiurs 
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liad, however, their own way of calculating and preferred their own figures. 
He might perhaps give one example to illustrate the effect of adr m t i ng the 
amendment. There wore some of the higher paid members pljflC^olice 
i'otce wlio would probably retire in the course of a year 
those would draw substantial pensions. Under the provision^ 
in the Bill, tlio Municipality would only have had to payf[tSn per 
on tlioir salaries up to the date of tlieir retirement and nothing more, 
but they Avould now have to pay thre^o-fourths of their pensions so long as those 
officers lived. lie observed in the reports of the Municipal mCt^ting, held with 
i-eforciiico to the Bill, tliat there was much misconcej)tion as to th(i^»oai\ing and 
hearing of iho section as it stood. It was for instance entirely As^mcoiis 
to say tJ)at it was proposed tliat tlie M unieipality should inalv, 
towards pensions winch wore already Ix/ing paid.^’ Tlio section provided for a 
levy of ten per cent, on salaries^ and no cliare :<5 could therefore bo made on 
account of rni Ji drawing not salaries but pensions. He thought tlio C'oiiimitj- 
siouers were hasty in putting forward their aineiidment. but it was their own 
doing entirely. Tliere was another matter as to which lie thought it right to 
iuitcr a sort of caveat, '^J'ho Governuicnt now jKiid one-fourth of the charges on 
account of the polieje, but that payment was made nut as a matter of legal 
liability but ?us a nuitler of grace. There was nothing in tlie Act as it now 
stood to bind the Governmont to pay any pm*tion vvliatiwer of th(» charges 
contained in the police budget, and tliough it uiight accept the jiroposal to ])ay 
one-fourth of j)ension.s under tlio proposed amendinent, tliis was not to bo con¬ 
strued into binding it for ever to jmy one-fourth of the salaries of polie,o officers. 
Tlio proposal to pay three-fourths of the aggregate amount of pensions came 
from tlie Commissiouers, but the Government was perli'clly willing to accept 
the amendment. 'J'lio wonling of the last clause of the section should bo 
slightly modified to meet the change in the first. 

The motion was then i->ut, and after vei’bal changes the amended section 
was agreed to. 

Tlie Hok'ulk KiusToms Pai. moved that the following clause be inserted 
’ at the end of section XJd of the Bill:— 

“Nothin^ ill lids sc(‘lion ooidiiiiied shall bo constriiod to ax^pfy to tho salo of drugs used 
by praotitioiiors of indigtiioiis modicino, whether these aro retjoguized by tlio British 
Pharmaoo])o.Ma 01 not; when sucli drugs are not sold in a shop or place where medicines 
recognized by sucli l^liariniicopcciia ai’c dispensed up<m in escrliJiion.^* 

The IIoN’nnE Fkaky Motfun Mookeimee said he tlioiight tlio objection taken 
to section 2?3 was well-founded, 'riie section as it stood Avould not only put an 
unnecessary restraint on the sale of nativti drugs, and the preparation of Hindu 
medicines, but it would also give rise to this anomaly that, while unregistered 
shop-keepers would bo j)r<;vent(;d from selling such simple articles as soda and 
borax, they would bo at liberty to soil such highly poisonous drug.s as cobra 
poi.son, rasakiirpura, a compound of the chloride and tlio porchloride of mercury, 
and orpiment, a natural compound of arsemic and sulphur which were not 
recognized by tho Britisli PJiarniaco])aMa. Tlie common ground which several 
articles occupy both as mt^clicinal drugs and lu tides of ordinary and domestic 
consumption has made legislation on ilie subject of drugs a matter of great 
difficulty. Even in England, whore only one system of medicine prevailed, the 
difficulty w^as far grcat( r here where several systems of modiciiio obtained. 
Bauoo Peai:v Mouitn Mookkujee feared also that certificated compounders 
trained in the European Hystoin wtndd bo ill-(|ualilied to dispense native drugs 
ot the nature and properties of* wliidi tliey km \v nothing. Uu these grounds 
he Would support tlie amemlnicmt. 

The 11 on’iu.k AMi‘:KTi Aei obscrvcd tlnit tin? prococ'dings in the CoronePs 
.Court show^cd tliat puisonous drugs ^vere con.slantly being sold for medicinal 
purposes and lliis caused much inist hief. He would suggest the insertion of the 
word “ noii-]><)isonous ’’ before the w'urd ‘‘dings.’’ 

Tho Ron uEi: Mn. Mackenzie said tlie question of the salo of poisons 
had repcatiKlly 001119 before tho Goverument, but it had been found very 
difficult to deal Avith iho .subject. There was no doubt that many of these 
drugs, like nuuiy European <lrug.s, wore piusonous when used in large quantities. 
But at present ho thought it was much hotter not to interfere with shops where 
* drugs wore sold and dispensed according to the native fashion, and to 
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Qon6nQ the operation of the Bill to places where medicines ware dispensed 
after the, Fur^poan method. The hope was that ^▼raduall^ people would learti*. 
to go W*, where they were safe, and in time it might be possible to dp 

4iceiisf‘d drug shops of all kinds. 

iio. 'Uii the Prksident remarked that the question of the sale of 
pOTilMK)Us drug^. had been discussed by the Government of India and all 
the local Governments, and tlio conclusion had boon generally come to that it 
would not be safe to legislate on the subject. 

The Hon’ble Ameeu Alt withdrew his amendment, and the original motion 
was then to. 

On motion of the IIon’iilr Kkistodas Pai., the following section was 
substitute^-A’ section of the Bill— 

‘*21, For the first clauso of Boctiori 20f»^ tlie foU<nving clause shall be Bubatitutod 
namely:— 

“ The CommissionerB, or any person aitthorizrd by thr*iu in that behalf, may at all 
. r 1 rt’asonahlo times enter into ami inspect any place koT)t for 

I...P.C.O.. of .iruB., which drugs are sokl, and if they 

have reason to suspect that any drug in tln^ snirl jdeco is adulterated, or by reason of age or 
the effect of f’limattj Iuls beconio inert or unwliolcsoiuc, or has othf3rwif»e become deteriorated 
in such a manner as to lessen its efiicaey, to ehango its optu’ation <ir to render it nox-ioua, may 
remove tho Bamo on giving a recoii>t specifying the iiatnro fiiul quantity of the drug removed 
and itfl approitiniatc A'.'ilue ; and if it apj)ear to a Justice of the Peace that tho said drug 
removed as aforesaid is adulterated, or has bcfionio inert, iinwholosoiuo, or deteriorated as 
aforesaid, he may ordm- tlio same to bo destro\ed or to he m disposed of as to him may seem 
tit. If it Bhall ai>])ejir to tlio said Justice that the drug so removed is not adulterated, or has 
not become inert, uJiwJiolesome, nr deteriorated ns aforesaid, the person from whoso shop or 

place it has hcfui taken shall bo entitled to have it. restored 
him, and it shall he in the fliscrotioii of the said J nstico 
to award him such compensation, not exceeding the actual 
loss w'bicb has been Hiistaiued, as such Justice may tiilnk proper/’ 

The Hon’jii.e Kkustodas Pal moved that the following section be sub-, 
stitiitc 3 d for section of the Bill :— 

intm-inHi -n nf mw nfa>r arc- “20. After se<‘lion 310, the followiug sectioii shall bo 

‘turn 310. inserted, namely :— 

• “ IjlOxV. Tho CommissLon<'rs shall from time to time grant licenses to por.sons applying 

for such, for the Bale, at burning grounds, of fuel and other 
rrmuh *^ ^**^^*^"'**^ *^"^^ aiiops ftt lurmiih' articles uscd for tho cremation of dead boilies, and shall in 

moeling, other than an ordinary meeting, presrribo a scale of 
rates for IIk^ sale of such articles ; and any person not so licensed who shall within three 
hundred 3 'ards of any such burning gn)iuul j^ell or offer for sale any such fuel or other 
articles, shall be liable to n fine not exceeding fifty riipeecs. 

“ The Conimissioiiers may on good and sudif ient rt'ason mvoko or withdraw any such 
license they may tlimk fit, and any persrm to wh uu any such license is granted, who shall 
charge for tho sale of any Buch article any higher icte than the rate fixed for bucli article in 
Buch.pcale, v.hall, at tlie diFcretion of tlu* Comniissionfrs, ho liablo to have Ill's license caiicollod, 
and phall also be liable to a fine md exceeding ten rupees. 

‘‘The Commissi on era shall in>t bo bound to gr;int a fresh lic'onsc to any person whoso 
license may have been revoked, wil lidrawn, or cant'dio.d, under ilic provisiems of this sei^tion.'* 

Tie said tho object of this amended sectinn wets to tuicourago competition, 
and to onablo tho Commissioners to juoscribe a fi.xcd scale of rates for the 
sale of fuel ami other articles used for the crenuitiou of dead bodies. If the 
)Tnmissionors had |>owcr to regulate the rates, all that was wanted would be 
attained, lie need not n peat tho circumstances which led to the introduction 
of this section in the Bi;' There had been great scandals in conneetioii with 
the sale of fuel and ol/er articles at the burning, ghats and it was thereforo 
deemed necessm y to license vowdors and to regulate their charge's. But as a 
fixed scale of rates for the siih‘. of fuel had not the sanction of law, tho proposed 
section w’^ould J^ivc that suiiejioii. ♦ 

Tho motion was agreed to. 

On tlio motioi) of tho HOn’iu.e Kuistopas Pal the Bill was then passed.

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OOLTIVATION OP THE SURGfOOJA PLANT IN THE NliTDDEA DISTRICT.,

I Imre the honour to submit, for the information of His Honour the Lieute^ 
nant-Govornor, the following report on the cultivation of surgooja plant in 
the district of Nuddea. 

2. This plant is cultivated in the sub-divisione of Ohooadar--^V'Jhenldah, 

and Meherpore, and hoars different names in the different sub-d» In 

Mcherpore the Hindoos call it surgooja and the MahomedanS In 

Jheuidab it is known as the gvji or snrguji, while sukargoojari is tins name 
given to it ia Chooadanga, which is aiiparently a corruption of the word snr- 
gooja. Mahomedans form tiie chief element of the population of this district, 
and as they have a prejudice to pronounce the word sukar (swine), they oniit 
the first two syllables and call the plant goojari. 

3. This plant is not an indigenous product of the Nuddea or any adjacent 
district, but ia reported to have been brought originally from Chota Nagpore, 
where it is said to be in extensive culriration. The Sub-Divisional Officer of 
Chooadanga reports that the cultivation of surgooja was introduced into the 
Nuddea district about 30 yonrs ago one Siboo Boona of Barribonlia in thana 
Gangani of the Meherpore sub-division, and has gradually extended until, in 
the sub-division of Chooadanga alone, it is estimated to cover an area of 4,500 
bighas. The Sub- Divisional Officer of Jhenldab, a sub-division of Jessoro, writes 
to say that the plant has been known in his sub-division for many years 

4. The plant is generally grown as a second crop following rice, tolerably 
high lands being preferable for its <?ultivation. The 8<*ed is sown in October, 
three seers to a bigha, and the plant flowers in December. In January tho 
seed-pods form and mature, and by the end of the month, or early in February, 
the plant is cut and the seeds gatliered. The method of cultivation is com¬ 
paratively simple. Two ploughiogs only are given before the seed is sown, and 
no weeding is needed. 

6. The cost of cultivation amounts to about Us. 2 per bigha :—

Tlie outturn from a bigha of land is from 2 to 3 maunds of seed, or ou 
the average 2^ maunds. The value of the seed is Rs. 4 per mnund. Thus an 
average crop gives a profit to th<? ryot of about Rs. 8 per bigha, from which, 
hovrever, has to be deducted half the rent of tho land, the crop being a second 
crop. 

G. Tlie Small Cause Court Judge of Chooadanga in his report to His 
Honour, which forms the enclosure of your letter under rolcreuce, stated tliat 
a maund of surgooja seed yielded about 14-^ seers of oil. This pr >p )rtion is 
considered by the Sub-Divisional OfTiocrs of dhenidah and Chooadanga as 
rather high. The former puts it at 10 seers, and the latter at 13 seers 2 
chittacks. One mnund of mustard yields about 14 seers 1 chittack of 
oil, hut this difference is compensated hy the fact that the surgooja is a more 
certain and easily grown crop, and its yield for tlie same area larger. 

7. The «rtr< 70 o;a seed is rarely aised unmixod in the preparation of oil, hut 

generally in combination with mustard and lins ed, in the proportion of one 
to four. The oil expressed from <he nurgooja is thicker and less palatable, and 
is used chiefly to adulterate lamp oil. Some of the poorer classes use the 
.adulterated oil in the preparation of curries, but the flavour is not liked, and all 
who can’alFord it use pure mustard oil, keeping the mixed oil for lightin" pur¬ 
poses only. ” * 

8. The Sub-Divisional Officer of Jbenidah reports—“ It appears to me the 

plant belongs to the natural order Linacreo}, Indeed, I am not sure that the 
plant, is not the Linum Frigynum to be met with in some gardens grown as a 
showy auimol.” ®

ARTI(U.E VII. 

The requisition for extradition must always be 
made by the way of diplomacy, and to wit, in the 
Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, by the British 
Minister in Luxemburg, and in the United King¬ 
dom to the Secretary of State for Foreign AiFairs 
by the Foreign Minister in Great Britain, who, 
for the purposes of this Treaty, is recognized by 
Her Majesty as a Diplomatic Representative of 
the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg. 

The requisition for the extradition of an 
accused person must be accompanied by a warrant 
of arrest issued by tbe competent authority of the 
State requiring the extradition, and by such 
evidence as, according to the laws of the place 
where the accused is found, would iustify his 
arrest if the crime had been committed there. 

If the requisition relates to a person already 
convicted, it must be accompanied by the sentence 
of coudemnation passed agaiuFi the convicted 
person by the competent Court of the State that 
makes the requisition for extradition. 

A requisition for extradition cannot be founded 
on sentences passed in conturpaciam. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

If tbe-requisition for extradition bo in accord¬ 
ance with tbe foregoing stipulations, the com¬ 
petent authorities of the Stale applied to shall 
proceed to the arrest of the fugitive. 

The prisoner is then to bo brought before a 
competent Magistrate, who is to examine him and 
to conduct the preliminary investigation of the 
case, according to the lui^s of the country in 
which he is found. 

article IX. 

The extradition shall not lake place before the 
expiration of fifteen days from the date of tbe 
fugitive criminars eonimittal to prison to await 
his surrender, and then only if tlie evidence pro- 
duced in due time be found sufficient according to 
the laws of the State applied to. 

article X. 

A fugitive criminal may, however, be appre¬ 
hended under a warrant issued by any Police 
Magistrate, Justice of the Peace or other com¬ 
petent authority in cither country, on such in- 
foToiatiou or complaint, and such evidence, or 
after such proceedings as would, in the opinion 
of the person issuing the warrant, justify the 
issue of a warrant, if the crime had bccu com¬ 
mitted or tbe prisoner convicted, in that part of 
tbp doniinions of the two Contraeiing Parties 
in which he exerei.ses jurisdiction: Provided how¬ 
ever that, in the United Kingdom, the aciused 
' slmll, in such eases, be sent as speedily as possi¬ 
ble before .a Police Magistrate in Loudon. He 
shall be discharged, as well in the United King¬ 
dom as in the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, if 
within fourteen day» a requisition shall not havu

extend not merely to the stolen articles, but to 
everything that may serve as a proof of the 
crime.

The stipulations of tlic present Treaty shall be 
npplicablc to the Colonics and (orcigu possessions 
of Her Britannic Majesty. 

The requisition for tlie surrender of a fugitive 
criminal who has taken refuge in any of such 
Colonies or foreign possessions shall he made to 
the Govefnor or to the supreme authority of such 
Colony or possession through thtj Luxemburg 
Consul, or, in case there should be mi Luxemburg 
Consul, through the Consular Agent of another 
State charged lor the occasion witli Luxemburg 
interests in the Colony or possession in question, 
and recognized by such Governor or supreaiQ 
authoriiy as such. 

The Governor or supreme authority abovemem 
tioned shall decide with regard to such requisi¬ 
tions a*s nearly as possible in accordance with the 
provisions of the pj'esent Treaty. lie will, how¬ 
ever, be at liberty citlu^r to consent to the extra¬ 
dition, or report the case to his Government. 

Her Britannic Majesty shall, however, be at 
liberty to make special arrangements in the 
Britidh Colonios and foreign possessions for the 
sumnder of such individuals as shall have 
committed in the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg 
any of the crimes hereinafore mentioned, who 
may take refuge within such Colonies and foreign 
possessions, on the basis, as nearly as they ^may 
be, of the provisions of the present Treaty. 

The requisition fpr the surrender of a fugitive 
criminal from any Colony or foreign possession 
of Her Britannic Majesty shall be governed by 
the rules laid down in the preceding Articles of 
the present Treaty.

No. 85.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 5G of the Indian Emigration 
Act (VII of 1871), the Governor-General in Council is pleased to direct that Schedule A, 
appended to the rules relating to emigration from tlie Port of Calcutta, promulgated by 
Notification No. 30, dated the IDth February 1873, sliall be modified as follows ;— 

After th^words '‘^nd in good ordcr/^ substitute for the words “ crew, &c./' to the 
end of the schedule—

** Scalc^ according to tonnage, of the number of hands to be carried by an emigrant 
vessel:— 

For the first 1*000 tons and under—not less than 30 hands, all told. 

From 1,000 to 1,500 tons—2 additional hands to every additional 100 tons. 

From 1,500 tons upwards—1 additional hand to every additional 100 tons. 

“The total number of hands shall ii^lude the master and three oflicers; and two-thirds 
of the ship^s company, exclusive of the master and the three officers, shall be made up of 
(A. Bs.) able seamen. 

“ 2. The master and the first and second officers .shall be possessed of certificates of 
competency, and shall be Europeans. Tlie third officer may be cjither a European or an 
East Indian, and shall be nominated subject to the approval of the Protector of Emi¬ 
grants” * ^ 

8. The Governor-General in Council is also pleased to direct that the following 
addition sh^l be made to Rule 50, clause iff), of the ahovementioned Rules :— 

“This certificate shall expressly state that the crew comprises tlie prescribed proportion 
of able seamen, competent to perform an able seamen's duty.”

P wRA. 1.—In my despatch of the 23rd of September 1880, No. 317, I informed Your 
Exccll ncy that Her Majesty^s GovernuKiit bad determined that a substantial cotitribution 
to the expenses incurred in the Afghan war should he made by the Imperial Treasury. 

f I have now to inform your Government that, <»n the I6th of March, the Chancellor 
of ' Exchequer announced to the House of ('omnions that it had been determined to 
rem he repayment by the Indian Governrnent of the loan of 2,000,000/. advanced in 
18713 and to make a further grant of 3,000,000/., in six annual instalments, the first being 
madpiii tbc current year 1S80-81. 

fs. The Bill necessary to legalise the remission of the Adv.^nce Loan was not passed 
by the 31st of March ; hut 1 have not thought it necessary, in the revision of the Estimates 
of the Home Treasury, to include in the expenditure of 1880-81 the repayment of the sum 
of 290,000/. which was due this year. 

4. The proposals of Her Majesty's Government have been accepted by the House of 
Commons, after it had been explained that the whole of the five millions sterling will be 
devoted to the repayment of debt in England. Of this amount, two millions will be 
absorbed in cancelling the Advance Loan, and the iiistalincnt or instalments received by 
the Ist of November next will be used to rejviy the bonds falling due on that date. 

5, Inasmuch as the whole of the charges of the war have been, or will be, brought 
to account as Expenditure, it is necessary to bring to account as revenue the amount of the 
contribution by Her Majesty's Government. Strictly, it appears to me tiiat the several 
sums should be credited as revenue from time to time when received; but, considering 
the intention of Her Majesty's Government, in making tiie grant, to relieve the hnauccs 
of India of the heavy burden now falling on them, it appears to me that the spirit of the 
proposal will be more fully met if the whole sum is now brought to account as revenue, 
and the portion unpaid is entered uud. r Debt as an amount recoverable from Her Majesty's 
Government in future years, in aid of the expense of the Afghan war. The subsequent 
receipts will then be credited under the head of Debt, without interfering with, the surplus 
or deficit «>f the year. 

(5. Although it is impossible at present to foresee the exact amount of war expenditure 
which will be incurred in the year 1881-82, yet it nppeurs to mo that, for the purpose of 
the Estimates, the best plan will be to bring to account as revenue in 1881-82 a sum equal 
to the estimated expenditure on war in that year, namely, 2,000,000/., as stated in your 
telegram of the 8th of March. In that case, by crediting as revenue in ^the estimates of 
1880-81 a sum of 3,000,000/, the whole gnsiit from Her Majesty's Government will have 
been set off against the expenditure of the operatiou.s now about to be brought to a close, 
in the nianiuT best calculated to eliminate from the Accounts of 1881-82 and subsequent 
years all disturbance arising from that expenditure.

Paha. 1.—I have given very careful cousidcratioii to the proposals for a revised scale 
of pensions for the Indian Medical Service eontaiiMul in your financial letter of the J2th 
October 1880, No. ^35, and on a full review of all the cil■eum^tunees, 1 have determined to 
sanction, with some slight exceptions, the proposals you have made. 

2. I am unable, however, to allow longer jieriods of leave of ahstuice to count as service 
for pension than tliose at present admitted ; and I do not consider it would be expedient to 
give higher rates of pensions to nicrlieulwlIiccrH of 20 and 2(5 years' service who retire on 
account of wounds or ill-health contracted iu the service, than arc granted to ollicers who, 
alter a similar period of service, retire in ordinary course. 

3. It has not been usual in any branch of the service give higher p<jnsions to officers 
entitled to pension merely because they retired on account of wounds or ill-health, and I see 
objections to altering the system in the manner proposed. Gfliccrs who break down in the 
service before they arc entitled to pension receive the half pay of their relative rank, and 
officers so ^jverely wounded as to entail the loss of a limb receive the wt)und pension of their 
relative raiK iu addition to pay or poiibion, and this appears to me to be sufficient. 

4. I also consider that the third scale of pension may properly be given after 25 years’ 
service instead of after 2f5 years. 

5. In accordance with these reviews, thereforR, the following will be the scale of 
pensions for .the Indian Medical Service, with effect from ihe Jst January 1881 :— 

After 17 years' service, including 1S years’ leave and furlough, 292/. 

After 20^car*i' service, including two years' leave and furlough, 385/. 

After 25 years' serv^, including three fears^^eavc and furlough, 500/. 

After 30 years' servi^ including four years' leave aud furlough, 700/, 
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6. Those officers who ser^e five years as fiiirg^eon-General or Deputy Surgeou-Oeneral 
will receive on retirement extra pensions of 8502. and S2502« a year respectively^ six months' 
leav^*. on medical certificate^ or four months on private affairs being allowed to count as part 
^of this service of five years. A good eervioe pension granted to a nsedical officer will lapse on 
his obtaining the additional pension allowed to a Depjity Surgeon-General or Surgeon- 
General. f 

7. M/iical officers not entitled to pension, but who, at the expiration of two years' 
leave of ab istice on medical certificate, are unfit to return to duty, will be placed on tempo¬ 
rary or ' j manent half pay, after examination by the Medical Board at the India Office. The 
half pa^^ granted in such a case will be the British rate of half pay of the relative rank held 
by the c ^cer. The period passed on half pay will in no case be reckoned as service in calcu¬ 
lating g( aims for promotion or to pension on retirement. 

8. • With the liberal rates of pension now introduced, I do not consider that it will be 
.\neces8ai y to give any higher rate than that to which they may be entitled, to medical5:>fficer8 

. elow t e rank of Deputy Surgeon-General, who may be retired on attaining the age of 55 
ye^^s. idcr the provisions of Article 8 of the Royal Warrant of the 16th November 1880. 
An iruow in the service, who is so retired, may, if he pleases, elect to receive pension

In reply to your No. 57 a of 28tli ultimo, 1 Iiavo tlic honor to inform you tliat 1 am 
aware of no new arclueological riisrovrrios luiywliDrc within the Gya eJistru^t duriuir tiit* 
year except the disLoverieH at this place 111 the coiirie of the rojiai's. 

Of these, it is impossible in the course (»f a Idler or an ortliiiary n'port to ujive more than 
the barest outline. ] can only bru fly iudicale what must form the subject of a volume in 

contemplation. 

Thr^c sides of nsoka rail in jr wbieli surrounded thewtreo, viz. on the south, Avest, and 
north, were found w ith the plinth partly intact and ^\cral pillars and fragments m a/Zw, 
Three entrances to the enclosure were also discovered. 

Five su%::e8sivc layers of floors were discovered, indicating five w'cll marked and distinct 
epochs in the history ol the temjdc. 

Two of the corner ^ipes mentioned by iiwo^ljiihsang us at the cjrucrs of the enclosure 
which existed during his^sit have been discovered. 






Two of the great anil famoiia temples mentioned by Hwen Thsang on the north and west 
sides have been discovered^ viz. the temple of the uplifted eyes and the temple with brass 
figure of Bnddha. 

Two of the temples of Avalakiteswara, mentioneil by Hwen Thsang as marking the 
limits north and south on the east of Tajrasoii^ have also been founds as also one of the 
stupas of Mara and the stupa of Brahma, and the one of the happy omens. 

The Suflron stupa has also been discovered. The original throne of Asoka's period, 
together with the remains ot his temple, have also been found, as also Buddha's promenade 
with its “ Jewelled canopy." 

The original position of the first Bodhi tree has also been discovered, as also the succes¬ 
sive altered positions of succeeding trees, till it was dually hoisted up and perched on a height 
of 35 feet above its original site. 

The successivts additions and alterations to the temple have been shown in a most lucid 
and exceedingly interesting manner by the successive exhumations of the portions added to 
it at each epoch of the history of the temple • 

Besides these easily identifiable important features, many others of lesser ifpportance, 
and a still greater number of unidentifiable monuments (temples and topes), have been 
exhumed, too numerous to be even enumerated, while to these must be added a body of 
sculptures in various stages of preservation or dilapidation it umbering several thousattd 
pieces, and a large number of inscriptions, some of great interest ; inscribed clay seals and 
medallions, and other deposits by pious pilgrims, which were also discovered. 

The discoveries continue each muntii adding to the numbers of important identifica¬ 
tions of interesting monuments, of sculptures, and of inscriptions.

3. As at present intended, the Exhibition will be confined to the higher IiVfiiaa Manufac- 
tures under-named; but the Committee arc authorized to add auy other class hereafter, 
should it appear desirable to do so; and they will give careful consideration to any 
suggestion8 which intending Exhibitors, or others feeling interested iu the undertaking, n^ay 
be disposed to give.

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REPORT ON THE LUNATIC ASYLUMS IN BENGAL FOR 1880. 

MEDICAL AND MUNICI1*AL DEPAltTMENT—MEDICAL.

The Report od the Luuatic Asylums iu Bougul for the year 1880. 

Read again— ^ 

The Reports for previous years, with the orders of Government passed upon them. 

The number of lunatics confined in the asylums of Bengal on 1st January 
1880 was 888. The operation of th^ orders of the Government of India 
against the admission of harmless chronic <iase.s, or of ciises arising from the 
immediate cifccts of intemperance, is perceptible in tlio steady decrease in the 
asylum population since 1876. On tlu‘. first day of each of the past five years 
the numbers in confinement were—1876, 1,147; 1877, 1,181; 1878, 1,077; 
1879, 991; 1880, 888. At the close of the past year the number had been 
further reduced by 7 only. The number admitted and lo-admittod was 2.16, 
while 114 were discharged and 109 died. Tho as 3 dum 8 are able to accommo¬ 
date 1,015 persons (782 males and 23eS females) at the rate of 50 superficial feet 
for each. The maximum number confined on any one night was 922 (715 
males and 207 females). The numljcr of nia^ in tho Cuttack Asylum 
was somewhat in excess of the scale: but thi^^anuot bo avoided, and it is 
explained ttiat there was no real overcrowding, as harmless lunatics are allowed 
to sleep in ^e verandahs, which are not included in tho estimate of avail¬ 
able space. 

2. Tho percentage of recoveries, calcAsRed on the mean daily {population, 
was 8*27 against 11*34 m 1879 and 17*6 the average of tlie ten previous years. 
It is obvious that, as greater care is exercised in the admnsion of cases, the 
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probability of recovery after a short period of confinement must be reduced. 
The eflFect of the orders a!>ainst the commitmoiit of persons whose minds have 
been temporarily affected by the use of ganja, is particularly marked in this 
direction. 

3. 'Hie following statistics of the number of criminal lunatics in con¬ 
finement in 18S0, and the ten previous years, are of interest:— 
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I'hc increase in the number has been steadily maintained from 160 on 
3l8t Docombor 1870 to 295 on 31st December 18S0. Certain circumstances, 
however, must be taken into consideration in estimating the actual continuity 
of the increase. On the one hand it was the custom of Government in the 
earlier years to release prisoners who had passed long periods without any 
sign of insanity. On the other hand, manj^ criminal lunatics have in the 
later years been transferred to jails who, utidcr the previous practice, would 
have remained in the asylums. Dr. Payne also refers to unnecessary admis¬ 
sions caused by the action of Magistrates who committed to the asylums, 
as unfit to make their defence, persons charged with tlie commission of crime 
under the passing delirium of intoxication, who, on their admission, were 
at once returned as fit to take their trial. These cases, however, it is to 
bo remarked, would not affect the numbers remaining in confinement at the 
close of the year. 'Phe last two years show a considerable number (15 and 13 
respectivelj’’ as against 8, 7 and 0 in the throe previous years) re-admitted after 
trial. These, however, aro bond fide additions to the number of criminal 
lunatics actually in confinement. On the whole, the Lieutenant-Governor is 
inclined to look upon the progressive increase as actual, and. having regard to the 
increase in the short period of 10 years, he thinks it doubtful whether wo have 
yet reached the limit. Dr. Payne proposes to endojivour to collect information 
regarding the crimes chargea against the lunatics committed to asylums 
during the past few years. The Lieutenant Governor will await this statement 
with interest. 

4 . The total number of persons treated for insanity during the year 
was 1,104. For acute mania 188 were treated against 230 in 1879, with 16*42 
per cent of recoveries against l8'o2. ^rheso figures point to increased caution 
m the cominitmcmt of persons to asyluuis. It is particularly iiotewortliy 
that among the ganja-sniokers admitted there has been a marked decrease in 
the number of cases of temi)orary intoxication. Of 89 persons of this class 
admitted in 1878, no less than Cl recovered; 41 rm^overed out of 58 admitted 
in 1879, while in 1880 only 31 out of 65 cases admitted resulted in recovery. 
The number of cases of chronic mania treated was 450 against 459 in 187*9, 
and the percentage of recoveries was 3*33 compared with 5’22. Melancholia, 
a peculiarly intractable form of insanity, shows only 2 recoveries out of 81 
cases treated. Acute demen^a shows 6*34 per cent of recoveries against 1*75 
in 1879, and chronic deu#^ntia 3 06 jwr cent against D43* Dr. Payne 
justly points out.that general statistics of the results of troatment6'in all the 
cases under observation at a number of different asylums cannot, bo satis^ 
factory. Differences of nomenclaturo, and tlie combination of au cases^ new 
and: old, in one total, .render the dgikros quite unreliable ^or seieutific purposes. 
It would bo more satisfactory to know the results of new cusos only uiidrer the 
di£^rent heads in ciLch asylum separately. 
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5. There were 516 persona under treatment in hospital for sickness• 
during the year. Of these, 485 were admitted during the year, and 31 
were in hospital when the year began. The number of cises treated was 
784 in 1880 and 543 in 1879. The daily avi^rage number under treatment in 
hospital was 40 6 in 1S80 against 38‘6 in 1879 and 60 in 1878. The ^aily 
average number of out-patients was 79. 'Phe statistics of out-patients have only 
been recorded since the orders of Government on the report for 1879 were issued. 
As they include cases of persons who have to be forcibly fed, convalescents, 
and oven habitual idlers, it will be suflScient if they are given separately and 
not amalgamated with the hospital returns Of the principal diseases, ansemia 
shows a decrease from 60 to 47 cases, and fevers a decrease from 169 to 
123. In diarrhoia and dysentery, on the other hand, the numbers increased 
from ^8 and 91 to 71 and 107 respectively, and piithisis shows 34 against 
24. The decrease in anmmia occurred at the Patna Asylum, where only 
24 casos were treated against 40 in 1879. In fevers, Berliampore 
shows a large decrease from 70 to 31, and Cuttack shows 11 only against 
23. Dullunda is the only asylum which shows an increase under this 
head, 14 cases being recorded against 2 in 1879. In diarrlicca, Dullunda and 
Dacca show a decrease, and Patna and Berliampore an increase from 24 and 8 
to 36 and 20 respectively. Patna also shows an increase in dj^sentcry from 36' 
to 49, and in phthisis from 3 to 12. There were 14 cases of phthisis in Dullunda 
against 16 in 1879. While Patna Asylum shows this large increase under 
diarrhoea, dysentery and phthisis, it is remarksiblo tliat in the Patna Jail there 
was a decrease in the first two complaints, wliile piithisis was altogether absent. 
The first circumstance seems to point to some fault in the water-supply at the 
asylum, and this will be enquired into. At Berliampore the increase in 
diarrhoea and dysentery was common to both jail and asylum ; and hero also 
the water-supj)ly requires attention. It is satisfactory to learn that no injuries 
were inflicted by keepers during the year. 

6 . Dr. Payne submits a very thorough and inti^rcsting examination of 
the statistics of mortality in the different asylums during the year. The 
death-rate per cent fell from 14*7 in 1879 to 12*3 in 1880. Tlie average of 
tiie ten previous years was 11’5. There was a decrease in the number of 
deaths from 42 to 38 at Dullunda, from 20 to 10 at Dacca, and from 22 toi 15 
at Berliampore, while there was a rise from 35 to 42 at Patna and from 3 to 
4 at Cuttack. In the report for 1879, allusion was made to the influence 
of the distribution of the lunatics from the abandoned asylum of Haza- 
ribagh on the mortality at the other asylums. The disease conveyed from 
this asylum was still fatal during 1880. Of the 163 persons received from 
Hazaribagh, 25 died in the nine months of 1879 following their transfer, and 
22 died in 1880. Of the 22 who died in 1880, it is reported that only one 
was in good health on admission. In estimating the significance of the 
mortality at tli^ different asylums, it is important to boar in mind the 
influence of newly admitted casos. It is (established that mortality is 
much greater among newly admitted patients than among old residonts. 
In Dullunda the pen^entuges wore 21 and 12 respectively, in Patna 23 and 12, 
and in Da(*ca 14 and 2^. As the number of jioisons admitted to Dullunda and 
Patna is much larger than the numfter admitted to any otln'r asylum, a greater 
number of deaths is to be expected. It is quite clear that diet liad no cu)nnec- 
tiem witli the mortality. In Dullunda meat rations woro introduced with no 
eflbot whatever on sickness. In Ikitna, wlnu’e the scahj was unaltered, 
mortality increased. In Dacca, where oiie-third of the nnimal food was 
re-placjod by vegetables, th(> mortality decreased, 'riio condition r>f tlie water- 
Bupply at Patna and Berliampore will bo enquired into iiudcsr the Surgeon- 
GeneifiVs orders. Br’yond this no evidence can be dis(H>vcred of special 
unheal thin ess in the local conditions at any asylum. A detailed examination 
of the deaths under the different heads leaves no doubt that thc^ mortality 
was largely affected oy importation of di4|i;ise from outside. Of 6 persons 
who^ died from ague and its c^msoquences, 3 were new adiuissions. From 
anasmii, anasarca, d(dnlity and dropsy, 14 died in 1880 against 16 in l'^79. 
Of the 14, just half were new admissions. Of 3 persons who* died from 
remittent fever, ^were new-comers y||jh (4 w(?ro admitted into hospital on arrival. 
Theite were 28 r^orded deutlis from phthisis against 21 in 1879. At Dullunda 
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.there occurred 11, at Dacca 1, at Patna 9, at Cuttack 2. Of the 11 who 
died at Dullunda 3 were now-comers, 4 were from Iluzaribagh where phthisis 
had markedly developed before the asylum was closed, and 4 were chronic 
invalids. Only one case could bo shown to have originated locally. Of the 
9 who died at Patna, 6 were from Hazaribagh, and all were noted as received in 
weak condition. Of the two who died at Cuttack, one had been recently 
admitted. In addition to these circumstances, Dr. Payne shows that, as the 
post-mortem examinations are more regularly made, tim Asylum authorities are 
enabled to determine as phthisis a larger and larger number of cases which, had 
examination not been held, might have been ascribed to other causes. PosU 
mortem examinations are now made in every case in wliicli no ob jection is raised 
by the relatives of the deceased lunatic, it is certain that, under this practice, 
the number of phthisis eases will, as a rule, appear large in comparison 'with 
that reported in former years, while there will probably be a corresponding 
reduction under the heads of ana 3 mia and debility. Thus while the number of 
deaths recorded under phthisis at Patna rose from 2 to 9, the number recorded 
under debility fell from 5 to 2. On the whole, it seems quite clear that, while 
lunatics generally are known to be liable to phthisis, there is no reason to 
believe that the condition of any of the Bengal as 3 duins contribute specially 
to the promotion of this disease. 

7. 'I he total expenditure on the asj’^lums during the j^car was Rs. 81,412-6-11 
with a daily average of 881*74 inmates. The net expenditure, after deduction 
of Rs. 1,524-12-8, realized from friends of patients, and Rs. 7,486-13-3, the 
actual profit on manufactures, was Rs. 72,400-13. In 1879 the gross expendi¬ 
ture, with a daily average of 889*96, was Rs. 90,648-9-2, and the net expendi¬ 
ture Rs. 85,3l->-7-7. It is to be observed, however, that the gross figures 
include the value of articles received from asylum manufactures and consumed in 
the asylum. This has been differently calculated in tlie two j^ears. In 1879 
it was taken as the cost price of the actuals plvs the value added to them in 
the process of manufacftiro. In accordance, however, with the orders issued 
on the report for 1879, the value is now taken to he the cost price only. Thus the 
gross cost in 1879 appears unduly largo. It includes Rs. 12,375 on account 
of goods consumed in the asylums, while the figure for 1880 includes 
Rs. 10,918-11-1 only. The gross average cost is shown as Rs. 92-5-3 in 1880 
against lis 108-9-6 in 1879 : the net cost was Ks. 82-1-8 against Rs. 95-15-8. 

8. The average cost on account of establishment was Rs. 48-4-10 against 
Rs. 61-0-3 in 1879. The reduction was chieflj' due to tlio circumstance that 
the Superintendent’s salary was charged throughout the year at the reduced 
rate of Rs. 273 per mensem, instead of partly at that rate, and partly at 
the rate of Rs. 609 drawn by Dr. Payne before he became Surgeon-General. 
The cost of establishment in each asylum was—

The average cost of superintendence is Mgh in Dullunda owing to the com¬ 
paratively high salary of the Deputy Superintendent, and in C^luttack owing to 
the small number of patients. The Surgeon-General remarks thnt tlie excess in 
establishment charges proper at Dullunda and Dacca is due to the liighor rates 
of wages ruling at those places. 'This circumstance, however, does not alto¬ 
gether explain the excess. Allusion has been made in previous Resolutions 
to the inequalities in the strength of establishment in different asylums, and 
there is still room for remark on this point. The excess cost at Dacca iS due 
rather to apparently undue multiplication of paid servants than to high wages. 
Except in the wages of sweepers there is little difference between th»^ rates at 
Patna and those at Dacca. In^^ullunda there would aj^pear to bo some 
want of economy under both heads, tlie strength of the establishment b^ing 
perhaps greater, and the rates of wages higher, than is necessary. In .Patna 
3 jemadars oii Rs. 12 each can look after 230 patients. In Dacca 6 (5 on 
Rs. 12 and I on Rs. 6) are employpd^. to look after 198patients, and in 
Dullunda 5 (I on Rs. 20, 2 on Rs. 15, and 2 on Rs. 10) "£re employed to 
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look after 215. In Patna there aro 23 keepers, in l>allunda 20, in Dacca 28. 
In Patna eight sweepers are found sufficient; in Dacca there are 10 aiyi in 
Dullunda there are 17. So long as such differences exist in the proportionate 
strength of the establishment employed, the cost at Dullunda and Dacca will 
largely exceed that at Patna, apart altogether from tlio question of wages.

The progressive decrease is satisfactory. It must be observed, however, 
that the apparent cost in 187S and 1879 was enhanced by the practice of 
showing the full market value of articles of diet prepared in the asylum, 
instead of showing the cost price of the raw materials only. Tlic change in 
practice lias Imd a considerable eflbet in the apparent reductions slurn'ii against 
"" Dacca and P«itim in 1880 In Dullunda this cause wAs in great n<easure 
counteracted by the increase in tlio use of moat. Tlic cost of diet at Dacca 
and Berhatnpore appears to be still unduly high. 

10. "^I'lio new forms which have reccntlj^ Ix’en sanctioned by tlie Govern¬ 
ment of India will sliow (tliarges on account of wcirk done by the J’ublic Works 
Department, rates and taxes on the buildings, stationery, and Kuropean medi¬ 
cines. If tlujse an‘ taken into account, the gross average cost of maintaining 
each pati<)nt in 1880 is raised from Ks. 92-5-o to lis. 102-1-O. The Dieutenant- 
(lovernor agrees with Dr. Pajnio in thinking tliat work done for buildings 
exclusivx'ly used for luaiiufactifiajs should bi' debited to the manufacturing 
ac(^ount. 

11. There was some falling off in the qiumtity of manufacturiid articles 
disj)osed of to the publitt. The value of the goods sold was Us. 19,285 against 
Its. 26,275 in 1879. The value of articles made over for asylum use was 
iis. 10,918, against Its. 12,o75, tlie value udiuittod in 1879. The net profits 
were Rs. 7,480, against Us. 9,578, the amount shown in favour of the previous 
year. Tlie cliangi^ in the ])raetice of giving credit for goods consumc3d in the 
a.sylum caused ajq^arent inequalities in tlie profits (3arned. Tims Dullunda and 
Patna, which consumed a laige quantity of tlieir own manufactures, and took 
(credit only for the cost of th(3 r aw innttjrial, show a small ]jro/it. Dacca produced 
a srnalh.'jr mjfintity, but it s(»ld tljc greater part of it, and, getting tlie market 
value, it sluws a much larger prolit. 

12. There w^ore LM> admissions and re-admissions to the European Insane 

Asylum at B]u)wai|ij)ori*. Twu) of the new j)alients were from the axm}", one 
was a military j)eiision<3r, and the remainder came from the civil aiuV seafaring 
classes. I'ho tr;tal nuinbtu* treatc^l was 4(5 against 40 in the previous year. Six 
w’cre discharged cured, tliree werc^ made over to tlie Military authorities, one 
was despatched to Euro]>e under the il^'chaut Shipping Act, ten Wi3re improved 
and transferred to the care of their friends, and two die<l. 4'hero remained 
24 at the close t>f tlie year. Of tin'two deaths, one resulted from organic disease 
of thc3 brain, and the other from disease of the lu'ait. Tin* patients Avoro both 
admitted in a hopeless eoinlition. 'Jlie general health of the asylum was good. 
The total expenditure dvring the year was Rs. 20,475 against Rs. 22,095. llere, 
as at Dullunda, the decrease in tlio salar}^ of the Superintendent made a 
large reduction in the total cost. The avt-‘rage cost of dieting the patients 
ranged frSm Rs. 1-8-C for first class, and 6 annas for third class, paying 
patients to 4 annas 5 pies for jiaupcr patients. Tlie amount recovered from 
the friends of tho patients w^as Its. 12,31). Tlj^average cost of maintenance, 
after deduction of this amount, was Rs. 370. ^ 

13. ^ The Lieutenant-Governor is gratific*d to find that the Superintendents 
bear unammous testiinon\ to the g ;od conduct of the subordinate ofticers and 
to their kind treatment of tin? lunatn^s, ^ij^o])(3an and Native. This coincides 
with wdiat Sir Ashll^' Eden hrus himself observed on his visits to the different 
asvlunis. Tho inanagom.'ul of tlie asylums b}’ tlie su||erior officers has h(*en 
aatisfacto^", and tho thanks of Govormnont aie due to Dr, Payne for Ids 
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efficient control of the Department, and for the excellent report in which he han 
reviewed the administration of the year.

Tho returns for the past year compared with tlioscj for 1879 show a 
alight increase of 528 in tho total number of offouccs rc'ported in tho Town and 
Suburbs^ the increase being ol cases in the 'fown and 497 in the Suburbs. Com¬ 
pared with tho returns for the two >'oars 1878 and 1877, tlioro wa.s a decrease 
of 3,640 and 2,425 cases respectively. The following statement sliows tho 
number of cognizable and non-cognizablo cases in tho Town and Suburbs 
together for tho past four years :—

These figures show a marked and sRtisfiictory decrease in tho number of 
cognizable ollences under tbo Penal Code as compared witJi the returns of tbo 
previous three years, and a slight decrease also in the number ofnon-cognizable 
offences under the Penal Code as compared with the returns of 1878 and 1879. 
In the number of offences under each of the heads of hurt by dangerous 
weapons, house-breaking, theft, criminal breach of trust, and receiving stolen 
property, there was a considerable decrease ; while tlje increase in uiiscellanoous 
offences not coming under the Penal Code was mainly due to tjio greater 
number of cases under the Port Acts and tho law for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals. Out of 41,622 persons arrested or summoned during the year, 
32,746 or 78*86 per cent, we^ convicted as compared witli 79*71 per cent, in 
1879 ; and of 4,437 persons arrested in cognizable cases under tho Penpal Code, 
2^751 or 62 per cent, were convicted against 64 per cent, in the previous 
year. Compared with the returns of 1879, convictions in the town^or serious 
offences against the person fell frorq 144 to 113, and for serious offences against 
both person and property from 77 to h6; the decrease irCiach case in the nuin^ 
ber of convictions b^iig somewhat greater than in proportion to the decrease 

in the number of offencos. Of minor offences against the person there were 213 

1 ^ 
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cases against 270 in 1879, and of minor ofFoiices against property 2,113 
against 2,590 in the preceding year. Notwithstanding tlio sliglit increase in 
the number of reported offences in the Town, tlioro was a decrease of 159 iif the 
number of false cases, and for the Town and Suburbs together the percentage 
of false to true cases was only 1'84'as compared witil 2'2‘> in 1879. In 71 
cases, in which false complaints were made in the town, the facts showed 
malice on the part of the complainants, and the jiartics were jirosocuted, with 
the result that the complainants in two of tlio cases were iinjjrisoned, and 
in 69 cases fined, compensation being awarded to tlie injured persons in 
56 cases. Though there was a decrease in the number of false complaints 
in Calcutta, the proportion of such cases in the Suburbs is still much below 
that iff the Town. The total amount of property stolen iu the Town and 
Suburbs was Rs. 1,31,49(5, of which Its. 83,81-9 was rccovor(?d ; and in botli the 
Town and Suburbs there was a satisfactory docroas<5 in tlio number of cases 
in which property was stolon. There lias been a great decrease during the 
past few years in the number of offences committoJ by liiiropeans and 
Eurasians in Calcutta, ilie total number of such pcTsons convicted under tlie 
Penal Code having fallen from 881 in 1877 and 884 in ls78 to 709 in 1879 
and 532 in 1880 ; out of 5-32 convictions of Europeans and Eurasians, KJO were 
for assault and 235 for committing public nuisanees. 

2. Cognizable crime in the Town .—The number of true cognizable cases in the 
Town was 15,399 against 14,511 in 1879 and 19,605 in 1878. Comparing the 
number of offences of eacli class with the number iu 1879, there w^as a doctreasc 
under every head exc(*})t miscellaneous offences, and oflences against special 
and local laws. In cases of hurt by dangerous weapons there was aducrcaj^e of 
29 cases, of robbery 3 cases, liouse-brcaking 20 cases, hurt 58 cases, theft 
344 cases, criminal breach of trust 74 cases, and street oflences 320 cases; 
while there was an increase of ? cases of liomicide, 7 of grievous hurt, 4 of 
administering drugs, 94 against the Hail way Acts, 107 against the Stage 
Carriage Act, and 815 against the Act for tlu^ prevention of cruelty to animals. 
Six cases of murd(*r occurred in 1880, against four iu 1879 and live iu 187>^. 
In thrcii out of the six erases the murderers were arrc8t< d and convicted and tlio 
capital sentence was carricMl rmt. In one of the three eases iu wdiicdi convictions 
wore obtained tluMiiiirderer, a native ofAIanilla, killed three wonnui and a man 
within a few iiiiimtes. In another case the murderer kilU»d his victim, 
a gill of 16 years of age, by backing her to pic'oes with a tliatcher’s 
dao in a public stre(4 in the iialivo portion of the town ; it was midday 
at the tiim», ami the tlioroiiglifarc was crowded, but none of tlie passtTs- 
by bud the courage or the will to interfen^ while tlio murdenn- 
was strlki^ the \7 blows that tlio wounds showed 'were struck at 
his vicliriK Tlu^re wore thre^e ca.ses of attempt at murder and thrtH; 
of culpable hoinijiido not amounting to niurd<'r, but in none of the cases 
was thorci any fc'a.ture (‘ailing for notice. Thor<i were' 27 cases of grievous 
hurt against 20 in 1879 and 28 in 1878, and out of 34 persons arrested 
ill coiniec.tion w’itli tlio offtnu'cs, 20 were convicted and 2 w(U‘(i niidcjr 
trial at the close of the year. In tlii;^c out of the four ca.s(\s of administering 
stupefying drugs the victims were women of tlio town, and the accus(‘d tiio men 
who were visiting th(;ni; in tli (3 fourth case the victim was a man and the suppo.sed 
poisoner was liis mistress. In only one of the case^ were the accus(^d convicted 
before the close of the year, but one of the other cases was then still under 
enquiry. There were mil y, 27 cases of Iiurt by daMg<n'oiis wj;a))ons as <u>ni- 

E ared with 56 in 1879. Thc're were 114 true cases of burglary and lurking 
ouse-trespass against 136 in 1879 and 115 In IS78; the cases detected W(^ro 56 
against tI) and 56 respectively in 1879 and lh7S, and tlio (ionviciions were 62 
against 104 and 73 ; tlui siinount of projierty stolen was Rs. 8,521, of wliich 
Ks 3,809 was recover(^d. The total number^f houses entered by thieves 
during the year w^as 99, of which 56 were mueftnd mat huts. Seventy-one of 
the houles were entered by night and twenty-eight by day, and considering the 
general i^ecurity of houses in this country, and the temptation offered4o thieves 
by native shop-keepers in Calcutta, the Licutonant-Govcrmjr agrees with thc^ 
Commissioner of Po)i|;o tliat property in cannot ho considered as insuffi¬ 

ciently protected by the Police. Half the dealers and merchants in the hazai‘s and 
native quarters of the town habitually shut up their sho^s and go away for the 
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night, trusting only to a cheap padlock and the vigilance of the police. The 
number of thefts was 1,635 against 1,979 in the previous year and 2,331 in 1878, 
and 873 or rather more than half the total number of cases were detected ; out of 
Rs. 1,02,987, the total value of the }>roperty stolen, Rs. 66,854 or 64*9 per 
cent, was recovered. In 118 out of the 164 cases of theft on the river the 
police 'were successful in recovering the whole (jr a portion of the property 
stolen, and convictions were obtained against IGl out of the 202 persons 
arrested on account of those thefts. It is satisfactorj^ to learn that thefts by 
cart-drivcrs, which were formerly very common, have entirely ceased since the 
early part of last year. 

3. Tlic powers of the police appear to have been used with discretion 
in the institution and conduct of prosecutions for miscellaneous cognizable 
offences during the past year. In accordance with the orders of Government, 
prosecutions on the general charge of bad livelihood are now only resorted to 
in very exceptional cases when notorious thieve.s have been arrested for lurking 
about without any ostensible means of livcliliood ; there wa^rc only two such 
prosecutions in the year under review as (‘.ovnpared witli 10 in 1879. There 
were 124 prosecutions under the Gambling Act against an average of 146 in the 
previous five years, and in connoction with these cases 533 persons wc're arrested, , 
of w'hoin 477 wen* convicted. In 811 cases persons wore stopped in the street by 
the police on susj)lcioii of being in j)ossesslon of stolen goods, and in considerably 
more than half the number of cases the suspici ons were well founded ; hi 205 
case.s the owners were found and charges of theft wore instituted, while in 291 
other cases the property was confiscated either because the rightful owners 
eould not be found, or, wlien found, declined to prosecute. Out of 803 persons 
j)ro8Ccuted ft)r offences under the Stage Carriage Act, 76L wore convicted and 
39 acquitted, 'rhe number of poisons arn^stod for* street offences under the 
Police Act foil from 8,895 in 1878 and 4,704 iiVlsTO to 3,550 in 1880, of wJiom ^ 
3,483 -were convicted. In a city like Calcutta tlie police liave a veuy difficult 
task to pei*form in maintaining order and enforcing the laws regarding 
sanitation and conscnvancy witliout making unnei*essary arrests, and the 
Licutonant-Governor gladly acknowledges the discretion with wdiich the 
duty has been performed. In considernhly more than eight thousand prose¬ 
cutions for street ofiiaiecs in the past two yc.irs, only 116 persons were dis¬ 
charged by tlie Magistrates. The officers of the Scx'ieiy for tljc prtwentioii of 
cruelty to aniinals w('ro during the past yciar .sworn in sls constables, so as to 
give them tlie power of arrest ill case.s of offences under Act 1 (13. C.) of 
1869; 3,842 persons wor(j convict(rd under the Act against 2,749 in 1879, 
only 45 out of the whole nuiiib(;r of j)crsons lirought before the Magistrate 
being acquitted 

4. Coffnizahhi Crime in the Suhnrha. —3'he number of true cognizable eases 
was 2,812 against 3,227 in 1879 and 3,696 in 1878. Therc'was an increase of 
three cases in the number of ofthnees against tluj State and puVdic tranquillity, 
and tlie number of serious offences against the ])er.sou -was the same as in 1879, 
although 2(> less than in 1878. In every otlier class of cognizable crime 
there was a satisfactory decrease, the decrease being greatest in minor 
offences against property, wliich fell from 1,028 in 1878 and 1,008 in 
1879 to 838 in 1880. There were four cases of murder in the Suburbs during 
the year, the number beings the same as in 1879. In two of the cases the 
murderers were robbeu’s who broke into the houses of their victims, and in 
neither of these cases were any of the culprits detected ; in the third case one 
of a party of Madrasseo labourers killed two of bis cmnrades without having 
any apparent motive, and w’us sentenced to transportation for lifof and the 
fourth case was tiifit of a seaman George Nairns, who was executed for 
the murdor of a nutivc constable. There was only one case of attempt at 
murder, and in that the pri/vner was sontenced to transportation for life. 
Convictions were obtained in l7 out of 19 cases of grievous hurt, the number of 
persons convicted being 19. There were fewer cases of burglaty an'd house- 
trespass than in ])revious year, the total number being only 83 aaVcompared 
with an average', of 122 in each of tlm previous four years; the ratios of cases 
detected find ])er8ons convicted to'^tne total number <4d case.s and persons 
arrested were also s^isfactoiy; tho number of houst'.s broken int.o was 68, of 
ifvhich only 18 were brick-built. In thefts as well as in burglaries there was a 
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great decreaHO in comparison with previous years, the number of eases being 
683 against 770 in 1878 and 730 in 1879; tlio amount of property stolen was 
Es. 12,754, and of this Rs. 9,2t>3 was recovoifd. 

5. Sixty-seven persons committed suicide against 59 in 1^.79 and in 
1878. Of the 67 cases, 47 were in the Town, 10 in the Suburbs and I oji the 
river; 27 of those who dcstrojed tliomselvcs were nnm and 40 women. In 
28 of the cases death was caused by lianging, in 24 cases l)y ojninn-poisruiing, 
in 5 cases by arsenic, and in 5*cases by drowning. Of 211 accidental doutlis, 
11 were caused by snake-bite, 89 by drowning, 23 by falls from tre(3s, l)uild- 
ings, &c., and 18 by persons being run over in the street. Fouric<?ii Kuro- 
pean seamen wore drowned in the river as c<nn])ared with 15 in 1*^79, 8 iu 
1878, mud 41 in 1877, and of llioso drowned four apj)c^ar to owe their d(?aths 
to drunkfciiness. Six cargo boats and two ])asscng*(*r boats are reported to 
have sunk owing to a collision with the liooglily Ihhlge, but no lives wore lost 
in these accidents. Inquc^sts wore held by tb(‘ (Vmuier in 1 S3 (tases during the 
past year against 198 in tb63 previous year. Tlujre w<*ro only two firt's in the 
Town and eleven in the Suburbs during tlu? yctir ISsO, ami at all of these the 
Calcutta lire Brigade was in atfondaiico. Thrive brick buildings, nine tiled 
huts, and ten thatched huts were destroyed, and tlui t<jtal loss of property 
was estimated at about Us. 20,000. The only fires of any nuignitnde were at 
some futo godowns in Bow Bazar-vstreet and at the (hirden IJt'ach Cotton 
Mills. 

6. j^rms Act (XI of 1878).—Tlio trad<.‘ in sporting guns and r'^volvcu's 
resvivod somewhat during the past year, and nearly twic<3 as largo a quantity 
of sliot was ini])orted as in the previous year; the amount of gunpowtlcr 
iniport<id was, however, 1e.ss than half tliat imported in 1879. Tin; following 
statement sliows the imjiorts of tin; past four years:—

The returns of arms and ammunition passed out of Calcutta umh'r inland 
])asses show a c.onsiderable dc»cn;ase in tJie amount of uminunin'on transported 
for use in the Lower lh*ovin(‘(\s, and a large inrT(;aso in tliO ainomit fransporterl 
to the North-Western Provinces. Tliero was an i]u;reas(‘ also in tin; qua 7 ln‘t^' 
of gunpowder and caps, but a d('crease in cartiidges and ballets transported 
to the Assa#! frontier distri<;ts. Tlie number of rifles :md ])isto)s ]>as.->(‘d out 
of (.Calcutta was quite insignificant. Light hundred and Jilr, -six licenses under 
tlie Anns Act were grantc'd by tlie Commissioner of PolicMMinring the ])ast vear 
as compared witif 563 in 1879. J'ifb'eu })n>st‘cutions were instilut(*d uiider 
the Act in the Town and three iu the Suburbs, but only one ca^o, wlnhh w'as 
imdertakcMi in conccTt with ojfi(;ers ol'the Cachar I*oiic(‘, v;asuf ajiy iinpm ninct'. 
In that case a sircar, in tin; ('uiploy of the principal native dealer in (’ahuitta, 
procured without license a larg(; qujij^itily of arms and ammunition for ceitai»» 
agents who had come down fi-oin C'acdiar. It is through llu' autmey o]‘ ju ople 
who do not c«>nfoini to tlie ju'ijvisions of tlu* law .‘ind trudt^ willeuit 
licenses that sirms and ammunition are obtaim'd by the wild 1 rilx's b(‘\a>nd 1 lie 
frontier, and it is satisfactory to know tliat the sir(*ar and lour (Uliej-s wdio 
W€*ro conceniod in toe illicit traflic, wa'i-e (umvifUed and inq)risom‘d. J ho 
increase in the number of lic.enses applied for and granted is a sign that tin* 
law is ciow fairly undcu*.stood, ainl that vtu'v little difiiculty is e.\periein;ed In 
complying with ibs j>rovisions by those who Iravo no unlawful object or trade* 
to conceal. 

7, Only 10 persons were deeJarod vagnm^s during^ Hio 5 ^eai*, against 18 
in 1874) and 40 in 1878. The total numljer of vagrants iu tlie workiio]is(i, 
including two wIh) remained from the jm.'CfMling year, was 12; of these 
four were discharged on obtaining employnu nt, ibur w'ero released ultbougli 
no employment could be found for tboi^ three were d<;ported to London, and 
one remained in tl^ workhouse at the <‘fose of tin* year. Besides tin'se, three 
persons, who bad formerly held respectable positioi^, w^erc deported uijd(*i 
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agrcemonts, in which they bound themselves not to return to India for five 
years. The cost of working the Act in Calcutta was Rs. 2,2-34-8. 

8. Notwitlistariding the increase made in 1879 in the pay of native 
constables in the 'I'own and Suburbs, the number of Bengalis who enlist in the 
force is still very small. Out of 1,399 native constables in tlie Town police, only 
118 are Bengalis, the rest being uji-eountry men; and out of 632 native 
constables in the Suburbs, only 80 are Betigalis. Bengalis would bo at c)nce 
employed if they could be found, but, oxetipt natives of Purreodporo, very few, 
it is stated, come forward who are. at all fitted for the duties of watch and ward. 
During the vear 19 members of the force wore punished judicially, 14 men 
being imprisoned and 5 fined. Six of those punisbed were native officers, 
of whom one was convicted of bribery, two of oxlortion, two of criminal 
misappropriation, and one of neglect of thity. Of the 13 con.stablcs convicted, 
three were punished for biihciy, four for theft, three for (extortion, and three 
for causing hurt. Two ins}>ector.s, two European constahles, and (>7 native 
subordinate officers and men were dismissed the force during the year; and 
three inspectors, 14 European constable.^, and 18 native officers and constables 
were punished by reduction to lower gnuhis. The number of native (;onstablcs 
fined was 43 as compar(>d with 14 in 1879, 111 in 1878, and 056 in 1877. 

9 . 3 ’he total cost of tlio 'J’own Bolico force, including the salaries of the 
Commissioner and Deputy Commis.sioner, was Rs. 1,28,172, of which 
Rs. 2,94,229 was paid by the Municipality and Rs. 1,.31,213 by Government. 
Against Ibis latter sum, liowovcr, must be set off the fines and fees realized 
during tiio year, which amounted i<» Rs. .39,091. Tho cost of the Suburban force 
was Rs. I,ri0,119, towards wbicli th<^ Municipality contributed Rs. 72,520, and 
GoVernment Ils. 77,599. Against the latter sum Rs. 5,079 was realized 
from fees and fines. The cost of the River Police was Rs. 30,007, of wliich 
Rs. 22,505 was paid by the Port Conmiissioner and Rs. 7,501 by Government. 
The cost of each of the three forces was slightly less than in 1879. 

10. Courts of the Prrsldoncif Maijistrates .—The numben of cognizablo cases 
brought before the Chief Presidency Magistrate was 6,655, of which 6,024 
were instituted by the jadice, and 631 were ])rcfcrrod din'ct to tlie Magistrate. 
In the Court of tlui Magistrate of the Noi'tliorn Division 5,.385 e.ognizable cases 
were instituted—4,83.3 by tins police and 552 diieust. Out of 5,425 non-cogiii- 
zablc e.ases instituted during the year in the two courts, 2,656 were before tho 
Chief Magistrate ami 2,769 before the IRagi.strato of tho Nortlieni Division. 
The number of persons coiivic-ted in tlic cognizable cases tried by tho two 
Courts diu-ing the year was 15,473, and in non-cognizablo cases 6,095. Against 
these 21,508 convictions, the total number of apjieals preforred to tho High 
Court during the yetir was nine, of which seven were rejected, tho ynitences in 
the other two cases being cither modified or ixivt'.r.stul. 3'h«? total numher of cases 
in which the punislnm iu of whipping was inflicted by tho Presidency Magistrates 
was'fell, the punislimcnt being in 123 case.® for a first offoncl.’, and in 88 cases 
for a second or subse<]ueiit offtuicc. In 8(5 of the latter cases sentences 
of imprisonment were i>assed in addition to wbi])ping. The Commisj- 
sioiier of Police lias jirepared a scries of statements wliicii show clearly 
tho relief affor(le<l to tins High Court .Jiy the inereased powers given to 
the PresidiMU'Y Magistrates under iVet IV of 1877. It appears from these 
statements that duniig the four years immediately preceding tho passing 
of the Act, 88 jjei.sons wore convicted at the High Court of burglary 
and 245 of theft; while durin,. rim four years since the introduction of 
the Act the convictions by the saiiic (Jonrt have fallen in burglaries to 43 
and in thefts to 05. 'rim j’Vi sidenc^’ Magistruies are now able to dispose of tho 
groat majority of tlm cases tb it would under tho former procedure bpvo been 
coniniittod to* the lli^^b Court for trhil. It was stated in the Resolution on tho 
reiiorts of the CounnissioiH r of P.dice and the Presidency Magistrates for 
the year 1879, that legal difficulties had interfered with the proposal that 
sittings of the Honorary MagisfS’atcs should bo held three times a week for the 
trial of ordinury criminal cashes and three times for the trial of municipq,! cases, 
tho cost of- the bemrh e.stablLshment b« ing divided between Govomn^nt and, 
the Municipality. It has been found ln)possiblo to overcome these difficulties 
as the law now stands, and ihe Lieutoifaiti-Governor has theCifore allowed the 
■whole coat of the estaljU'hraont required for the benches to bo defrayed from 
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provincial rovonues. Since tlio 1 st January 1881, benches of Honorary 
Magistrates have been sitting regularly three times a week for the disposal 
of ordinary cases, and on the remaining three days the Magistrates have 
heard municipal cases. The Chief Magistrate’s report shows that the Honorary 
Magistrates have taken great interest in their work, and as only one or two days 
will now intervene between tlioir sittings, it will bo possible to make over to 
them serious cases which cannot bo finished at a single hearing. During the 
past year 1 cognizable cases and 77 non-cognizablo cases wore instituted 
before the benches, and of the oOl persons put bolore them for trial 90 were 
acquitted or discharged, and 208 convicted. 'The proposal of the Chief 
Magistrate that a check should be placed on {)awabrokers by compelling 
them to enter in their books all articles pledged with tliem in such a 
manner that they can bo idontifiiul should be so 2 )ariitcly submitted through the 
Commissioner of Police. Jt is impossible for tjrov(?rnmerit to deal with such 
a question as this when reviewing an Annual Administration Peport. When 
submitting his proposals the Cliief Magistrate should state clearly and fully 
how the check that he proposes might in his opinion best bo applied and 
enforced. 

11 . Mr. Beverley officiated as Commissioner of Police from tho lltli 
Marcli to tho 18th October 1880 during tho absomie of the permanent incumbent 
Mr. 8 ouitar, on leaves for the rest of llio year Mr. Souttar held charge 
of his ollico. Tho administration of tho police force was under tho Deputy 
t'onimissioncr Mr. Lambert for the whole 3 'oar with the exception of one 
month when ho was on leavti and Major Wilkinson olhciated as Deputy 
Commissioner. Owing to tlio weak stahi of Mr. 8 outtar’s health, the police 
department was almost entirely under Mr. Lainhert’s control, and tho Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor’s thanks are duo to him for the oflicioncy of liis administration. 
Tlie Lieutenant-Governor has noticed with ploasur(i the favonrablo terms 
in which the Commissioner of Police speaks of the, services of Superiutondonts 
INucy, Lamb, Limdian, UobertKSOu, Lynam, Hill, and Hogg, and of certain 
of the Inspectors. 

Order. —Ordered that a copy of this Resolution bo forwarded to tho 
Ooinmissiouer of Police, Calcutta, for information, and for coinmunicatiou to 
the Presidency Mngistrates.

8« No person shall be enrolled on the list of regular students of the College who 
has not previously passed the First Arts examination of the Calcutta University^ or some 
one of the preliminary Arts epramina tions of the United Kingdom^ recognised by the 
British General Medical Council. 

4. All regular students of the College are required to pay Ks. 15 on entrance/ 
Bs. 30 for the Summer Session on the 15th Jifue, and Hs. 30 for the Winter Session.in 
November of each year. 

5. Any regular student of the College may, with the permission of the Principal 
and the Professor of the subject, attend courses of lectures or departments of hospital 
practice, outside and in addition to the full curriculum for the year; and he shall be 
entitled to certificates of attendance at such extra lectures if the Professor is satisfied that 
he has really studied the subject. The fees payable in advance fur such additional courses 
are the following ;—

6. Any regular student who leaves the College before completing his University 
course, with the object of continuing his studies at a Medical School in Europe, may 
receive certificates of attendance at lectures on payment of fees at the rates fixed in the 
foregoing rule. But in calculating the sum to be so paid, the amount of the fees already 
paid by him as a regular student, or, in the case of a free student, the amount which would 
have been paid by him had he been a jiayiiig student, shall be deducted. 

7. Any person, not being a regular student of tbc College, who may bo desirous of 
attending any courscj of leetiircs, or any department of hospital practice, may do so with 
the permission of the Principal and the Professor of tlie subject, on payment in advance; 
of fees at tbc rates fixed in rule 5. 

If such student has passed the Entrance examination of the University, be may receive 
certificates of attendance at icetures, provided the Professors arc satisfied that he lias 
attended the full eoiirso of lectures and has mastered the subject taught.

10. Any student holding a Medical College Seholarship will he permitted to draw 

the stipend of the said scholarship at any recognized IMcdical school in the United Kingdom, 
provided he furnishes, Irtuii the; liead of such school, a certificate of gotxl conduct ami 
diligent prosceutiou of his studios. ^

Resolution. —The (fovernor-General in Council finds from propo.sals that h.ave been 
recently made in two or three instances that considerable misapiirehtMisiou exists as to th»* 
extent of the discretion left to local authorities by paragraphs 4 and 5 of the Hesolutiun cited 
above in the niaitor of the local purchase of stores of the kind refcrrcil to. As this riii.sap- 
prelieiision seems to be mainly due to the wording ot tliesc ])ai'agruplis, His Excellency ui 
Council considers it advisable to explain more clearly the intention of the orders. 

2. Every cflbrt should be made to sup])ly the wants of Goveriuntmt by the purchanc 
in the local market of articles of buna Jide hwal manufacture. The special atiention of 
local Governments is directed to this point. 

3. In the event of articles boing required which cannot be manufactured in India, they 
are, as an almost invariable rule, to be obtained by indenting on the Secretary of Staic. 

* The Store Department at the India Office constitutes u special agency which is maintained 
for the express purpose of purchaisiug stores in England on .'iceount of the Government of 
India. That Department should be able to supply stores of as good quahly and at as 
cheap a price as they can be obtained through private agency, the employment of which must 
necessaTil}» involve the payniont of a commission. 

4. The special eases in which, with the previous sanction of the (lovernmcut of India 

or of the local Government, stores of European mauufaeture may b(^ obtained in the local 
market are— ^ 

DZ.—-Wheu for any special reason it may bolbore tcmiomieal to do so. 

2nd.—When stores indented for from England have not arrived, and in convenience 
% to the public service is anticipated from delay in the supply. 

3rd .— When articles are pcriehable. 

Books and newspaper arc, uuder the terms of paragraph 3 of the Resolution No. 3574 
of 3rd November 1880, exempted from the geuci%l rule whicii obliges all European article.s

5. It has in some cases been alleged that articles of European manufacture can be 
obtained through the agency of local firms more cheaply than by indenting on the Secretary 
of State. If local Governments have reason to believe that iu respect to any particular 
article this statement is correct, the facts of the case should be communioated to the Govern- 
«ment of India forjsuch action as circumstances may upon consideration appear to demand. 
But until further orders the principles laid down in his resolution are to regulate the purchase 
ot stores.

pve previous years. Deaths from cholera wore less than half as nunier- 
n 1875 or 18^6, and numbered only two-thirds of the deaths from this 
1879, itself the healthiest of the five years. In diarrhoea and dysentery, 
|evers, the mortality was also much lower in 1880 than in any of its 
nediate predecessors. The g-eneral death-rate per inillc was only 27*1, 
in 1870 and 30*3 in 1^79, 31-9 in 1877, 33*7 in 1876, and 381 
in 1878\ Under these circumstances, it might be expected tliat the returns 
would sh^w a falling off in the number of persons T(38orting fur treatment to 
the Calcutta hospitals during the year. Such, however, is not tlie case. The

146*6 againM 169*6 in 1879. The iSurgeon-General makes the following 
observations on the general features of the statistics of disease in the hospitals 

Bogarding partioular diseases, I may mention a marked reduction of cholera, 
oorresponding with that of the town. The disease was fatal in an ordinary proportion of oases 
on the whole. The variation in this respect followed a well known law. Wliere oases were 
few and scattered mortality was high ; where they were more numerous the disease was less 
fatal in proportion. Of small-pox 97 cases wore received into hospital and 26 died. There 
were 114 deaths recorded in the town, and if these bore the same proportion to the entire 
numbers of oases of diseases, they would represent nearly 400 such oases in the town alone. 
Ina^uch as the admisBions to the Bealdah Hospital include eases from the Suburbs and 
Howrah, it would seem that a very small proportion of the town cases were received into 
hospital, '^ioh is unsatisfactory. Malarious fevers in the Medical College Hospital were, 
both in quantity and quality, much the same as in 1879. In the Qeneral Hospital they 
were reduced to less tlian half the number, and the mortality was very small. In the Mayo 
Hospital there was an increase both in number nud severity. At the Oampbtjll Hospital 
number and fatality were both reduced. The inlluenco of reduced accommodation affected 
the numbers without doubt. At the Police Hospital numberB fell and mortality was 
nominal. At Howrah there was no great difference of quantity, but mortality fell largely 
among IQuropeana and ros<* among Natives. On the whole, there was oonsidcsrable reduction 
both in prevalence and fatality of malarious fever. UeBj>iratory alleotioiiB presented no great 
variations m 1880. Tliey were eomowhat less fatal than before. IlyBontory and diarrhoea 
showed jointly some reduction botli of prevalence and death-rate. It is under these headings 
that the majority of hopeless cases are admitted into hospital. For child-birth women were 
received in greater number, and the deaths were fewer than in the previous year.

€■ In the General Hospital 3,168 persons, all indoor patients, were treated 
againn3,ll5 of the same class in 1879, and 3,207 the average of tlie past ten 
years Vhe total number of deaths was 102 against 142 In 1870. The death-rate 
was 32 npr mille against 45 in 1879 and 44 the average ten years. There were 
21 cases^E cholera with 13 deaths, against 39 with 25 desaths in 1879, and 40 with 
30 deaths in 1878. If cholera oases are excluded from considturation, tho rate was 


28 of ev6r^|l,000 treated, against 38 in 1879 and 33 tlui average of ten years. The 
death-rate among children was as high as 85 per mille, several being brought to 
tlk© hospital in a d\ ihg condition ; but the totalcinmber of deaths was only 17, 
and the general death-rate was but slightly affected. There were only 415 cases 
of fever, against 994 in the p>reviqus year. The number of cholera cases, and 
the nuix%er of deaths from this cause, were both smaller than in any year 
since 1864. 76 persons ^rented for phthisis 17 died. In the previous year 

11 out of 57|feaseif ended fatally. Dysentery and .diarrhoea wore both less 
common anM loss severo than lb79. Of the former there were 178 and of 






the latter only 157 cases against 200 and 207 respectively. The death-rate 
from dysentery was only 16, and that from diarrhoea only 25, against 65 
and 72 in the previous year. Only five cases of liver disease out of 59 ended 
fatally against 12 out of 54 in 1879. 

7. In the Camphell Hotpital 12 Europeans and 6,869 natives were treated 
against 234 Europeans and 8,059 natives in 1879. Of the Europeans 10 were 
small-pox patients, and of these 2 died. The native death-rate wqs 230 
per mille, against 263 in 1879 and 253 in 1878. Of 273 children treated, 
41 died. The death-rate among adults was really 234. If cholera and 
moribund cases are excluded, the native death-rate was 204 against 235 in 
the previous year. There were 23 native deaths from small-pox out of 76 
cases. Phthisis was more common than in 1879, though not so fatil. There 
were 233 oases against 169, and the death-rate was 44 per cent against 55. 
Dropsy caused 115 deaths out of 208 cases, against 165 out of 289 in the 

S revious year. Of dysentery 844 cases with 408 deaths were treated, against 
75 with 500 deaths, and of diarrhoea 580 with 315 deaths against 867 
with 478. 


8. The circumstances of the "Police Hospital^ as was observed in the Resolu¬ 
tion on the last report, are quite exceptional. The true death-rate in thin 
hospital was only 7'7 per mille. 

9. In the Mayo Hospited, and its allied hospital of tho Chandney, only 
natives are treated. The number was 2,130 against 2,045 in 18794 Of 103 
children treated 16 died. The death-rate among adults was only 142. Tho 
general death-rate was 143 against 139. After exclusion of cholura and 
moribund cases, it was 98 against 01. in this hospital, unlike the 
others, there was an increase in fever cases. The number treated was 532 
against 444, and the mortality was 80 per mille against 54. There were 137^ 
cases of cholera with 61 deaths, against 186 with 88. Cases of chest affection 
rose from 134 to 173, and the deaths from 23 to 43. Dysentery shows 1^ 
cases with 28 deaths, against 78 with 14. 


10. In the Howrah Honpital 612 Europeans and East Indians, and

11. 'I’ho death-rate in cases of major operations in tho h^iitals,' 
exclusive of eye coses, was 166 against 175 in 1879, 121 in 1878,Li04 in 
1877, 256 in 1876, and 295 in 1875. Such figures, however, give no pliable 
information as to the actual relation between operation and death, me con¬ 
dition of the patient, the idiosyncrasy of the ojierator, local circumstances 
antecedent or subsequent to operation, and a number of influences whiph cannot 
possibly find arithmetical expression, affect the details of any table of opera¬ 
tions and their results. Numbers of cases are entered as deaths in tlM operation 
list, which must have ended fatally whether operation had or had not been 
]>erformed. As Dr. Payne remarks, operation is a process of treatment, not a 
disc'ase; and the Lieutenant-Governor accepts his view that no detailed examin- 
tiou of the list as a whole need bd*undertake^. 

12. 1( is chiefly in its relation to tho question of septic diseas^in the hospi¬ 
tals that an examination of the results of some of the operations m of interest.

Kaye sa 3 ^s: “ For minor cases I used the ordinary and less 
elaborate dressings commonly employed in surgery^ partly because I did not 
consider antiseptics needed in such cases, partly also because the cases in the 
wards being used for teaching purposes, 1 tl nought it desirable that the students 
should learj^ the more simple methods, and not imagine that no wound \^iild 
heal without anllBeptics, and with the object of impressing upon their attention 
that manipulativ Bki^ and cleanliness vrero in rcalit 3 r all that was necessary 
in most cases to wcure perfect results.” Without desiring in any way to fetter 
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the diflctetioii of the surgeons of <he hospital in the use of appliaificM for the 
relief of the sick, or the pursuit of sciences the Lieutenant-Governor considers 
that the practical view of the ocuse should not be lost sight of. As regards septic 
disease generally, it appears that 56 cases of blood-poisoning in its various forms 
were ^eated in the surgical wards. Of these, only 17 originated in tho Hospital— 
nine in Dr. McLeod’s ward, and eight in Dr. Raye’s ward. Of the former, four 
wore cases of scrotal tumour. Of the latter, two were wholly beyond control, both 
being affected with surgical kidney.” Of the number of deaths after operation, 
6, or 12'5 per cent, as against 20*9 per cent in 1879 were due to blood-ppison, 
and ill one of those tho disease was present when the patient was admitted. 

13. The number<of patients treated by the Obstetric Physician shows a 
steady increase. The figures are—1875,1,00*4 ; 1876, 1,153 ; 1877, 1,109 ; 1878, 
1,238; 1879, 1,204; 1880, 1,277. There were 296 deliveries against 247 in 
1879 and 216 in 1875. Of the women confined, 23 wore Europeansjl 88 East 
Indians, and 186 natives. On the recommendation of Dr. Charles, who admi¬ 
nistered the Obstetric Hospital for many years with remarkable success, the 
Lieutenant-Governor has decided to establish a certain number of stipends 
to enable women to study midwifery in tho wards. There can be little doubt 
that the want of trained nurses in the interior of the country is severely felt. 

14. The Ophthalmic Hospital shows a slight decrease in the number of 
in-patients and a considerable increase in the number of out-patients. Tho 
former numbered 616, against 52t3 in 1879 and 646 in 1878. The latter 
numbered 6,312 against 6,054 in 1879. Tho figures of results of opem- 
tions which the Surgeon-General gives Include apparently all eye operations at 
the different hospitals. It will be better to examine tho statistics of the 
Ophthalmic Hospital only in future. 

] 6- Enteric fever only appeared in the General and the Howrah Hospitals 
during the year. There were 6 cases in the first-named hosy>ital against 11 in 1879, 
and 13 the average of the previous eight years. In Howrah there were 2 cases 
against 4 in 187.), 2 in 1878, and 4 in 1877. Before 1877 no cases of fever wer^ 
recorded as enteric in this hospital. In the Mayo and Chandnoy Hospitals th^ 
have been no cases since 1876, and in the Campbell Hospital none since IS^ 
There was no enteric fever in the Medical College Hospital. There we^Cl 
cases in 1879, and from 1871 to 1877 cases wore regulaily»recorded, 
doubtful if these were all really cases of enteric fever.

18. The total expenditure at the Medical College Hospital 
against Rs. 1,01,453 in 1879. The former sum, however, inclui 
Rs. 10,872 for repairs, whil|) tho expenditure under this head in ^879 was only 
Rs. 2,887. The charge for medicines was reduced by the transfer of tho out¬ 
patients to the Choonee Lai Seal Dispensary in the second-l^lf of the year. 
The nniount expended from the funds of the dis{>ensary on this account was 
Rs. 2,712. The total cost of diets was Rs. 29,753 againm Rs. 30,8'^4 in 
1879. 1 b 1875 the cost was Rs. 48,209, and in 1876 ityj^as Rs. 46,303. 
The average eoat of diet, calculated on the number li^ho equally consumed 
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ijLf 6 annas 6 pie for S^uropoans and 2 annas 10 pte for natives. The 
ooat in 1879 was 6 annas 7^ pie and 3 annas 1 pie respootively^ In the Maya 
Hospital the average cost of native diets during t}ie year was 2 annas 11^ pie. 
The cost of stimulants was Rs. 531 against Rs. 806 in 1879. Rs. 811 in 
1878, Rs. 3,530 in 1877, Rs. 4,607 in 1876, and Rs. 6,488 in 1875. Drt Coates 
reports thus: ‘^We have plenty of money to spare for any and everything 
esquired in tlie way of necessaries and delicacies, and we do not hesitate to 
spend freely in such cases. Every item that every officer has ordered for his 
patients has been supplied without question or enquiry; interference was not 
needed. The many lady visitors to the hospital, the various clergymen and 
scripture-readers, and tlie friends of the sick who stream into tlie hospital at 
all hours and converse freely and separately witff the inmates, have in no 
one instance brought to our notice any deficiency or inferiority in the quality 
of thyfood and comforts given to the patients throughout the year.” Arrange¬ 
ments have been made to secure unadulterated milk for the patients. It is 
quite’ clear that the existing rates are ample to secure a sufficient supply of whole¬ 
some food and stimulants for the patients. Tlie Lieutenant-Governor remarked 
in the resolution on the last report that the fund.s of the special endowments 
should be fully utilized for the benefit of the poor patients discharged from the 
hospital It is not stated why the disbursements from these funds only amounted 
to Us. 834 in 1880 against Us. 2,311 in 1879. The actual cost of the hospital to 
Govennnont, exclusive of the salaries of the modieal officers who are Professors 
of tile College, was Rs. 97,829 against Rs. 94,933 in 1S79. The expenditure in 
the Chooiiee Lai Seal Dispensary was Rs. 3,342. The income from the endow¬ 
ment is about Rs. 2,000. The excess of expenditure over income was 
met from the cash balance that l\ad accumulated. Tlio Lieutenant-Governor 


is informed that there was a good deal of initial expenditure on instruments 
and the like that need not bo repeated. 

19, The total expenditure at the Gmeral Tlo^ntal was Rs. 1,02,352 against 
Rs. 94.064 in 1879. The increase was chiefly the result of the increase in the 
daily uvtTuge number of sick from 134 to 152. It was also found necessary 
to replace jJic old stock of clothing during the year. The receipts from paying-

22. ^he Mo^rah Haapital opened the year with a cash balance of 
Rs. l^,191m The income of the year, Rs. 40,413^ was made up of Rs. o,650 from 
G-oyemineB, Rs. 2)929 from Municipal Funds, Rs. 875 from interest on invest- 
mentS) R8 jB 7,4J7 subscriptions from Europeans, ohiefly from the East Indian 



Railway Gompany, Britidh Indian l^team Navi^aiion Company^ iLimited, and the 
mant^aoturing companies of the neighbourhood, and Rs. 512 subscriptions from 
natives. The hospital expenditure was Rs. 34,950 against Rs. 28,434 in the pre- 
vious year. Investments to the amount of Rs. 17,251 wore made, and the year 
closed with a cash balance of Rs. 1,403. There was an unexplained increase of 
Rs. 616 in the expenditure on European medicines, and the charges for diet 
were higher by Rs. 497 than in 1879. The average cost of European diets 
was 7 annas 11 pie,—the same as at the General Hospital,—and of native diets 
1 anna 7 pie. , 

23. Tho daily average number of in-pationts throughout the year in all 
the hospitals was 1,110*5 (^3*5 Europeans and 807 natives), and the daily 
average number of out-patients was 1,960 (122 Europeans and 1,838 natives.) 
The total expenditure was Rs. 3,13,477, made up of Rs. 1,37,700 for establish¬ 
ment, Rs. 36,020 for medicines, Rs. 1,00,994 for diet, extras and stiniMants, 
and Rs. 38.763 for miscellaneous charges, chiefly for repairs to buildings. Of 
tho total amount of Rs, 3,13,477, Govemmont contributed Rs. 2,33,642. 

24. The changes in hospital administration, which were introduced 
W the Lieutenant-Governor on the report of the Committee on Medical 
Expenditure, have now been in operation for throe years, and it is interesting 
to note their results as presented in the hospital returns. It is shown that 
while the expenditure has been largely reduced, there has been a considerable 
increase in tho number of patients treated in the difl’erent hospitals and a 
decrcaso in tho rate of mortality among them, l^he qu(5stion of tho sufficjiency 
of tho scales for the wants of the sick in hospital has now passed beyond the 
range of controversy, while Dr. Coates’ report, quoted above in paragraph 18, 
shows how false were the assertions that tho medical officers were stinted 
in the supply of articles necessary for tho health and comfort of the sick. 
The value of the allegations that the hospitals would lose their attractive¬ 
ness for the sick, and tliat the latter would sufier from want of necessaries, 
because a check was placed upon wasteful expenditure, may be seen from the 
following figures. The year 1877 is omitted as it was ono of transition :—

4 lAviiig been in charge of the Second Surgeon^s w'arda from. 1st April 1874 to 
15th June\875, 1 am in a position to compare, on the grounds of personal experience, 
two periods^eparated by an interval of live years. 1 have no bisitatioii in stating that 
the prcvalcniM ofhospitalism has been very decidedly less in the year 1880 than iu 
1874-75. IsAsipelas then prevailed epidemically iu the hospital, and almost every 
entry of the ^lifc into tissue was succeeded liy cellulitis or erysipelas, and occasionally 
by the graver iwni of septic infection. I practised w'hat 1 thought was autiseplic surgery, 
and was grievoi^y disappointed with the result. It was not until I went to Edinburgh in 
1876, and followed Professor fjister in. his wards, that I beiiame aw'arc that what J had been 
doing was not inifull accord with his tenets and teaching, and that a ** moditied antiseptic^'* 
system is a dclusim. 

5. Thi% lesfts me to offer soibc remarks on antiseptic surgery with speciaL^regard 
to its preventive OMirol over “ hospitalism." The fact that “ hospitalism ** has decreased 
with the iucreasfl use of antiseptics is undeniable. Other influences may have been iu 
operation, but 1 aflinclitcd to attach to these a secondary value. Not one of the cases 








in which I liavn succeeded in carrying out strictListeriam since I rejoined the hos¬ 
pital in April 1879 has manifested any sign or form of septic infection. In the seven 
post-operation cases referred to in paragraph 3, either Listerism could not be enriploycd 
(ouses 3, 4*, 7), was not employed (case 15), or having bc‘eii tried failed (cases 11, 12, i3). 

In the treatment of the other cases, Jjisterism// for various reasons, could not he estab¬ 
lished. Short of rigid Listerism,'^ however, that is maititenuuec of a/isr/er ////aseptic 
state of W(mud or sort*, and complete prevention of putrefaction from beginning to end 
of the case, the ^'modified antiseptic” or disinf’cotimt plan of treatment must exercise 
an advantageous influence on the patient by way of diminishing the ri.-k of septic infection, 
and a still greater on the ward and hoKSpital by way of preveatiug contamination* of the 
atmosphere, &c*., wdtli septic impurities. 

G. Hut 1 believe that the practice of strict antiseptic surgery confers other very 
substantial advantages in addition to tlie prevention ot septic infection, l»y abr)rtiiig the 
development of sej^tic products in a wound or ^nre. It reduces mortality, diniinishca suffer¬ 
ing, and accch*rates repair and recovery. AVhen it succeeds, local inflab^mation ami 
general febrile disturbance are ahHcnt, and the uittural reparative processes are fulfilled 
without hiiiderauce. The practice is rather ])reventive of mischief than corrective of 
it. When mischief, local or constitutional, does set in, the disinfectant plan may limit 
its harmlj^l influence, but the aim of antiseptic surgery is mainly preventive, and the scope 
of its operation embraces a large portion, but not the wliole, of the field of practical 
surgery. 

7. It is diflicult from bare figures to prove absolute reduction of mortality in operative 
surgery. So many circiimsraiices, which cannot be rtjurcsented arithmetically, enter into 
the question. lu l879 I find that tlic mortality of opc^rations in the Second Surgeon^s 
ward, of which 1 was in charge for nine mouths, was 18 percent. In 1880 the mortality 
of operations similarly tabulated in the b’ir.-^t .Surgeon’s ward has been about 10 per cent- 
T attribute the reduction to the more careful and successful practice of anti.septic 
surgery. The operations were not less severe, nor ilic circumstances demanding them less 
serious, in the one period than in the other.

he classed as reactive, irritative, or alisorptArff^^nsterism abolishes the 
the most s^evere and dangerous, and this hajp^Sotni remarkably illustrated in 
operatioivs. Only one case in which septieity was thwarted has died, and tlia1 
which 1 could not. associate with the state of the wound. Indeed, so speedy 
was the repair in this instance that I removed the parts after death, and exlii' 
the Medical Wofucty as a good ill.istratiou of rapid repair of a severe injury 
]>recautiona. h'ailures will occur in many of these cases, owing to circumsta’ 
is difficiilt to anticipate or control; but my ex])encnce has taught me that evi 
antiseptic practii c is capable of saving much suffering and some lives. 

9. I am nor so sanguine as to believe and assort tiiu Jiisterism is eapaltj of abolish 
ing hospitalism i ntirely. Septic diseases, according to the most reeept doc:^^^^ possess a 
threefold causation,—constitutional, hygienic, and local. In so far as lie practice of 
antiseptic surgery prevents putrefaction and other septic changes in woumjfj ft removes the 
local cause an<l tends also to minimize the hygienic cause. Over tiou^f.utioual defects 
it exercises less iutliicnce. Jlut if secondary fever i.s added to origj|[£ii constitutional 
debility, vital resistance is thereby lowered, and by obviating sccondai 
also attack and weaken the tliuA.i crausative factor. It is necessary, bowevj 
neglect of the personal aud hygienic elcmeucs of the question in workiiij 
the local eleiiHuit. 

4*0. Oil the whole, the experience of the past year has impressed 
of the immense value of strict antiseptic surgery iu procuring thi 
afflicted with wounds or sores, and preventing tlie occurrence of co 
or causing death, I have come to consider it a sacred and imperative 
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the best of my ability and means, to prevent every breach of surface, whether wound or 
sore, from becomiu;^ the seat of septic change; and if it has already done so, to correct the 
vice and restore it to sweetness. In slight cases the process is easy and inexponsive; in 
severe, it requires greater trouble and involves more cost. It is impossible, however, in 
the most trivial case, say a small stab, or sliglit scalp wound, to be certain ftiut septic 
coutamiiiation of the wound may not result in profound and fatal septic infection ; on that 
account 1 teach and practise in every surgical case which I treat, as closes an approach to 
absolute Listerisni, which may be called the perl’cctiori of surgical cleanliness, as possible. 

11. The appliances used are now alt prepared in the hospital; and, looking to the 
comparatively infrequent change of dressings, the spc: dicr convalescnce and the diminished 
consumption of aleliolic stiiuiilants, I suspect that the strict pursuance of antiseptic surgery 
does not, on the whole, inatcrially add to the cost of treating patients in the surgical wards. 
1 have very seldom ibuud it necessary to prescribe alcohol in any form to patients during 
the past year, and when I have onh^red stimulants it has mostly been iii consequence of 
septic^;ver having somehow occured.

I usK the word septiciemia in its fullest sense, iurinding pyicmia proper, and even tin' 
mildest forms of f‘ry^ipeIas. 

By aiitisrp(i<?s I mean tlie method of dressing wounds introduced by Professor Lister, 
and mainly consisting of a free use of carlxdic acid lu various wavs. 

Using the word antiseptics in this full sense, [ should uieiition that T have not. employed 
them indiscriminately in all cases, but only for the more si'.vcrc operations, .such as ampntataoiis 
hernias, and large ehronie abscesses, &e. For minor easf*s I used the ordinary and less 
elaborate dressincs commonly cmph3yed^ in surgery, partly because I did not eoTisidcr 
antiseptics iieedetl in such cases, p.irtly also because the cases in tlie wards being utilised ■ 
for teaching pu»'poses, I tiiought it desirable that the students should learn the more simple 
incUiuds and not imagino that no 'wound would heal without antiseptics, :ind with tlie 
object of impressing upon tlieir atLcntion that nnmipiilative skill and cleanliness were in 
^reality all that was neccssury in most cases to secure peifect rcsnlts. The practical iiiculcat- 
jng of such a doctrine is, 1 consider, of great importance amongst students whose practice 
viil hereafter be amongst people unable to give such large fees as would secure the, to them, 
^ihcwhat expensive appliances netri^ssary for carrying <jut Listcrism in every-day work. 

The number of cases rif .septic poisoning, mild and severe, treated has been considerable; 
were I to attend inerc:ly to tigurcs;, T could not say that iu my hands antiseptics have 
very successful, but (igures iiotwithstauuiug, 1 rliink 1 may safely state the following 
o|^ions :— 

^1, Ill severti recent open woiinds, whether following o]3eratioiis or accidents, antiseptics 
:>nghly applied do afford the jjatient u eoiisiilcra jlc ihigrcc of safety and materially 
|cc tlqj chance of his contracting the severer forms of septic disease. I shall adduce but 
fact bearing* Oti this point, 'fhevc were IG amputations of all sorts performed by me 
the ycarJuJ^^i^ssed iiiiti-^'ptieally ; amongst these IG eases so treated, osteomyelitis 
i^sc it was doubtful whether the bone was not adcoted before 

fion. 

1 doubt if antiscfjtiijs bavcNJjtamli effect in controlling the spread of sim]>1e ervsi- 
Tfor I noticed that, when o^iiic intromiced into the wanls, this disease attacked patients 
pd antiscptically or iion-antiseptically with about rfpial irupurtialily. 

When S(!verc v'^epticjemia has once been established in the system, I believe that 
ptic dressings to a wound have absolutely no effect in controlling the progress of the 
Whether by^ disinfecting the discharges in such eases they may protect other 
|ts is a ditierent question, and 1 aiii inclined to think that they might do so. 

In treating large chronic abscesses, such as iliac and psoas abscess, Ijister^s dn^ss- 
mg i^ms to me invaluable. In tliu few such cases wbicli came under my care, putrefac¬ 
tion oL the abscess contents was controlled iu a way that surpasses any other dres.sing with 
which \ am acquainted. 

It\s a matter of diOiculty to fairly estimate the vnliv' of any solitary measure or mode 
of treatiwnt in coiitiv.lling sej.'tic ilis/ases; f«)i‘ not only are the causes of smrh diseases j)ro- 
bably vamous, but now-a-days no single precautionary m<;asnrc is, 1 fancy, ever trusted to ; 
general c»inliiicss of the w'ards and bcils, as well as of the ihcssings, antiseptic or oiherwisc, 
needing nncli cave. n 

As annnstanec of the effects of cleanliness, 1 would ])oint to the first five ca.scs in the 
table appemilcd. Finding the diseases (erysipelas) spre^iiing, I had all the dressings in nso 
chaiig^, aiM Dr. Smith had th.‘ sacking of the beds destroyed, as they were old and greatly 
soiled. AfM’ this the disease ecasf d. Here no antiseptics were used. Cleanliness alone, 
combined careful dressing in the ordinary way, and isolation of the dressers to

Some of the cases of erysipelas which occurred during the year were clearly imported 
from outside; some seemed to origuiate in the tents and wards^ but by isolation of patients 
and dressers^ and cleanliness iu the dressings^ the disease never assumed any formidable 
proportions. 

Having had no personal experience of the hospital in former years, 1 cannot compare 
the results attained by the present more close attention to antiseptic surgery with what was 
attained in former years, except by statistics, and for such a purpose crude figures would not 
be of any value. 

It should not be overlooked that our predecessors at this hospital also used antiseptics 
of various kinds before the present elaborate use of carbolic acid became the general fashion, 
and many of the leading London surgeons stoutly maintain that some of the older 
autiseptic media are quite as good as the new, and publicly challenge Professor Lister and 
his disciples to a practical comparison of the results. The difficulty therefore of judging 
of the eilects of Listerism, as opposed to the other methods of dressing wounds, is obviously 
very great. 

1 append a tabular statement of all cases in which any form of septic disease appeared 
in my wards during the year. It should be noticed that this table includes mild cases of 
transitory erysipelas and other mild septic diseases. A large number of these patients 
were admitted for diseases other than septicaimic, and henee would not appear 
in an annuah return as having sufiered from septic poisoning. Fur instance,—a 
patient is admitted suffering from abscess; he gets mild cutaneous erysipelas for a few 
flays while under treatment for the abscess. Such a patient would appear only as a 
case of abscess, and the erysipelas would not be noticed any more than if he had 
had diarrhfca for a day or two. 

The inclusion of such cases swells the table appended considerably. 

Excluding milder cases, which must, I fear, always be expected to appear from time to 
time in hospitals, tho severer cases numbered 17. These 17 cases are of two classes— 
those occurring primarily in the hospital, of which there were eight; and those admitted 
already sufiering from blood poisoning, numl>eTing nine. 

Of the eight severe cases which originated in the hospital, two were wholly beyond 
control,—namely a lithotrity and a lithotomy case, both affected with surgical kidney,*' and 
neither therefore capable of being saved by any hygienic or antiseptic means. This 
reduces the number of possibly xircvcntible severe cases occurring in the wards to six. 

In conclusion, although 1 would never hope to absolutely prevent septicicmia—for it 
occurs even iu cases iu which there is no wound nor injury—yet 1 think that a careful use 
of antiseptics combined with hospitul cleanliness may reduce the number of cases occurring 
in hospital to smaller figures. A

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REPORT ON THE WORKING OP THE JUTE WAREHOUSE AND 
FIRE-BRIGADE ACT IN OALOUTTA. 


No. 29, dated Oaleutta, the 2nd June 1881. 

From— II. L. Harrison, Esq., OfTg. Chairmau of the Corporation of the Town 
of Calcutta, 

To—The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Financial Department. 

My predecessor in liis letter No. 76, dated the 24th of June 1880, reported 
on the working of the Jute Warehouse and Fire-brigade Act from 1st of 
January 1879 to the Slst of March 1880, and I have now the honor to 
submit the following report for the year ending 31st Mai*ch laat- 

2. The report showed that 75 jute warehouses had been licensed within 
the town of Calcutta on the 31st of March 1880. In the month of April 
1880, tho premises Nos. 56-57, Strand Uoad, were divided, the number there¬ 
fore that stood in tlio register for the year 1880-81 was 76, but only 68 
owners hav(^ taken out licenses for the entire year, showing a decrease of 8, 
which is accounted for as follows :— 

1 . No. 24, ITurro Ghiindor Mullick^s Eane was refused a license 

as the premises were not in a satisfactory state ; a license 
was, however, granted from tho third quarter, after tho 
necessary repairs had been eflected and approved of by they 
Engiiveer to tho Corporation. . Jf 

2. No. 6, lleniatollah Street. ^ 

3. Kos. 93 to 96, Chitpore Road. 

4. No. 178, Upper Chitpore Road, &c. 

The above warehouses having been closed, were struck off* the list. 

5. No. 113, liowbazar Street. 

6 . No. 202, Durmaliatta Street. / 

7. Nos. 1 to 5 and 10 to 15, Manick Bose’s Ghlit Street. 

8 . No. 27, Strand Road. 

Licenses wore not applied for for the above four promises as it was^tated 
that jute was not stored in them. The godowns No. 113^ Qft.whazar Street, 
however, took fire on tho 8th November last. wh' ;;-it was discoV^IU -that a 
quantity of jute had been surrc?ptiti ously » 4cd in them. The pari^^-H were 
convicted and fined Rs. 50. Tho romai^’^g three were kept closed. ^ 

3. Five now warehouses were completed, but only four license from 
the dates on which business was commenced up to the 31st March. TI total 
number therefore of juto warcliouses licensed on tho 3l8t of March 18 was 
73, as per list annexed. 

4. During the year there were only throe prosecutions under tfe Act. 
One, as above stated, against the occupiers of No. 113, Bowbazar Str^t, and 
two under section 6, clauso 2, for drying juto on the roofs without4anction 
of the Commissioners. Tho parties were fined Rs. 50 each, but tb3 amount 
does not appear in the accounts as it was not remitted from the Police Ofldee 
till after tho closiJ of tho year. 

6 . Orders wore passed during the year to extend the operations of the 
Act to warehouses for hemp and flax, but no incomo is anticipate £ from this 
source. A list has been prepared of all the cotton shoj)s liable#to pay for a 
license, but the receipts from this source will be very trifling. ’'he question 
of bow to raise the income of the jute fund so as to equal,the ' iponditure is 
now before the Commissioners, and will shortly form the subject if a separate 
report.

No such certificate will be granted by s udpu^Bii peri nt end cut of Vaccination unless he 
has satisfied himself* by oral and practical eui^natioi]* that the candidate possesses sufficient 
knowledge and skill. ^ 

Every person applying to be examined must submit evidence that he has been employed 
in vaccinating, in the capacity of an apprent4(m or assistant, for a period of at least six 
months.

( 1 )—Knowledge of the phenomena of the vaccine dist.^ ■*. 

^2)—Knowledge of the m€?thoda of performing vaccination.**^

^6)—General acquaintance with the phenomena of small-pox.

duties of a vaccinator. 

(7) «-Acquaiutance with the forms and certificates required to be kept and granted 

^ under Act V of 1880.

16. Phblic vaccinators are to grant printed receipts for amounts paid to them as fees. 

These amounts arc to he dcp(l^ited at the ofiice of the Super¬ 
intendent of Vaccination every Saturday, or oftencr if the 
Superintendent of V’^acidnation so orders. The vaccinators 
are warned not to misappropriate any portion of the fees to 
tlieriisclvcs, for if iln y do so they an? liable not only to be 
dismissed from the department, . hut also 1*6 he criminally 
pros^ented. 

To ensure successful vaccination, the ftillowing cardinal points are to he remem¬ 
bered by eviM-y vj^rCinator—viz. good virus, acdcan lancet, and 
the healthy e^stilntion of the person to he vacr-iMated. The 
first tw'O rulCvS should have no exception at*aTl. Vaccinators should use none hut liic best 
virus; they should remOTiiber that vaceiuatlon with had virus is worse tlian no vaccination ; 
for it not only does not protect the persim from attack ol siiiall-pov, hut brings riiscu'edit

sliould not only use good virus, hut take it troin those 

persons only who are free from constitutional diseases, especially syphilis. Lymph .should 
never he taken from a child who has an eruption on his skin, Inmjis nhout the anus or 
genital organs, had teeth, or a sore throat or colil. In fact, noiu^ hut perfectly healthy 
children should he useil as subjects for conveyance of lymph A clean lancet should invari¬ 
ably be used; when a foul lancet is used, iu produces an amomil of initetiou in the vesicles 

which renders success doubtful. In ordiic^ry times persou.s 
in giiod health are only to ho vac(‘.ii»ated, hut in times of 
epidemic every uupruti-etcd pcr.son, whether in sound health 
or otherwise, .should ho vaccinated. There is no fear in 

vaccinating pAgnant women. 

18. In cl|es of good and successfnl vaccination, the following nhcuomcna an; observed 
in the places where the virus is inserted :—No change takci>place until the tiiird day, when the 
points of insertion of the virus appear like red spots or inusipiito bites. On the fourth day 
these spots lo'>k like little pimples. On the fifth and sixth days the pimples enlarge into 
vesicles and contain clear lymph. On the scjveuth day tin*, vesicles are fully developed.’ On 
the eighth nay areolae form around the vcsicle.s. There is sympathetic ft'ver from this day. 
On the ninth day the contents of the vesicles become perfectly yellow, ami the surrounding 
inflammation benomea fliorc intense. After the tenth day a crust gradually forms, brownish- 
black in colour aud of considerable thickness, and should fall off from the I8th to the 20th

21. The vaccinators must be kind and courteous towards the people that come to the 
public vaccine stations to have their cliildeni vaccinated. The people from their ignorance 
ot the vaccine disease will ask many useless and tedious questions of the vaccinators, but the 
latter should not irct annoyed at tiiis. Tn -y should particularly explain everything which 
the parent or guartliiiii of vaccinated (d.ildion may want to know. While vaccinating at 
private houses they should lie equally kind aiul courteous in their manners, and although 
the law does not proliihit their taking any reward or present from persons able and willing 
to pay, they should make no demands. 

B. Instructions to Kcgi.strars. 

1. The Bengal Vaccination Act, ISSO (\ct V of 1880), requires of Registrars of 
Births the fldlowing duties connected with ccuupulsory vaccination, in addition to those duties 
relating U» the registratir>n of hirilis and dt'aths which the law imposes upon them:— 

2 On the registration of the birth of a clidd, the Registrar shall deliver to the person 

giving information of such birth a printed notice in the 
Boction IS- form of schedule 3i] appended to the Act. 

3. The Act further requires the ]mrrnts and guardians of children under 14 years of 

age not born, but brought to reside, whether temporarily or permanently, in the Town of 

Calcutta, to have them vaccinated within six months of arrival, or, if at the time of 
arrival they are below one year of age, wi.hiii 15 months of birth. On such cases coming 
to the knowledge <»f R«!gistrars, a notii*e should be served in schedule E altered according 
to circumstances. Such cases should be included in the register of vaccination, cedumn 4 
being left blank. 

4. These notices will be issued to Registrars in the form of a book, dkch notice 
having a counterfoil which will, when filled in, constitute the minutes of the notices required 
by section 2<> of the Act. 

5. Va(*(‘iiiators are directed by the Act, when a person or child is successfully vaccin¬ 
ated, to transmit to the Registrar a duplicate copy of the certificate (Schedule 0), the original 
of which has been handed to the parent, or guardian, or person. Similarly, when the 
vaccinator consiriers it advisable to postpone vac(‘iuation on account of ill-health or unfitness 
•from any other cause, a certificate to that effect (Schedule A) is given to the parent, or 
guardian, or person, ami a duplicate thereof sent to the Registrar; and when* a person or 
child is found insusceptible of vaccination, a certificate (Schedule B) is given, and a 
duplicate sent to ihc Registrar, 'i'hesc du^lic.atc certificates (Schedules A, B, and C) of 
postponed, unsuccessful, mid successful va<?ciniitl^n should be filed in separate bundles, and 
the information eonvcyiHi by them entered in the proper columns of the registers.

7. All additional column will be in future added to the ordinary Hegitor of Births^' 

in which an entry will be made to the number in Vaccination Register.^'' Thus these two 
registers—the Register of Births and tlic Vacciuadon Register''— will contain 
references to each other, and no dilliculty can be experienced in ascertaining whether a 
certificate has been received regarding the vaccination of any child whose birth has been 
registered. . ^ 

8. ' "When a certificate has been received of the postponement of vaccination (Schedule 

Stotion‘>3 should be made in the special “ Register of 

postponed vaccination" (Schedule ' prescribed by the 
Act. Care should be taken that a child, regarding whom a certificate of this kind is 
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received, is eventunlly vaocinated, and unless a renewed certificate of postponeinettt has 
been received, an entry should be made of the name in tJie return alluded to in the, next 
paragraph. 

9. As soon after the first of every month as possible a return will be forwarded to 
the Superintendent of Vaceination in the following form, showing the cases in which notice 
has been given or crrtitieatc of postpunemeiit has been received, and the period mentioned in 
tha notice or certificate of postponement has expired without receipt of a certificate of 
succea&ful vac‘cinMti<m or insusceptibility (Schedule B or (b. A case once returned in this 
form need not be entered again except in the instance of a fresh postponement:—

The 2\st June 1S81.—The following Rules are passed by the Lieutenant-Governor under 
Section 33, Act V* (BrO.) of i880> for the Suimrbs of Calcutta :— 

(fl)— Tlules/or determining the qualifications to be required of Public Vaccinators. 

No person shall be recognised as a niiblie vaccinator who does not possess a certificate 
of competency signed by a Superintendent of Vaccination. 

No such certificate, will be granted by such Superintendent of Vaccination unless he 
has satisfied himself, by oral and practical examination, that the candidate possesses sufficient 
knowledge o^d skill. 

Every pofson*applying to be examined must submit cvidenco that he has been employed 
in vaccinating, in the capacity of au apprentice or assistant, for a period of at least six 
months. 

The object of the examination is to test the candidate's— 

(1)—Knowledge of phenomena of the vaccine disease. 

• (2)-*-Kuo>vlc{^e of thr. methodof performing vaccination. 

(^ 3 )—Knowledge of the methods of collecting and storing lymph. 

^ 4 ^—Power of recognizing a good vesicle and cicatrix. 

(5}—general acqualutancc with the phenomena of small-pox. 
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(6) —Knowledge of the provisions of Act V of 1880, iu as far as they relate to the 

duties of a vaccinators 

(7) —Acquaintance with the forms and certificates required to be kept and wanted 

under Act V of 188a. ^ 

The certificate will be written on parchment in accordance with the following form :_

{b)—Jlule for regulating the ecale of fees to be paid outside the Town of Calcutta, 

Persons desirous of having vaccination performed in their own houses shall apply to 
the head vaccinator of the vaccine station of their respective wards (on the working days 
and hours of such station) for the services of a vaccinator, and sliall pay a fee of four annas 
for each vaccination, for which they will obtain a printed receipt. No fees will be payable 
on account of any vaccination performed at a public vaccine station. 

[c)—Rule for reguMting the gratuitous vaccination of such ft^malei as are by the custom of the 
country unable to attend at the public vaccine stations and are too poor to pay fees for 
/^ouse vaccination. 

If tbc head vaccinator considers that any female, who from the custom of the country, 
is unable to attend at tlie public vaccine depot, is too poor to pay the fee for house 
vaccination, he should report the matter to the Superintraidciit of A act iiiation, and the 
latter may, if he considers necessary, remit the whole or any portion of the fee. 


{d)—llule for providing for the sujiply of lymph. 

The lymph shall be invariably taken from the arm of the vaccinated subject, and 
transferred at once, to tbc arm of the unprotected person or child. It shall be taken only 
from perfectly healthy subjects. No child having a skin eruption should ever be used as 
a vaccinifer.

working of the Act. 

A. Instructions for the guidance of public vaccinators under the provisions^of Act 
V (B.C.) of 1880 

1. According to the provisions of this Act, the parent or guardian of every child born 

in tlie Suburban Municipality shall, within one year after 
tbe birth of such chilfl ; and the parent or guardian of every 
unprotected child under the age of 14 years brought to 
reside, whether temporarily or permanently in the Suburban MunicipaHty, within six months 
after such child’s arrival at the Suburban Municipality, or if the child be at the time of its 
arrival less than one year old, within one year and three moiiihs after its birth, and the 
parent orAnardian of every unprotected child living in the Suburban Municipality at tho 
date of tfiis Act coming into force, and whose age at such date exceeds one year, but does 
not exceed fourteen years, shall, witliin six months from the said date, take it, or cause it to 
be taken, to a public vaccine station-to bo vaccinated, or shall within such time as aforesaid, 
cause it to be vaccinated by some public vaccinator. 

2. Whenever a public vaccinator finds that a child, who ought to have been vaccinated 

according to the iihovi: provisions, remains unprotected, he 
should ask the parent or jxuardiau of such child to have it 
whi> onjrht 1(1 bavn btmn vacciiiiitiui forth with vacciuatcd, aud explain to him the liabilities life 
v^cimitlon^^ proviaiomi of tho ^Quld incur if he decliiics to do so ; and if the parent or 

guardian of such unprotected child docs uf>t comply with the 
vaccinator’s requisition, .the latter should at once bring the matter to the notice of the 
Superintendent of Vaccination that legal proceedings may be taken against the parent or 
guardian of such unprotected child. 

3. The public vaccinators must be very careful to supply the Superintendent of 

Vaccination with correct information, for if they fail to prove

with corrupt iuf’oriuutiotK auy damages winch tlie Magistrate may order for the 

unnecessary trouble of the person whom they have caused to 

be thus prosecuted. 

4. Whenever a public vaccinator finds that a person whose age exceeds 14 years is 

still unprotected, he should iu k such unprotected person to 
Bct himself forthwith vaccinated, aud iu the event of the 
latter’s declining to do so, the public vaccinator shall bring 
the circumstance to the notice of the Superintendent of Vaccination, that the said unpro¬ 
tected person may be served with a notice in form of Schedule (D) annexed,to the Act, 
requiring him, witli fifteen days after the service of the same, to submit himself to a public 
vaccinator to be vaccinated. 

5. Vaccinators should endeavour to ascertain— 

(а) Whether children born in the Suburban Municipality have had their births 

registered at the police-staiioii of the section, and been served with notices. 
Information ought at once to be given to the Registrar in cases in which 
this duty Las been neglected. 

(б) vVLcther any. child under If years of age, not protected by vaccination, 

inoculation, or smalUpox, has been brought lo reside iu the Suburliau 
Municipality. In such ca^ ;:lso information ought to be given at the 
police-station iu order thrfTa notice may be served.

These amounts are to be deposited at the office of the Super¬ 
intendent of Vaccination evory Saturday, or oftener if the 
Siiperhitendcnt of Vaccination so orders. The vaccinators 
arc warned not to misappropriate any portion of the fees to 
themselves, for if they do so they arc liable not only to he 
dismissed from the department, but also to be criuiinally 
prosecuted. 

17. To ensure successful vaccination, thc following cardinal }>oints arc to b© remem- 
f, bered by every vaccinator—viz. good virus, a clean lancet, and 

oc loii o ymp healthy consti* a* ion of the person to be vaccinated. The 

first two rules should Lave no exception at all. Vaccinators should use none but the best 
virus : they should remember that vaccination with bad virus is worse than no vaccination; 
for it not only docs not protect the person from attack of small-pox, but brings discredit 
^ ^ , * on both thc vaccinator and the vaccination. Tlnr /accinators 

Good .’way. i«,u.oci. from those 

persons only who arc free from constitutional diseases, especially syphillis. Lymph should 
never be taken from a child who ^has an eruption on his t,kin, lumps about the anus or 
genital organs, bad teeth, or a sore throat or cold. In fact, none but perfectly healthy 
children should be used as subjects for conveyance of lyinjih. A clean lancet should invari¬ 
ably be used; when a foul lancet is used, it produces aa amouut of irritation in the vesicles 

which renders success doubtful. In ordinary limes persons 
-d i?orilJlm-*'good health are only to be vaccinated, but in times of 
iixcopUo^iu*tilJ©s*of^^^^ epidemic every improtccted person, whether in sound health 

or otherwise, should be vaccinated. There id no fear in 

vaccinating pregnant women. 
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18. In cases of good and succcssfal vaccinatioo, the following phenomena are observed 
in the places where the virus is inserted :—No change takes place until the third day Vhen 
the points of iusertiou of the virus appear like red sjjota or musqnito bites. On the fourth 
day these spots look like little pimples. On the fifth and sixth days the pimples enlarge 
into vesicles and contain clear lymph On the seventh day the vesicles are fully developed. 
On the eighth day areolae form around the vesicles. There is sympathetic fever from this day. 
On thc^ninth day the contents of the vesicles become perfectly yellow, and the surrounding 
inflammation becomes more intense. After the tenth day a crust gradually fi>rroH, brownish- 
black in cohmr and of considerable thickness, and should fall ofl’ from the 18th to the 20th 
day, or two days earlier in the Lot season. It should leave a well depressed cicatrix, with 
marked edges and floor lined and pitted. 

Tbo period a^wiiioh the lympb is to 19. Sixth and scventli day in the winter season, and 
bo takoD. w fifth and &ixth day in tlic hot and rainy seasons. 

20. Itl taking lymph the vesicles are to he punctured from the top, and not from the 

Mannorot taking theIyn.,.u. "'‘I®/ yesiclef. he pnnetured at the side the inner 

septa of the vesicles would prevent the flowing of the lymph 
into the scat of puncture. The upper surface should not be scraped off. It should only be 
punctured, and if the laucct be placed flatly an abundance of lymph will flow on it. 

The lymph thus taken on the point of the lancet is to be inserted in at least four dififer-

the insertion ol the deltoid iniisclcs, from an inch to an inch 
and half apart from each other. The virus is to be inserted below the scurf or upper akin, 
but not dccji enough to draw blood. Three such punctures are to be made in each place 
thus*,' 

21. The vaccinators must be kind and courteous towards the people that come to the 
public vaccine stations to have their children vaccinated, 'fhe people from their ignorance 
of the vaccine disease will ask many useless and tedious questions of the vaccinators, but the 
latter should not get an-.ioyed at this. They should particularly eyplain every thing which 
the parent or guardian of vaccinated children may want to know. While vaccinating at 
private houses they should be equally kind and courteous in their manners, and although 
the law does not prohibit their taking any reward or present from persons able and willing 
to pay, they should make no demands. 

B. Instructions to Registrars. 

1. The Bengal Vaccination Act, 1880 (Act V of 1880), requires of Registrars of 
Births the following duties connected with compulsory vaccin.-ition, in addition to those 
duties relating to the registration of births and deaths which the law imposes upon them 

2. On the registration ot the birth of a child, the Registrar shall deliver to the person 

. giving information of such birth a printed notice in the 

^ ■ form of schedule E appended to the Act. 

3. The Act further requires the parents and guardians of children under 14 years of 
age not born, but brought to reside, whether temporarily or permanently, in the Suburban 
Municipality, to have them vaccinated within six months of arrival, or, if at the time of 

^arrival they are^elow one year of age, within 15 months of birth. On sncli ceases coming 
to the knowledge of Registrars, a notice should be served in Schedule R altered according 
to circumstances, buch cases should be included in the register of vaccination, column 4 
being left blank. * 

4. These notices will be issued to Registrars in the form of a book, each notice 
having a counterfoil which will, when filled in, constitute the minutes of the notices required 
by section 20 of the Act. 

5. Vaccinators are directed by the Act, when a person or child is snccc^sfuliy vaccin¬ 
ated, to transmit to ihc Registrar a duplicate copy of the certificate (iSciictliilc C), the original 
of which has been liaiulcil to the parent, or guardian, or person. Simil.irly, whem the 
vaccinator considers it advisable to postpone vaccination on account of ill-hcalth or unfitness 
from any other cause, a certificate to that eft’cct (Scheilulc A) is given to the parent, or 
gaar.lian, or person, and a duplicate thereof sent to the Krgistrar; and when a pc'Tson or 
child is found iiisusocptiblc of vaccination, a certificate (8cliedul(3 11) is giv^ ii, and a 
duplicate sent to the Registrar. These duplicate certificates (Schedules A, B, and C) of 
postponed, unsuccessful, and sucetssful vaccination should be filed m separaU: bundles, and 
the iUformatio:i conveyed by them entered in the proper columns of the registers.

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7. An additiou«il column will be in future added to the ordinary " RegiKter of Births” 
in which an entry will be made to the “ number in Vaccination Hegister.” Thus these two 
repisters—the ‘^llcgistcr of Births” and the ‘'Vaccination Register”—will contain 
references to each other, and no difficulty can be experienced in ascertaining whether a 
certificate has been received regarding the vaccination of any child whose birth has been 
registered. 

8. When a certificate has been received of the postponement of vaccination (Schedule 
Boction A), an entry should be made in the special ** Register of 

“ ■ postponed vaccination” (5>chcdulc F) prescribed by the 

Act. Care should be taken that a child^ regarding whom a certificate of this kind is 
received, is eventually vaccinated, and unless a renewed certificate of postponement has 
been received, an entry should be made of the name in the return alluded the next 

paragraph. 

9. As soon after the first of every mouth as possible a return will be forwarded to 
the Superintendent of Vaccination in the following form, showing the rases in which notice 
has been given or certificate of postponement has hi cii received, and the period mentioned 
in the notice or certificate of postponement has expired Avithout receipt of a certificate of 
successful vaccination or insusceptibility (Schedule B or C). A case once returned 
in this form need not be entered again except in the instance of a fresh postponement:—

account of water-rates. The asriyement of villagers binding themselves jointly and sevcrallj 
will be in the form prescribed in Appendix C. Tbe joint agreement of viUai;ers and a water- 
rate Contractor siiali be in the form prescribed in Appendix D. Every agroemont under this 
rule must be signed by each applicant in the presence of at least one respectable witness.

2,52.070, the c.orr(‘spoiiding 
figures for the previous year l)e ng Us. 0,00,051 and lis. 2,0;?,077. ddie rise in 
jetty rocei)jts wliich has been entirely on iinpoit caigo, was du.* to an imireasc 
in the quantity of goods, }>riucipally coittm pie(-e-g«»<Mls, twist and varn, 
passing over the jetties. Tlie increase of c'Xjientlli in e is said to be cia’ctly 
owing to the charges necessary for working t!ie new jei^ \o. 8) wiiich has 
been open fA* the greahu* ])art of the year. There was an increase also in tin* 
cliarge for rtqinirs of nearly Us. 7,000. Tiie pi%ponion « ►f e.xpiaiditure to gross 
Income was nearly 70 j)or cent, in the year under revujw, as against 04 per 
cent, in 1880-81. 

'rh<^ number of shijis (193) using the jetties was greater by one only 
than was the case la.st year, hut the averag(i tonnage (1,080) of each vessel is 
higher than it li%? ever yet bet*n. Idie rate of clearance seems to be but little 
affected by tho increase in average tonnage.

It is pointed out, however, that the charge for interest included in tho expendi¬ 
ture of 1878-79 and 1879-80, comprised a considerable sum on account of the 
tramway. '^I’he tolls collected at the inland vessels wharves show an increase 
of Rs. 34,747 as compared with the previous year, the Jtotal amount being 
Rs. 3,70,568. The anticipations expressed last year that the railway would 
to an increasing extent absorb the graiti and seed traffic to the detriment 
of wharves’ receipts have not been fulfilled in the year under review as the 
tolls from these two sources, are higher by Rs. 41,000 than in 1879-80. There 
has, on tho other hand, been a falling ofiF of Rs. 8,29‘.^ under the head of “ Tolls t 
from jute.” o 

6. The new agreement between the Eastern Bengal Railway Company and 
tho Commissioners regarding the working of the tramway, came into operation 
during the past year. Under it the Commissioners have made over to the 
Railway Company the terminal charges and the amounts paid for loading 
and unloading goods, while the Company defrays the charges for the 
8upj)ly' of coolie labour, and pays to the Port a monthly rental of Rs. 1,000 
for tiio prcmisi?s occupied at Armenian GhA.t and Ruthtollah. The total 
earnings shown under the new system amount to Rs. 1,12,020, against 
Rs. 1,34,901 under the old in the previous year. The falling off is, however, 
a)>parcut only, and disappears if the rent now paid by tho Railway Company, 
and the decrease in expenditure, amounting to Rs. 25,090, be taken into consi¬ 
deration. Tho net revenue was Rs. 30,557, as against Rs 28,536 in 1879-80. 
The advantages offered by the tramway are fully appreciated by tho 
mercantile public, and there is no doubt that its extension to Chandpal 
Gh{Lt, and tho increased facilifies for its use, which the additional rolling stock 
now under construction will ^ord, will furtlier add to its popularity and 
render it a very profitable source of income to the Commissioners. 

7. The receipts and ordinarj’' expenditure on account of the Strand 
Bank Lands varied little from tho figures of tho previous year. The net 
revenue was Rs, 63,153, against Rs. 69,406, owing apparently to the outlay 
of Rs. 0,442 on * renewals,’ a now and unexplained heading. The improve- 
inouts now going on upon the Howrah foreshore will probalfly augment materv 
ally the income of this portion of tho Trust.

The not incomt) for tho year under review exhibits a very considerable falling 
off as compared with tho years immediately preceding it. None of those can, 
however, bo taken as normal years. The jMadras famine caused a largo 
influx of .shipping at the commencement of tho period, and tho subsequent 
depression of' trade led to the detention in port for long periods of a largo 
number of vessels in 1878 and 1879. Tho receipts, moreover, were enhanced 
in the latter year, as was exjdained in tho liosolution reviewing tho Commis¬ 
sioners’ Keport for 1879-80, by tlie payment of a debt of Rs. 30,000 by Goverri- 
metit. It is to be noted also, that the charge for Depreciation, which 
amounted tolls. loO only in 1879-80, was unusually high in 1880-81, amounting 
to 11s. 80,940, and including the cost of a new anchor vessel to replace the 
Caven/. Tlu) Lieutemant-Governor has recently drawn tho attention of the 
Commissioners to the question of the Annual Depreciation charge, and tho 
correct method of treating the Reserve Depreciation Fund. 

9. It IS satisfactory to observe that tho total number of vessels entering 
the port during the year (984) was higher than it has been for the last fifteen 
years, sotting aside the abnormal periods 1876-77 and 1877-78. The number 
of canal steamers has risen from 128 in 1878-79, to 163 in the year under review. 
Tho average tonnage of these vessels though still very high (2,581 tons) shows 
a slight tendency to decrease, having reached 2,080 tons in the preceding year, 
and 2,714 in 1878-79. Tho following table exhibiting the number of sailing 
vessels and steamers visiting the port during the last eleven years, and their 
average tonnage, shows conclusively the tendency of the general trade of the 
port to past away fr^un the former class of shipping:—

Commifisiox^rs (nine), is in excess of that of last year (four), but in two cases only 
was any serious damage done. The Cape Verde when dropping down the river, 
on the 12th August 1880, forged over a buo]^ in Garden Reach and knocked 
a hole in her bottom, and the Meinam when lying at anchor sustained con¬ 
siderable damage owing to the steam ship City oj \ en%rej in charge of a.pilot, 
runningtinto her. In neither of these casc*s was tho Assistant Harbour Castor 
on board to blame. The floating fire-engine llooghly was kept under steam 
throughout the and was employed on sixteen occasions. None of the fires 

which occurred on board sea-going vessels was of a graye character, but the 
Hooghly was of considerable service to the Cape Verde on the occasion of the 
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accident to that vessel. Some difficulty is said to be experienced in keeping 
the floating fire-engine under weigh while the pumps are being worked, as also in 
turning her in a narrow channel. To obviate this it is proposed to fit her with 
twin screws worked by separate engines. The Lieutenant-Governor will 
await the report of the Commissioners on this point. All the moorings 
belonging to the port were examined during the year, and where necessary 
repaired. Two new sots of moorings were laid down at Meteabruj Ghft,t 
for oil sl^s, and one swinging mooring off Calcutta. It appears from the 
report of the Deputy Conserviitor that considerable inconvenience was 
felt for want of mooring accommodation in August, September, and Octo¬ 
ber, and the Commissioners have in consequence provided in the Budget 
Estimates for the current year for the expenditure necessary for laying an 
additional lino of moorings from Cliandpal Ghiit to Fort Point, to replace 
the accommodation lost by tlie silting up of the moorings at Prinsep’s Ghat 
and Hastings. 

11. The Return of dredging operations, wliich was not satisfactory last 
year, is even less so in that under review, as will appear from the following 
table :—

It is explained that during four months the dredger was laid up for repairs, 
and that for the wl)ohi ^'ear one barge t>nly was at work. The latter fact, com¬ 
bined with the employment of the HcU/f in towing vessels through tlie 
bridge, is said to account for the small earnings frt)m towage. 

12. I'lio Moya])ore Powder Magazine was inspected twice, and w^as 
found to bo in good order. The total (juantity of powder stowed in it was 
100,2571t>s., bosidi^s 30 samjde packagers, and 201 ammunition packages; of tliis 
amount 32,8321bs:, 34 sample packages, and 29 ammunition packages, remained 
in store on the 30tli April last. 

13. The total amount paid as license fees for cargo and passenger boats, 
and the number of boats surveyed and licensed were as follows;—Us. 18,420 
paid by 5,518 cargo-boats, and Us. 7,154 by.2,060 ordinary passenger boats; 
eight passenger steamers, two flats, and one budgerow. Us. 2,303 were received 
for licenses to maiijhis, and Us. 393 as registering charges. 

14. "J^ho question of the advisability of carrying out permanent improve¬ 
ments from capital, and devoting surplus revenue to reducing the charges of 
the jetties, wharves, and Port, has been prominently before Government in 
connection with the Budget Estimates for the current year, and is noticed 
at length by the Commissioners in their present report. The Government is 
still in correspondence with them as to the proper mode of giving full effect to 
fhe Licuteiiant-Govornor’s views upon this subject. The proposals of the 
Commissioners with reference to the provision of Bonding accommodation, and 
the erection of a Tea warehouse, have not yet come before Government in any 
comidete form. The Lieutenant-Governor has said that he desires to know 
the opinion of tlic mercantile c^munity upon these schemes. lie is glad to 
observe that the removal of the municipal pumping station from Chandpal 
Ghflt is now in a fair way of being carried out. 

15. The question of the amalgamation of the duties of the Port Officer 
with those of the Port Commissioners, was taken up again during the yeur under 
review, and a Committee which was appointed to consider the subject in all its 
bearings, made a ro^rt, of which the following is a summary^J 

(1) Wo do not i^oommond the transfer of the Pilot Service to the Port Comnus- 
sionors; 
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(2) But w« recommend that the port approoohes, including the light-ships, light¬ 

houses, buoying and survey, tho expenditure on which has to be met from 
Port Funds, should be transferred to tho Port CommisBionors. * 

(3) Under this* arrangoment the Port Officer would not be transferred to the Port 

Con^issioners, but would remain in clmrgo of the I'ilot Service and of all 
duties connected with vessels under tho (.Tovernment of Bengal. lie would 
conduct the quarterly examinations of masters, mates, engineers, and pilots, 

• and make sucli surveys under the Passengers Act as aio required by Govom- 

meiit. These duties are, however, liardly sutliciont to occupy the whole 
time and utteniioii of tho Port flfiicer, and tho Coramittoo tliiiik that they 
might with advantage be amalgamated with tho duties of tho Superintendent 
of Marine. 

(4) }i the appointment is to be maintained separate from that of tho Superintendent 

of Marine, tho title of tho officer liolding it should bo changed, and the 
officer of tho Commissioners, now known as Deputy Conservator and 
Harbour Master, sliould bo siyled the Port Officer. 

(5) The officer in charge of tlio port ap])roache8 should be styled tlie Deputy 

Conservator. He should be a tlioroughly trained Marino Surveyor, and 
bis bead-quarters should be at Diamond Harbour. 

(6) Tho block of tho port approaclies to bo made over to tho Port Commissioners 

without any charge for interest, ^uovided the J^ort Commissioners ogroo to 
' ^inainlain and renew it as may he noei'ssary. 

(7) Before tho transfer is made. Act XII oi‘ 1875 should be amended, and the 

Boheduie of ])ort duos for Calcutta, itcTejisod from four auiiiis to six annas 
per ton, a coircspoiiding reduction of 15 percent, being made in tbe seboduLe 
of pilotage charges. 

(8) Tho ollioo establishment now employed under tho Port Officer on work in 

connection with tho port approacJies, to bo laki*n ovo**, as far as necjossary, 
by the Port (kuriiniss^oiiera ; tho olliccr ii: charge of tho Pilot Service to 
retain the estahlisliinent now (^m]doyfd oii tliici work. 

(9) Tho officers and ruen employed on the survey, ligbt-vessels, ^tc., connected with 

tho port approaches, to retain, on their ti’ansfer to tho Port (Joinmissioners, 
all the j>rivileges they now enjoy in regard to pension and leave. 

Tlio Inoutenaiit-OovorTior coiicuvvod in tho views taken by tho Committee 
whicli he rooominoiuleil for tho nocoptanoo of the Govornracnl of India,. Tlio 
Siiproruo Govommont has coiisontod goiionilly to tho prcqjostil, and tho noces- 
saiy nrrangcmoiits for currying it into offoct arc now under con.sidoration. 

16. An important addition lius boon made to tlio duties of the (kminiis- 
sioners by their investure with all the pow(n’s conferred on tho local Govern¬ 
ment b}^ chapter II of theJIorclmnt Shipping Act of Just year, except tho powers 
of appointiiijr u Judge and Assessors for tlu) Court of Survoj^ under sections 14 
Mild 15, and of making ruhis under section 68 of tlio Act. 

17. Tiio now Act for the amendment of Act IV(B C. 1 of 1880 jirovidos 
for tlie appointment of an extra Port Commissioner, whicli will enable tho 
interests of Howrah to be reprosemtod. It also empowers tho local Government 
to make rules to regulate tho eiTi]>loyment of European sailors and others in tho 
port. This provision Avas necessary, as it was discovered that tlio Commissioners 
could not by their bye-laws interfere to prevent the unnecessary exposure to tho 
sun of sailors on board ships within their juriwsdiction. 

18. An arrangement has now boon arrived at between tho Commissioners 
and the Calcutta Municipal Corporation, under which the latter has consented 
to reduce the cost of flltcx'cd water supplied to the slii2)ping at the jetties, from 
Rs. 8 to Rs. 4 per 1,000 gnlions. 

19. The Commissioners held 28 meetings during the j^ear, tho attendance 
at which was satisfactory and ti'stifics to tlio strong interest taken by thom,^., 
as a body, in their important duties. Mr. Buckland was Chairman of the 
Cbmmissioners throughout tho your, an office which bo resigned sliortly*' after its 
close, OIL his retirement from the .service of Government. The Commissioners 
have placed^n. record thoir appreciation of the services which he rendered 
to tho Port Trust during tho time that he hold tl^ office ot (.'hairman, and their 
regret at his retirement. 

The thanks of Government are again duo to tho (kimniissioners gene¬ 
rally an^ to their Vice-Chairman, Mr. W. Duff Bruce in particular, for the 
efficient manner in which the affairs of the Trust have boon conducted ^during 
the period under Review.

In invitinff the attention of tho Government of Bengal to the Factories 
Act (No. XV) of 1881, I am desired to convey to you the following observa¬ 
tions regarding the principles which should bo observed in its administration. 

2. The Act, it will bo seen, does not apply to indigo factories or premises 
situated on and used solely for tho purposes of tea or coffee plantations; nor 
to temporary establishments wherein operatives are employed for less than 
four mouths in the year; nor to comparatively small undertakings providing 
work on any day for less than one hundred persons. Moreover, the restric¬ 
tions which it imposes on the hours of labour extend only to children; and, 
except in so far as the Act provides for tho fencing of machinc'ry and notice of 
acciifcnts, it does not impose any obligation on mill-owners for the protection 
of adults. 

8. The scope of tho law is thus comparatively limited, and it will be 
apparent that, in framing it, tho most careful regard lias been paid to the repre¬ 
sentations of the mill-owners and commercial and other associations which 
have memorialised the Government of India on the subject of factory legisla¬ 
tion. Indeed, consistently with the objects in view, it would have been 
scarcely possible to frame a more moderate measure ; and tlie Governor- 
General in Council believes that the uneasiness which is still felt in some 
quarters regarding its possible effects on the maimfairturing industries is caused 
not so mucli by objection to the protection of children and to the fencing of 
machinery as by the fear that tho provisions designed for these purposes may 
be injudiciously worked to the detriment of legitimate operations. Such appre¬ 
hensions are not altogether unnatural; hir tliere is always a risk that, in the 
absence of suitable precautions, administrative zeal in enforcing a now law 
may overstep due limits and prove injurious to the conduct of commercial 
enterprise. Similar difficulties, however, have been satisfactorily surmounted 
in England ; and, having regard to the grerat importance of providing for the 
people of this country fresh outlets for surplus labour, and of avoiding all 
unnecessary restraints upon industrial employment, tho Governor-General in 
Council desires to impress upon all Local Governments the nectissity of regu¬ 
lating the machinery of inspection and of selecting tho inspecting agency in 
such a manner as to prevent all reasonable cause of complaint. The Govern- 
inent of India attach great importance to tho choice of Inspectors, who, while 
they will take carcj that the provisit^ns of the Act are honestly aud thorouglily 
carried out, will discharge their duties in the most conciliatory manner. 

4. On the other hand, it must be borne in mind that, although many 
factories are managed on enlightened and liberal principles, yet the enquiries 
of tho Bombay Commission of 1875 did undoubtedly disclose the existence in 
manv places of grave defects in factory management; and it was to prevent 
the possibility of such absues that tho present law was enacted. In consider¬ 
ation of the imi>ortant interests involved, and in deference to the opinions of 
many of tho local Govornmonta and public bodies and associations consulted, 
^lihe restrictions which were at first thouglit necessary have been very materially 
relaxed. In one respect, indeed, viz.y in tho reduction to seven years of the 
minimum age at which a child may be employed, the Governor-General in 
Council does not yet feel sure that relaxation may not have boei}% carried too 
far. Ho has assented to the experimental adoption of the existing limit on the 
grounds that children of seven^years of age are at present largely employed in 
factories without apparent injury to them ; and that several local Governments 
thouglit the limit of eight j^ears os fixed in the Bill too high. But he considers 
tluit the working of this provision in tho law will need to be carefully \ratched ; 
and that it cannot be maintained unless it is found beyond doubt to provide an 
adequate measure of protection to children of tender years. ' 

5. I am to request that tho rules framed under section 18 of the Act may 
be submitted to the Government of India; and a report will be required on the 
operation of the Act w^hou a year has elapsed from the date of its introduction.

The orders of the Government of Indi.a, ex{)liunin<r the nuinnor and spirit 
ill which the Factories Act is to bo worked, will be imbli.sh.'d aloni,^ with this 
Resolution in tho CVyZfM/** 4;, and circulated <o all officers having to dA 
with tho adininistration of tho Act. “ 

2. The JAeutenant-GovoriKir believes that he rviH best en.suro that 
efficient and conciliatory discharge of the diitic's of lu.spectors under section H 
of tho Act, ui»on which so much strcjs.s is laid hy the ( lovm-hmeiit of India, by 
leaving those duties, us a general rule, in the liaiuls of the llLstricd jMuiristratcs 
within tlie local limits *)f their jurisdictions. For the present, therefore no 
special uppointiuents of Insjioctors will be made by this Government, save in 
Calcutta and tho 24-Pergniinahs. In Calcutta tiui Deimt.y (.’ommissioiier Of 
Police, and in the 21-Pergunnahs (wliero the district officer is already over- 
worked / the Senior .loint-Magistrate for the time being, will, on the 1st July, 
be appoii.ted er-offioia Inspectors. The (kniimissioners of Divisions, and lu 
(Meutta the Ooiimiissionor of Police, will be vested with jiowers ’to hear 
appeals from tho orders of ln.spoctors subordinate to them under section 12(0 
of tho Act. ’ 

8. Under section 5 the Civil Surgeons, or such other persons pruetisinn- 
medicine or surgery us the local Governmtmt may, from time to time, uppoiiit 
in this Ixihalf for any local areas, are to act as certify ing Surgeons. . 'I'liere is 
no provision in the Act for th«j j)aynient of fees to eertif> ing Surgeons and tho 
Lieutenant-Governor con-siders that any fees alh)Wed imist hi} paid by Govern¬ 
ment. lie thinks that for the present a fee of four aiuias for eacdi child 
presented for examination under section .5 should bo sudieient. 'J’ho Commis¬ 
sioner of Police and Commissioners of Divisions must r<'port at once what 
medical men they would recommend for appointment, and what local area they 
would assign to each. Civil Surgeons may be allowed to do the work, wliore

4. Tho attention of the Inspectors is drawn to section 7 of the Act, under 
which the intervals for food and rest to be allowed t<) children have to bo fixed 
by the local (government for each Jactor after ascertaining as far as possible 
the existing practice in such factory, etnd the wishes of tlio" oc(!U])ier thereof. 
No.time should bo lost, after the Act comes into foree, in settling with oinployers 
those hours of relaxation, and reporting them to Gove rnment for a})proval. 

_5, The *ules which the Lieutenant-Governor is plcrisesl to lay de>wn under 
section 18 are set forth in tJie schedule below. They will be published at once 
for general information, and submitted to the Gov*um<mt of India, as requested 
in their letter already quoted. No r ules x-egarding tho “ fencing of machinery 
and mill-gearing ” in factories are for the present laid dawn. Tlio Act itself, in 
sections TO and 12, provides all that is immediately necessary. Jlulr the 
Lieutenant-Governor will bo prepared to preseribo any rules which experience 
and tho reports of fSie Insixecturs may hereafter show to bo required.

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SCHEDULE. 


RuUtt made hy the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal under Section 18 of Act XV of 1881 

(The Indian Factories Act), 

1. The terms ‘factory/ ‘child/ ‘mill-gearing/ ‘employed/ and ‘certifying surgeon/ 
when used in these Itulos, or in any supplementary Rules that may hereafter be made under 
the Act, shall have the meaning given to them in the Act. 

* Inspector ’ means the Magistrate of the district, or an Inspector appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor under section 5 of the Act. 

2. Every Inspector who is not himself the Magistrate of the district, shafl be officially 

subordinate to the Magistrate of the district to wliicli* he is appointed, and in Calcutta to 
the Commissioner of Police. , 

3. Each Inspector shall keep a register of all factories within his jurisdiction in the 
form (A) attached to these Rules. 

4. As soon as possible after the 1st day of July 1881, the Inspector shall send through 
the post, under registered cover, a nofico to the occupier of every factory within his 
jurisdiction, intimating his intention of placing such factory upon his register of factories. 

5. Any person served with a notice iiiidor Rule 4, whose premises do not fall within the 
definition of a factory given in the A(5t, may, within 15 days of the receipt of such notice, 
forward to the Inspector a statement sotting forth his objections to the registration of his 
premises as a factory. The Inspector shall consider and dispose of such objections, after 
making such enquiry as he may doom necessary, and shall make up his register o£ factories 
ill accordance with the provisions of the Act. 

G. The Inspector may at any time servo a notioo, as provided in Rule 4, upon tho 
occupier of any factory, which is not already entered in his register of factories, and tho 
provisions of Rule 5 shall apply to the siihsequont proceedings in all such eases. 

7. Wlieri any ])romises cease to be occupied as a factory, the occupier may give notice 
of tho fact to the Jnspoctor, who shall, if satisfied that the Act is no longer applicable to such 
premises, remove them from liis register of factories. 

8. Each factory shall be inspected by tho Iiisj^ector at least twice in each calendar 
year. 

0. Tho Inspector shall keep a register of his inspections of each factory in form (B) 
attached to those Rules, in which ho shall reoox’d all orders and remarks made by him on 
oaoli occasion of his ius])oction. 

10. Tho Inspector shall without delay furnish a ropy of smjh orders and remarks to 
the Commissioner of the Division (through the Magistrate of tho district, if the Inspector 
bo not himself such Magistrate), and also to the occupier of tho factory (ioncornod. 

Tho despatch through tho post, under registered oover, of tlio copy of such orders and 
remarks shall bo deemed to be sufficient service on the occupier of tlio factory of any orders 
or directions tlioroiii contained. 

11. Tho occupier of a factory shall, if required hy the Inspector, bring before him, on 
the occasion of any iiispeotion, all children emi>loyod in the factory, and any other persons 
in the service of such occupier whom the Inspector may wish to see. 

12. Ea(jh ‘ Certifying Surgeon ’ shall give tho certificate described in section 5 of the 
Act in the form (C) attat^hed to these Rules. Eorms of certificate in counterfoil will be 
supplied to cortifyinir surgeons by the Magistrate of the district, and in Calcutta, by tho 
Commissioner of Police. 

13. Every occupier of a factory shall keep a file of all certificates of certifying 
surgeons relating to xiorsons in his employ, and shall produce this wlieu required by the 
Inspector, .Every such certificate shall bo returned by sucli occupier to the parent or 
guardian of the person to whom it relates on his leaving tho factory for other employ, and 
on demand of such parent or guardian. 

14. Every occupier of a factory shall keep registers in forms (D) and (E) attached to 
these Rules, and no such register shall be destroyed or removed from tho factory without 
the written permission of tho Inspector. 

15. Every occupier of a factory shall give notice to the Inspector of tho four days 
fixed by him as monthly holidays for children under sootion 8 of the Act. 

I'G. An appeal shall lie to the Commissioner of Division Tand in Ca&utta to the 
Commissioner of Police) from every order of an Inspector under Rules 5 and G of these 
Rules, and under seotiou 12, clause (c) of the Ant. Such appeaL must be submitted in 
writing through the Inspoptor within 15 days of the order appealed against; and the 
Inspector shaU forward eaoh such appeal within seven days of its presentation, with any 
remarks or explanations he may see fit to make. 'Ihe Commissioner shall, on receipt, fix 
a day for dis posiug of tho appeal, and give due notice thereof to the appelit^i. 
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17. Notices of all accidents resulting in death, or from which the injury i.% evidently 
BO Bovore that there is no reasonable hope that the injured person will bo able to return to 
his work within 48 hours, should be given on the same day on which the accident occurs. 
Notice of accidents of a Iosb severe character, but which nevortheless prevent the person 
injured from returning to his work within 48 hours of the ocourrenoe, shall be given 
immediately on the expiry of the 48 hours’ interval allowed by section 13. Such notice 
shall be Bent to the Magistrate within whoso jurisdiction tho factory is situated, and also to 
the Inspector. Notice of fatal injuries shall at tho same time be given at tlie nearest 
police-station, as required by section 90, Civil Procoduro Code. All such notices shall 
contain full particulars of tho accident, and (except the copy to the Inspector, which may 
be sent by post) shall be scut by special messenger.

I AM directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 4T, dated the 
11th June IbSl, regarding the insubordinate conduct of the native students of 
Gi© Seebp^ro Jingineering College, and to convey to you the thunks of Oovern- 
ment for your very full and exhaustive report on the subject. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor has given the matter his careful considera¬ 
tion, and he entirely approves of the action hitherto taken by you, and concurs 
generally’ in the conclusions at which 3 ’ou have now arrived. 

3. ^Vhile it is to be regretted that, oven un<Ier the very great provoca¬ 
tion ho received, Mr. Fouracres w'out so far a.s to lay hands up<in Krish Uhutider 
Lahiri at all, there was nothing in the circunustanccs of the altisrcation between 
them calling for the intervention of superior authority, and certainlv nothin"- to 
warrant its being taken up as a personal question by the rest of the students. 
It really affected them in no way, and was a matter with which they had no 
immediate concern. It has never been alleged that Mr. Fouracres has been in 
the habit of using any sort of personal violence to the students of the Collo<ro, 
and they cannot have therefore supposed that any combination to protest 
against Mr. Fouracres’ action in this isolated case was necessary for their com¬ 
mon protection. Kven had the facts been otherwise, it cannot for a nionient be 
tolerated that lads subject to school discipline shall be allowed to combine to 
criticise in formal inom(»riuls the conduct of thoir teachers, and di<!tatc to the 
head of the Education Department, and to Government, the removal of officers 
who chance to have incurred their boyish displeasure. 

4. As shown by you, tliis is not tho first case of the sort that has come 
before tho bcngal Govermiierit, or the first occa.sion on wiiicili the intolerable 
conceit and self-sufficiency of native students have bofrayed them into inakiin'' 
frivolous complaints against thoir teachers and superiors, which have on 
enquiry been shown to have been ultoiiother unjustifiable. 'I'hero should be 
no room lofc for any further doubt as to the position of subordination to which 
lads in a state of pui)ilago must be restricted; and you should cause a circular 
to be sent to all sclioels and colleges making known to tlio students that 
conduct of this sort will in I’uturo certainly be followed by the expulsion from 
the school or college of all who take part in such jirocccdings. 

6 . As regards the general charges against Mr. Fouracres put forward by 
the students in their memorial, and by certain organs of tlie native press, the 
Lieutenant-Governor is glad to find them, as he from his kiiowlodg*! of Mr! 
Fouracres expected them to be, either absolutely groundless, or contemptibly 
frivolous. 'J'ho students have shown themselves not merely absurd and 
petulmitin the comjdaintH which they have made regarding thoir accemnnoda- 
tion and treatment, but have evinced towards ISIr. Fouracres, ingratitude of 
the worst description in return for manj- substantial kimlnes.scs done. Mr. 
Fouracres was specially selected by • the Liout« mint-Goveriun- for the office 
he now holds in consequence of the well-earnod reputation ho enjoyed for 
special qualifications, not the least of which was his notori«)UH kindness of 
heart in the management and training of worknien, and especially tif native 
students, yis wliolo thouglits since the o]>ening of tho (Joliege have been 
devoted to making it a success, especially in resm-ct of the training of the native 
youths attending it; and tho results which havc^bllowod his efforts ehsewiiore, 
to train youths and men of this country in the mechanical arts, prove that any 
failure at Soebiiore will be nttribntablo, not to shortcomings on his part, but to 
the chaiftcter of the material with wliich he has now to work. The J.ieiMcuaut- 
Governor cannot help hoping that when tho students sec their complaints formu¬ 
lated as they iiow»aro in j^our letter under reply, the> will be overwhelm.-d with 
shame at the frivolous, childish, and unmanly grouiids'^hich have bet n brought 
forward ou their behalf as sufficient excuse lor their iusubordiuato conduct. 








6. f^oolifth, however, as the students have been, the Lieutenant-Oovernor 
does rot consider thorn so much to blame as those older and irresponsible 
advisors, who have been from the outset oncourag’ing them in insubordination, 
and urging them, by specious flattery and exaggerated professions of sympathy, 
into tlie belief that they were by tlieir attitude of disobedience maintaining a 
sound prin<;iple, and showing a proper spirit of Independence. ' The students 
will by this time, it is hoped, have realized that they have been made toois of 
by persons desirous of converting a school dispute into a great question of race 
antagonism; and tht*y will in future appreciate at its true value the advice of. 
such false friends which has all but led to the permanent ruin of their educational 
and professional prospects, and gone far to dof)rive them of the sympathy of 
those Europeans who are most interested in native progress. 

7. ^ It is mainly in view of the fact that the students have boon thus 
ill-advised and misled that the Lieutenant-Governor feels himself able to 
entertain tlicir present application for pardon. The wording of that application 
is, however, far i'rmu being either sufficient Or satisl’actory. As pointed out 
by you, there is no reference to the gravest and most positive act of insubor¬ 
dination—the refusal to submit to your order of the ord May last. Siill the 
Lieutenant-Governor is willing to believe that tlie act of subuiissimi is meant 
to bo absolute and complete, and he will not attach undue iiiiportanco to mere 
verbal omissions. IIo is roa<iy, therefore, to ac(iedo U> yonv proposal that those 
students who have specifically withdrawn tlieir uaiuos from the original 
memorial should be readmitted to tlie Collogo in November next, on their 
personally ex]>rcssing to the Principal, in the presence of Mr. Fouracres, their 
regret for their conduct in failing to obey your orders of the 3rd May, and 
tendering tlioir apologies to Mr. Kouracres for the frivolous and groundless 
complaints made by tliem against that gentleman. 

8. The cflect of this rcadrnissioii in November, under the proposals 
made in paragraph 41 of your letter (wliich have been accepted , will bo 
that each stuihmt will lose six months tiiiio. The conduct of the stiidonts 
in HO long failing to avail themselves of the opportunity you offered thoin 
of withdrawing their naiiuis from the joint memorial submitted to you, renders 
any more favourable aiTangemcnt impossible. They have ho broken into the 
course of this term’s instruction that it has become impossible for them to 
take up again tlieir ])!aces in tlieir classes, or to pick up lost ground before 
the commcTWJomont of tlie vacation on the #/)th of Auirust. 

9. You liiive fully explained in your letter that the accommodatioTi provi- \ 
ded at Scobpore for tlie native students was avowedly of a ternporaty character. 
The. studonU tliemstdves were well aware of this from the first. At the same 
time the Lieutoiiant-Govenior has no liesitation in saying, from personal observa¬ 
tion, that the bungalows are very much more comfortable and healthy than 
the quarters wliicli the majority of the students of tlie colleges and schools of 
(’alcutta have to occupy. Much has bcon said in the native press of the injus¬ 
tice t>f making over to the students of European origin the palatial buildings ” 
bought from tlic Bishop’s College, but it must bo romemliorod that the bulk of 
these boys were transforrod from an existing school—the Dehree School;—that 
they had to bo provided for at once; that it was not at first intended to provide 
any large aiuouiit of accommodation for native students as great doubts were 
expressi'd rf‘gardiiig the probability of their entering the College as boarders. 
The questit>u which had to be settlea before the o[)eniug of the GoUege, was, 
whethier the Delireo lads should be at once located in the empty buildings 
designed for the Christian students of liisho])’s College, then standing empty, 
or whether they should bo placed in the bungalows formerly occupied by the 
native converts of uishop’s College, the dormitories being loft empty on the 
chance of native students v^shing to come as boarders to the Engineering 
College. It scorns to the Lieutenant-Governor that there can be no doubt 
as to tho proper aiiHwer to be given to this question ; and yet a cry of race antag¬ 
onism and fa Vvuiritism to tlie Europoaiis has been raised because the tOhristiani 
quiiVtcrs were nut kept for possible native students, and the native quarters given 
to Europeans. The European rooms are altogether unsuited tf- native habits, and 
native iiloas; and ufv.er;all, the accommodation provided there is of the most 
uiipreteutiou::^ ciiaracter—four students occupying one small room. It would 

i ■' ' ' 
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have been quite impossible to mix the European and natire students up in these 
rooms, and still less feasible to arrange for messing them in a common hall. Tho 
onlj’’ course possible was adopted. Tlie Europeans were placed in the old^Jormi* 
tones with their hall and chapel under the same roof. The native students 
were placed, as they joined, in very commodious and comfortable bungalows; 
and other temporary bungalows were run up for them, as required, until it 
coijid bo determined what permanent accommodation was necessary, and of 
what character it should be. 

10. The Lieutenant-Governor has visited the native students* quarters 
and found them very comfortable, and ordered immediate compliance with the 
requests of the students for a few petty alterations. In the meantime ho per¬ 
sonally examined tho country round tho College with the officers of the Public 
Works-Department, and at a great expense took u]> a largo plot of new land for 
the future permanent accommodation of the native students. Tlie land has only 
just been made over, and Dr. King of the Botanical Gardens, and Mr. Fouracres, 
have prepared a careful plan for laying it out, improving and planting and drain¬ 
ing it. The students were well aware o£ tlie intention of Government to 
provide them with permanent accommodation of an improved character; 
and their .complaints on tliis score are, therefore, altogether un justifiable and 
ungrateful.' Anyway, as you have shown, Mr. Fouracres is in no sort 
of way responsihlo for the accommodation provided by Government 
for tlie conveniences of native students desiring to reside on the College pre¬ 
mises. If the boys did not like r(?siding in the College, it was perfectly open 
to them to live in lodgings of their own procuring elsew«?re. The number of 
native stnd(uits remaining, even after the recent secession, and Ihe readiness 
with wliicli tho vacancies could evidently have b<H)n filled iqj, would hav<^ 
warranted the provision at once of the proposed pcrniaueTit accommodation for 
this class <d' students. 'I'lic Public Works Department will accordingly bo 
instructed to take tho work in hand as soon as jiossihlc. 

11. In order that the reasonable wants and wishes of the native and 
oilier students of tlio College might bo readily known aiul considered, the 
Lieutenant-Governor appointed a Board of Visitors on which several leading 
native geiitleineu kindly consented to act. The Board should endeavour in 
future to meet at tho t'ollego at least once a month, and you should submit the 
names of additional rnemhers for appoiiitinont, so that tho monthly meeting 
may take place without imposing any irksome liability on individual members, 
many of whom arc a.t times absent from Calcutta. 

1!:^. The Lieutenant-Governor d<»es not consider it right that 
Mr. Fouracres, whose feelings have naturally boon deeply' hurt by the conduct 
of the native students, should be burdened wiili the care of their boarding 
arrangements in future. These will remain under the direct charge 
of the Principal, who will see that tho strictest attcntioy is paid to all 
rules and regulations. Any student failing to conform to these, or evincing 
the least sj^irit of insubordination, should be at once dismissed from the 
College. 

13. In conclusion, 1 am to request that you will convey to Mr. Fouracres 
the assurance of the Lieutenant-Governor’s entire confidence in him, and his 
sympathy with liim under the annoyance caused him by the malicious and 
totally unfounded charges brought against him by tho students for whom he 
has done so inucli. Ilis Honor feels assured that Mr. Fouracres will not allow 
this ingratitude in any way to affect the energy and the intelligent interest 
which ho has always hitherto shown in tho welfare of tlio College and the 
‘Workshop ; and is convinced that in time these young men will learn thoroughly 
to appreciate tho advantage wliich it is to them to be placed under such an 
able and Mind hearted instructor.

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3. Mr. Fourocreet might, indeed, have taken another oourse. He might have reported 
the boy to the I’rincipal, for misohiof, in aooordatioe with tlie 16tli liule of the College, whioh 
provides, that breaches of discipline ooramittod in the Workshops by engineer-students shall 
be reported by the Superintendent to the Principal. Had Ije done so, there can life little 
doubt that a serious penalty would liave been inflicted on Srisb Chandra Liahiri for the 
gross and culpable recklessness of whicli ho had been guilty, and the mischief which he 
had caused. Mr. Fouracres did not report the boy. In taking the course ho <lid, he states 
that, initated thouglAie was at the student’s unworkmanlike act, he did not wish to push the 
mattbr to a formal complaint and punishment, but considered that a more salutary lesson 
would bo given by a roVmke at once and jtliblicly administered, so as to let all the studeuts 
understand that they must not meddle with maduiios of tlie use of which they aro ignorant, 
at tlie risk of life, limb, and property. “ My atjtion,” he maintains, “ was that of a man 
having responsible duties to fulfil. If an aoeident had at any time oocurred, and a student 
had got manned for want of proper warning about the use of machines, I should have been 
condemned for not having taken sufliciont precaution.''’ 

4. After this public rebuke and waniiiig, the matter sliould rightly have ended ; unless, 
indeed, 8rish Chandra, fcuiling liimsolf aggrieve<i, had appealed to the Principal or to me 
against the treatment to which lie had been suhjecited. It was quite open to him, and would 
have been perfectly constitutional, to say : “W’itli the oflciico that I <ioinmitted the Principal 
alone should htivo dealt, but instead of rejiortiug mo to the I’riiicipal for punishment, 
Mr. Fouracres called me an idiot, seized mo by the collar, and admiiii^tertHl to mo a severe 
and public rebuke.” Such a complaint would have been legitimalo ; hut in dealing with it, 
I shoiild have/looked to the provocation wliitdi the student had given; to the necessity 
of bringing homo to all the students limphalieally and. on tlie spot the folly and danger 
of suoli ael 10118 as ibai of Srish Chandra’s, ainl to Liu; real kinduess and forboarauce which 
prompted Mr. Konra<a'es’ conduct. I should have told tlie student tliat he had been 
cheaply let off; and that after ho had escayiod substantial pimishriiont for the misohiof he 
had committed, it was not very becoming in him to complain of the leasori which he had 
rewuved us an indignity or as uuwarrautovl by rule, whatever ground might have been 
aliurded f«>v such a eomyilaint under oidinary circumstances. 

5. Put wliab^vcr migiit have been tho result of hu(*1i an af»j)eal, that question may he 
dismissed Ironi consideration, for Szush Chandra lialnri and his IreatTneiit bj' Mr. FouraoreB 
no longer concern us. We have now to deal with the action of tho other students 
which followed upon the events abfive descrilual. The first note of warning was struck 
on Mondu 3 S the lioth April, when the students refused to attend tho shops, and the 
Principal had to issue two orders before they (iould bo induced to go to their work as 
usual. The same day a ]ictiti<ui, addressed to myself and signed by 87 native studoiits of 
tho College, including 8risli Chandra Ijjihiri, was presented to the Principal. Ju this, 
after refenung to tho harsh and unkind treatment whicli, as they said, the^y habitually 
received from Mr. b’ouracres, aud to a previous petition iu which they had asked to bo 
relieved of liis authority but which, owing (as they admittcal) t.o its disrespectful and 
objcctioiiablo tone the Ihincijial had refused to forward, they stated that it had again 
bocoirio their “ painful duty ” to bring a comy>laiiit against JMr. Koura(*roK; and they 
proceeded to relate the cirouinstaiioes of fSrish Chandra’s alTair, saying that they wore the 

^ sons of gentlenioii and that their self-n;s])e(*.t had been doeidy hurt. If ajipeared that 
Srish CliuTufta, “while working at a punching-machine, accmleutally injured the die.” 
Oil receiving the information, “ Mr. Fouracres apyjonrs to have eomytlctely lost his 
temper,” t^rish Chandra, on being eallod nyion to exyilaiu, “ admitted tliat lie had 
injured tin; die, and exy)ros8od his wilUngTies.s to yiay tVir tho cost of repair. ” Aftt^r 
disTuissing him with a rebuke, Mr. Foiiracrts sulisequently learnt tliat the student came 
from the eaTy)enli'r.>’ shop. “ This threw Mr. lA>iiracros into wbat wo are constrained 
to say, amounted to an ungovernable tit of passimi.” Hi’ “ rushed into the carpen¬ 
ters’ shop, caught hold of the student by tin; neck, and turned him about for a time 
with violent jerks. Irnnu'dlately after he again cauglit hold of him, raised a stick and 
struck the earpout<;rs' beiieli several times with it.’’ It was added that “ the student tlirough- 
out Bhowed the utmost forbearance, and though his teinpor was put to the severest trial, did not 
use a single disrcspcf.tful word t(» Mr. FouratJres.” 

“ Certainly,” the. petition goes on to say, “ Srish Cha.inlra svas to blann; for his ignorunee 
and perhajishis carehjssiiess; but a student must iriakn a great, many mistakes and sikjIj mistakes 
deserve kiiul and considerate trcalmeni Put Mr. Fouracres, fo^gc.'tliiig wliat was due 
from a tetMjher to the taiiglit, comniithHl a most unyirovoked assault uyioii one who was guilty 
of no ollonoe whatever, and wlio rcderived the unbearabh; insult to whiijh he was 8uhje(!l.ed 
with calm dignity.” Finally, tlie students aj)y)eahMl to me for y>roteetioTi from similai' 

indignities iiA'utlire, declaring that “ tho insult which has besen oifered to Srish (.’haudra has 

boon offered to the entire body of the native students cd tho (k)]leg<\” They urged that in 
fieekiug to learn engineering tJiey had not eeasc’d <,o be gentlemen, aud they prayed me 
rt^liove them from the aiitliovily of Mr. Fouracres. 

G. On receiving this petition, Mi*. Slater, the Oflloiatiiig Prlnoiyial, pointed out to tho 
Btudontafits insulKirdinid^' character, and gave them 24 hours to withdraw it. This they 
declined to di), and tho petition was accordingly forwarded to me. Mr. Slater woifld indeod 
have been j ustiliedJin refusing to forward the jietitiou ; but he eonsiderc^d that he had already 
givor^ the students ample warning and opportunity ; and ssoing the temper they were in, he 
thougfit it the bettor course to send the petition to its destiUi^tion. When it reached my 



hands, I saw at onoe that it must be withdrawn. The students had in fact taken upon 
themselves to be the judges in a cause with which they had no concern, to criticise and 
condemn the conduct of one placed in authority over them, and to combine together with the 
object 6f getting Mr. Fouroores censured, and themselves relieved from his control. Whatever 
Mr. Fourocroe’ violence on the occasion referred to may have been, it was at any rate not 
directed agjunst them; the aggrieved student might have appealed to myself or to the 
Government, and an inquiry would have been made ; but it would bo impossible to maintain 
a shadow of discipline in our schools and colleges, if the students weft allowed openly to 
convasB an act of authority by which they were not personally affected, and to awartl public 
praise or consiiro according to their estimate of itE^charaoter. A memorial of students which is 
based on that ground is essentially and under all eircumstanoQS an olfonco against discipline ; 
it cannot bo listened to, but must bo withdrawn and atoned for at once, without inquiry into 
the subject-matter of tho complaint, 

. 7. The memorial of tho students was based on the specific ease of Srish Chandra Labiri; 
but it alk^gcd furflior that they were habitually ill-treated by Mr. Fouraercs, and that 8rish 
Chandra’s case w’as merely the climax of a long series of insults and injuries. Had their 
memorial been confined to a statement of tlie injui'ies of which they themsolvcs hod been the 
victims, it would have been possible to receive it. If n number of studemts have been the 
sufferers by a common outrage or iiijuslioo, I should not hesitate to receive a joint memo¬ 
rial in which they stated their griovanct's and askc<i for redri'ss in respectful terms. At tlie 
same time, combinations evou of this kind tend to subvert- diac-ipline and are by no means to be 
encouraged. Students shfuild thoroughly undc^rstand that, if they combine in a raomorial 
against tboir toaobors on those pbuicd in aulborify over them, they do so at their own 
risk. If they fail tf» make out their case, (^r if the grievances eoinidained of arc trivial, 
they rcjiider themselves liable to punislimont for their act of combination, Avhich is an extreme 
measure only justitied by success, lint in tJu' present iiistanco such, au iiicpiiry was not 
necessary or p<»ssiblo. The statement of habitual ill-troatm<mt w^as couclied in tho most 
general lt.‘rms; but even bad it becu spotsifio and detailed, it would bnvo b(?eii impossiblcj to 
receive it when put ft)rw^ard in support of an appeal against tionduet by which ilio memo¬ 
rialists were not aggrit'ved, and with which they hod no dm^ct eonoern. The fact that their 
memorial was a juotest against Mr. Fouracres’ tr(\atinent of Srish t^diandra, made it imj>ossil)le, 
so long as that memorial was in existence, to inquire whethiT the other gritivancos referred to 
had any foundation. In fact, t-heir action in tacking on JSrish (Chandra’s cast* to a statement 
of their own grievaiuies was irrational; sinoo their interferoneo in tho former made it 
impossible for mo i<y t-akt^ any immt'diate notit^e of the latter. 

8. I thcrefr>ro sharply eritieisod the conduct of the students in my lotb^r No. dated 
3rd May, to the Principal, and ordered them, under pain of removal from the College, to 
withdraw their signature's from the memorial with au apology, and to y>a.y a nominal lino 
for their insubordination. After pointing out that it was open to 8rish Chandra to have 
appealed against any grievances of his own, 1 obsc'rved :—“ It is not to be tolerated that his 
follow-students shouhl iak(3 up his qiiarrc.*!, should combiiio to frame *i joint memorial iii his 
intort^st, and constituting tlimnselves th<\judgeR in his cause, should demand their removiil 
as a body from one wdio Las been placed in authority over them. ISuch a jjroetM'ding strikes 
at tht 3 root of nil dis<^iplinc.” lliree days wero allowed them to make up their minds. 

I added that 8rish Chaudra had made no attemjit to atone for his original offence, and had 
aggravated it by joining the other students in signing thc3 memorial. I tli<*rt?f’oro dirotjted 
his removal from the (kd lege. Before these orders were issued, seven studt'uts had volun¬ 
tarily withdrawn ihoir names from thi^ memorial with an expression of regret. They stated that 
in signing the memorial they had been ‘ misinformed as to the facts of the erase and they 
added that they had “ never been harshly or unjustly treated liy Mr, Fouracres.” Theso 
students were allowed to withdraw their names, and no further action was taken against 
them. There remained Ihcnfforo 79 students wlio had to chose between submission and 
expulsion. During the three days of grace, Mr. 8latt*r, tho Principal, syioko privately to tho 
monitors and to the more prominent among tbo students, and pointed out to them how un¬ 
tenable was tho position they had taken uy). Knowing also how strong the combination 
was, Mr. 81ator let the stiidents know, through the head monitor, that ho had made an 
arrangomoni by which any student who wished to ay>ologiso might do so without its being 
known to his fellows. It turned out afterwards, that allth(3 studeuts who signed the memorial 
had Iwiuid themselves by an oath that if they did not get redress they would leave the 
College. 

9. On the oxyiiration of the days of grace, tho Principal infomird me to my surprise 

that only five students had submitted (one of whom stated that his signature hod been added 
to tho memorial without his consent), and that the rc^raaining 74 had oonsoquently been 
expelled from tho College. Four of these, who had been absent from tho C'ollc^e when my 
orders were read out, and who profess^ ignorance of them, were afterwards re-admitted on 
apologising and ymying the fine. Th<f number of studeuts finally expelled was therefore 70; 
and after Sieir remove, tho College consisted of 102 students, of whom 71 were Europeans 
and 31 natives. Tho numW has sinco iiiGroased to 110 by the admission of new students, 
of whom four are natives. ^ S 

10. ‘ I have said that tho refusal of tho students to obey my orders surprised me, for 
my previous experience of insubordination and its trtmtment had led me confidently' to 
expect that the students would follow the wise course and submit to the* voioo of authority 
when once dearly exprossed. They refused to submit, and no alternative was left but £a 



reniovo them from the College. It is therefow^ worth while to show that the ooii^ whicjh . 
followed was in comi>lete conformity both with the orders of Government and with the con 
Rtant practice of tliis Department. Tli(» ease indeed is (completely (covered by the Resolntion o 
the Govomment of India in the Home Department, No. 1049, dated the 19tli October 187fi 
with regard to the submission of joint mennuials by oiHeers of all classes in civil employ ; au( 
what is applicable to bodies of public servants of full ag(j and matured judgment, may hi 
regarded as being r) fortiori api)lioable to students still under iiisi/ruction and disiupline:— 

“ Certain mSliorialB have recently been ])ro8onted to the Governor-General in Counoil 
fti- to the Seor(?tary of State, by various bodices of oflicers in (?ivil employ, complaining o 
grievances or desiring boons which affect generally the classes of ofFioers from which thos( 
memorials emanated. Tn some instances the memorials were signed by individuals whe 
could not possibly have been personally alfocted in the matter which forms the subject of tin 
memorial. 8u(h circimiHtaiKJes giv(:» to lh(^ procic^edings resulting in sinsli memorials an ap 
]»earau(jp of organized combination, which it is iiupossible, consistently with the maintonanc< 
of official discipline and siibordinatioii, to allow. 

“ 1 Hs Excellency in CJoiiinsil is aeeordingly pleased to forbid any CMunbination for tli< 
IKiri»ose of memorialising any authority to which tin? Truanorialists may bo subordinate},’' aiic 
the carders go on to say that no oinoer may snhmit any memorial iu respeci to any matte: 
eoniieeted with the otHcnal j)ositioii which li(» occupies, in wliich he is not j>ersoiiall3'’ interested 
and that any olheor subniittiug suuh a memorial will incur the serious displeasure of Go 
vennucut. 

11. I have also been at the pains t(» look iij) some previous csam])l(js of the way ii 
which insubordination among Colh^ge stuilcnts lets heum dealt wilJi: and T Tiofi(*e some o 
limsc whi<ih, ns insfatKios of eoTiibiiiation, hear more closely on the present case :— 

(rt) In 18<)2, a student of tluj !M(Hlieal Colb^gc was ciaught sttMiling, made (wc^r to th 
j)oli(M*, and senteiKMsl ; t hcr(‘ii])oii lh(‘ students in a body wrote a letter b 
I>i*. (Miovers, th(‘ iVineipal, in which they stated that thi\v had for a lonj 
tinu* heem ill-tr(*at(*d in various ways, and as they had rec'tov^Ml no redros 
they intejided to lenv«^ t.lu' College The whole hody, D'h) in number, ii 
faei jibseiited themselves for some time; The l)ii*ee1or of riiblic Instruetio] 
siihmitted the ease to Government, and supported th<^ ri‘commendations o 
the b’ollego Council, that all should he cNpelled. Tin? Lieutenant 
Govtrnor declined to sanction this course, and dire(^t(‘d that a short, perioi 
slinuld he allowed to the students to eom<' forward and expr(‘ss eontritior 
avIh*!! (Mieh ease would 1 h» S(^]>aral(‘ly d(‘alt with; eximlsiou being reserved fo 
those who remaimid o}>s1iiiate. '.I’he result wais lhaf of the stiuLiit 

aiJidogiHed, uud wt're then diT(*ctedto state their grievances; which resulte. 
in a list of fals(^ or frivolous eom]»hiints, showing, as Dr. Lhevers maintaiiiec 
that the siudimts in reality dislikt^l the hospital xvork, and that tlm alh'ge 
grievamu'S were, in the eas(‘ many of Ihoiu, merely an ex<‘use for loavin 
tlie C)(dl(*ge. The students were n‘-admitted, and no atieiiijd was made 
to find out tin? ringhjaders. 4’Jit* onhu-s of GoviU'iinient ran as follows:— 
“ It. is better tlu'refore thaJ. their ]>ast (‘oiiduet should he forgiven, and that 
tlu'y should he freely re-admitted, witli a solemii warning that they must 
heiietdorth suhmit tht‘niselv(‘S (‘iitirely l<j the discipline of th«i Gollege, and 

• eoTifonn to the r(-<jub’(*nnails of thch professional education ; and that, though 
evt^ry student is at libin'ty to make any complaint, eiflun* to any of tlm Pro¬ 
fessors of the College or to tlie Principal, and may he ct‘rlain that ho will 
be i)ati<mtlv listeimd to, and that justice Avill be done, it must at tJio same 
time bo clearly imderstood that any attempt t.*itlier to defy authority or to 
eombhie for the pmiK)se of obtaining redness for real of imaginary griovancos 

will be severely puiiislied.” , , , , i- .i. i 

(i;) Tn 187Jb the rriiU!i])al of the TTooghly ^'ollege rebuked a stmh'iit oi the loilrth 
year for impertinence and ordered him to leave tluf room ; telling him (hat 
if he did not go at once, lu^ would scnul for a eluiprassm to remove liim. 
Upon this the boys of th(} second, third, and fourth years eomhiimd together 
to absent themsolves from G(3lleg(s and memorialised ih(» Dire(*toT and the 
I^eu(.eJumt-Govemor for an iiujuiry, on the gronnd that this was only ono 
out of many instaiicos of harsh and insulting treatment on Iho part of tho 
lh'iTiciT)al T'h(} inquiry was refustMl by Govi'.rnment, and the («iso made 
over for disposal to the Director, by whom tlu^ following ordcjrs were passed. 
Two rimdoaders in the eombinalitui were (‘xpelh d from thi^ llooghly ami all 
other G(*»vcnn'ient Colleges, and tlu'Ir nanu's reported to the llegistrar^ot the 

• UTiivcTBily. l''our others wor<( riiHticiitoil for tho rfiiiiiindor of <ho SoBsion. 
Toil BoholttTB wen- deprived of thoir scholarsliips. I'wo studentB wero tinod 
Ks 10 oiioli, and 21 Us. !> e:u.h.% Four students who took iiart in tho dis- 
tiirhaiico, hut afUirwards withdrow thoir uaiuos, wore admoiiishod aud 

(e) In Principal of the Uajshahyo Follcjto one day directwl .the ntudonts 

' ' of tho fouTl.h-yo<tt- class to leave a room iulo wlihsh ho had forhiddon them 

to enter before a certain hour, and told them to ro to their waiting-room until 
• he was ready to receive tlieiu. Tliis order iho Btudonls resented os an insult; 
they retiindi to their waiting-room, hut Hefusod to return when tho lecture- 



honr struck. Mr. Dowdin^ sent for them twine ; and fintdlj told them that 
if they did not app(3ar within five miiiuteB, he would strike off their names. 
This had no effect; the names of the students (four in number) were struck 
' off, and the matttjr rep<:»rted to me. The TnR|X3otor of Schools was sent to 
investigate the affair, with instruotions that the re-admission of the students 
should not be considered until they had fully apologised. Before the 
Inspector arrived, the students had become convinced of their error. They 
submitted a written apology to the iVinoipal, in whidfr they asked hi« 
forgiveuesH anti j>rayed to be re-admitted to the College. On the Inspc^otor^s 
arrival, finding that the students had returned to a sense of duty, he 
explained to them the gravity of tlieir offence, and recommended that 
they should bo ro-adinittod on ])ayr}iont of a fine of fis. 8 eatih ; with that 
the mutter ended. 

(d) At the beginning of the ])resoTit year, the I’rincipal of the Hooghly -College 
prescntetl to mo a petition signed hy the students of the newly formed 
third year class in which they complained of the liccturer in Botany 
as inefiioient (tliey stated that they had formed “ a most unfavour- 
ahlo impression of his abilities,*') and iuforme^l me that they as a 
body wished to lake? uj) Pliysics instead of Botany unless a better 
professor w'ere. appt^inted. Independently of th% fact that those students at 
any rati» liad liji,d no oxjairic'iujo of the Tiocturcr's tiiaching, and had gaimid 
from hearsay all they knew on the subject, it so happened that at the moment 
of r4H3<a*\ ing this memorial the results of the 15. A. examination just ended 
W(Mv before mo, showing tliai the pu))ils f)f this particular prf)fessor had 
been brilliaidly successful in the examination. 1 rei|nested the Principal 
to inform tJie studenls that tliey must at once withdraw tin? memorial with 
an amjile apology, failing wJiich they would ho removed from the College. 
They imnietliatciy apologised, stating that they wore now “ convinced of 
the fact flint, we have ]»rovc*d inifierfinent in Tiiaking sudi an application. 
Wc aiHJ sincerely sorry that all of ns were simply worked up by some ground¬ 
less rummii*s wliiMi le<l us to take such a rasli step, and art^ anxious to retmet 
the offensive ri'iiuarks regording the i^iputatiou and abilities"’ of the locfurer. 
The students were then paixloned. 

12. These (with one other, loss important, but of a precisely similar character, which 
occurred at the Medical ('ollegc iu 1H7U; arc all tho cases of comViination that I have hecn 
able to find. In all the combination was at onf»e repressed ; aiul the students wore eitlier 
punished ut once for oonibiiiing, or given the opportunity of submitting an a])ology as the 
oondition of escaping the ]uuuilty of expulsion. In oa<-h cjase, the ground of tlio <jombma- 
tion was either some action by wliiih lln^ students Lliomselves wore not directly affected 
or some grievance wliuli was found to Imj either frivolous or false. In no case was it contem¬ 
plated that a studoTit who ndused to sulimit could eseaju^ llie penalty of cixpulsion. 

18. 8ovont.y students having, howevia*, clmsen the alteriiiitive of expulsion, it now 
become* desirable (as it als<i bceaim* pcjssihlt!! to inquire into those general grounds of discon- 
ttJiit whicli had apjiorfmtly actuated the students iu tluu'r deteiminafion. Wifh this objoiit 
I proceeded to Calcutta on the Kith May, and invited tho Board of Visitors to nuict mo at the 
Collcgt3 on tho llHh. In the meantime I let it he known to tho dismissed students thaf^f they 
even at that late hour expressed contrition, begged pardon for their miscondin^t and their 
disobedience to my orders, and prayed to bo re-admitted, there might still be hope. At the 
samo time, I used every moans to try and find out what those grievances were of which tho 
students complained. 1 at onco gave them to understand, through persons with whom tliey 
were in communication, that since they were now no longer under my authority, they were 
at liberty to make any commuuiciiliou to me, whether in the form of a joint memorial or 
hi any other way, BO as to state their case in the fullest possible manner. The first result 
of this invitation was, as 1 Icam, the preparation of a memorial to me, in which, while 
stating their grievances and reiteraf ing their complaints against Mr. Fouracros, they prayed 
to be re-admitted to the Collrsge. A memorial in that form I detilined to rcjceivo ; causing 
them to be informed that, if flicy desired to be i*o-admittcd, their sulmiission must bo absolute 
ami could only take the form of an apedogy for disobedience, without any ridoroncn to what 
was in tliat ease irrolt'vant matter. This produced no oflect; and I accordingly requested 
one of the Board to invite sm^h of the students as lead any representation to make, to be 
pre‘<^cnt at the meeting. Nonc^ of tlieso, hr^wever, attended. 

14. At ilio nu-ctiug of tho Board a partial inquiry was mado. Mr. Fouracros stated 
at length llio Facts of the 8rish Chandra affair as given above, declared that ho had treated 
tho boys with uniform kindness, that he luid never called any of them by opprobrioushames, 
and had no suspicion that lie was regarded 'vrith dislike liy them. He added, “ I have known 
that they looked upon mo as a task-master, who insisted on having his orders obeyed; but I 
did not Buppopc lliere was anything approat.diiug to dislike or ill-feeling in their minds 
against me.*' On the morning, when the boys left, some oO or 40 of them came to his 
house and said, “ 8ir. wo have come to wish you good-b^ o, and to thank you for tho kiniliuss 
you havt* showTi to us,’^ Mr. Fouracros reqilicd, J am very sorrj^ you ore going away, and 
for what bus takeu plaice, and you have even now' time to withdraw your naipos.” When 
he said ho was sorry, he di<l not moan in any way to apologise, he was sorry for ^their sakes. 
One of the students raid to him on thlit occasion, “ Sir, can you recommeud me to any Jhm 
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in Calcutta, bo that I can oompleto my practical troiiiiiij^ Mr. Fouraores replied that he 
sho^d be sorry to do aaythinj; of the sort; for the boy wo\ild probably got tip a petj^tiou 
against some person or other on the establishment within a mouth. Questioned as to his 
treatoent of diflerent classes of students, Mr. Fouraoros said :—I have never made an)' 
distinction between Europeans or Eurasians and natives. Had a Eurojiean upprentioo done 
the B^e damage, I would have taken my stick and tliroshed him.*' Mr. Slater, the 
Principal, also described the oecurrenccs, so far as they caTue within his own knowledge. 
He said that when the memorial w'as jiresoiitod to him, li<^ pointed out its insubordinate 
oharaoter to tli© monitors, and gave the students 24 hours to withdraw it, lolling 
them that if it was withdrawn, he should take no further aotiou. On their asking to be 
excused from work in the shops, he declined to pass such an order, and on their still refusing 
to attend, he told them through their monitors iliat if they stiiyod away from the shops, the 
olameB also would l>e closed to thorn. This hiivl the desired eff'eid, and they returned to 
their work is tWb shops. A.ftor 11 le director’s orders were reeeived, a large number of the 
insubordinate students romainod in the ('ollego, somo wont homo. The students generally 
said that they wore acting by the advice of tlioir guardians. One of the stuiior mouitors told 
him about the oath which the students had taken, and Bai<l “ if the oath was the only tiling, 
we could disregard that, but tliero wore oilier things.” He did not explain what, and 
Mr. Slater tindorstood hiru to moaij. that they must go with tlie stream. 

Baboo Debendranath itoy, tlie Assistant Surgenu attaclied to tlio College, said that 
he liad ouly been there a few days, but from wliar he hrul soon, ho should say tliat 
Mr. Fouracrcs wa^ ‘"awfully kind” to the boys ; in fact b© treated them like Lis own children. 
The Assistant Surgeon continued :—“ I have never heard liim use to a student any word 
which was in any way objootionable, and I liave had many oj)portunitieR of judging sinoo I 
have been hero. Somo of the native students of the apjjreut nlass liavo told me they have 
no reason to think that Mr. Fouracrcs is unkind to them. 1 believe that somo of tho students 
did not understand Mr. Fouracres. A rebitive of mine, a fourth-year student, who signed 
the memorial, said to me when I explained the position, that ho liad not understood 
Mr. Fouracres at first, but saw no reason why he should not now withdraw his name, and ho 
did BO accordingly. Mr. Fouracres may have a little of tho Jolm Bull roughness in his 
manner.^’ 

Aswini Kumar Mookerjea, an old student under Mr. Fouracjros at the Dehroe School, 
Baid that ho had never heai’d Mr. Fouraoros speak unkindly to any boy in tho school. He 
was not askod to sign tho memorial, the other students knew that lie would not sign. “ All 
the students of the engino(?r-olass who have resigned, murmured at Mr. Kouracres’ treatment 
of Srish Chandra, Srish Chandra said to his friends iu my hearing, ‘ I do not know what 
to do.’” ■ 

Tho only imporiont statement as roprcRcnting the side of the disalfectcd, was that of 
Bhuehan Thandra Banerjoa, a fourlh-^'car eiigiiifering studoiit. Mr Foui-aores withdrew 
while he gave his statement, and ho was invited 1o sj^nak liis mind with perfect freedom. 
He said—“I signed tho petition against Mr Fniuacros, and eubsocpiently withdrew ray 
signature. 1 signed the petition because 1 ilionglif tlmt our case would bo hoard if it came 
before tho I>irooior. Our case was tliat we wisliod t-o Ijo treated by Mr. Fouraoros in a kind 
in^nuor. E’er a slight fault Mr. Fouracres used to rebuke us; for oxaniplo, if our bouses 
were not kept perfectly clean Tlie laet is the students cannot koop their houses clean like 
Europeans. One duy ho entered into tho bouse iu which I live, and said, ‘ JDirty creatures, 
you are not gontlomon.' Another day ho heard a noiso and said, ** You are howling like 
jackals.’ 1 hoard both these cxpressionB. Formerly he used to come fre(]Ufmtly, every day 
or every other dii)^ to our quarters, but latterly not so often. I was sick wlieu Sriah Chandra’s 
ease occurred 1 hoard about it afierwaj-ds. All the students lv.*]t aggrieved at what had 
happened. They thought it was an insult to tliem : that is. 1o llto native students. If Srish 
Chandra Liahiri iiad boon a European student, it is juobable that tlio students would have 
felt equally aggrieved. Tho story told me was that Srish Cliandra lu-oke tho tlio of the 
punohing-maohiiie, and that Mr. Fouracres, learning tliat ho diti uot belong to tlie titters’sinqi, 
got angry, seiBod him by tho nook, ga\o him some Jerks and ])usfiod him s.'veral paces. 
The students aro allowed to go from one shop to aiioflier. Mr. Fouraert's hnd once told 
^the bungalow monitors tliat in tho hot wcalhor Mio students iuxmI not work for thvoo hours, 
but might go and observe tlio working of llui machines. All tho stiuh^nts understood that 
they were then allowed to go from orni shop to auotlior when maohiiios w(u*o working. 
Many of the students were in tlie habit of using tho machines without permission. There 
might -have been rules forbidding stutlents to go from one worksho[) to another, or 
to meddle with maeshines, but wo never lujard of thorn and no not.ico to sucii otFc'ct was 
given. The sludentB would perhaps have used tho maohiucs wJiotlior Mr. FouraiTos was 
present or not. I oaimot say certainly. * 

“ I withdrew my name from tho petition because 1 \^8 ordered to apologise by the 
Director, and I obeyed the order. I wrote tlie ajinlogy with my guardian’s jiormission. 

I cannot say whether Mr. Fouracres was unkind to the Europcjin ho^ a. All tlio students 
who signed tlm memoi-ial took an oath tliat if they did gi?t suflicient redress of their 
grievances they would leave the t'ollogo It was wiitton in English on a pioce of 
paper, and signed by all the students. Srisli (diaudr^i Hahiri wan not one of tho 
ringleaders. I cannot J#ly exactly wdicther he signed the oath.. By ‘ griovaneos,’ wo 
meant that we wished Mr Fouracres to treat us in a kind maiuicr. TJie uukiudness 
eomplained of coijitistcd in the harsh words I iiavc quoted, and the present case of Srish 
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Chandra Lahiri, I have experienced no further unkindness at his hands, nor have I heard 
of any. In asking for redress of our grievances, wo did not wish Mr. Foiiraores to be 
removed from the College ; we never thought of that. Everybody says that Mr. Fouraores 
is kind ; but the Engineering students have not experienced it.’’ 

Mr. Fouracres, after this statement had been read over to him, said that he had not used 
tlio expressions quoted. His constant endeavour had been to conciliate the native students, 
on the ground that they were boys unaccustomed to labour*; an#^ his great wish was to 
bring them into it gradually. (As will hereafter be seen, Mr. Fouracres subsequently recol¬ 
lected and described to me the circumstances which had given colour to the charge that he 
had called the students ‘pigs/ ‘jackals,’ ‘ not gentlemen’ &o.) 

15. The statement of Bhushau Chandra Banerjoa was precisely of that kind which the 
Board and I inyself wished to obtain. Though the complaint of unkind or unsympathetic 
treatment by Mr. Fouracres was somewhat vague and general, yet it contained^definite charges 
into tho truth of which it was possible to inquire. Again, the native member of the Board 
to whom 1 have already refcired, though he could not i)rovail on any of the expelled students 
to accompany him to tho meeting, yet brought with him a paper containing a list of the 
grievances whitih the Students liad been able to formulate, after three hours’ discussion at a 
meeting held tho night before, at which ho had been prcjsont. The grievances were the 
following:— 

(1) “Though a sejmrate latrine has been erected for the servants in oompliance with 

the order of the Board of Visitors, tho old one is still sadly wanting repairs. 

(2) “ No glifit has yet been c»rocted for the native students. 

(3) “ The store rooms have been made only lately. The doors ought to liave been 

made of wood. 

(4) “ 4'hore is no urinal.” 

After the mooting was over, I asked another native member of the Board if he would 
bring any of Iho expelled students to my house, so that tliey might say wliat they wanted 
to say. lie told me afterwards that he L.'id eonveyod my niessago, but none of tho students 
had come to him. 

10. At length, on the 23rd May, a student named Chandra Xanta Sen, whom I 
Imd known and taken some interest in before these ofjcurronccs, and to whom 1 had 
awarded a special scholarsliip, called at my house and was at once admitted. In an inter¬ 
view of an nour’s duration lit» oudeavoured to explain to me his ovrn conduct and feelings 
in tho matter. I urged him to s}>eak liis mind with perfect frankness, as my chief desire 
was to see things it possible from his point of view. But even thus 1 succeeded in gritting 
from him verj* few definite statements of ill-treatment or unkindness., Tho burden of his 
complaint was that the native students had fell from the first that Mr. Fouracres did not 
sympathise with or care for them, that he did not understand them, their iioeds or griovancses, 
and that they liud soon things going from bad to worse, until at length tliey were absolutely 
disheartened and without ho}^e for tlie future. 1 pointed out that, this was not a very robust 
or manly tone to adopt; that every s])ee.ifio request for improved accommodation or for 
increased comforts that iLo students had from time to time made, wliother ti» tho Liiou- 
teuaut-Governor on his visit to the Collegia, to the Board of Visitors, or to myself, had been 
promptly comi^lied with, that as tliey know, the establishniont of a mec^hanical trainii*g- 
school for natives was on experiment, and that tlioy could not expect^^vory convenience 
to be supplied them at once; that Mr. Fouracres had done all that he could, and that he 
naturally supposed the students w*ould make the best of their indiflerent accommodation 
until tile success of tho experiment had boon established, and Goverament had sanctioned 
further outlay ; and that at any rate Mr. Fouracres was not responsible for the character of 
the accommodation provided. Until this outbreak, I added, no one, and least of all Mr. 
Fouracres, suspected that thesro was any serious discontent amongst the students; and it 
appeared to ino that tliey had brooded over their grievances until they had assumed jiropor- 
tions far boyoml their real character. (Mr. Fouracres, I may parenthetically remark, is 
inclined to attribute the discontent of the students largely to the fact that they never join 
tho European members of the College in the sports of the pi ay-ground, but hang about 
their houses cluring tho time allotted to recreation.) Chandra Kauta listened quietly to w*hat 
I hod to say, but appeared to ho in no way convinced. ^ 

At any rate „tho only definite statements affecting Mr. Fouracres that I obtained from 
Chandra Kaiita Son were the following :— 

(1) The occasional use of harsh language 

(2) On one occasion Mr. Fouracres had said :—“ you complain of these bungalows ; 

why tluy are far bijltor than (or palaces compared with) your own huts.” 

(3) Tho studenT.8’ request for a store-room was refused or neglected, on the plea 

of want of roqm. 

(4) No roads were made in that part of the compound where the students lived. 

(5) Ceiling-cloths, though finally provided, were not immediately given when 

, asked for. 

(6) No cook-room was provided for the use of those students who livad outside- 

17. Thus 1 had received, from one source or another, certain definite charges 
reflecting on Mr. Fouracres’ character for kindness and oousidoration towards the native 
students ; though at the same time these charges, supposing them all to bo well-founded^ 
did not strike me as being of such importance as to justify tho outbreak of the ^Btudents, 
or indeed to make it in any way lutoUigiblo. I also searched the lliative papers for 
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further statementB of the same tenor; and I referred them all to Mr. Pouracres or 
whoever else might be affected for an explanation f)f them. 1 believe tliat in the following 
paragraphs I have dealt with every nliargo of this kind that has been publioly made, 
or that has in any other way be(in brought to my notice. • 

18. All these statemeuts may be classed under two heads 

(1) Charges relating to the inferior accommodation of the native students. 

(2) Gbargo^^f harsh or insulting language used towards them, or of unkind 

, treatment. 

With regard to the first ground of comjdaint. This irnich may ho said at the outset 
in order to murk off the ^limitH within which Mr. Fouracres* responsibility oau be 
deolored to lie. The allotment of tho main building to the hjuropoan stiKlcnts, and of 
the detached bungalows to the natives, was not Mr. Foursn.Tos’ doing but was tho act of 
Government. It may serve to remove misapprcdiension if tlie reasons for that appropriation 
are stated. Karly in March ISSO, when Ills Honor thn Lieutonaut-riovermir visited 
the College, the question of acooiuniodMtion was discaissod Of tho throe wings that 
wore then empty, one was required for cluss-roonis. It was decided that the Professors of 
the College with their families must, like tho Principal, live on tho promises; and a second 
wing was reserved for lliom on payment of rent. With rtjgard to tho tliird wing some 
diaoiission took place. In the first place there was not room in it for all tho students, 
hiuropean and native, who might possibly join the College. In (ho second plaoo, the European 
students, 54 in number, who had just arrived from Dchrcis had to bo provided for. TJiirdly, 
if regard were bad to the ordinary habits and manner of living of Eurr)poans arnl natives, 
the bun gal oVs, should it be found necchsary to octaipv them, wore less luiNuited t.r) tlie latter 
than to the former. Lastly, it was hy no moans certain tiiat native stii'lents would joiu the 
College in large numbers under its now constitution which n<iw in<*.ludod a hard course of 
workshop training. It was llieroforo doc-ided (o place flic Holireo students, iogctlier with any 
other Europeans who might joiu the C"oll(*gc, in the thir<l wing of ilic huilding. As to tho 
accommodation of the rest, it was known that a native nobleiniiii of Calcutta had offered to 
provide funds for building a host(d within tlio (M)llegH compound; but in the uncertaiiity 
that still existed as to the extent to wlii<*li native sludiuits would join or w uild remain in 
tho College, it was not tliniiight Tie<!OsK;i.ry to urge him to carry <jut that [irojcct Meanwhile, 
the classes of iho (livil EngiriHering Deparinnoit of tln^ PivKideiK-y t ollcgo AVero to bo 
transferreil to Beebpore on tho dnl A])ril. It wiis :i1 first pro[»<)sod to bring thorn over 
and take thorn l)ack daily in a ste:iTu-launch to bo provided for the purpose; ami in tlio 
noiifioatiou published in the on tlie iOtli Marcih ISSO, it was stated that a 

provision “ for fins boarding of native stmlonts will V»e made licn‘after. Meanwhile a boat 
will be provided to eonvey stndcnls residing in ' idculla to ami from the instituti<»a daily.” 
Put before the native stinlents joined the (Jollcge, many of Ibeni had come over to look at 
tho existing buildings, which had bc(*n put into tlnnongn rejmir, ami dcclurod themselves 
willing to occupy them. This course was accor<lingly sanctioned. At the same time it was 
kmfwn that the meusure was a juiiNjly ])r«)visional one, and that it would be necessary, if 
the experiment succeeded, to make g(*od and pcrniamuit arrangemonls hereafter for the 
aooommodatiou of native students. Aleariwhile, until it was known hiiw fur those students 
would stand the hard work of tlie sliojis, it was t.luiuglit uiiiu'cessijiry to incur heavy 
expeiiditq^e in providing huLlilings for which occujiants inighi iir>t in fact bo found. 

li>. Before passing to tlie tune wlieii Air. Foiiracres* responsibility may to said to begin, 
it may be advisable to refer to a mischievous and untrue statennuit with regar<l to tho inton- 
tions of Government which recently appeared in one of (he wcitkly papers. In order lo show 
the insincerity of Qovornment from the beginning with regard to the Sm^bpore ('oJlego, it 
was stated in the article referred to that, wiiile tiio graduates of the oollege were at first 
promised appointments as apprentice eugiiienrs, by a nioent ri'solutiou tlit^y Avero dHclnrctd 
eligible only for temporary api»ointmeut.s not exceeding tht' rank of a lirst-grado oAmrseer. 
The resolution referred to in this p:i.ss’\go (No 4E, dated Jnd April l-HSl,) was passed solely 
in the interests of tho iSeebporo students, ddie (Joveniiucnt of J ndia had expressed an opinion 
in September 1880 that it was undesirable to retain a tpiasi p(*rinamuit otablishmcnt, such 
as that of the temporary apprentice engineers entertained in llengal. Tiicse appointimuits 
were consequently abolished But in order to make u)i for the loss llius incurred, the 
Government of Bengal, in confirmation ami extension of pnwious orders to tho same tenor, 
now declared that the passed students of tho Seebpore f.’ollcgo should liavo the first claim to 
all temporary subordinate appointments that might hereafter fall var-aut. The first-grade • 
assistant overseerships to which Umy were thus made eligible wore of tiio value of Rh. 100 a 
month, the same os that of the temporary apprentice eiigiiiccrsbtps which liad been abolished. 
With reg^d to higher appointments, the Governimuit of India has alsc», at the instance of tho 
Bengal Government, reserved foi students of tho Seehjioro (Nulego a (('rtaiii proportion of 
those enginoei' appioiiitments which arc to bo* tilU^d^ip in this country; and a sinular (joiirse 
has, I understand, recently bcion taken with regartl tJ> ii-y*]> )intincuts in tlu* F*)r<‘sl I >epartinont. 

20. Itetuming to tlu» (juestion of Air. Fouraercs’ ii ^tioii^ibility for such <lefe( is as existwl 
in the accommodation provide*I tor native studimts, it iiiukl b*- borne in luiml (though in 
mueff of the criticism that I havt> read on this subject it :i|)]»eu.is (*j have bi'cii lorgottcn; that the 
supervision of students was not in Air. Fouraeres’ sohj *‘luirg*i. lie was in fact, throughout the 
ooourrencos refflipred to, gradually and 6(<*adily organizing the large workshop establishment, 
employing many hundreds of men, whioli had lust boon opened at Seobyioro. It denianded 
the excise of all his powers to bring thc3 shops into working older, to xiroouro stores ami 
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material, to direct and siiporviae work and consiruotion, and to carry ont the heavy orders, 
amnuni.iu^ to some lakhs of rupees in yearly value, which reached him from tlie Public 
Works and other Departinents Knowing this. I have often been surprised at the way in which 
Mr. FoiiratTes found time lo attend to and provide for the needs of the studente, and at the 
forelhonght which ho sonietimes showed in anticipating thoir wants. He frequently camo to 
see me in ('alcutla, and was always full of enthusiasTn about the future of the College, 
perFeotly oontoiiied with the work and demeanour of the students, and ocjjrfident that he would 
bo able to turn them, natives and Miiropeans alike, into good workmen as soon as they had 
settled down. ‘ The native stiidenis,’ he would say. ' arcs a b t uncomfoHiable now, but they 
aro making the best of it, and are satisfic‘d that we are doing wjiat wo can for tliem ; ' and he 
would end hy explaining some project for increasing tluar (V)Tnfort. 

It should also he remembered that Mr. Foiiracrtis, like oilier Executive Engineors, was 
bound by the rules and practice of ilie Public Works Dej^nrtraent, and that, for any work 
involving considerable outlay on bricks and nH)rtai*, he bad to obtiiiii regular sanctiiSn Delay 
that really arose from d(']>artmental rules, niiglii jmssibly be attributed by the students to 
indifference; and I know, on the authority of one of their numbf'r, fh.'it. at the time of the out¬ 
break the studcuits, as will henMifter appear, wore ignorant that Mr. Fouracres had completed 
the ijooessary designs fnr permanent buildings BU(;h us would satisfy all their requironumts. 

In minor details he had all the autlnu’ity that was necessary, and they w(‘re carried out 
under Ids orders by the sub-ovorsocr in eJiarge. TIk' spirit in wliieli Mr. Fouraeres accepted 
this portion of his duty miiy be gathered from tluj standing orders which he issued t^o 
the sub-oversoer, iiaiuely, to exf*cute at once, and without waiting for oitlers, any petty 
alterations tending to ])nnuott> their i'omfoH that tin' sfinhuits might wish to have made. The 
work was to he done iirst, and siiiietion olifaiiied aftcrwanls 

21. T can now take up tlie history of Mr Fouracres’ relations with the native students 
from the time that they joined the (lollego in Aya’ll 18S0. The quarters allotted to them 
consisted, at that time of one two-sioriod brick building, wdth regard to wdiich no 
complaint has ever hetui made ; ami of three lower roomed bungalows well raised 
from the ground, with the floors su])port<‘d on masonry tliKJS so that, wifh the ventilation 
IkjIow, the floors arc dry in the rainy season. No seiioiis ohjc'etioii w^as, 1 believe, 
at any time made to these houses ; tlu' floor of one' of them was, however, in had 
order, and on this being pointetl out, a new Porthind cement door was laid dow’n. 

It soon appeared that the existing buildings would ]irohal)ly he insiidieient for tlie accom¬ 
modation of th<» native students, who wi're tluMi sending in applir'ntions for admis¬ 
sion ill large numbers ; imd orders \ver(' issued to liuild a1 oncf' four new bungalows capable 
of holding titty studenls ea(‘li. Tlu'se wore constnu^fed in a v<*ry inexjxuisivi* scale, partly 
on account of the imivisional and experimental idiaracler of the whole undertaking, hut 
chiedy in order to avoiil delay, and to have some sort of a-ecominodation reatly for all wdio 
might ap]ily and he qualilied for admis.sion. Tln\v were in fact run nji iu a few weeks, in 
Juiit! ojid July. fhilorfuiiately they wTro ]»roYid(*d wdlh only luMihm-eaitli doors; and 
when the lumgalows were tinishetl, the floors werf' found to he very damp The studmita 
ri'presmifed to the IViiKsipal that the TUiW liouses W'ere U(d liahiliihle ; and Mr. Dowmiug, 
fiTidiug on insjHMtioTi tluii tlie coniplaiut was well foumh'd, at once took stej)s tt) replace the 
oartheii floors hy as])ha.lte, laid on a concri'te foundation. At tliis fime tliere was no iiecos- 
sity for any of the studeiils to occupy llu'new buildings, ns thi're w'tis siiflicient^aciMmimo- 
dation for them in the old. An estimate was framed for altering the floors ; and it was 
finally deeidod to lay down now floors in two of the Imngahnvs. 

About the same time the studenis residing in the old hiingalows complained that dust 
fell down on to tlK*ir heJs from tlii^ hamhoos of the roof, (hailing cloths were accordingly 
put up, as Mr. Fouracres reports, without delay and withfuit waiting for sanction.” 

22. When the rains luid sot in strongly, the water Ixgaii to lie on the ground ad joint¬ 

ing the native' studonis’ quarters, and they conqJained, vvilh reason, that they were utiahlc 
to get aAvay from ther houses witli dry feet. Tt was in August, if 1 remember rightly, 
tliuf. Colonel IStauton, Mr. L(‘viTigt\ and 77iys(df yui.id a visit to the Scehjiore <'olloge, in order 
t,o investigfito tlieso and other lualters. native students presented a paper containing a 

list of alterations or iinjn’oviunents that they wished to be nia.de, and all wert' at once agreed 
to. lio.'Mls wer(» made above tlie of tlie wet ground, so as to enable the students to get 
about without ineonvenienee. Under <.\)h)iiel Stanton’s iiistnuitions, an estimate for filling up 
a tank and digging drains was ])re])are(I, and on its being sanctioned, the cutting of the 
drains was begun in Oetijher, when tln^ st udents wc're n,wa.y for the vacation. As lliere hasbcim 
little rain sinee October, the value f>f thf'se drains has not been felt; hut it. is certain that they . 
have gi'eatlv improved that yiartof the fHmyxniud which surrounds the quarters of the native 
students. In Noveinher and tlio folJoAving months inueh sicknoss prevailed, *md weekly 
health rt>yK>r(s were, at my rtxpiest, stmt me by the J*rineipul during several mont ti's ; but I 
noticed at the time, and now c.ill athmtion to thi' fa.et, that the percentage of sick was 
throughout that period higher, and genertilly considerably higher, among the European than 
among the native students. 

It should ho borne in mind that on the 14th of August Mr. Fouracres went on sick 
leave to England, returning on the 7th January 18.81. After his return, at the rtxjuest of the 
nativ('. stiideiits, he built bridges over the drains in front of their houses. 

23. Themntter of the lalrine, about Avhieh a good deal has been said, fTTnished another 
cause of discontent. I have ah»eady t'xplaiued that when the native students elected to reside 
on the premises, it beouine neoessaiy to make hasty provision for their accommodation., Cook- 
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rooms WOTo got ready, and servants, bouses were already in existeneo (tbe latter of a very 
indifferent character, and a constnnt cause of ooiujilaint) ; bul there was no latrine. A 
temporary one was ordered to ]>e built ; and to save nioiiey Iwo extra j>ai*l.itionfl were put up 
for the native servants. All the doinesth* MiTfiiigeiuonts of the students' ostiihlishmont had been 
left in their own liands ; and iliis distrihuti^.ui was explained to them. Owing to lax 
diseiplino. it afterw^jrds appeure<l that tlie s(;rvaTits wpr<3 in tJio habit of using all parts of the 
latrine indiserimiuateiy. When this was j»oint(d out by lli(3 students to Mr. Pouracros, he 
romhided thorn of the arrairgcinent. that had been iniule, and told iheiii that the remedy lay in 
iiieir own hands They, howcv^, took no steps to insist on that arrjingoment being < 5 arried out, 
but lot things go on as before. ^At first, again, the partitions of the latrine were not provided 
with separate purdalIS, a single screen ruuniiig along the wliole lengtii AVhen the incon¬ 
venience of this WHS }>ointed <uit to Air, Ktmraeres, In* sn]iph<‘d muglr hut efticient ynirdahs 
to eaijh j>!ir^ilion. 1 have o\auiiin‘d the sit<*, aird tlnnigli tlie strneture is uiisiglitly, and 

obviousl y 1.oui}rorary in its charaeter, yet it is sullieiunt iu all essential respects, mid is kept 

remarkably clean. 

, 24, The question of taking up a piece of land to the north of tho Colh 3 ge, so as 

to extend the compound up to tire iXowi’ah ro;i<i, ainl to ]»roviilo the space that was 
necessary if ])cr7naueiii buildings were to he creeled, began to bo niooled at an early 
date. AVhcu, in tiu' coLl weather, l.ho 1 jioutoiiaiiU(jo\eriior again visited tho Chdlege, 
the iuKutficient ju-eouiniothitnui ]U’ovidc<l for the Ktinbuits. ami the discomfort that they 
ftullered iu consequeii'jG, were pointed <»ut; and His Honor at <ui<‘e gave instnunirrus that 
tlu3 laud slioidd be taken u[), and the necessary buil<liu^s pi*ovidei]. Tbo eook-roem, 
the servants' Inuises, jiiid the Inti'ine were nil of a. inake-shifr c.haraeter, and the source 
of much iiie.ouvcnieuco tt> tho students ; it w'as therefore desirable on all grounds that 
the bind sliould be aeipiired as spe dily as yioStsible. No diday, iu fact, took place, 
aud the laud was haude«l ov(3r to tlio <\»llego authorities early iu April last. 

26 MiHiriwliih', the Board of Visitors apiminted by the. J^t^solutioIl of the 18th 
l)ecembor to supiTvisi* the manageini'ut of the College, had licld several meetings, 

the first of which took jvlaee on the ‘iblh bVibruary. At that meeting the native 

stmbnits ]u-eseuted a statiuneiit of tlndr n^quiremiuits, whieh was made over to one 

of tire native members of tne Hoard for exaanination and report. He ])ros(?nt<'d his 
repoi't n,t tlie third meeting, held on tlie 2JtJi Alurch, and llie following lucsolutions 
were juisscd iu ciursequence : — 

(1) That a poriion of Hh* yrreseiit moss-house should bo screened off, so as to pro¬ 

vide a store-room for lliein 

(2) Tliat. oiu‘ of the sw'cepers should lf)o told off to keep the native students’ 

quarters, and the ground round tlndr houses, clean. 

(3) That Hr. l’il<*bcr and Mr. Poni'acres he asked to choose a site for a eeparafe 

latrine for the native students, and that Afr. Eonraeres be asked to build 
the latrines as soon as pr;ictica.l)le. 

(4) That as soon as the land to the north of tho College prt'ini.ses is taken up, a 

new m(‘ss house and (?ook-room be erected in one building. 

I (5) That the Assistant Surgeon be njipointod to act as advisiu* to the Su}>erintendent 

fUB regards messing, and otlier luaUtu’s connected with lire boarding arrango- 
inents of the native Ktudciits. 

25. With n^gard to (1), it lias been made a grievance that the Btore-rooiu jiajtitibii 
was not made of wood. Afr. Fonracres stales :— 

“ This (the st^)ro-room) was done with the least possible ebday. 1 lieiird no objection 
as to the manner in whhih tho partition was put up, and was not awa.re that the students 
were dissatisfied because it was not niado of wood. 1 considered tiiat the ]>artitiou, wliich 
was made of briuiboos and bamboo matting, was quite good enough for the pur]>oso, as tho 
building iu whicb it was phwjed was only a temporary one, mid a now dining-liall and 
oook-house had to be Imilt as soon as the land was turned over to us.” 

No. (2) was eaiTied out the name' day. With regard to No. |3) a separate latrine for 
the servants was at oikjo put rrp by Air Foiiraere.s; but it lias Binee Ixmmi dismantled by 
order of the Atunieipalrty. A yilaii lor a porruaiient latriue lor tire ^ .ulents, to bo made 
of artihoial stone, was also taken in liand ; and tli* hicijial’s ajqiroval to tlio estimates 
was received only a ew day.s bidoi'o tbo students sent in their ])ctilii>u. 

Early in Ayiril, within a fori night of the date of that nu'cting, the hind to tho 
north*of the oornpoiind was taken riyi; and Mr. Foura'*res at once sot about the ]>r'eparation 
«>f de.signs, and e.Mji mat os for lire mess ]»o;ise and eoi)k-j*oojn nu'utioiiotl in No. i4), together 
wulh a dining hall, .More-room, and sci vaids* liousos ’i'bosfcdf‘signs Avoro sIioaaui to tJu» Prin- 
liipal, who thought t’.o estimated cost higher than Goverinnent Avoiild IxHikcly to sanction, and 
ruconimended <‘erl;tiii alterations h'lris took some bitlo lime ; lint the estimates were finally 
sent U]> with lire Jh'inei]»nrs ap])roval on tlie 7lb May. shortly aitci* llio outbreak. 

d’ho meaning of the 5tb hosolution Avjis that the students Avisbed lf> have some nntivo 
oflicer of pos#ion to nqirt'sent their wants to Air. Kouraei'e.s. 'J'his Avas tho first intimation 
that 1 had n^ci'ivixl of the existence of any sort of friction betAveeri the Siqu^rintiuidiuit and 
tire nanvi* Blndents. F^un all t hat 1 had up to that time seen and hc%aid of tlifar mutual 
rtdations, 1 Jiad come to tire eomdusiou that the students regardixi*. Air. Pouvacres as their 
warm friend and protcH^or, and that they needed no ouo tf» intervene betAveen him and them. 
But I entirely approved of the projiosa!. to give the Assistant Burgeon a certain position 
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aB to ropTOSBTxIation, sinoe it would, at any rato, tend to sooure their wants being more 
fully made known to Mr. Fouracsros, and more authoritatively oxj)re88ed 

iJG. It hafl been said that native students have no hathing-gh&t. Very soon after the 
arrival of the enginoering students from the Presideney College, they eomplainnd to 
Mr. Fouracres that the European students, when bathing, oncroaohed on their portion of 
tlie tank; and the Kuroi)oanR retorted that the nativoR did the same. JJ|2koro are two flights 
of steps leading dr>wu to the tank ; and Mr. Fouraeres at once aBsigued one ro the 
Europeans and another to the natives, forbidding them to pass hoyoud oaeh other’s houn- 
darhis. 1 have lately inspecjtei the two ghats, and have Been t^irit the one assigned to the 
native students is by far ih<» better of the two, being doublTe the breadth of the other, and 
in ooTiipleto repair. IMie bhiropeon students’ ghAt is a ruinous Tuass of hriekwork, on whieh 
it is dLlh<Juli and dan«:orouH to walk. They have suj)]demented it hy spring boards and 
platforms of wood ereeted hy themselves. 

27. Oil the general question of aocommodation, Mr. Fouracros writes ns follows :— 

“ Notwithstanding the removal of the students, I have no doubt of the siieooss of the 
College 'Ibo native stiulents wlio remain (some 25 in number' are iirogrossiug as favoiii^ 
ably 08 T could wish, and will be a credit to tlieir College and tlnuiisMlves, and an advantage 
to their country ’I’lie great siokuefts whi<^h prevailed last year, not only in tlm College, but 
throughout the whole neighbourhood of Calcutta, has almost entirely disayipoarod. The 
grounds have been thoroughly drained, and .a largo extent of jungle in the vioiiiity cut dfiwii, 
and there is no reasnu to believe that a rocurroneo <if last year’s Hi(jkn«*Hs will take place. 
To ensure its comj)lete sueoess, however, it will ho necessary to in-ovide houses for 

the native Htudtmts, with a< 3 commodation not inferior to that enjoyed by the Euroy»eau and 
Eurasian boys, otherwise a spirit of discontent will always prevail, and the suspieiou 
that an invidious distinction is being made between the tw«> raoes will continue. This was, 
I believe, the original intention of (dovornmeiit; and the native ho vs have been several 
times iiiforniod by ttic* that there was no doubt of the erection of sneli buildings eventually, 
on<M' the (loverunnuit wji.s fully satisfied that the natives would take to llii' work of thiur 
adopted professifin.” This has always been the iiitontion of Uovurnm.mt ; and the time 
has now coim» when it b 1 u)u 1<1 he carried out. 

28. I turn to the secioinl s(*ries of charges against Mr Foura(U‘(*.s, that of using liarsh 
or insnlting language to flio students, and of treating them unkindly; and, as b(»fore, I 
]>roe.(3ed to notice all the complaints that have reached mo fivmi every soiiimh^. A.b to the 
])reseTit chnrge, Mr Koiirnerc's slates :— 

“ So far from my eondimt having been habitually harsh, T have always used my utmost 
endeavours to make the boys, natives ai 4 d Kuro]« 5 anH, as eomfortable as po.ssiblo i Jiavi^ 
iiov«»T used a harsh or disugTeeable word, exeejit wlum it was absolutely nei«>ssary in tlm 
maintenance of discipline. If iiiy eonduet towards tln» natives h:i.d been harsh, I cannot 
uuderstaml their motives in corning to me in a body on the morning of the day on which 
tliey left, to thank me for all the kindness whieh they had rcceivcil from Tin*.” 

2 fi It has luifui stattMl th.'jt Mr Foui-acrcs has on various oc.c.asious called the students 
pigs, dogs, jackals, sliee]>, <lirty cTiMitim‘ 8 , not genthuueii. WInui this was mentioned to 
Mr. Fouracros, he indignantly dtmiod the a(‘cu.satiou Ibit when I saw him again, a few 
days afterwards, he had It'called 1 () mind certain passing observations wliicjy^ had altogellnu 
otutapod bis mtumuy at the time, but whitjli Inul apparently given gi'ound tor the chargeb in 
question. The cii'niimstanees in ea<;h case were the following :— 

(a) 1 iga. This fs'currence took place just after the memorial hnd been presentttd. 
The account whitOi Mr. Fouracros gives of it is this :—‘‘Suhseqimntly to tlm 
petition luung forwardi'd, I was going my roninls with the new dtattor, in 8 ].)ecting 
the quartt*rs, when 1 pointt*d out to him, or ho pointed out tome, the untidy and 
dirty condition of the interior of thi*ir 1 lous<*h. 1 said to him, ‘ Doctor, those young 
mon have charged mo Avith not triMiting tliriui ils geuilemon ’ [referring to the 
cowpluinttothat.oflcel in the student’s memorialj “ ‘ Gcmtloineii, I think, <niglit. 
to keep their houses chillier ; this room is as untidy as a jag-stye.’ This, I 
believe, is tbeir reason for aeciising me of having (jalh^d tliora not gentlemen but 
pigs.” M r. Fonracres' staiein(*nl. is entirely (corroborated hy the Assistant Surgeon, 
whostiftedbeforetlu' Hoard of Visitors :—“About the 8 th of May I wont round 
the boys' (piartcrs with Mr. F^nirafTOS, and saAv that the houstes wore awfully 
tlirty, and Hies swarming all oA^er the jdace. 1 asked the students whom I buav 
why tliey did not keep their houses clean, and 1 pointed out the impi'OVQments 
they (could make. niy surjirise one of the students said (in Hengnli) that I 
could not expiHjt stiidcnls to keiqi their houses os fsirunulously clean as 
European houses I rejdied in English that suoli a stateiAent was a libel on 
any native, espfMjiimy on Dindus. Mr. Fouraertes merely said that the house 
was ‘ aAvfully dirty,’ or ‘ abominably dirty,’ and tliat it was ‘like a pig-sty©.’ 
1 told them that if they likt.cd tliey eould keep their houses cleaner.” 

This includes the charge of having called the sludents ‘ dirty creatures,’ ‘ not goiitlemen.’ 
{b) ‘Dogs.' Mr. Fouracres 8tuto.s:—“ In March last 1«5 or IG newiiBtudents wore 
admitted, and they came to me to have a place pointed out to them to cook in. 
I told them there was sufiie.ient room in the oxisting^'ook-housefl. Tnoy said 
that the pld students oVijeetod to their using this place, on the plea that 
there waa no room. Thinking that there was, 1 went to the cook-house and 
font for some of th© old students. They said that there was no room. 1 
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stepped inside the first cook-house, but did not ^o a yard beyond the thres¬ 
hold, seeing that the syiaoe was fully oooupied. 1 said, * let me see the next 
cook-house,’ a much larger but a temporary one. On tlio doors boiaj|^ opened 
1 stopped inside, as I iiad done in the first case, I lookod round the room and 
* said, ‘why, tliero is room for 10 or 15 firos here ; ami 1 oaiinot understand your 

objecting to the new students cooking in this room.’ I then gave the new 
studm^ orders to occupy the space I ]>ointe(l out to thorn. The old students 
theninformed me that, on account of my ontoriiig their cook-room, they 
would be obliged to destroy the food that was being prepared, and also the 
utensils I tofl them that 1 was very sorry, but that if they had mentioned 
.this before T dfcered tlic iy co ok-rooms, I would certainly not have done so- 
I felt that I had been entrapped into breaking one of their caste rules, and 
said, ‘why did you not ttsll me this wluni T came out of the first house. If 
• you had objected, I would not have entered eitlior of the houses. You wore 
all present, and certainly ought to have F]>okou out. I cannot understand 
why you object to ouo of your own castn and your own countrymen cooking 
ill the same room with you. There is suflicient H}>arH room liere, which you 
do not use yourselves, nor will 3 ’ou allow otliers to use it. It reniiiids me of 
the story of the dog in the manger.’ I cannot tliink of any other sentence 
in wliicli 1 over uscjd the word ‘ dog’ to them ” 

This episode is instruedivo ; since it throws some light upon the statement made to 
. me by Cliaudra ICanta Sun, that the sttidcnts felt that Mr. Fouracres did not 
' understand tliem and their customs. 

(r) ‘Jackals.’ Mr Fouracres states:— “ Some iinie ago the students in the octagonal 
bungal<5w wore having some festivitic.s in <h«.'ir quarfers, in which howling 
and shouting wore tlio most prominent fis'iturc.s. Tiiey wiO’c so bo’storous that 
no ono ill my house cmild sleep This lasted till about half past two in the 
morning. I told them the next day lliat they had no biisineRS to make such 
a iioisu in their (piarters afti'r 1) v m is ouo of the rules of the (J(jllege). 

I also Hai<l that I did not object to their talking after tliat hour, but 1 
certainly did object to their howling like a p ick of jackals, and jirevouting 
every ono trom sleeping.” 

f(i) ‘Sheep ’ Mr. FiMiracros has no reeollection of tlie use f)f this term. 

.‘10. Mr. Foiirac.res had also said, ‘ the huiigalows are ]>aljujcs i-oinpared with your own 
huts.’ The use of tlu' word ‘huts’ was un)ia])])y ; natives of tlm elass in cpiestiou do not 
live in huts ; they live generally in good-sized houses of mud or brick. Nevorlhtdoss, in 
tlie important respo<!tB of space, light, and ventilation, the bungalows occ.uiiletl hy the iiativu 
students were unquestionably far better, I wilV not say than their own houses, Imt at any 
rate than the lodgings in which such studours are acoustoinod to live in Oalcutta and other 
large towns. The lodgings in College Street, ftir evanqile, are mostly little rooms in /Hfrr/i 
buiUlinga some 12 or 11 foot square, and ahunt. H) foot high ; aiitl t wo or throo or oven ffiiir 
Riudents live together in them. In the Scebpore bungalows eacli studeuf Iial not lesa than 
I 200 or 1,400 cubic feet of space lii }>!>iut of light and ve if ilati >11 again, tlie himg.alovvs 
leave little to desire, though tlicso are ]>erhaj)s advantages to whicli tho oriUnary native 
student attaolieR little irn])ortanoe. Still, it slioiihl he remcuihcrecl tlinl it Wfis precisely with 
tho object of scouring to them those advantage.s that the moveiuent for estahlishing a hostel 
in Calcutta was set on foot. 

31 . A oomplaiiit has been made that Mr. Fouracres dostroyc<l the native studemU’ 
cricket ground by noodlessly sending carts across it in sjiito of tlicir reiuonstrances ^ wliile 
be did not allow a native student so much as to walk across tho Furopnans’ ground. Tho 
facts as stated by Mr. Fouracres, are these:— 

“Thellehree Training School had a crieki't club, ainl th<j captain of the club was , 
having the ground ]>repared for tho season This ground lies hetweoii the native si udents’ 
quarters and the two bathing ghats, and was intorsecti'd }>y a t rack I’his iraf-k, as it crossod 
the cricket ground and was against an existing college rule, Ihe European students dug up, 
in order that the grass migliti grow on it; and placed as usual a b:inil»oo at each cuid of the 
track. One day a native student was seen parsing this \v\y ; and a Uttl<i hoy (the smallest 
3 f the Dohree Training School) toM him ho must not walk acros.s this pic.-c of ground, as il 
was being prepared for a cricket lield, alnl was against ord*‘rs Tho native student insisted 
are going tlds way, but was prevented from doing so by tin; Eur«>pean student, who did sf> 
witliout striking the olfeiidor, but by simply staiKling in his way f I may nuuition that tho 
distance by the path is hut a few yards shorter than the distane.e hy the ro.ad.) A complaint 
was made to me by one of the native students; an<l tlui Captain of the J»chree Cricket Club 
asked me fof-a written order prohibiting students from crossing the ground. This 1 gave, 
although I considered it uiinocwjssary, as 1 had given ;^io order I 0 the linys jniblicly on their 
arrival at the College. After reooiving the complaint 1 scolded tho boy for jostling the 
native student, and althougli the ooinplainaut was a bigger boy than tlie European, 

I assembled the Dehree students, and hdd them that tlioy wero on no account to interfere 
withtUb native students; and that if they did so, I w<Mild, on j»roof of the samq, have the 
offender turned out of tho College a once. 

“ Next, withifegard to tho complaint of my sending carts across the native students’ 
orioket ground. This is a strip of land in front of tho octagonal building, and is not a 
oriflket-grou&d, nor is it fit for one. In August last, about the 9th or 1 Uth, two carts 





arrived with a pug-mill and other artiolee belonging to the cement experiments; and had 
to be taken to one of the new temporary quarters erected for the native students, but then 
unoccupied. I told the carters to take thorn to the buildiDf^. They did so the best way 
they could, which was close to the octagonal building, and as xar as possible from the spot 
which had boon rolled by tho native students. I may have tdld them that they could roll 
the ground fifty times if they liked, but the carts must go tho way I had directed, as it 
was not on tho ground they had rolled or were intending to roll, b|j|^ was close to their 
buildings and away from their ground.*' • 

82. I havo now gone through all the spoeifio charges which, so far as I have been 
able to loam, have boon at any time made against Mr. Foura«^'*es. Their character will by 
this time be obvious. 13ut, with regard to one agpfjpt of ther^ 1 would say that nothing 
but the most perverse ingenuity could discover in the history of all that has passed 
eixice the establitthment of the (College, any sign of ra<ie distiiuAion in the treatment of Jjfluro- 
poans and natives, always excepting tho wtill-known, and iindor the eircnmstances fnevitahle, 
fact that tho Furoj)can students were mucli hotter lodged than tlie iiativos, and tliat ihh*latter 
during the first cx]joriniental period had to eiiduro much dis- omfort, to relieve which, so fat 
as poesiblo, was the e<»iistaut object of Mr. Fouracres and of all connected with the College. 
With this exception, I am firmly convinced, from all I have seen from the beginning, and 
from the irupiii'ies 1 hav<i lately made, that the intorests of tho native students were at no 
time, whether by Mr. Fouraertjs or by any other ofiicer, deliliorately sai.'rifiood to, or carelessly 
neglected in favour of, thr)se of the Fiiropeaus. Mr. Fouracres has, T know, made many efforts 
to induce the two classes of stuchuits to mix. Ho says, “ 1 liave repeatedly invifitid them 
to cricket and fof)tbaU (with the Furo 2 »eaTis), and 1o the reading room, tolling them they were 
free to all ; but, ivitb one or two excepiions, 1 liavo never soon any of them attend 
those amusements. 13ut 1 have seen them wait until the bjiiropean boys liad gone to dinner, 
and then make a rush for the gynmasiuiii, but the moment dinner wa.s over they all walked off 
to their quarters.’* Hiis, Iiowmjvoi*, may have Ixion due to the feeling that tliey are not as good at 
manly sports as Furop^-an boys are 1 have heard nothing timding to show that the Kuroj>oau 
boys treat roughly any native studeuls who may join in their games, or play practical jokes 
on them. 

38. With regard to the exaction of work from native students ; if Mr. Fouracres 
gives a specific! order to any one, he exi)ect.s it to bo obey ed Some of them, Indeed, need 
no driving. “ Many of tlie students,” lie stat«!d to the Board, “have a good deal of zeal, 
and do good work. They’work at the bench and the forge exactly as tho Furopean appren¬ 
tices do. Put L believe that tho majority have no taste or liking for manual w'ork." 
With roforeuoe to this, Mr. Fouracres has told me that lie has shut his eyes 
to as much as it was pos.siblo for liim to wink at. Ho remembered, ho says, that natives 
were not accustomed to ooniinuoiis manual work, and he waiihid to be habituate them to it 
by degrees; all ho insisted on was that they should be present in tho sho])S ; but if he onoe 
got thorn there, lie did not inquire t(»o closely into tho amount of work they wore doing. 
With European students lie was thoroughly strict. And it will be remembered bow 
emphatically Mr. Fouracres stated before tlio Board what his treatment of a European 
apprentice would have been, if he had committed Srish Chandra’s act of mischief. 

34. A similar charge of preference shown towards European students to the disadvan¬ 
tage of natives has also Vieeii made in the press against Mr. Slater, the ofiioiating 
Principal. It is said that Mr. Slater ordered the native students to quit the front seats 
in the locturo-room, in order to make way for the Europeans. Before stating the facts, 
I may explain that so far as my experience goes, Profe88{>r8 never interfere with the way 
in which students seat theraselvos. "J’he constant practice is that those Bludeuts who join 
tho class early in tho term occupy the front benches; tliose who come later, sitting behind. 
By common consent among the students, tho earlier comers retain their advantage; and in 
a few days the students settle down to the seats which they will occupy for the rest of the 
term. In accordance with this practice, when the college r©-c*pened, after the vacation in 
June 18^0, tho students of tho first year class took their seats as they joined. The Christian 
Btudents who came first occupied tho front beiiuhes, and the natives as they came sat 
behind. This arraugemont continued daily for about three weeks, and by that time each 
student liad come to look miou the scat which he occupied as his own by right of usage. 
Mr. Slater, however, who was then a J'rofossor of the college, did not approve of tho 
arraugemont; thinking that as English was not their native tongue, the native students 
should sit in front, so lliat they might have a bettor chance of understanding what was said. 
He accordingly detiided to place tho Earopoau students at the back, and proceeded one 
morning to the class-room to carry out tho change. On arrival, Jio found all the Ohriatian 
students waiting outside, complaining that tlie natives had appropriated the^seats which 
they had hitherto occupied. Mr. 81at^ thereupon directed the European students to go 
back to their old seats, pointing out to the intruders tliat, in occupying seats which by 
conventional usage belonged to others, they had committed a breach cf college etiquette. 
Next morning, tho students complained to Mr Downing; the Principal, and Mr. Slater 
explainc^d, to him what had occurred. On going to the class-room, Mr Slater adAressed 
tho stxidents, telling thorn that he had intended to alter tho distribution of seats on the very day 
on which the natives had chosen to oust the European students; and odde^ that, os they had 
taken the law into their own hands, ho would not interfere with the oxisti^ arrangements. 
However, after the lapse of a few days, Mr^ Slater, in order to cany out his original intention. 
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which h© still thought desirable, altered the arrangement of the tables in the room; and on 
the alteration being made, ho gave the natives the greater share of the front row. 

36. It has also been stated when two Hindu students applied for pormission^to live in 

the quarters oeoupied by th^ European boys, offering to pay the higher rent of Its. 5 a 
month (the rate charged for boarders residing in tlio bungalows being JIh. 1 a month, which 
was, as a matter of fact, remitted during the past year), their application was refused. 
The request was nri^^^de either to Mr. Fouraores or to Mr. Slater, who liavo heard nothing of 
it ;^ifc was probably in5l!fc^to Mr. Downing, now on furlough. If it was made and refused, it 
would only have^been refused on the ground that tlie ai>plicanlR wore not prepared to abide 
by the rules in force for the oocu]:)aat8 of the building. It would have been out of the 

question to allow them to li^Mhere, ti^Iu^vo their moals in their own rooms, and to keep 
tneir own servants about them; since these are ])rjvilegos denied to Christian students. 
At the present moment there aA two I’arsees, one Mahoinodan, and one liongali Brahmo, 
who live Sind board with the Christian students, and ooiifonu to all the rules in force for the 
latter..• 

30. The specific charges against Mr. Fonracres liaviiig hcou, as I cannot hut consider, 
satisfaotorily met in every case, it becomes of impnrfancH to inquire whether tliey were 
antecedently probable. Mr. Fouracrcs is fortunately not a stranger among us ; his character 
is well known, and he has been prominontly before the jniblie for many years. Coming to this 
country in 1846, he has since boon constantly cuijdoycd in establishing workshops and iii train¬ 
ing workmen, both European and native. Ho has never before liad any disturbance arising 
from insubprdiu.dion. Never before lias any breath of censuro ])asRod upon liiin. The record 
of his fiorvi(*.^s is a record of liigh aiiprcciation of his nnd character, by men eminently 

qualified to judge of them. He has reetdved the ])erR<uial fommendation of men so liighly 
placed as 8ir William Donisfm, Sir^Artiicr (kitlon, *Sir Amlrew Clerk, 8ir (roorge Campbell, 
Sir William (irey, Ijord Mayo, and Dord Northbrook ; all of wlmin had bocomo acquainted, 
by personal observation, with liis skill and suct^ess in the managcmicnt of w^orkshojis and the 
iroiiiing of mcHilianics. Sir Arthur (kdt,on wrote :—•* 1 have repeatedly had ti'visit those 
works, and have hid good opportunity of ascorlaining his admirable conduct of his duties. 

I consider him oikj of the most faillifnl and oHVctivc of the sc*rvants of iroveriurient, a man 
of quiU' superior skill in liis business, but specially a man of remarkable abiliry in managing 
and instructing native workmen. Ho lias brought up a groat numbt^r of lads, and made 
them superior workmen. 1 have luwer scon work equal in quality to that turned out of his 
workshop."’ 

General Itendidl, .Toiiit-Socn*tary to the Gov(»rnmout of Ilongal. in the Irrigation Branch, 
wrote in 1871 :—“Mr. Fouracres has already been so siKicessful in training Native and Eurasian 
lads as artificers, that his oj>inion may be safely takmi on this jioint; and 1 know of no one 
poBBessiTig bettor cpialities for impart.ing a practical knovvlodgo of meehanioal liandicraft, or 
to whose tuition lads might bo more ])rofitably entrtisled.” 

Mr. Tjevingt^ wrote in much the same terms : “ 1 know no one so <*ompetent to give* an 
opinion on this subject as Mr. h’ourjw'res, wlifi has been accustomed to worksliops all liis life, 
and has himself trained up a great number of boys.” 

In the same year Colonel Haig, (Hiief Engineer, wrote: “ The Tjieutenant-Governor 
thinks it of special iiiiportance that tlu» s(‘ljemo (of a training school at Delirct*), if approved, 
should be stalled at once, W'hile Mr. JA)uracrt‘s is in eluirgo of the Delircu Worksliops, as it is 
much more liKcly to succeed under his supervision tliaii under that of any other officer.” 
And, again, “ The present Executive Engineer, Mr. h’ouraeTes, has already showu, by 
the great success with which Jie traini'd a iiumbor of lads in the Goilavery workshiqis many 
years ago, that lie possesses peculiar qualifications for the iusk,—superior, I daro say, to those 
of any other men in^India.^ 

i^olonel Gulliver, Joint-Secrotary to the Government of Bengal, in the Irrigation 
Branch, wrote in 1874 : “ T camu>t close this [reyiort on the T)ohree training bijIiooI] without 
bringing to notice that the whole success of the school up to the present time has boon due 
to the care and exertions of Mr. Fouracres, who lias given every moment of his spare time 
to the superintending of the boys in the school, in their quai*t(jrs, and at their amuse¬ 
ments ; besides being very careful that their work in the shops is properly attended to.” 

In the same year Mr. (now Sir Stouart.) Bayley, ilu^ (kimmissioiicr of the Batna 
Division, after a visit to Dehrec, w'roh? tlius/if Mr. l^\iura(Tt‘s, “ l o whose constant supervision 
and successful management the reyuitation of ilic^ seh<u)l is mniuly due.*"’ 

In 187*0 the Secretary to the (iovtiriiiucuit of India wrote : “ I am also directed to 
plaoe on record the high appreciation in which the Cjovtjrinnent of India holds the servioes 
of Mr. O. Fouracres in coniuHition with 1h<' training seluxd. 

LiUSily, when in 1871) the GovtUTimont of Bengal proyiosed to establish the Seehpore 
Training ColleJ^c, a spociul application was made to tlm (rovi^rumciiil of Tmlia in the follow¬ 
ing terms for the sorvices of Mr. h’ouraores, who hud men rctir<‘d on penshm : “Arrange¬ 
ments are now being made for the esiablialiment of a toclinical training school at Seebporo in 
conneoiiou with the ( ahnxtta workshojis lately transferred to new premises at that place ; 
and the Lieutenant-Governor considers that on public grounds it is of great iinportanpe* that 
the now %chool should be started under an oilicer so specially fitUnl for the work os 
Mr. Fouracres,” On those grounds the eijiploymcnt t»f Mr. Fouracres was sanctioned by 
the Government of %dia. 

37. If I might ho jiermittcd to express my own opinion of Mr. Foutoctob, based on an 
aoquaintonoo of some years, I should describe him as one who, by his qualities of energy and 
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UDrifflitTieBS, and by the manly and thorough diflohar^ of his duties, had gained a position in 
whiSi ho commanded the respect of all who knew him well; as a man of genuine kindness 
of heart and incapable of injustice or oppression; as a man who would do honour to any race 
or country. If the na’ ivo students of the Soobpore College have |ailod to appreciate and to 
value Mr. Fouraores, and if that fact reflects discredit on any body, it is not on Mr, Fouracres 
that the discredit should fall. 

38. I now retimi to the immediate subjent of this letter; the namely, that 66 

out of the 70 insiibortlinate students have apologised for tlieir misconduQ^f^nd prayed to ho ro*a(l- 
mitted to tlm College. Tlie }»etitioiiors, in asking leave? to withdraw* their names, express their 
regret that, in submitting the joint memorial, they “ uneonseioupteracted in breach of a G-ovem- 
ment rule.” “ The error of judgment,” they ow^iue, Wnjt.i mnrkod oiu* conduct in this 
rosjjeot was, we humbly bog to o.ssure you, soUdy duo to our isnoranoe of the rule, and not to 
any want t>f respect f)n our '|>art for the autlic»ritieB ]d!ieodyover us.” And they conclude 
with the promise tliat, should ilicir prayer bo graiiitMl, thi?y will rcuider due obedience to the 
authorities, and act in conformity with the rules of the' institution. If, then, the question be 
asked whether ihiiir a})cjlogy is as ample and their suhndsKion as complete as have u right 
to expect if the students !u*o to he? re admitted as pupils r)f ilio Soebi>ore Gcdlego, I must point 
out that the apology makes no rofortmeo, in the fir*?1 phiee, to the disobedience which the 
students coimiiitfed in refusing to oh(?y my orders of the ^Ird May. I’hoir error of judgment, 
they say, was solely due to tiuir igTif)Tanc(' of the Gon firnment ndc, ~a plea whi<& was not 
open to them after the receipt of my letter, iti wliicli T told them tluii the signing of the 
momorial was a breacth of discipline of llu> most serious kind. in tlio siicoiiAplaoe, does 

it make any reparatifni to Mr Fouraoros for the way in winch he has bc'eu so cruelly maligiied. 
Mr. Fonracrcs has l)(M*n held up to puhlic re]>robation ns a monster ol* tyraiiTiy and oppression ; 
when the only fault which he has committod jus tliat of having misuudorstood tlio native 
students, and of having ascribed to them <jualitios of pritiencn and good lernyier under trying 
circumstaTices whi(?]i tliey did not possess. Tin'apology is, in fact, just such an one as might 
have been submitted in iibe(lien(‘o to my original orders, bt'fore they had committed tlioir act of 
mutiny, fidlr>wed hy expulsion, and before the real charaolor of tlieir complaints against Mr. 
Foui’acres liad hoeii made clear. 

39. Still,! do not wish to press those points unduly. The students have submitted, 
and their submission may be ijikon to irndiidi' not only Ibeir first act of indiscijilino, but their 
second act. of disobedience, wlieii t.bc'ir fault was jiointed out to them. And with regard 
to Mr. l’\)m*>icrcs, it must, be reniemb(*red that the students <lo not yet know the result of* 
my enquiries; and tluit the feelings, however unre.*i. 80 uable and mistaken, which prompted 
the first memorial, have not been likely to subside iir to altiT their cluiraeter, when the only 
influences to which they have for more, than a month been subjecti'd are Biich as would 
confirm and exaggerate them. Tlio students have ]>romised to ri'Ycler duo obedience to the 
authorities in futures anil, tlierefore, if they ro-enti^r the (kdlege, they will do so under 
conditions which uili atbu’d im excuse for a (lisatfci'tod attiludi? liercafter. F Avould therefore 
counsel a lenient course, and tlie re adinlssinn to the (’ullege mi certain conditions ol* all the 
students, including Snsh riiandrn Laliiri, fr> wliosc' level of disobi'dieiioe the rest have now 
fallen. They have brooded over troublos which witc real, and over grievances wliioh as against 
■Mr. Foiira<T(»s were mostly imu.ginary; they have I'onqiarod tlioir lot with that of tlieir 
European follow studi^nts, and have resented the differonci' in tludr eonditiomj ; and though 
their attitude until rcificntlv gave no groniid for suspecting tho steady growth of such feelings, 
it is Tioverthelees true that thc-y existed, and wore treat cmI as if they did not exist. Where 
they have so grtiwously gone wrong is in liaxnng utterly misplaced their rosontmont in 
having identified Mr. bkniraeres with the discomforts of which ho was well aware, but which 
he was doing his hi'st to remedy ; and in having, when tlioir resnufTnont began to grow, 
detected in every liasty exyirc'ssion, i?r peremptory order a proof of unkindness or want of 
sympathy. Something too may Iniveheen added by tho fact that. Mr. Fouracres roprosentod 
that side of tlieir work whicli to most of tho students was irlisome and disagreeable—the 
labour of the shops. Again, when they had taken their rash step, and found themselves 
in utter be\vildormeut at tho ruin of tlnur pros])('cts, it unfortunately happened that they 
fell under tho infiuonco of ©^dl advisers, who, careless of the injury they were doing, magni^ed 
aiid exaggerated eV€iry grievonoo into unnat ural dimensions, stung them with the suggestions 
of raoe-ontipathy, treated them (poor lads !) as patriots and heroes, and exhorted them to 
maintain their dignifiiki resistance to tiio insolent tyranny of authority. No wonder they 
failed to recover tlie mental balance they bad lost. At the same time they had wise and 
firm friends, and among them somo to whom thej^ could look up as the recognized leaders of 
their community, who did not cease to point out to them their folly and presumption ; and 
I am glad to say tliat hitter counsels finidly prevailed. ^ t . 

4l>. I would not be thought in any way to make light of tho offend of which the 
students have been guilty. With hw many excellent qualities, the yoimg native of Bengal is 
too often dofioieiit in W'hat may bo called hnekliono; prone toma^ify imaginoary slights; apt to 
form too high an opinion of himself; inclined ta bo insubordinate when things do not go 
exactly as ho wishes. Unlike his fellow*studouts at Oxford, the Bengali undergTwiuate would 
much rather be spoken of as a gcntloman” than as “man,” and with regard to his^osition as 
a goutlcman be is acutelv sensitive ; forgetful that the most manly and self rospectifig persons 
ore not in the habit of asserting tlieir claims os gentlemen moirt Ifttdly. To encourage 
him in such a temper and attitude is to do him a real and lasting injury; if we ore to make a 
of him, we must toach him by rebuke or by ridicule not to attach too much ixuportanoe 
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to trilloa. Iliidor ciroiiTnatfiTic.HH, for oxaniple, like the present, no stiident, should he allowed 
to retani to iho Collef^<^ wiilioiit being made to uiiderslarul elearly that llio posititni which ho 
has takoTi up is utterly uiitonahle and absurd, and that ho has rim tlio risk of ruitiing lus 
l>rospe(its for life on grounds.wliieh are ludicrously iiiadt^juaie. 

•41. It reinains to oonsidor the eondilious on whidi the students may he ro-admitted 
tf> Iho Colli»g(^. T hey have, in the first place, by their nwn jw‘f made it impossible that they 
should rejoin thiMdnllliHa for ill 0 present term. During Ihe time, now six wet^ks, that they 
have niaiutained Iheir iulHihordiuato attitude, their ehtss-follows have eonliiiiied their studies, 
and it would be irnpossihlo to ke(*]) th(» latter hack until tlio n^adniiiied students hnd 

niad<x II]) lost ground, or to ntmlrnl i to lectures wliieli tliey are iioav ineapahlo of 

foilowiiig- The course of LiistXetioii lu (jlass would 1)«» eutjrc'ly disorganized, and the 

diligiuil and orderly students w|iild he made to suffer for the faults of their fellows. Such 
puuishnie]^t. theri'fore as tin* insubordinate students have hrnught u])ori tliemsolvos, they must 
intwitably endure ; hut 1 woul<l ask for no mort*. Suilieient guarantet'S for orderly conduct and 
for tho eoni]>lele inaintenanee of disci])Iiuc being H(*eiireil, 1 would re<*oimiiend no further 
])onaltios of any kind. If iny suggestion is aeeepl(*d by (lovermnent, its t*lfect will bo as 
h)llows:—The students will not return to the (Jollege during tho present term, wliicli closes for 
the long vacation about the l^ih August. The vacat ion lasts until Iho hegiiiiiiug of Novomhor, 
when the winter si'ssioii will begin. Tho classes will at oni-e go into camp for field-work, and 
tbe re-adiuiit<*d students 11013 ^ then to allowi'd to join them, resuriiing Ihoir stmlies at the College 
ill the following February. The students of the Kiigineering classes will thus go up b>r 
their exainimition a 3 "ear later: hut in eoiisnleration of the fact-that they will have gone 
thn)ugli a ]»ractieiil eoiu’so for one col<l season heyond M'haL is ri'ijuired hv iho rules, 1 would 
recommend that the-final 3 u^'Lr of jiraethsal training, after passing tin* Universit 3 ^F\a.Tniua- 
tion, h(? ri'diiced to six months. 'J'lie students will thus lose six months’ i lm<‘. In the same 
way, T would reermiun'iul iu the ea.se of f»verseer students ami jiT)prentice3 tliat the final year 
and a half of ])raeiu*al training he rculuced to twidvi^ months. 

Any r(‘-adimtt('d students wlio have been scholarshiy)-holders niiglil he allowed to draw 
their seliolarsliijis from tlie 1 st November, the stipend b)r the int(*rvening period being 
forfeited.

AVk tbe undersigned native students of the (Government FngineeTing College most respec- 
fiilly beg to submit to you tlie following lines for your consideration, regariling tin* harsh 
and unkind troatTneni which we habitually receive from Mr. Fouraercs, tlit* iSii])erinteiRh*nt 
of tbe Calcutta \Vorkslio])s. 

2, ’Wo Iiave liad lM*fore this to complain to flic Frir'cipal <if Air. Foiinicros’ eondiut 
and of the harsh and iiekind, and pometiiiu's ('veii abusiv^e language which Ik* is in tin* habit 
of using towards ns. AV^t* c*oinplaIiK‘d that Mr. Fouracri'S did nr>f tr *at ns as gentlemen, and 
we bogg('d^)f the lioanl of Visitors to relic^vc us from his authorit y^ ami ])laee us directly 
iiuder the IVincipal, ex(!e])1 during iho worksbo]) hours. 'J'hat ]>etitioii wa,s not forwardod to 
the lbjard as its tom* was thouglit to be objectionable, and tluj language employed was not 
deemed to be sullleieiitly resjieclful. AVe did not, however, ])reHeTit a fresli petition, aind we 
laid hoped that the simide fact of our having formally coinplaiinMl would misnro tt better 
treatment at tho hands of Mr. FounuTcs. AVe have, liowevtn, he«*n disappointed, and it is 
now our painful dut 3 " again to bring a oomplaint against him; and this time hocauso }»h 
has siibjeclcd one of our uuinhiT to the gros.sest insult in assaulting him in the ])re.sence of • 
the whole worksho]) eslahlishmeut. AVA) are tho sons of gimth^mnn and w«‘ho])e t,f> lx* treated 

as such ; we ]io]>c that we shall receive the same eonsid(‘rate treatment whicli slndents receive 
in the other Dovernmoiit Colleges under your direetion. Our solf-re.spect has been deeply 
hurt., and we appeal to you for protediou. 

3 . The facts t)f the case which we have referred to are as follow's:— 

On Friday last, the S*2nd instant, Si:ish Chandra Laliiri, a student of the second-year 
class A, while working at a ja.iieliing inaehiiio accidtnitlv injured (lie die. Jt a]>j»ears tliat 
tho student tried to ])UJich a hole through a ])ieee of iron which was loo tJiie.v for tho 
fltroiigth of the machine. 'I he matter was in due course rc]»orted by the forcTUMn to Mr. 
Fouraeres. On reeoiving this ii;formation, Mr. J<^ouraer(*s a.p]x\'irH to have completely lost 
his temper.# Rrisli Cdiandra was caHod upon to explain his coiKluct. He admit!ed that ho 
had injured the die, and he o.\i)r(‘S.sed his willingness to pay for iIk: cost of repair. Mr. 
Foia'aeres said “ you are aii idiot, sinoe you tr^l to make a liolc through suih a thick 
piece of iron,” and he threateued to re.])ort the matter to iue lA’iUcipal with a view to 
have the stud(‘iit e.xjiellcd, or to make iiim jiay for t hr; cost of re]>jLirs. Suhsenuently, 
Mr. Foimu^es eume to Icani that the student came from the ear]K iiier’s sh<i]i and did not 
belong to tho fitter’s siiop This throw Mr Fouracn^s inh) what, we are constrained to 
say, amounted to an mi go veniabh* (it of passion J I uv Lug ascerlained wd are Siish Chandra 
was Mr. Fonrao#*.? rushed into the carjieuter’s slioj), caught hold of iho stmlent by tbe 
nook and turned him about for a time with violent jefks. liumcdiately afler ho again 
caught hold of him, raised a stick and strufjk the oarjiontor’s bench Bcvoml times with it, 

J 
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It is to bo obsorvod that tho Htiwlout throuphout showed the utmost forlwarance, and though 
his temper was put to tho severest trial, did not use a single disrespectful word to Mr. 
Fouraorcp. 

Certain IV, Srish < liaiidra was to blame for his ignorance, and perhaps his carelessness ; 
but we PuLinif that it is iTU])ossiblo for a student to learn without iniikmg a great many 
mistakes, and sueli nii»t,akcs deserve kind nnrl eonsidernto treatment from the teacdier. 
Moreover, Srish Chandni unhesitatingly achnitt(!d that ho had injured tV'j? die, and indeed 
ho was quite willing to niako all ro])aralions that lay in his pf^'A';* 

satisfy Mr. Fonraeres, and forgtitting what was tine frtnn a toaehcj.1^ tlio taught, committed 
a most unj>rovnke(l assault ujton one who ssas guilty of no hat ever, and whtj received 

the unbearable insiiU to wliieli ho was siibjet'ttul Wt? appeal to you as 

tho ilotid of the Fidiu-ation department ft>r ])rot(‘e1 ion. Any nie of us may, at any time, 
be Bubjeoled tf) the treatmeTit wliitsh Srish ('hantlra has if'ctMved at the hands of Mr. 
Fouracres AVe. feel that, tin; insult tliat has betui otTert'd tt) Srisli Chandra, lias })ef<n offt'rcd 
to tho entire body of the nativt' students of the t ullegt\ AVe. ai)pool to yon that we may be 
spared tbt* ]»ossibility of suoli in<lignitit*s in tin* future. In stM^king to h^ani t^iigineering 
we liavo not eeasf*d to bo gt'ntleiutui; and manual labtmr, il is io bti hoj^etl, has not degraded 
us in th<^ esiimation t)f oiir t'^aebt*rs. 

AVe therf?f«)re most ljumbly pray that you will bt' gootl tmougli to take our grievances 
into your eumost consideration, and to reliev(‘ us from the autlioril y of Air. lAmraeres.

I TiAMs tli(» honouj* to aeknowdedge the r{'eeij)t of your memoraudiim No. r>3(>, dafed 2Gtli 
ultimo, bjrwarding a petition from 87 native studenls of the hnginet'ring t%>llHg(\ in which 
they conqduin of tlie c-ondin-t of Air. Fouraer4*s, the J^Xoeutive Fnginec^r in dlarge of the Work- 
shops, in assaulting and using violiuit languag(» to one of their iiuniher, and in wliieh lbi*y iiray 
to be relieved of his authoril y. I have also nieeived a lettt r from Air. Fourai res desnibing 
w'hat really liappemid on tluMH-easiou. 

2. It api^ears tliat on tli(‘ 22n<l nltimo, Srish ('?linndra I-ahiri, a stiidiait of the, second- 
year engineering class, Avho was working in the carpenter's shop, left his lieneh Avithout ordi*rs, 
and going to th<^ litter’s slioji, wlu'n* he bad no riglit to be, proceeded ft » pniieli a hole in a 
pieeu of iron at one of tho rniieliine-tutds. The iron Avas too thick for tluMmu hine, tlie ‘ bolstoF 
or bottom-die of AV I lie! i was conseijuenlly broken, and some urgirit Avork stopjx-d fr»r u'neral ilays. 
AVl\ou tho tnaiter was rcporte,d to Air. Foimi.ere.s, ho sent for tJie student and asked him what 
ho meant by being “ sudj an idiot” (U’ “ sudi a fool”' as to iiu'ddle Avith a machine that ho 
kuew nothing alnait. At this time Air. Fonraeres Avas under the imin'ossion that the student 
was Avorking in the titter’s sho]). Dn learning that he belonged to iln^ ear]»cntci’’s shop, Mr. 
Fonraeres followed him thither, tot>k liiin by tho arm or the slioulder, and brought him back 
tti the fitter’s shop, a foAv paei^s distant, Avliero, pointing to tho brokt'u madiino, he Avarned him 
omphalically, in tho j>r(‘Hmi(*.<» of the other stmlents, novor to toiuli it nj^ain A\dthout or<lers, an<i 
not ti^ leave his j)ropcr Avoi’k. At the same time Mr. Fouraeres struck the beiidi with his 
stick. 

3. This was the assault, and this tho abuse ami violence coTn]>lained of. Mr. Fonraeres 
states that, he adotited llu* euursri lu> did, in order, firstly, to let the students UTiderstaml 
juibliely thill they must not meddle Avith mneliiiios of the use of wliieh they are igno¬ 
rant, to tho risk of life, limb, and pr<q)eily, and, stJtionJly, to save Srish t luuidra Ijtihiri 
frtmi the dismissal or otluir serious puniahmont wliioli would hav(3 resulted from a formal 
oomplaiut. 

4. In submitting their potiti<»n, tlie studimts of the (College have entirely failed to 

understand tho serious ehara<4(»r of the idfeiiee of which fc>rish I'handi’a Ijiihiri W'as guilty, 
f’or a similar act of disobt dienco and misehied, the otfonder, whether workman rgr apprentice, 
Avould have bemi summarily turned out of any workshoji in England, Irritated as 
All*. Fouraeres, like any good Avorkinanvmust Lave been at the oeraiiTence, it is not surjirising 
that he sbould sjieak in the sharpest lai^guago to one who had been guilty of an act of 
luLsebievous folly-; and 1 am not in(*line<l to lake si'Hous nothte^ of the term wdiieh Air. Four- 
aures Lu his indignation ust*d. In not rejuirling tlie olfeiidor, he acted Avilh his hahituaLforbeor- 
anee. The alleged assault was of the most trivial kind; and the stolement that Mr. Four- 
acres '‘struck tile .'..irpeiiter’s bfUK-h soA'cral liiuea Avitli liLs stii^k ” only brings out more clearly 
the true ^.haraotor of the eempluint. ^ 

0- iu <*laimiiig to be treated like genthunen, the studontii forget that they must first 
beliave like luen,; w'liilotheh presout moruorial is iu fact a aoi-ry exhibition of obihlisn petulanoo 



and proBumption. When they *writ4) about “ a most nnprovokefl assault oominitted upon ono 
who waB guilty of no ofl'onoe whaitjver, and wJio i*oceivf»d the unboarable insult to which he 
was subjected with calm dignity ” and whcm they state that “ the student throughout showed 
the utmost forbearaneo, thoiigli his tcsmiuT was put to the severest trial,” tlieso pretentious 
declamations would be merely ludienms, did they not f»irnia}i so lamentable a proof that the 
writers am entire strangers to what is manly and becoming con<.lu<;t. 

6. There is aJj^hcr side to this question. I'lui cTily persons immediately conoomed in 

the^ dispute are and Srisli Cliandra Jjahiri; and if tlic latter, considering 

himself aggrieved by M^j^iu'acres* treatment of him, bud submitted a toiriporate reproson- 
tatioTi oil the subjeet, it \^juld have liecu duly c msidored in coiinoetirm with the original 
offence. lUit it is not to be his fellow students should tak(5 up his quarrel, 

should combine to frame a j<»d. his interc'st, and, constituting tlierastdvos the 

judges in his cause, should «lomAi<l Ihoir removal as a body from the control of one who lias 
been plaoiifl in aiilhority over them. 8ueh a ]irocccding strikes at the root of all diseiplino. 
The studenls, indei'd, alleges (hat “ the insult oilViped to ISnsh Oliundra has Ikm'ii ojf<Tod to the 
entire }>ody of the iiutiv(j studtuits of the f\;lleg«'.” 'I'liis ass(»rtiou has been sutficiently 
disposed of hy what has ju*ce <led. Tlio students, again, enni])lai»i of tJie “ harsh and 
unkind and sonu'thiios even ahusivtJ Itmgiiage, wJiieli ho '/Mr. lA)ura(Tes) is in the 
habit of using ti>w.aids us.” klr. Fouracres’ cl^ara^^t<‘r and mode of dealing with students, 
both Jbluropean and iiativr*,, liavtf lieeii fixi long and tof> fav<jural)ly known to mu, and I may 
add to sii(iCiC8siv<> Viceroys and Tjituitenant-tTOVornors tlirougli a HtTi«*s r)r yc'ars to justify mo 
in paying q-ny aMenlimi to a stut.emiait made iii sueli general term*^, aiifl (us J believe it to 
bo) so grouiuHess. Mr. l’V>uraeres is abovt' all things a workman, trained in habitsobedionco 
and diseiplim^, a' ciistounxl to insist on good work, and firiii in enforcing it. 'riio disiapJinu 
of a Avorksliop IIko lliat of a regiment is different fnuu the disei]din<' «)f a class room, and 
there is no loss of dignity in yielding implicit obi'dien<x‘. to eitLcrtb<‘ one or tlieotluir. Students 
working under Mr. !'V)uracTes must t‘X]>cct- orde rs ])ro)n]>tly given to be ])ronjj»lly olx^yed, 
and a sliarp rebuke if they are carried out in a negligent, iiiatieiHivo or dilatory way. 'IJiese 
are the (ionditious wlu«*li lU’cvail in evc‘ry good workshop* in any ftountry, imd in the absenee 
of whieb no sound iriet'.liaiiical training is possible. And L belie,v*' it to be just tliis of 
whieli the students eom]»laiM as a griiwanc'o. Their former ]x‘titioii on the sanu' subject was 
not Biibinittcd to the Bojird of Visitors because, as they truly state in lh<ur present iiiemorial, 
“ its t(>nt^ was thought to Ix' obji*etionablu, and tln^ language enqdoyed was not deemed 
to be hultieiontly re.'*pi-ctfill.” lint in the present (MjnnrijtLon it is not the lone or the 
language whieb is tlie mo^t sia-ioiis matter, but rather the entire inability of the 
students to understand (be conditions whieb will enable them to bceornc good workmen 
and to succeed in the proh'Ssion which they have clioscn. To have the opportunity of 
learning ihoir business under au hhigiunor of Mr. Four acres’skill and oxperieiu^o is a privilege 
of whii'h vlic students will, it is to bo hoped, learn, in time the value, d’o show themselves 
8r> sensitive on immaterial points, and so careless of thi> mein obj<*et of their education ; to 
clamoiu* for the treatment of gentlemen when tlujy arc behaving like imriiiy Hclir)ol boys, 
is only to show their folly and ingratitude. 

7. To have signed tlie meinorial is an otl\>iif?.o against discipline uf a very serious kind,. 
Some students have, 1 am glad lo set', .since wilhdra.wn their name..;, and no furrher a.c,tiou will 
bo taken in their ease'. Tliey slate lhat in attaching their sign!i.tnrcs 1u the niemori.-il, they 
were. “ miffnform.xl as to tin facts of the cjise,” and they add that th(*y wi*re ‘"never harshly 
nr unjustly tri'uted by Mi*. Iviuracres.” Tliis is fpiiti^ suHiiMent to show that the memorial is tho 
result of an unseru])ulous agitation, and that it does not ex]>re.ss the genuine feelings of thf>so 
who have signed it. Should llu'ro he any, liowf'ver, who, aftiT siiliieh'iit o])portumty for 
rcllciitioii, persist iii tln^ attitude which they have tak<ui iqi, J ^^an only rcg;u*<l them jis I'oolisli 
and insiibordiiiatn youths, whom it is not di'.sirahle to retain as nieinbers of the tlollege. You 
fU*o therefore requested to make these', ord- rs known to the students, and to infonii them that 
those whi> shall not within three days have asked jx'rmission to withdraw their nanu'S from tho 
memorial, witli such expressions of (Miutritiou as you may judge to he siitlicienf, will be removed 
from tho College.

maliciously or !as iu tho jiresi'iit by wanton and culjcible reckle*;sne.4S. Olfeiieos of this 

kind muifc be firmly impressed. Srlsfi Clioudia’s nanui will therefore* be removed from tlio 
books of the Collegt*. ^

2 . Tli« native students have shown that they do not in any way appreciate tho gravity 
of the offence of whicdi they are guilty. During tlie past three days they have eontinued to 
proserve their original insubordinate attii-ude, and, as the time which was given them for 
refloctidn has now expired, I have corritjd out your iastructious and withdrawn from the books 
of tho College the names of all those who have not tendered a suitable apology. Out of the 
H7 st-Tidents who signed the petition 1 forwarded with this office No. 5^0, dated 2(ilh Aj>ril 
1881, seven withdrew their names before the petition reached yoi|.,^no Srisli Chandra 
Dahiri was expelled on the receipt of your orders, one denies that signatimj jiurpoijbirig 
to be his was written by liim, and four have tendered their apoluj^s; the remainder to the 
numl>er of 74 have this day ceased to be members of thti CoUegJi^^'he ciase of the student who 
denies the signature is luidor investigation, the rusulL^:nihf^t will bo duly communicated to 
you. ' ^ 

The native papers have injudiciously done their boss to fnu*oiirag(‘ the native students 
to disregoid all true tliseinliiie, and 1 feai* that unless sonn^ slriugeiit measures iwe taken to 
close all Government Colleges and appointments to the sliidcnis that- have bocui expelled, the 
recent agitation will bo the moans of undorminiiig tho di8(jij)liiu> of other Government C«>lleges 
in Bengal, and perhai)s throughout the wliolc^ Presidency. I am pr(ij>ariiig a stab-'iiieiit 
showing the names, age, school where ediuiated, and date of passing the university tests of 
all the studfuits just expelled, which T hoy>e to be able to submit at an t^arly date, and beg to 
suggest that a copy of it bti s(?ut to all collcgt;s tlirougliout Bengal, and to the heads of every 
Government ofHw, and the information contained in it made jaihlie in any oilier way you may 
think fit. 

4 . I enclose two statements, one showing the names and position in the College of each 
student that lias boon oxi>olled, and the oilier tho present condition of each class.

The 
I jicutonan t-G over nor oxiirosse d 1 1 i s wil lingness 
to make a grant from Provincial Services of 
B/S. 50,000 to lls. 60,000 for the establishment 
of such a hospital as would afford accommodation 
to invali<ls from all parts of the Lower Ih’ovinces, 

2. The Coinmittco, after careful consideration of the different sites avail¬ 
able, recommend that the site of tlio Booteah School should be adopted. They 
have considered a rough plan of a two-storied hospital to accommodate 16 
first class, 20 second class, and 20 third cluss patients at an estimated cost of 
about Rs. 52,000, and they propose that the plans and estimates should be 
completed by the Public AVorks Department for submission to the Lieutenant- 
Governor. They arc of opinion that little (UlBculty would be found in 
raising public subscriptions to provide for the equipment of the hospital and 
the maintenance of the jioorer classes of patients, and they recommend that 
measures should be taken to ascertain what assistance may be expected from 
tlio public. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor approves the suggestions put forward in the 
Committee’s report. The Public AA^’orks Dc})artment will be reejuested to take 
measures at once to level the Booteah School site, demolishing the old buildings 
and cutting down the hill so as to secure suflicient space for a substantial struc¬ 
ture of the dimensions proposed. Flans and estimates of the work should bo 
prepared with as little delay as possible, and as soon as they have been approved 

^ by the Lieutenant-Governor, a sj)ecial grant will be niado of the amount 
* required foj^tho construction of the building Meanwhile a grant of lis. 2,0()(> 
is sanctioned to admit of the Police Hospital being at once adapted for the 
reception of Kuropean patients, so that accommodation may bo available during 
tlic cummt season. 

4. The (Commissioner of tho’Division will be desired to submit sugges¬ 
tions regarding the constitution of the governing body of the nciw institu¬ 
tion. It is necessary that a Committee should at once be formed with 
authority to receive subscriptions. The Couimitbjo will also have 
to consider various questions connected with the admifiistratjon of the hos¬ 
pital, and to submit, for the approval of Government, a scheme for its 
general management. As recommended in paragraph 8 of the Committee’s 
report, the Chamber of Commerce, Calcutta, tlic' Trades’ Association, and the 

^ Agents of the East Indian and Eastern Bengal Railways, will bo invited to say 
to what extent tlie Committeo may expect donations for furniture now, and 
subscriptions for other purposes hereafter. The Surgeon-Cioneral will be 
requested to ascertain to what extent advantage wouhl probably bo taken of 
the hospital Mfy the different classes of patients, and to offer suggestions I’egard- 
ing the system under which the oiBcers in char^ of tlio metropolitan hospitals 
should be authorized to transfer patients to the JDarjoeling Hospital.

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NOTE. . 

Now vhat the Tramway has been brought into Daijeeling, and that the fianitarium is 
plaood in direct and easy communication with Calcutta, and with most of. the oiTil stations of 
Bengal, and now that tea-planters from the unhealthy Dooars and the Terai can reach 
this station easily and without exposure in a few hours, the question of providing a good, 
well organized Ii^uropean hospital for the comforiablo reception of patients ^pnd convalescents 
from the plains, forces itself upon the consideration of Government, ^ 

I have aheady received representations regarding hospital acc^^Rf^^dation for sick persons 
and convalescents conucotod wim the hlaBtern Bengal Kailway, tfy^lNorthem Bengal Hallway, 
and the Darjeeling Tramway ; and it appears t hat be dono some arrangement 

must at once l)e made in coiumuiiicatiun with IKo^^aiiagers ] i those lines for supplying a 
great and growing need of this sort. But as Darjeeling mcr(j|.ises—and it is now increasing 
daily—we shall have to provide hospital occommodjition for the iiermanent residents of the 
station and district. There ore the tea-planters and their assistants scattered about all over 
the district, some of them placed in very unhealthy situations. Cases in which young men ore 
brought in sullcring from fever of a severe type for medical attendance are very common, and 
a dilficulty is frequently found in iiroviding them with accommodation during their illness. 
The hotels and boarding-houses are generally full, and a sick person is not always a welcome 
inmate in a public estahlishmeiit of that sort-; and it is feared that many useful men have 
lost their lives in the Dooars and the Terai, wlio would at once have come up for treatment 
if a comfortable hospital existed for their reception- Then, again, there aro many cases of 
persons residing in outlying plantations, who desire attendance during their confinement, who 
can only obtain it at an enormous cixpense, altogether beyond tlnur iiu'aus, and wlio are not 
within reaoli of the Civil Surgeon, and oases are not unknown in which it has been found 
impossible «to prooure accommodation for such oases here r>n any terms. 

But besides these Hi ere are fi*equont cases iu iho niofussil stations of perBons pulled 
down after severe sickness or sulToring from obstinate disease, who are unable to take the change 
to sea which richer persons could afford, hut for whom a change and careful medical attend¬ 
ance are absolutely necessary. There are also persons who could undergo operations in the 
cool climate of the hills, which they could not bear in the heat of the plains. Dastly, there 
are patients convalescing in the Calcutta hospitals, to whom a change to a convalescent ward 
iu Darjeeling would be of the utmost importance. 

It therefore seems to me that as a European hospital has to he built, we should not keep 
in mind only the requirements of Darjeeling, but of the province generally. It will in tho 
long run ho a saving to Govcirnmout if a iiuiuhor of its servants can ho sent up here for a 
few weeks’ treatment in a Kuropt^au climate, instead of having to take leave to Duropo 
or to linger on in a condititm of inofH<uoncy from ill health at stations in tho plains. 

The expf^rimeiit <»f }»aying wards for first-class patients has been tried on a small 
scale in Darjeeling, as also in Calcutta, and with the greatest promise of success. 

I tliink that tho best plan of dealing with tho matter will be by appointing a Committee 
to consider the Tvliolo subjec;!—Iho silo, flio classes and quantity of accommodation, the rate 
of charges, the mode of admission, Ac., «&e. ' 

I accordingly aiq>oiiit the following gentlemen to bo members of a Committee for this 
purpose:

Colonel Trevor. 

The Deputy Commissioner of Darjeeling. 

Mr. Martin. 

Dr. Birch. 

Mr. Cliristio. 

They should consult the })rosent Hospital Committee, who have already given tho 
subject their attention. 

There ore several sites wliich suggest themselves— 

1. Vale Pleasant, which could at once be made available for tho pu:^ose. It has every 
advantage cxcej)! that the houaos are entirely out of repair. It has a nright look out, and is 
near tho Mull. There are three houses; one has seven rooms with ample bath-room aooom- 
modation, whicjh could ho made into a hospital for paying-patients of the first class. 

Then there is one large word in a separate building which would do for patients of the 
third class, who would be inmates of fi general ward. It is airy, light, and has a teak-hoarded 
ilooT; it would hold probably 14 or JO beds at least. There is a row of little separate rooms 
attached to this, which would be very <*.omfortahle for second-class patients. And there is tho 
Hetreat, a very comfortable four-roon?ed cottage, which would he available fhr special oases 
requiring quiet, such as midwifery of*' oj»erations. 

This site, with the buildings, is, I believe, valued at Rs. 10,000, and I shotild be glad to 
transfer it to the Hospital Committee, and to make a grant towor^ its repair. Some of the 
buildings would require a now roofing, and a good deal is required in tho way of repairs^ 
Proper servants^ quarters ore required, and a room for the hospital asais ant would alifc be .neces¬ 
sary. But after inspecting the buildings, I am afraid that they are so much out of repair that 
practically they would have to be ro-biult; and if this is to bo done, ihe^^ money will be better 
spent iu constructing on entirely new hospittd on the most improved principle than in r^air- 
ing and adapting old buildings—never a satisfactory process. 




2 . Then there is the Booteah School site. A magnificent site might be secured by 
pulling down the old Post Office, now used as a Booteah School, and cutting down the hill 
12 or 14 feet. Upon this site a really good two-storied hospital might be constructed, 
iSapahle of providing between 50 and 60 beds. Of these, about 15 or 16 probably should be 
separate rooms for Oovemment officers and other first-class patients, 20 might be for second- 
class, and 20 for third-class patieids. 

3. Then there js th e site at tlie back, or at the south of the Bengal Office ; but this 
is perhaps bringing tn^Hiunital too much into the station. 

There is a GoveSl||eiit silo at liowland’s Place ; but this is perliaps too far down 
the hill, aijd is not very accessl^^; othorwiso it is a very fine site. 

I have indicuitod above tlifr>in mua ch isses which would probably have to ho accommo¬ 
dated. I should soy that— ‘JW *' 

First-class patients shoiM pay Its. 2 a day, making their own arrangement for 
djet. * 

Second-class patients should bo men and the families of men drawing, say, less 
than Rs. 300 a month in salary, or an ccjuivalcnl. income from other sources. 
The charge for them might bo Its. 3 a day incliuting diet. 'I’hoy should have 
a ward to themselves, or rather two Vards—oiio for males, the other for 
females. 

Third-class patieiils should be men of official or ollior incomes of loss than Rs. 100 
a month. Tlicy shoidd i>ay probably Rs. 1-4 a day, including* diet, on the 
scale of the fhaioral llospital. Tlioy must be inmates of tbcj general ward sot 
*apai-t for their sex. 

When patients of tlie third (^hiss are servants of a State or Guaranteed Railway, or 
public company or of a public dej)artinent, they should be re«*eivod only on a guarantee that 
their cost at the fixed rate i)er diem will be j»aid or recovered by t.ln.‘ir employers or the 
head of iho department, wlio will make arrangemoiits for recovering it when netH»8sary 
from the patient. Wliore eonvaloseents of the third class are sent up from (hdcutta by the 
public hospitals, the hospitalF^WHst-bo responsible for their leeH hero 

I leave, however, tlie rate of fee to be settled by Iluj Committee, but have merely 
suggested theso rates for Ihoir guidance. 

It seems to me to be of gi*cat iraporianoo to give tlic^ sebemo an immediate trial, and 
I am therefore V'illiiig to make a grant of Us. 2,0()b, wliich slundd enjible the Hospital 
Committee to uda}>t the whole of the Polic^i^ llf>spit^d at oruse for the rec(*})tiou of Ruropean 
patients. The Rxccut ivo Rngiuoer could arrange for accommodating i he few ]ioli(;o jiatieuis 
there are elsewhere. 

A proj)or establishment would have to bo provided and eventually paid for by the 
Hospital Committee. 1 think a good English nurse or matron essential. A trustworthy 
woman could probably bo induced to take the }daco in this climate on very favourable 
terms. If no one is available locally, the Ladies' Committee at Calcutta might find some 
one suited to the place. 1 do not wish tlie hospital to be a charity hospital. It should 
pay its expenses, the building liaving been onc(3 provided and equipped. I am disposed to 
give a grant from Provincial Services of Rs. 50,000 to Rs. 60,000 for the jmrposo of 
establishing the hospital, jirovidcd, such a hospital is or»icU'd as shall afford accommodation 
to invaUds from all parts of the Lower Provinces. For a merely local hospital, or for 
acoommodat^n for the railway servants, I could not sanction more than half the amount. 
I gather from tho Civil Surgeon that lie thinks a coiiFidorablo sum might be raised from 
Bubsoriptiou for such a useful purpose as this. The fees should be so fixt^d tliat they afford 
a reasonable prospect of the liospilal covering its cxjienscB. Fivo or six first-class, five 
second-class, and twelve or fourteen third-class patients ought to cover every expense.

REPORT. 

Tho Committee aj»]>ointed by Ibe Lieutenant-Governor’s note of iho 11th Juno, to consider 
tho question of establishing a European General Hospital at Darjeeling, mest at tho 
Bengal Office at 10 a.m. ou tho 15th June. 

PUESENT : 

All the Members. 

1 . The Committee, accepting as beyond controversy the considerations put forward by 

tho Lieuionont*Govemor in favour of the establishmeni of a European Hospital at Darjeeling, 
on the largest scale suggested in His Honor’s note, proceeded to consider first tho question 
of sites. k 

2 . They wore unanimously of opinion that Vale ITeasant was not a desirable site for 

a hospital. Not only were the buildings unsuitable and dilapidated, but the ground space 
was far too limited. Moreover, experience had shown that there was serious risk of damage 
to any ffuildings there from landslips on the hill above. i * 

3. The site in the Bengal Office grounds was also considered too small; and it was 
moreover suggesif^ that Govoniinent would in time require tlie ground for offices. Besides 
which, to place a* hospital so close to the Mall and the most frequented roads of tho station, 
was not advisable. 



4 > Low'laad Flaoe was admitted to be a fine site, but the Exeoutire Engineer pointed 
out that it was at present the only briokfiold available to Ghovernmont. It was very desirable 
to, work out the bed of olay now exposed there before putting any buildings on the land. It 
would afterwards form a fine building site. Dr. Biroh objected to the site os too far away 
from the centre of the station, and as less open than the Bhootea school site. 

5. On the whole, the Committee had no doubt that by far Iho best site was that put 
forwai'd as No. 2 in the Lieutenant-Governor’s note, t.tf,, on the top q| the Bhootea School 
hilL To exit the hill down 14 feet would, Mr. Christie thouglit^^^^iSE^ only from Its. 1,000 
to Rs. 1,500, and would give a ground area of upwards of 20Q|jfl00 feet. To out it* down 
20 feel, at a cost of about Its. 2,000, would give a still largm^^feen. 

G. The Committee resolved to recommend thatt^g|rf^ouil dings now on the top of the 
hill should be at once demolished, the toaolM^u-i^v/ oocuJ>W£^bom being moved into Christina 
Villa, an empty house belonging to Govormiiont, just heloi the school, and that the Executive 
Engineer should be authorized by tbo Public Works Department to comraouc^ the levelling 
of the site pro]>osod. Even were the hospital not to bo built eventually, (rovommont would 
secure by this opi?ration a vastly improved property. • 

7. Mr. Martin laid before the Committoo a rough plan of a two-storied hospital, 
settled by him in communication with Dr. Birch, providing accommodation for—

half being males and half females, and estimated to cost 
about Ks. 52,000. 


The Committee considered the plan, and aiiyiroved it witJi certain minor modifioations. 

They resolved to recommend tbiit Mr. Martin should ho authorized to complete the 
plans for a building of the size and description shown, hut modified, if necessary, to suit the 
shape of the plateau as produced by cutting down the hill top, and to work out regular 
estimates for the orders of the Lieutenant-Governor in the Public Works Department. 

8 . The Committee rcmaikcd that the grant offered by Government would not do 
much more than moot the cost of levelling the site and erecting the proposed buildings. 
They thought, however, that little difficulty would bo found in raising by public subscrip¬ 
tion money enough to furnish iho ho6])ital completely. Tliey also thought it advisable to 
secure annual Bubseriptions sufficient to enable the managing body of the hospital to make 
provision hereafter for even a poorer class of patients than those mentioned in tho Lieutenant- 
Governor’s note; or such subscriptions might be apjjlied in paying tho railway fares and 
providing warm clotliing and other comforts for patients who could not afford such for them¬ 
selves. The (Committee resolved to recommend that Government, in tho Medical Department, 
shoiQd at once make public tho Lieutenant-Governor’s note and the Committee’s proposals, 
and invite the Chamber of Commerce, Calcutta, ilie Trades’ Association, the Managing 
Boards or Agents of the East Indian Railway, the Eastern Bengal Railway, and other like 
bodies, to say to what extent tho Coinmittoe might expect donations for furniture now and 
BubBcriptiouB for other purposes lieroafier. Tt miglii also he found that some of tho funds at 
the disposal of the hospital autlioritics in Calcutta could bo devoted to paying tho expenses of 
poor convaJesoents sent up from medical institutions at the Presidciicy. Enquiry might at 
the same rime bo made as to tho extent to w^faich advantage would probably be taken of the 
hospital by the different clasBes of patients. On this point the leading medical officers in 
Calcutta and the larger mofussil stations might ho able to give useful information. 

9. The Committee did not consider that enquiries such as those suggested above need 
delay the putting in hand of tlie work of building. They had no doubt that a hospital 
of the size suggested would always have a suffioient number of patients to moke it self- 
supporting. They looked forward ratlier to its being possible with tho aid of public sub¬ 
scriptions to extend the benefits proposed to a poorer class, and especially to tho children of 
the Free and other Charitable Schools in (,'alnutta. In time the whole School Hill might 
be covered with buildings devoted to sucli uses, tbo Bhootea school being moved elsewhere. 

10 . The Committee thouglit that it was premature at present to attempt to settle the 
scale of charges. Generally speaking, the Lieutenant-Governor’s suggestions seemed reason¬ 
able, but this w'OB a point that could he sotilcd liereafter before tho hospital was opened, and 
when it had been decided how its governing body should be compo.sod. 

11 . The Committoo also did not consider it nocu'seary at present to place themselves in 
communication with tho present Hospital Committee, Dr. Bfrch having informed them 
that that body was already taking stcj)S for giving effect to the Lieutenant-Govomor’s 
wishes regiirding tho oxtciiision of tho jirescnt European Hospital, and Dr Birch himself 
being in possession of all the information that could ho (jontributed Ijy tho Hospital 
Committee. 


12. The Committoo observed that tlio Lieutenant-Governor’s note did not TOpoint them 
to be the governing body of the proposed hospital.^ They thouglit that tho mode of admis¬ 
sion into the hosjiiial would best bo d(;Jo3*njined by rules to bo drawn up by such governing 
body, and approved by Government hcivtiftor. It would probably only bo necessary to 
provide tliat, except in emergent eases, Oiiplications for admission should bo submitted to the 
governing body for orders, aud that that btuly, or tho medical officer, subject to their control, 
should have power to terminate the residonoo of any patient.

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4. TJiere has been a falling off in the income as compared with the previous year by 

Kb. 480-6-9, owing to many of the dealers having stopped work altogether througli the 
necessity of taking out licoiises for a whole year, whereas in previous years they were taken 
out foi* either quarterly or half-yearly periods, by which the dealers were nt liberty to 
toko out licenses for only the working season. No other fibres wore warehoused except in 
such quantities ns the Act admits of lioing kept witliout license. . . 

5. A detailed list of jute warehouses lor which licenses wore graTitod is given in 
Statement No. I. In Statement II arc given the particulars of the proseimtions instituted 
during the year for broaohes of the Act, all of which were for using warehouses without 
license.

FINANCE. 

KESOLUTION. 

CALCUTTA, TnE 24th JUNE 1881. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is now in a position to review the actual finan¬ 
cial results of the year 3879-80, the regular estimates for the year 1880-81, 
and the budget estimates for the year 1881-82. The final accounts of the 
first year, with the report of the Accountant-Qeneral, have been received; and 
the Government of India have considered the estima^s which the Lieutenant- 
Governor has formed of the financial position of this Government at the close 
of the past year, and of the money at its disposal during the current year. 
In the Heso^ution of 25th May 1880, the Lieutenant-Governor examined 
fully the. character of the receipts and charges grouped under each of the 
major heads of the estimates. It will not now he nt?ecssary to enter into the 
same details again. . But, as the contract under which certain heads of revenue 
and expenditure wore m;ide over for a term to the management of the local 
Government in March 1877 will expire with the current year, it will be con¬ 
venient, after revi(‘wiTig the budget estimates for 1881-82, to examine the 
general results of this experiment, and the effect which five years of extended 
decentralization have had upon the finances of Bengal. Before the next budget 
can be prepared, it will be necessary for the Oovernruent of India to decide on the 
experience before it udiat i)oliey it will adopt for the future; whether the system 
of decentralization is to be contracted, to Ix', maintained on its jiresent footing, 
or to receive a further development; and how the shiares of the Imperial 
and Local Governments resj)cctivcly in the advantages of gain and the respon¬ 
sibilities of loss are to be determined and adjusted. The policy of decentraliza¬ 
tion in public works was adopted in 1877 without any limit of time ; but the 
Lieutenant-Gov(‘rnor will take the opportunity of showing under this head 
also what progress has been made under the system of Brovincial responsibility. 

I.— Accounts oe 1879-80. 

Trovmcial Services .—In iho Hosolution of 25th May 1880, it was estimated 
that the1879-80 had opened with a credit balance of Its. 42,79,000; 
that the total amount available for expenditure had been Ks. 4,24,71,000; 
that the expenditure on all accounts had been Rs. 3,81,72,000 ; and that the 
year had closed with a credit balance of Rs. 42,99,000. The final accounts 
show much more favourable ^ results. The amount available was really 
Rs. 4,81,17,081, while the expenditure was only Rs. 3,80,12,831. The closing 
balance was therefore Rs. 61,04,250. The following table shows the estimates 
and the actuals under the differents heads •

There was an increase in the revenue of Us. 6,37,269 over the estimatfs. 
An increase is shown under Excise of Rs. 1,76,768, under Eailvoaya of 
Rs. 1,13,766, under Law and Justice of Rs. 95,203, under Other Public Works 
of Rs. 1,07,326, and under Provincial hates of Rs. 63,811. Tho Government 
of India also sanctioned the additional assignment for the administration of 
the License Tax to which reference was made in paragraph 6 of the Resolur 
lion. The receipts under the head of Assessed Taxes were thus increased by 
Rs. 1,24,344. There were also minor increases under other heads. On the 
other hand, a decrease is shown under Stamps ot Rs. 70,784, undiw Tiegistra^ 
tion of Rs 14,970, under Irriaatiou and Navigation of Rs. 94,697, chiefly in 
the collections from tolls on the Nuddea Rivers and Calcutta Canals, and under 
Education of Ks. 1,728. There was also a small falling off under the head of 
Unclaimed and lapsed deposits to the extent of Rs. 4,206. The receipts 
under this head are necessarily liable to considerable fluctuation. A small 
increase of Rs. 2,654 is observable under the head of Imperial allotment. 
This represents the value of books and periodicals supplied by this Govern¬ 
ment to the Government of Bombay, adjusted through this head of 
account. Tho sum of Ks. 0;131, shown as “ Contribution from Local. Funds,” 
was the unexpended balance of a grant of Rs. 10,000 made to the Singbhoom 
District Road Account in 1878-79, which was refunded to Provincial in 1879-80. 

Tho actual expenditure of 1879-80, compared with tlie regular estimate, 
showed a decrease of Rs. 1,69,169. This result could not have been arrived 


at had the Public Works and Irrigation Departments been allowed to spend to 
the full extent the amounts provided for in the regular (estimate. There was 
a saving of Rs. 2,24,792 under Irrigation and Nanittatiotu and of Hs. 2,72,699 
under Other Public Works. The advances to local funds were also restricted, 
and there was a saving of Rs. 64,332 on this account. Land Revenue shows 
an improvement of Rs. 40,028, and Registration au increase of Rs. 46,203. 
This was tho result of the transfer of tho land registration charges from the 
former to the latter head. Similai’ly, a saving under Stationery and Printing is 
counterbalanced by an increase in expenditure under Stamps, the cost of staihps 
supplied to Provincial Governments being now charced under the latter head. 

As was explained in tho Resolution of 26th May 1880, tho contribution 
to Imperial Funds is mado up of a special contribution of 10 laklis made to 
assist the Supremo Government in view of tlie pressure of extraordinary- 
charges, and the sum of Rs. 3,16,000 expended from Provincial Funds on 
the Patna-Gya Railway. The latter sum is shown as a contribution to 
Imperial Funds. It is again shown as a part of the capital advan(%4 ^he 
Supremo Government for the construction of tho work, but without interest. 

Tho not result, as regards the Provincial Revenues, is an improvement of 
Rs. 8,05,260 on the regular estimate. 

Incorporated Local Funds .—The receipts of tho Incorporated Local Funds, 
including the grants-in-aid from Provincial Funds, aggregated Rs. 41,43,370, 
and tho expenditure Rs. 43,91,206. There was thus a deficit of Rs. 2,47,835 
. instead of a surplus of Rs. 2,08,000 as originally estimated. There was a falling 
off ill tho receipts from fees and lines of tho Inland Labour Transport Fund ; 
the miscellaneous receipts of the District Road Fund and District Road 
. Accounts aggregated only Rs. 94,287, whereas it was estimated that they 
would come up to Rs. 2,28,000; and tho disbursements on account of Public 


Works amounted to Rs. 36,95,285, against tho regular estimate of 
Rs. 84,74,000. The 'Lieutenant-Governor has already remarked^^^t care 
^lould be taken to prevent any undue accumulation of funds whic^are raised 
for specific purposes of local improvement. The actual closiug baUmcc of these 
funds on the Slst March 1880 was Rs, 22,50,964, thus— / ,

JSxoise .—Tile Accountant-General ostinrited tliat the total receipts in 
1880-81 would amount to Rs. 8(^00,000; but the Lieuleiuuit-GWrnor, with 
reference to the figures before him, and to the el.-iiin which h.-is linen made on tlio 
Government of the North-Western Provinces for Rs. 1,60,000 on account of duty 
on Shahjehanpore rum exjiorted to Bengal, fixed ihe regular estimate at 
lls. 84,60,000. The ndiustment, if agreed to, will he made through the 
Imperial allotment. Meanwhile, the Government of India have aecoptod the 
estimate of receipts in Bengal at Rs 83,00,000. The roeeints in March, liowevcr, 
have been unexpectedly large, and there can be little doubt that the gross esti¬ 
mate of tl9)l^overnment will he more than realised, and fliat the revenue of 
the year wilmmount to Rs. 86,50,000, even if the excess duty on Sliahjchan- 
pore rum is ex\aded from the estimate. This amount will accordingly be 
entered in ^he Jjegular estimate for the year. 

Aaseaned Te^ea .—Under this head the ^ount, lls. .3.50,000, taken in the 
budget estimate B unchanged, the Goveruraent of India having agreed to 
make a fixed allotment of this sum to meet all chargc.s on account of license-tux 
for collection and lefunds. 

Brovinciat r^a .—The budget estimate was lls. 33,77,000. This* ivas 
raised on the Acbcnntant-General’s regular estimate to Ks. 36,00,000, with 
reference to th^acfwl receipts of the previous year, From the latest informa¬ 
tion, however, it vnuld appear that the receipts will probably not exceed 
Rs. 85,25,000, and ^is figure will accordingly be adopted. ,

Customs .—The provincial receipts under this head comprise wharf rents', 
confiscivtions and yfronaltics, and miscellaneous items. The budget estimate 
was Ks. 68,000. The actuals £or the first six months justified the Accountant* 
General in increasing titis to BiS. 1,14,000 in his regular estimate, and this 
figure was adopted. His revised estimate of its. 1,18,000 lias been adopted 
by the Government of India. 'J’he figures whicli have reached fliis Govern¬ 
ment show that the receipts will come up to Rs. 1,30,000. This amount will 
be entered as the regular estimate. 

Salt .—^Tlio local Government is responsible for a payment under this head 
of Rs. 2,20,000, the sources of income being rents of warehouses, fines and 
forfeitures and miseollancous. The budget estimate for 1880-81 was 
Rs. 1,18,000. The Accountant-General in his regular estimate reduced . the 
figure to Rs, 1,04,000, and he has now again, adopted the original estimate. 
There has been an increase in the demand for warehouse accommodation, and 
the information before Government justifies the Lieutenant-Governor in 
assuming that the veeciyits will prove to have amounted to Jls. 1,35,000. 

Stamps .—^The Accountant-General’s regular estimate of stamp revenue 
for 1880-81 was Rs. 1,10,92,000. It was reduced by this Government 
to Rs. 1,10,50,000. The Government of India lias made a further reduction of 
Rs. 2,60,000. There wiis a di •crease of stamp revenno in most of the districts 
in the closing months of the year. The Lieutenant-Governor will adopt 
the latest estimate. 

Registration .—The regular estimate was Rs. 10,81,000. There has, how'- 
ovor, been somi? falling otF in the later months of the year. Tlie actuals of 
1879-80 were Rs. 10,29,000, and this, amount will bo entered as the regular 
estimate for the last year. 

Minor Departments .—This head includes Colonial Emigration fees, 
Botanioal Garden receipts. Cinchona I’lantation receipts, and some miscella¬ 
neous items. The roirular estimate was Rs. 1,58,000. Tlic receipts from 
Cinchoua Plantations were large towards the close of the year, and the estimate 
may be raised j;o Rs. 1,05,000. 

Law and Justice .—The budget estimate w'as Rs. 19,81,000, of which 
Rs. 10,30,000 appeared under the head of Laio* and Justice proper, and 
Rs. 9,61,000 under that of Jails. In the regular estimate the figures for Law 
and Justice were increased by Rs. 16,000 under the sub-heads Sale proceeds of 
unclaimed property and Pleadership examination fees, with reference to the 
receipts actually oht.ain<'d up to that time. There lias, however, been a con¬ 
siderable falling olT in the receipts from General fees, fines and^fm^jituros in 
the later months of the year, and the estimate will bo reduced to Rs*’9,75,000. 
The payment to the Imperial Treasury is Rs. 8,00,000. Under the head of Jails 
the Accountant-General in his regular estimate reproduced the budget estimate 
figures, remai'king, how'over, that it was doubtful if the estimate would be realized. 
The latest info^^mation shows that the receipts Jfrom jail manufactures, though 
larger than in the previous year, will be below the estimate. The regular 
estimate of receipts cannot be taken at a higher figure than Rs. 7,25,000. 
The Lieutenant-Governor will therefore accept the regular estimate of the 
Government of India under this general head, and enter Rs. 17,00,000. 

Police .—The estimate of receipts tmder Police was raised from 
Rs. 4,57,000 to Rs. 4,69,000 with reference to the actual receipts of the first 
six months. There has lieen a considerable increase under the minor head of 
Fees, fines and forfeitures, which include Pound collections, and estimate 
will stand at Rs. 4,86,000. f 

Marine .—^The regular estimate has been raised by tbe^ovemment of 
India from Rs. 11,85,000 to Rs. 1^00,000 with reference to me later figores 
before them. There was a large increase in pilotage receipts tlwards the close 
of the year, and the estimate will be raised to Rs. 12,40,000. m 

Education .—The latest figures show that the regular esPmate under this 
head may be raised from Rs. 4,80,000 to Rs. 5,10,000. There has been a oon« 
siderable increase under “ Fees and Contributions.” * 

StalMmery and Printing.^—Thc regular estimate will be increased from 
Bs. 1,10,000 to Rs. 1,20,000, the figure adopted by the Govmrnment of 
India. . f 
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Miscellaneous .—The regular estimate was fixed at Us. 7,17,000 by this 
Government. The Government of India have raised it to Us. 7,35,000. The 
principal item in the receipts under this head is UnclaimecK^deposits. ,The 
actuals were.Us. 6,47,700 in 1878-79 and Rs. 6,77,582 in 1879-80. It is probable 
that a further decrease will bo ob'^erved in 1880-81. This is attributed to the 
closer scrutiny which the deposit registers are now subjected, under which 
all items liable to objection are at once removed, and smaller amounts are left 
to lapse to . Government. The Accountant-tteneral remarks that some 
portion of the reduction will he met by larger receipts unHer Service heads, 
and ultimately by a decrease under Refunds. The details under this head are 
liable to considerable adjustment after the close of the year, and it is not possible 
to estimate the ultimate result with any certainty. The regular estimate, of 
the Government of India will be adopted. The amount payable to the Govern¬ 
ment of India under this head is Ks. 7,92,000. 

The actual reetdpts under 11 us head iu 1879-80 vvereRs, 25,13,766 
against Rs. 17,53,100 in 1878-79. Thi^ first estimate for 1880-Hl was 
Rs. 27,26.000, but the increase daring the first part of the year was so markesd 
that the regular estimate was framed for Us 30,28,000. Tho* Government 
of India liavo reduced the cstimat(‘ to Rs. 29,Jj5,000, and it is now not probable , 
that this sum will be exceeded. Tlio estimate will ])0 modified accordingly. 

Irrigation and NarAgation .—It was ohscu'ved, in tiu^ review of the regular 
estimate for 1879-80, that tliorc liad been a serious fallifjg oIT in the retreipts 
from tolls on rivers and canals. The receipts were Us. 6,76,564 in 1878-79. 
The budget estimate for 1879-80 was Us. 7,82,000, the regular estimates was 
reduced to lls. 6,97,500, and the rcc(dpts were only Us. 5,75,192. Fov 1880-81 
the budget estimate was Us. 6,79,000, arid this has now to be redutu'd to 
Rs. 6,36,000. There has been a falling off in the traffic liy these routes during 
the year. The regular estimate is based on the aetuals up to the close of 
December. Under the head of Prodiustive W'orks the rei^ihir estiruat(^ is only 
Rs. 10,00,000, against a budget (islimate of JU. li,6(5,000. It is exphiincll 
that the low prices ruling have induced the people to b(dd up their stocks, and 
that they have tlius been without money to pay their irrigation dues in time. 
Orders on this point have been issued from ti»e Irrigation Branch. 

Other J?uhlio IVorlcs .—The receipts undtn* this head are made uj) of 
recrii)ts from f(*rrics, &e., by civil oifi(!ers, and misccllatieous ro(;eipts by the 
Public Works Department, chiefly on account of remts and sales of old materials. 
The actuals under the forrncir head wore Us. 5,2S,327 in 1870-80, ilie regular 
Estimate for 18S()-81 is Rs. 6,12,000. Tlnav has hern a drjcnsase in ferry 
<^eccipts in^imTCungpore distri<;t, owing to the extension of the Noviliern 
Bengal Sta!c Railway. Tlu; cstiinato under tiie second head lias been rcdiuied 
from lls. 1,49,000 to Rs. 1,10,000, chiefly on account, of a wrilo-back from the, 
profits of the Calcutta workshops on account of excess credits to revenues in 
previous years. 

Imperial allotment .—This represents the gradually decreasing sum made 
over from the Imperial Treasury to enable the loc’al Government to carry 
on the services entrusted to its management in ruldition to the revenues 
derivable from them. The allotment for 1880-81 was Us. 39,88,000. A fixed 
addition of Rs. 12,000 is to bo made on account of the loss sustained by the 
Provincial Revenues in coiisccpicnco of the crediting of the fees and fines 
under the Salt Department in Beliar to* the lmp(u*ial Revenues. The allot¬ 
ment T)ropcr for 1880-81 is therefor(3 lls. 40,00,000. To this must 1^(» added 
Rb. 44,O0O^SndvaMced from Provincial Punds in 1878-79,• on account of tlm 
Salt Prevcntiv^Tlstablisliuient in Orissa, as well as Us. 5,000 and Rs. 50,000 
claimable from^hcr Governments and the Imperial Government on account 
of jail manufaAircd articles , supplied and jn'inting work flouo rcs])cctively. 
The total sujnshAm under this bead will tlieiHforc he lls. 40,99,000.

(2) in 1877-78 (Exedse, Stamps, Law and Justice, Marine, Miscellaneous, 
or (3) after 1877-78 (Provincial Kates and Assessed Taxes). There is no grant 
from the Imperial Treasury under the first head; under J^he second the 
grant is lls. 4,91,000. Tb(? actual charges under the (irst two lieads have 
been Rs. 6,05,424 in 1877-78, Ks. 6,30,023 in 1878-79, and Jis. 6,48,T49 
in 1879-80. Under the third, a spetdal grant was made to proiecc 
the Provincial Revenues from loss on account of refunds of license-tax 
collections. In 1880-81, and the current year, the local Government 
takes a lump sum of Rs. 3,50,000 to provide for all charges on 
account of licL‘nse-tax. The regular estimate under this general head was 
framed with reforemse to the actuals of the first six months of tlie year. 

It has been raist‘d by the Government of India from Ks. 6,60,000 to 
Rs. 7,60,000, with reference to latiT figures, 'fhe Lieutenaut-Oovemor 
considers, however, that Rs. 7,00,000 will be a sufiiciently largo provision. 

Land lievetme —The rcguLir estimate under tlus head was Rs. 25,12,000. 
The actual expenditure in 1879-80 w^as Rs. 25,08,972. Tlu' Government of 
India havo raised the estimate to Ks. 26,41,000. Tlie charges urider regular 
Revenue establishments, and those for the management of estates, show a consi¬ 
derable increase, and the cstimatt? will be raised to Rs. 27,00,000. 

Under Excise^ Aftsesned Taxes^ Customs^ Salt^ and StanipSy the regular 
estimate already adopted requires no modification. Under ^alt, the budget 
estimate was Rs. 34,000. Tbis has been reduced to Rs. 22,000, the amal¬ 
gamation of the post of Superintendent of the Sulkea Salt Golalis having 
clfectcxl a largo saving. Under tiie head of Stamps is now included the cost of 
stamps supplied to the locul Governmeut,—a chnrgc which forjjit*rly appeared 
under Stationery and ^rintiny. 

Under Heyistraliouj tli(3 Government of India ridsed the estimate from 
Rs. 0,25,000 to Its. 0,50,000. The latest iulbrraation available shows that 
it will be sufficient to provide Rs. 6,40,000. 

Administration .—Tne Accountanl-Gcnerars regular estimate was 
Rs. 14,43,000, and this has been raised by the (iovernment of India to 
Rs. 14,87,000. There has been an increase in the chai'gcs under Commis¬ 
sioners’ cstabiislimonts. Tl)e Lieutenant-Governor consid:‘rs that it will he 
suflicieiit to raise the estimate to Rs. 14,70,000. The fixed grant from the 
Imperial Treasury under this liead is only Rs.•12,01,000. V 

Mingr Ucpartnicnts. —The prineijKil charges under tlitTlTtsin^re Oolonial\ 
Emigration, Cinchona Plautntions, Rotanical Gardens, llegi*»tration of traffic, 
and Provincial Museums. The Accountant-General’s regular estimate was 
Rs. 2,71,000. Tlio actual charges in 1879-80 were Rs. 2,79,766^ So far as 
can ho ascertained, there will ho little difference in the amount "Expended in 
1880*81. The regular estimate will accordi:gigly he raised to Rs. 2,80,000. 

Law and Justice ,—The budget estimate under Law and Justice (proper) 
was Rs. 64,73,000, This was raised to Rs. 66,45,000 in the regular 
estimate, chiefly with reference to the increased charges for copyists, and 
to the general revision of establishments in courts sanctioned in Govern¬ 
ment order No. 4365, dated ISth September 1880. Under the High 
Court's Circular No. 35, dated 1st October 1880, fees for copying* and examin¬ 
ing documents will be paid in stamps, and the copyists will be brought 
upon the regular eslablishmont. Under Jails the regular estimots^as framed 
at Rs. 18,96,000 against Rs. 18,40,000, the actuals of 1870 ti^. The groi^ 
regular estimate was therefore Rs. 86,41,000. There have bee^saviftgs during 
the later months of the year, and the Government of India mve reduced the 
regular estimate to lls. 84,40,^0. From the latest figi^s Ihst supplied 
by the Accountant-General, the Lieutenant-Governor Moes not think it 
necessary to make a larger provision than Rs. 84,00,000. f 

Tlio sanctioned estimate for 1880-81 was Rl. 40,70,000. The 
regular estimate was reduced to Rs. 39,97,000 with reference to the^ actual 
outgoings in the first six monThs of the year. The Government of India 
reduce this to Rs. 39,95,000. The Lieutenant-Governor prefer^ to adhere to 
the figure already adopted*' 
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Marine .—^The actual expenditure in 1879-80 wa^'16^10,68,279, and the 
budget estimate in 1880*81 was framed lor Rs. ll^O&fSOO. The regular 
.estimate was reduced to Es. 11,45,000^ and this has bcem^dopted by the 
Govemmoivt of India. The details under this head arc liable to consider¬ 
able adjustment after the close of the year; but locikina: (o the lat(;st figures 
reported, the yeutenant-Governor considers that the estimate inav be further 
reduced to lls. 11,00,000. 

Education.—'ntvi estimates for 1880-81 showed an increase on Hs. 24,76,226, 
the actual cost in 1879-80, chiefly to provide for enhanced expenditure in 
^Middle and High Schools, and on grants-in-aid and assignments. The Govern¬ 
ment of India have raised tho rcsgular estimate from lls. 25,20,000 to 
Rs. 25,64,000, and tin's ligui’e w ill be adopted. 

Medical .—^Tho expenditure uudor this head is showing a steady and 
satisfactory decrease. The actual charges were Rs. 14,86,0.50 in 18*75-76, 
Rs. 18,62,918 ill 1876-77, Rs. 33.84,869 iii 1077-78, lls. 12.31,000 in 1878-79, 
and Rs. 11,69,944 in 1879-SO, The regular estimate for 1880-81 is 
lls. 11,39,000. A reduolion is shown under nearly every lioad except 
“Grants for medical piirpos.-s.” The Government of India have raised the 
estimate to Its. 11,48,000 'I’lie liicutenant-Governor, however, considers 
that a provision (<f lls. 11,25,000 will sufiiee. 

Stationery and PrUiUny. —The provinei.al items under this head are 
Stationery supplied from eoniral stores, 8f.atiou(’ry purebas-. d in the country 
(provincial), Government Presses, Printing at priv.-ito presses, and Rents, 
rates, and taxes. The budget e.stiniate for 1880-81 included a provision of 
Es. 6,41,000 for stamps and stationery supplied from the central stores. As 
bas already been stated, the charge for stamps has now bcien transferred to the 
head of Stamps. In the regular estimate the provision was accordingly 
reduced to Es. 5,21,000 on account of stationery only, and the gross estimate 
stands at Es. 8.55,000. The GoviTnment tif India have raised the ostimato 
to Es 8,73,000 with reference to n ported disbursements, and-this figure will 
bo adoyitcd. 

Miscellaneous .—The chief item under this head, besides rents, rates, and 
t.ixes on Government buildings, is “ Miscellaneous and unforeseen charges.” 
The gross charge is tberefore liable to considerable variation. The actual 
expenditure in 1S79-80 was Rs. 4,32,020, and the regular estimate for ISsO-Sl 
is lls 3,66,000. The estimate includes a jirovision of lls. 1,00,000 f,ir Miscel¬ 
laneous and unforeseen charges. 

Jiailtcaya^—^SH^G original estimate for the Avorking (>xi>cnsos of Railways was 
Rs. 17,904i(l<f.’ The regular estimate was submiitod for Rs. ]6,50,(M)0. ” This 
bas been raised by the Government of India to Rs. 16,85,000. On this 
estimate the m't earnings of the Railways would be lls. 12,50,000 in 18S0-81. 
The budget estimate only anticipated net earnings amounting to lls. 9,35,000. 
The net earnings have thus been Rs. 6,00,000 in lh7S-79, lls. 6,91,000 in 1879-80, 
and probably not less than Rs 3i2.50,000 in 1880-81. The position of the 
different lines in relation to capital expenditure and not imrnings will bo 
examined further on. The Government of India have added to the regular esti¬ 
mate under this head a sum of lls. 3,2(5,000 which includes an expenditure 
of Rs. 2,20,000 on account of the Sonaporc-Mugrali line. 

Irrigation and Navigation. —Under, this head provision was originally made 
for an expenditure of Rs. 21,60,000 on the Provincial account. The estimate 
was suhs 4 fluently increased by tlie inclusion of a grant of lls. 2,50,000 on 
account o^J^ Jujooty Project. The revised budget estimate therefore stood 
’at Rs. 24,10tq^. The regular estimate amounts to Rs. 25,69,500, or in round 
numbers - Es. ^5,70,000. It comprises an expenditure of Rs. 4,74,600 on the 
different pwvinjmal projects, including Ks. 7^000 for initial expenditure on the 
Orissa Const Cag^, Es. 11,12,000 on account of working and maintenance 
charges of the,^rissa Tidal Creeks, Circular Canals, and Nuddea Rivers, 
and Ra. 9,83,000 pa account of working expen-ses of the Orissa, Midnt^pore, and . 
Bone Canal-s. Tlio receipts nnrior the second head are estimated at Es. 6,35,000 
yiTid Hi tler the third at Rs. 10,00,000. 


Other P^dio Works .—The revised regular estimate provided for an 
expenditure unaer this head of Ks. 42,92,000. A further grant of Ite. 1,50,000 
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was made daring th&gf^r, and the regular e'^timate stands at Rs. 44,42.000, 
including an expejsdifture of Rs. 39,000 by civil officers, chiefly on account of 
ferries. 

Conirihunom .—Under this head appears the second instalment of the 
contribution of Jls. 20,00,000 made by the Provincial Government to the 
Imperial Treasury in 1879 in order to avoid the necessity of ^lolesale reduc¬ 
tions in all departments of the Public Service, C')iisequent on the difficulties 
of the Government of India* The “ Contributions to local include grants* for 
roads to the Soiithal Pergunnahs, Chittagong Hill Tracts and Singblioom, 
where the Cess Act is not in force, and tn ()tht.*r districts to enable them to 
execute necessary works. It al<?o intrludes the cost of colleciing the Public 
Works 0(?ss by ilic district establishment^.

JErme —tfcder thiasad the Government of India have reduced the 
estimate frqpi Rs. 87,000 to Rs, 83,00,0(J^. The receipts for 1^80-81 
will probably not be lesSian Rs. 86,50,000, and the settleineats for the 
current year are very favable. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that the 
budget estimate for 1881 may safely be placed at DO lakhs. 


Cyfiioma .—Both thecal Government and tlie Government of India 
estimate the rejceipts undhis hejad at Rs. 74,000, against Rs. 1,18,000, the 
regular estimate for 188(.. The regular estimate includes largo confiscations 
of cotton-goods, and x>cre9 for misdescription, most of which will have to 
be refunded by order of'Vernment. The estimate of Rs. 74,000 -will stand. 
• 
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Sali .—TheJaSs and fiaes of the ^land Customs Department, hitherto 
iaohided undei^his head, have now otAitted, the Government of Tnd ia 
agreeing to increase the Imperial allotnrut by Rs. 12,000, the amount which* 
it was originally estimated this Goveifimcilt would derive from them. The 
budget estimate will be raised to Rs. l,3(,000,,the figure adopted as the reffular 
estimate for 1880-81. 

Stamps. —The Government of It^ia has reduced the estimate of reoeipts 
under Stamps from Rs. 1,20,00,000 to ks. 1,16,00,000. As the stamp 
revenue has fallen off gf nerally duriig sonie of the past few months, the 
original estimate of Rs. 1 , 20 , 00,000 mar not realized. There is, however, no 
reason to apprehend that the ordinarypeeiptsi will be less than in 1880-81. 
Indeed, there are signs of recovery sinfe the ydir opened. In the estimate for 
1881-82 a new head of receipts, " Saloof starnis for copies,” has been included 
under the operation of the High Couiil’s Cireu^r No. 86 , dated the Ist October 
1880, prescribing rules for granting o*pioa of jceords. The receipts from this 
source are expected to amount to Rai 4,20,000i It will he safe, therefore, to 
estimate the total receipts for the current ycir at Rs. 1,18,00,000, and this 
amount will aceoi-dingly be adopted foe 1881-8 , 

Registration. —If, as is ariticipted, the I 'gistration receipts in 1880-81 
will not exceed the actuals of 187080, which terc Rs. 10,29,000, the estimate 
for 1881-82 cannot bo put at mu^i a higher gure than Ra. 10,60,000, even 
after allowing for some increase cf resristraliA all over the province. The 
original ostiiuate will accordingly his reduced tolls. 10,50,000. 

Law and Juatir.e. —The ‘falling ofl‘ in the >-egular estimate for 1880-81 
is due to Jnil receipts not coming up to the aitfeipaied amount. For 1881-82 
there is a falling off under Law aui Justice (pwicr), owing to fees for copying 
bhing levied by stamps. The extension of )il manuf'aeturcs, however, is 
expected to lead to higher receipts, The cstimstof Rs. 18,20,000, as oiigiuaW 
passed, m ill stand. 

Police. —Under a Resolutioa of this Dcfstment, dated tlie 29fh April 
last, tiie receipts from Rounds siinalcd vvillil mauicipalitie.s have in all 
in-stanoes bia n made over to the municipalities toeerned. The l•eeeit>ts on this 
account, hitherto credited to the Provincial Serids, avera.g(Hl about Rs. 12 000 
a year. The c.stiuiatc of Police receipts Mil accordingly he rcdue<-d to 
Rs. 4,05,000. 

Marine. —Tim original estimate is Rs. ll,7t,0O. This Mill he raised to 
Rs. 12,00,000 M ith reference to the recemt iuereisuii pi lotage receipts. \ 

Medical. —The receipts in 1879-80 M'cro sYllod''1iy"tll^naymc,nt8 of \ 
arrear contributions by the Calcutta Muiiicipdit for the Sealcftli Hospital. ^ 
'Ike e.‘'timato of its. 1,65,000 for the year will .sUn 

Miscellaneous. —Tim filing off in the rjjar estimate for 1880-81, 
and in tlie estimate for 1881-82, is due to greater st-tnesa Mith wlTteh depoaits 
are scrutinized. Items that M'ore formerly on tends depo.sits, and afterwards 
credited to Government as lapses, are now in aaiy cases taken at once to 
service heads. 

The local estimate of receipts unr State Bailwavs has been 
reduced from Rs. 33,10,000 to Rs. 31,10,000 bjie Governmin't of India 
Public Works Department. Looking to the steadyorease in the traffic on the 
three principal lines, the Lieutenant-Governor consi(rs that the estimate mav 
safely stand at Rs. 32,10,000 

Irrigation.~ \\xo o-stimate under this head shows increase of IMF. 2,38,000 
on the regular cstmate for 1880-81. There is > estimatytfincrease of 
Rs. 47,200 from the Orissa Canals, of Rs. 62,600 fti the Mynnapore Canals 
of Us. 90,209 from the Sane Canals, of Rs. 22 , 000 , m the Sarun Canal and' 
of Rs. 16,000 from the CalcutA Canal and Nuddea lers. * 

Imperial jtllatinent .—The allotment for 18S0-8ks, as lias alreadv been 
stated, Ks. 40,00,000. Prom this must be deducted thxed sum of Rs. 3)76,000 
on adcount of the growth of the revenue from Excis^taiups, and Law and 
Justice propw, a,s provided in the contract of M 4 1877. 'rhe Imperial 
allotment for 1881-82 therefore stands at Rs. 36,2^0. Under this I^ad 
credit should be taken, for Rs. 2 , 00,000 on account 4uty on Shegdutnpewe 

rum coReoted in the Korth-W estern Provinces tor tifive y^ars 1877_82. 

It is uoi. probable that tRe cMm of this Govevnm«wilI be settled ia ti»e* 
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for inclusion in tie accounts of 1880-81. A provision"Tl^Rs. 10,000 sliould 
^so be made on account of Jail and Printing charges agauN^other Govern¬ 
ments. On t^»e other hand, it wTll be necessary to provide fol^ paymerft of 
perhaps Rs' 26,000 to tlie Assam Administration on accoun^of duty on 
Shahjehanpore rum consumed in that province. 

Contribution .—A sum of Rs. 2,000 is entered under this head on account 
of bontribution to Government for the services of exccuiive officers of the 
Public Works Department for supervising district works. 

pEoviNCiAii Service Expknbiturb. 


Interest .—The estimate of interest charges, adopted by the Government 
of India, is the one last advised by the Accountant-General, Public Works 
Department, and will stand. 

hand Revenue .—The increase in Dand Revenue charges has already 
been explained. The total charges in 1880-Sl will probably amount to not less 
than Its. 27,00,000, and the same amount will be required for the current year. 
There may bo some reductions in the cost of sub-divisional establishments, 
but they will be/Counterhalanc»^d by anticipated increases under otln^r heads. 

Refunds. —Th(‘. budget estimate uiuh r this liead is Rs. (i,i(),000, and the 
Government of India have raised this to Rs. 7,81,000. The original estimate, 
however, was c:irefuHy framed. It incliuh's an ample proviMon under the 
licad of “ TJn(daiiued or Dafis^d Deposits,^’ though, as has already been 
exp1ai»iod, a reduction under this head may be anticipated witli ilie r( duction 
under the. receipt, head “ Aliseelianoous.’’ Local officers have also been 
instructed to exercise care in levying license-tax in doubtful ca^-es, so that a 
decrease in the amount to l)e reJund^d under this liesad will probably be 
shown.

iStnmps .—As lias already beam stated, this lir>ad now includes the cost 
of stimps suppli(jd to Provincial Governments which was formerly shown 
under Stationery and Printing. There is aii increase in the budget estimate 
from Rs. 4,21,000 to Rs. 4,81,000. As tlie ivvemio expands there must lx; an 
increase ill tin; gross cost nf the stamps and iu the discount for si lling tiicm. 

Heijisiratlm ,—As (he estimate of n^ceipts has been reduced, there will 
be a decrease in the estimated charges for commission. The original estimate 
of the Accomi*«WT»'!f^i<;ral was P^s. 0,82,000, and this will stand. ♦ 

Adni^ffisti ation .—The increase iu the estimated expenditure, corufiarod 
with the aciutils of the last year, is due to provision made for the salary of 
the Examiner of Local Accounts and liis estahlislimcot. Tuere liave also been 
increases"iK the Pcngal Sccre.iariat establishment. 

law and Justice .—The heavy increase under Law and Justice, 
compared with the estimates of {last years, is due to increases under Jail manu¬ 
factures, to the appointment of 2'> addiiional Deputy Magistrates, and largely to 
the introduction of the new syst^un under wliicli copying fees are collected 
by stamps, and the copyists ji-aid by Government. The Lisutenant-Governur 
would retain the original estimate of Rs. 91,21.000. 

increase in the es^timate for 1SS1-S3 is chiefly undcf* 
Distrio^Executivo Force, Village Police, and Special Police, as against a con- 
sidorablSNf^crcase in Pounds. The refunds to constables yf the balance of their 
clothlbg acl^uut are now taken under this head instead of Refunds. The cost 
of police omfH(>yed in Government estates was formerly in some instances in- 
• eluded in the grant for the management of estates. It is now shown under 
ToUce. ♦ \ . . . 

Me^rine ^—The estimate for 1881-82 contains a provision of Rs. 1,00,000 
for a pilot brig. 

Education .—The estimate of expondituro is Rs. 20,90,000 against the 
regu^r estimate of Rs. 25,04,000 in 1880-81. The Lieutonant-Goyernor 
has added Ks. 1,00,000 to the grant for primary education. The grant under 
this head was reduced in 1870 under financial pressure. 

The budget estimate is Rs. 11,63,000, but this may be reduced 
to Ea. 11,25,000, the figure adopted for the regular estimate of 1880*81. 
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Saihmys.—^Th^,iei?i^Dal estimate of working expenses of State Bailways 
was B>s. 17,68,Qp*0r This has been raised hy the Oovernesent of India to 
B>8. &8,90,00(y^oyision being made for the purchase of foujf locomotives fot 
the Calcuttq^^d South-Bastern line. The gross estimate of B>s. 126,40,000 
under this head also includes Bs. 7,00,000 for expenditure on the Sonapore- 
Mngra line. The net earnings from Railways were Bs. 6,9l,0'&0 in 1879-80, 
and probably Bs. 12,50,000 in 1880-81. It is expected that they will amount 
to Bs. 13,20,000 in 1881-82. 

Irrifialion and Navigation .—The budget estimate of expenditure is 
Bs. 40,00,000. This includes Bs. 10,00,000 for the Orissa Coast Canal, 
Rs. 2,60,000 for the Jujooty scheme, Bs. 60,000 for works and repairs on the 
Orissa Tidal Greeks, and Bs. 10,20,000 for works and repairs, comprising.a new 
lock, on the Circular and Eastern Canals. The cost of establishment, tools and 
plantt on these last works is estimated at Its. 7,44,714. There will also be an 
expenditure of Bs. 30,760 on the Sarun Canal. The expenditure on the 
Orissa, Midnaporo, lligellee, and Sono Canals will be Hs. 0,04,636. The 
estimate of receipts on these four canals is Rs. 3 2,00,000. The net earnings are 
therefore estimated at Rs. 2,95,404, against Bs. 1,73,614, the actuals of 
1879-80. 


Olhpr Vuhlic Works .—The provision made under this head by the liicutc- 
nant-Governor was Rs. 75,43,000. The Government of- India liave reduced 
the estimate to Rs. 67,93,000. The transfers to the head “ Bailways ” amount 
to Rs. 7,60,000. The Lieutenant-Governor will allow the balance of the 
estimate, Rs. 67,93,000, to stand. Ho is sntisfied that the Provincial Pund.s can 
hear tliis outlay without any undue reduction of the working balance, and 
numerous impoit.ont schemes which have been postponed from time to time 
under the pressure of Imperial wants must now, .in the interests of the 
administration of the province, be pushed forward to completion. 

ContHhution .—The amount provided for grants-in-aid to District Boad 
Committees is B.s. 1,50,000, and to tl»e three nou-eess districts Rs. 46,000 ; 
the total is Rs. 1,05,000 'I'liis includes the grants m ide to the District Road 
Committees for the collection of the Public 3/\forks cess. The provision of 
Rs. 1,96,000 will accordingly stand.

The Inland Labour Transport Fund has been placed in defioitt^wing to 
the expenditure of its balances on the Emigration road from tlie Teesta. A 
sum of one lakh has been expended on the same work from Provincial 
Funds. Provincial Funds hav^ also jarovided a steamer service uud a tramway 
from Kownia to Kurigram. *The^ieutenant-Governor now propo-4'l8 to debit 
to Provincial revenues so much of the charges of tho Labour Transport Fund 
as will eaublo it to start under the new Act with a credit balance of Ks. 20,000. 

The WOBKIN6 or the Pbovinciad Contbacts. t. 

The scheme of decentralization which was initiated in 1871 received a 
remarkable development in 1877. Under the first essay of the sysfiim, the local 
Ooverument was entrusted vfith the mauagomeut chiefly of spending depart- 
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ments, such receipts as were connected with them DeA|^upplefnented by larg'e 
consolidated allotments for their maintenance. The only^lcpartment in which 
‘ the revenue exceeded expenditure was Registration; Folice/S^iis, Education, 
and Medical were services under which the receipts could neven^ expected to 
hear more than a very small ratio to the charges. It was thorefora cliiefly with 
a view to economy in administration tliat the Government of Lord Mayo deter¬ 
mined to make the local Government responsible for the financial management 
of these branches of the Administration. In 1877 tbesystem of decentralization 
took another step in advance. The Government of India, while handing over 
other great departments of expenditure to the local Government, also entrusted 
to its use and responsibility, on fixed terms of progressive payment, all the 
principal revenues which could bo deemed capable of steady expansion under 
careful local management. The success of the earlier measure had been suffi¬ 
cient to ensure some extension of the principle; but the form wh^*h. the 
extension took was in great measure determined by the decision to which 
the Secretary of State had come on the great question of famine relief. In 
his financial statement of March 1877, Sir John Strachey announced that it 
was the intention of the Government of India to meet charges for famine and 
unremuncraiivc works out of revenuo for the future. He proposed to place 
the Government in a position to do this, not by introducing any new 
Imperial taxation, hut by extending the system of decentralization, and by 
making each local Government responsible for tho management and 
charges of the great public works which had Vjeen constructed, and for the 
construction and management of those to be subsequently undertaken. 
He declared that the fundamental principle to be pursued in regard to 
public works was tho enforcement of provincial re.sponsibility only. The 
Government of India had not then sketched out any system of what 
was afterwards called “famine finance.” It only wished to free its hands for 
tho task of dealing with famine "by distributing between the various provinces 
the burden which now improperly rests on tho Imperial revenues.” Bengal 
was the only province, however, wiiich was then considered able to carry tlie 
whole of its oMim burden. The charge for interest on productive public works 
was translcrred to the Provincial account, and the Licutenant«Governor was 
invited to raise by taxation tho funds necessary to meet existing charges, as well 
as to provide for new works. The Public Works Cess Act of 1877 was accord¬ 
ingly introduced. Provincial responsibility for all productive works existing 
and future was definitely assumed, and the policy wbicli the Secretary of State 
had ^his province, carried into elTect. It may here be 

remarklu other provinces the policy enunciated in 1877 was still incom¬ 
plete when the “ famine policy” was proclaimed in 1878. It thus came to pass 
that, while in other provinces it was expressly dt'clared both in tho “License” and 
thc“ Loiiil Bates” Acts of 1878 that the taxes raised under them wore to bo at 
the unrestricted disposal of the Government of India for the relief of famine, in 
Bengal ‘mly the License Act contained such a declaration.. The Bengal Public 
Works Cess Act of 1877 had boon passed, and decentralization in regard to 
Bengal Public Works had boon consummated before the scheme which 
underlay the legislation of 1878 was matured. The Bengal Cess was simply a 
link in the chain of docontralization. It was only eonuocted with “ f.imiiie 
finance ” in so far as the payments for interest on Public Works capital. Atjr. 
the local Government improved the general financial position of the Govern¬ 
ment qf India, which had liitherto borne this charge, and placed it in funds 
to mem. extraordinary expenditure for famine or dny other exceptional 
demand, and in so far as any productive works must operate to protect tho 
province from the effects of failure of its crops. 

The^cccntralization measures of l"^? vi^sre of a threefold character—(1) 
certain departments of revi nuc were mad^ver to Provincial management, some 
for fixed payments, some for progressive contributions to tho Imjierial Treasury; 
(2) certain departments of expenditure were made over to it vi'ith fixed allot¬ 
ments ; (3) the public works which had been or were to be constmoh’d with bor- 
rovCl'd money were made over to it without any assignment. The.«ie arrangements 
were mutually inter-depeudeut. The first and second were ounnected, because, 
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thouffh fixed allotmep^S'wy were made for expendituifo, it was well recognized 
that expenditure><{^ld not be fixed, hut must he pro^ssive, audit was 
intended that J^c necessary increase in charges consequent on improved 
administratioqj(ehould he met out of the profits which the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment might torive from the assigned revenues over and above thg^ amount of 
its contribution. The first and third were connected, because it was similarly 
recognized that the large responsibilities assumed by tbo local Government ift 
re^md to public works should be merged in the aggregate of its ways and 
means. It was only reasonable therefore tliat the progressive contributions 
tmder the heads of asMgned revenue should be so fixed as to leave the local 
Government a margin for the discharge of its actual responsibilities, as well as 
for the improvement of the province. This was definitely recognized by the 
Government of India when it declared that the contracts were to be absolute 
for a tcim of five years. It said : “ Inasmuch as a considerable burden is being 
now iniposod upon the province of Bengal in order to guarantee to the 
Imperial revenues the interest on the capital spent in B<?ngal on the 
construction of canals and railways, the Government of India has consented 
for the present to abstain from claiming any part of the further increase which 
may be expected to those revenues in consequence of tlie greater attention that 
they Avill now doubtless receive from tiio Local Government.” 

Before the details of the contract of 1877 arc examined, it will be conveni¬ 
ent to state briefly how the arrangements mode in 1^71 then stood. Under 
the Resolution of 14th Deeemhor 1870, Lord Mayo’s Government entrusted 
the Government of Bengal with the financial nianag('ment of the Departments 
of Police, Jails, Registration, Education, Medical, Printing, Roads, and Civil 
Buildings, The original assignment which, with the receipts obtainable under 
some oflheso heads? was to enable the local Government to administer the depart¬ 
ments, was Rs. 1,16,85,920. Some additions and deductions were subsequently 
made the principal modification being the deduction of Rs. 13,30,000 on the 
separation of Assam from Bengal In March 1.877 the provincial allotment on 
account of these services stood at Rs. 1,10,59,000. 

Under the contract of March 1877 the local Government was further

entrusted with • the management of the following heads ol revenue : 

(1) Excise, (2) (Miscellaneous Receipts), (3) Salt (Minor Items); 

(4) Stamps ; (5) Laio and Justice (proper); (6) Marine, and (7) Miscellaneous; 
and of the following heads of expenditure : (1) Refunds of t he assign ed revenues; 

(2) Land Revenue; (3) Excise; (4) Customs, (6) Salt, (6) SttfHipff^fi^lAdminis- 
tratUm, (8) Minor epariments, (9) Law and Justice, (10) Mariue,^fiV) Mis¬ 
cellaneous and one or two smaller items. The allotment made under the heads 
of Expenditure was Rs. 1,34,70,000, and the total, including the existing 
allotment under the heads previously transferred, was Rs. 2,45,29,00W' Prom 
this was deducted, on not very intelligible grounds, a lump sum of Rs. 5,90,000, 
and the net consolidated grant was thus reduced’ to Rs. 2,39,39,000. The pay¬ 
ments to he made on account of the assigned revenues in the first year 
amounted to Rs. 1,91,07,000, and this was to be increased eve^ year by 
Rs. 3 75,000 under the heads of Excise, Stamps, and Law and Justice. 
I’lie balance represented the Imperial allotment to the Provincial revenues. 
It was thus to lie Rs 48,32.000 in 1877-78, Rs. 44.57.000 in 1878-79, 
Rs. 40,82,000 in 1879-80, Rs. 37,07,000 in 1880-81, and Rs. 33,32,000 in 
1881-8’2. Adjustments-undcr various heads, however, always operate to^odify 
these figures. 

The following table shows a glance the progress of the Provincial 


revenue and expenditure durinft the?five years. The revenue sidg of the 
^ount includes the proceeds of th^Puhlio Works Cess and the receipts from 
Railways and Canals. On the expenditure side appear the charges for interest 
on the capital expended and the cost of maintenance. The sum entered as a 
receipt under Assessed taxes” is simply the grant made to the Provincial 
revenues to meet the cost of colieotious and refunds on account of the Licease-

This statement would show that the Provincial revenues have increased 
from Bs. 2,69,11,000 to Rs. 3,68,28,000 during the five years, while the'ezpen* 
ditore os idl accounts has increased from Hs. 3,08,00,000 to Rs. 4,40,96,000. 
The year 1877-78, however, cannot properly be compared with the succeeding 
years. In the first place, the whole amount of thoj Public Works Cess could 
not be levied during that year. This oiroumstance affects both sides of the 
































account; for« thoupis’^fiie charge for interest for which the local Oorernment 
was liable in thc^year on account of capital e^enditure on public works up to 
the olpae of^f^76-77 was Bs. 27,47>000, the Government of India in oon- 
8ideration^<n the short levy of the cess only insisted on a payment of 
Bs. 20,0^00. Moreover, the accounts of the Provincial Services for this 
year do not include several important items which were afterwards shown 
under the heads of ** Police, ** Irrigation and Navigation, ” and ** Other 
Public Works ” on the abolition of the “ Provincial Beserve. ” Prom 
1878>79 the income from Pounds and some smaller receipts appear under 
“ Police,” receipts from tolls on the N uddea Bivers and Calcutta and 
Bastem Canals appear under “ Irrigation and Navigation,” and receipts 
from ferries, rents from Strand Bank, and other items appear under ** Other 
Public Works.” Pinally, there is no entry under assessed taxes in 1877*78, 
as/the license-tax had not then been introduced. It may be observed, 
thmgh this has no bearing on the aggregate figures, that the receipts shown 
tii^er ” Xiand Bevenue ” in the acoonuts of this year, consisting of record-room 
refieipts and land registration fees, were subsequently transferred—first to 
“ Miscellaneous ” and then to “ Begistration.” The receipts which, from 
1878-79, wore shown under a new heading “ Minor Departments'' were previ¬ 
ously shown under other heads, chiefly ” Miscellaneous.” 

Prom 1878-79, however, aocurato comparison of the condition of the 
finances in the different years is possible. The gross revenue was 
Bs. 3,20,78,000 in 1878-79 ; it is estimated that it will be Bai.^,68,28,000 in 
1881-82. In other words, the revenue has increased at the rate^of about 16 
lakhs of rupees a year for the throe years, though there has been no 
new taxation in the interval. Of the sum of Bs. 47,50,000, by which the 
gross estimates for 1881-82 exceed the actuals for 1878-79, Excise contributes 
20 lakhs. Stamps 10 lakhs, Jails 3 lakhs, Bailways 14^ lakhs. Irrigation 
and Navigation, 3^ lakhs. On the other hand there is a decrease of over 
^ of a lakh in Provincial rates, of about lakh under Law and Justice 
proper, and about 1^ lakh under Miscellaneous. The chief increases in 
expenditure are—Interest 6^ lakhs. Laud Bevenue 1 ^ lakh. Stamps 2 lakhs. 
Law and Justice 4 lakhs. Jails 4 lakhs. Education 2 lakhs, Bailways 17-^ lakhs. 
Irrigation and Navigation 25 lakhs, and other Public Works 29 lakbs. A 
decrease of nearly a lakh is shown under Stationery and Printing, corre¬ 
sponding with a part of the increase under Stamps. • 

The progress of the revenue under EXCISE is one of the most 
satisfactory features. in the Statement. While th%,{gjymue has increas^ 
from 70i lakhs in 1878-79 to 86 J in 1880-81, and"^. in 1881-82> 
the cost of collecting it has declined ’ from Rs. 2,83,000 to Its. 2,70,000. 
This is ,tho result partly of the extension of the outstill system, 
and partly of the great prosperity of the province during^t^ this period. 
There can be no question that the outstill system is the only system under 
which an excise on spirits can be properly i. administered in rur^ tracts in this 
country. Under the suddor distillery system, all spirits that paid duty were 
manufactured at a GK>verameat distillery. Each licensed vendor kept a still 
within the limits of this establishment; he had to maintain servants to work it; 
he bad to journey in most cases long distances backwards and forwards between 
his shop and still, to spend money in conveying the manufactured spirits to the 
place of sale, to secure the good-will of the distillery staff, and to undergo 
various other expenses and inconveniences. It cannot be doul^d that in 
many oases he only distilled publicly and paid duty on a sufiBLciimt quantity 
of spirits to enable him to k;<^ep up the necessary appearance, and that he 
supplemented this by a suptiy of illicit liquor, or adulterated it to inesrease his 
profit. Tha preventive estaXlishp^nt, if only from its weakness, v^as altogether 
unable to cope with tke|illicn distillation that went on all over the country. 
Under the outstill system each vendor purchases the right to manufacture 
and sell spirits within the area commanded by his shop. He makes the spirits 
with his own rude appliances, and suits it to the taste of his consumers, while, 
as it is his interest to suppress competition, he and his agents act a»*preven- 
tive officers throughout the tract. The revenue is protected, while the 
people are provided with tvholesome liquor which is reportei£>to be weeninjg 
them from the use of ganja and other deleterious uugs. The liquor is 
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steady and substM^lml increase in the Stamp Reventie from Bs. 05,48,000 
in IsVo-T? to 1,14,00,000 in 1880-81 is undoubtedly to a groat extent . 
tbc result ^^^ncrca8od oiroulation of wealth in the country, and- increased 
facilities fcjy obtaining justice. But much of the increase is also due to 
improved Administration of the department and special measares taken to 
discover and check fraud in the use of stamps. The gross profit of the 
Provincial Government has been roughly 9^ lakhs in 1877-78, 6f lakhs 
in 1878-79, 111 lakhs in 1879-80, 8 lakhs in 1880-81, and lakhs in 
1881-8^. The fixed grant for managing this department of the revenue 
is Bs. 2,38,000. The actual cost was Rs 2,48,000 in 1877-78, and Rs. 2,51,000 
in 18i8-79. It is estimated to bo Rs. 4,34,000 in 1881-82. The increase in 
the Mst years corresponds with tlie increase in the receipts. Larger'sales 
of wmps must be attended by increased ohiirgcs for discount. The increase 
later years is due to the transfer of the actual cost of the stamps from 
th^^ead of "Stationery.” The fixed grant under" Stationery ” for both 
6tan§)s and stationery is Rs. 4,98,000. The actual expenditure on both was 
Rs. 6,89,000 in 1878-79. The expenditure on stationery alone is estimated to 
be Rs. 0,23,000- in 1881-8:i, while the charge for stamps 8up;died from the 
stores is estimated to bo Its. 1,60,000. These are charges which must be 
expected to grow as the different branches of the revenue.and of the adminis¬ 
tration are developed. j 

Under RE'tISTRATION the receipts have steadily increasot^though the 
progress has not been so rapid in the later as it was in the earlier yBars.° The 
figures from 1878-79 include Record-room receipts and Land Registration fees 
transferred from Land Ri venue. The Registration receipts proper were 
Rs. 6,Q1,000 in 1877-78. Rs. 8,70,000 in 1878-79, Rs. 9,09,000' in.. 1879-80. 

No advance is expected in 1880-81, and only a slight-advance in 1881-82. Tiiey 
wore only Rs. 3,60,978 in 1871-72, the first year that the revenue was under 
Provincil^ management. With incriiased receipts there is naturally an 
advance m the charges for eommission on fees, by which most of the Sub- 
Registrars are remunerated. 

LAW AN13.JUS ITCE is the third of the branches of revenue surrendered 
in 1877 for a progressive payment. The actunl receipts in 1876-77 were 
Rs. 7,30,000. The revenue was surrendered to the Provincial Government for 
a payment rising by J lakh a year from Ks. 7,25,000 in. 1877-78 to Rs. 8,26,000 
in 1981-82. The actual receipts have bei-n Rs. 8,05,000 in 1877-78, 
Ks. 10,52,000 in 1878-79, .and 15s. 10,80,000in 1879-80,^ljiyJjjhey are estimated^ 
to boRs. 9,75,000 in 1880-81 and Rs. 9,20,000 in ISSl-t^z^FheTlii^ase in the v 
revenue was etuefly under the head of fees, and corresponded in some measure 
with the*‘i-ic,rca 80 under Stamps. The falling off in the later years is explained 
by the new procedure already alluded to in connection with stamp4|^^he expen- 
iditnre under Law and .lustioe shows a largo incifease from Rs. 6^77,000 in 
1877-78 to Ks. 68,69,000 in 1881-82. The fixed grant for this service under 
the five years* settlement between the Imperial and Local Government is 
Rs. 62,97,000. There has thus been a heavy charge on Provincial Funds. It 
was, however, precisely in order that the local GovcTnment mi^t have the 
means of providing for improved administration, involving increased expense, 

improvable revt'nnc was made over to it. The'^t-ieutonant-Govemor has 
been able to strengthen th<^ Subordinate Executive Service, and he has been 
able to increase the number of moousifs to meet the growing wan^-s of the 
country in the administration of Civil Justicc. . 

Under J AILS the receipts were Bs. 6,89,000 in 1877-78. They are estimated 
to amount to Rs. 7,25,000ln 1880-81 and Rs. 9,00,000 in 1881-82, The 
charges on the other hand r®e fro^ Rs. 10,51,000 in 1877-78 to Rs. 18,41,000 
in 1879-80. For 1880-81 thjw are estimated at Rs. 17,00,000, and for 1881-82 at 
Re. 22,52,000. A great. part>vf the inorease in the current year will be incurred 
id the purchase of raw materials for jail manufactures. It is necessary to 
explain that the actual receipts shown to the credit of Jails in the accounts do 
not represent the outturn of the work of the prisoners. Only cash payments 
are shown; work done for the Jail Department itself and for other departmeatt 
of the public service is only acknowledged by departmentatc cr^ts, Tbo 
importance of the work done by the jails in supplying clothing, o3, 

Other requirements of tbe public service is increasing every day. 
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The fixed prant for the charges on account of LAK^nK^NUE made in 
^877 was Bs. 22,62,000. With the charges which this was inl^ded to caver 
have been /tmal^amated others, chiefly for sub-divisional e^aMishments, 
which were originally Provincial. The gross cost of all in llk6-77 was 
Bs. 23,68,000. .The growing wants of the administration, however,l»Ve since 
canded the expenditure far beyond this limit. A grant of Its. 1,80,000 has 
sino*e been made for the management of Government estates. The estimate for 
each of the years 1880-81 and 3881-82 is Rs. 27,00,000- Establishments have 
been strengthened and made more cificieut, and additions have been myide to 
the staff of Deputy Collectors. 

For the charges recorded under the head of ADMINISTRATION- the 
Imperial Treasury allows a fixed grant of Rs. 12,61,000. Tho cost now ex«eds 
this by 2 lakhs a year. Tho diireronce is met irom Provincial funds. \ . 

Tho expenditure on EDUCATION was Rs. 19,58,000 in 1871-72. l^is 
included the chargj's in Assam. In 1876-76 tho expendiinre in 
amounted to Rs. 20,32,000. In the next year Sir Richard Temple ujaer 
financial pressure reduoi d tho expemdituro to Rs. 24<,'t8,000. Sir Ashley ;^cn 
ha| now been able to make full ])rovisiou for the needs of this important depart- 
mtmt. He has been ahlo to rci)iace one lakli of rupees reduced from the grant 
for Primary Education in 1870-77, and the gross expenditure allowed for 
18*1-82 is Rs. 26,90,0t50. 

In tho l^iDlCAL administration important savings havo been made. Tho 
managemei^lf^f the Metrojiolitau llospitnls has been r<‘formed, and much waste 
of public money has been prevented. Government aid to disperisarios in tho 
interior no longer takes the form of a free su])ply of expensive instruments and 
drugs, anduarefaTmanageriient lias ensued from the responsibility thus thrown 
on the (lifeeting Cofurnittgos. Tho charges which amounted to Rs. 14*6,000 
in 1876-76, Rs. 13,63,000 in 1876-77, and Its. 13,85,000 in 1877-® were 
reduced to Rs. 12,31,000 in 1878-79 and Ks. 11,70,000 in 187a60. In 
1880-81 and 1881-82 tlio estimate is Rs. 11,25,000. “With this rodduition in 
cost there has been an increase in the number of persons actually receiving 
medical aid. 

It will bo convenient to consider together the figures under PUBLIC 
WORKS and the liguro« of tiro IN'J'BREST payable on the capital invested in 
them. In 1877 the lollowiiig works were made over to the managoment of 
tho Government of Bengal with tlic r. sponsilnlity for the payment of the 

/ interest charg es, oh t.bo capital expended on their construction :—Northern 
Bengal Raib|p^rt"'TflWan; Railway, Nalbati Railway, Orissa Canals, Midnapore 
High Level^Canal, Hidgellee Canal and Sono Canals, 'J'bc Calcutta and 
South-Eastern B-ailway W'as also made over; but as lliis line bad bem^ making 
barely suificjsnt to cover tho working expenses, no interest wa< oittf^ed on tho 
capital.

The sum due for interest on this capital njas Rs. 30,00,000; but, s.s ha.s already 
been expimned, the Government of India only t iok Bs. 20,0r/,000 in this year. In 
1878-79 the capital expenditure on Railways was Rs. 60,41,000, chiefly on the 
extension of the N orthern Bengal line and^ic conltruction of the Patna and Gya 
line. The eOTcndituro on Canals was Rs. 25^^^39.^ In 1879-80 tho expenditure 
was Bs. 22,12,000 on Railways, and Bs. 16,ra,00don Canals. Of the first sum, 
however, Rs. 3,15,OOO was provided from Provinci*! Funds in order to expedite 
the completion of the Patna-Gya line. It does not bear interest; but, under 
the rules of the Government of India, it must be shown as advanood from 
Impet^al Funds, the charge being adjusted in the.
